GODAVARI DISTRICT. 

General Copper Plates. 

1. C.P. 76 of Mr. Sewell’s List. — (Telugu.) In the Collector’s 
office. Records a grant of land to a Brahman in 1606 (A.D. 1684), 
Raktakshi, by a chief styling himself “ Maharaja ^tt RajaGa^apati 
Raja Jaigannatha Raja.” 

2. C.P. 77 of Mr. Sewell’s List. — In the same place. Records a 
grant by a descendant of the Eastern Chalukya kings. [An examin- 
ation of the contents of this inscription shows that it was issued by 
a chief of the Beta Vijayaditya line, referred to in the third Pitha- 
puram inscription. The donor was ^rTsena Sarathi, between whom 
and Mallappa III there were four chiefs named . .. . BhQpa, 
Pratapa BhRdara, Vishijuvardhana (IV) and Mahadeva. The 
inscription thus carries the genealogy five generations further. 
Mr. Sewell confounds this line with the E. Chalukyan line proper, 
considering it to be subsequent to Vikrama Choja. He is of course 
wrong.] 

3. C.P. 78 of Mr. Sewell’s List. — In the Collector’s office. Records 
that in the twenty-fifth year of his reign, a chief named Srr PrithivT- 
mula Raja, son of Prabhakara Vi^ruta Maharaja, granted the village 
of Chuyipaka to his household priest and the members of the latter’s 
gOtra as an agraharam, after having assembled the RashtrakOfa 
and other families of the district of Tarupaka. The order is issued 
from the city of Kandaji. No date of any kind is given. The 
characters of the plates are similar to those of the E. Chalukya 
plates. 

4. C.P. 191 of Mr. Sewell’s List. — Records grant of lands to a 
Brahman in S. 1500 (A.D. 1578) by “ Raja Sri Vitarana Raya.” It 
is very badly executed, much damaged, and dated in Durmati, which 
is inconsistent. 

4-A. The Korumilli Plates of Rajaraja I, the Eastern Chajukyan 
sovereign (1022 — 63), the son of Vimaladitya and Kupdava Devi, the 
daughter of the Choja Rajaraja the Great (985 — 1013). The record 
is important for the fact that it mentions the date of the king's 
coronation as Thursday, August 16, A.D. 1022. See Ind. Antq., Vol. 
XIV, p. 56; i&iV., Vol. XXIII, p. 131, No. IlOandKielhorn’sSi»«fA^r» 
List, Na 5^ 

5. Nai^uptlru grant of Anna Verna Re^di (which is included 
here as the exact topography of NadupOru is not known). A record 
of Anna Verna of the Ko^i^avl^u Reqlolis, dated in a day of lunar 
eclipse, KSfrttika, 6. 1296 (A.D. 1374). It records the grant to 20 
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Brflhmanas of the village of NadupQru or VCmapurani by the king 
for the merit of his sister Vemasani (stated to be the. queen of a 
certain Nallantlhka). The place was in Konasthala (the Delta) 
The grant gives the Reddi genealogy as it is in the Vflnapalli 
grant. [See Ep. Ind., Vol. Ill, pp. 286— Q2. The dates are not quite 
consistent as lunar eclipse did not, according to Dikshit, fall on 
that year. This is Kielhorn’s Southern List, No. 593.] 

6. The Nagpur Museum Inscription of SomS^vara. A Telugu 
record dated t. 1130, discovered at Sironcha in Upper Godavari dis- 
trict, recording that Gaiiga mahadOvi, the chief queen of SomO^vara 
dSva, gave the village of KCramariika to two temples of Siva she 
built. The date of consecration of these was Sunday, I2th tithi, of 
the bright fortnight of Phalguna, II30, which corresponds to the 
7th February, A.D. 1210. (It should however be S. 1231.) Some&- 
vara has the titles of JagadOkabhQshana Maharaja, descendant of 
the race of Naga, Lord of the city of Bhogavati, of the Ka^yapa 
gOtra. Mr. Krishna Sastri suggests that he might belong to the_ 
Sinda family. See Ep. Tnd., Vol. Ill, pp. 314 — 8. 

7 . The NandampQijtji grant of Rajaraja I (Sanskrit and Telugu). 
At first in the Collector’s office and now in the Madras Museum. 
Records a grant by king RaJarajadCva (I) of the E. Chajukyan 
family, the son of Vimaladitya and Kundavadfivi, in the thirty- 
second year of his reign, during a lunar eclipse (probably according 
to Kielhorn, on November 28, A.D. 1053). It 's addressed to the 
cultivators (headed by the Rashfrakafas) in the Repdenilu- 
nadimivishaya (the district between the two rivers) in the presence 
of the Mantrin, PurOhita, Senapati, Yuvaraja, Dauvarika and 
Pradhana. The object of the grant is the village of NandampOndi. 
The donee is Nanni Narayana Kaviraja^ekhara (evidently the 
celebrated translator of the MahaNuJrata) whose birudas and geneal- 
ogy are given. The date of the king’s coronation was Thursday, 
l6th August, A.D. 1022. See Ep. Ind., Vol. IV, pp. 300 — 9. Kielhorn 
draws attention to the resemblance of the epigraph to Gd. 4-A and 
Gd. 48 in the introductory, legendary and historical parts. Was 
NandampQpdi the same as NandanpQrli in AmalSlpuram taluk? 
Sec also Kielhom’s Southern List, No. 570. 

8 . The RaijastepUndi grant* of Vimaladitya [included here 
owing to the uncertain topography of the village]. (Sanskrit and 
Telugu.) A grant of the R. Chalukyan Vimaladityan Mummudi 
Bhima to his minister Vajra, of the Kaundinya gotra, a resident of 
Karemchedu (nine miles west of Bapatla in Kistna district). The 
epigraph gives the date of the king’s coronation which corresponds, 
with some correction, according to Kielhorn, to Thursday, lOth 
May, A.D. lOll. See Kielhorn’s Southern List, No. 567 and Ep. Ind., 
Vol. VI» PP- 347 — 361. where Venkayya edits it. See also Ep. Rep., 

*Tbe pistes were origiiuilly discovered at Amalipuram taluk and “are now In 
of Valavala Jagganna who lives at Amalapuram.” Sp. lnd„ Vol. VI, p. 347. 
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1900, pp. I4'-I5, where it is pointed out that between loii and 1015 
Vimaladitya should have been a prisoner in the Choja court and 
that his real accession, as other records show, should have been 
after his return from there about A.D. 1015.

Palivila. 

Mr. Sewell gives thirteen inscriptions in this place, but he is not 
sure as to their accuracy. His suspicion seems to be well grounded 
as 12 of the 13 cannot be identified with any in the following list. 
No. 10 of his list is the same as the first of this. For an account 
of the place see Local Records, Vol. II, p. 204 f., and Goddvari Gazr., 
pp. 203-4. 

9 . 498 of 1893. — (Sanskrit.) On a slab lying in the Koppe^vara 
temple. Records in S. 1094 the (grant of land by a minister of 
Velananti>ChOda. 

10 . 499 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On a pillar in the Asthanamaofapa 
of the same temple. A record in Angirasa refers to a certain 
Vamanfllaka-Ocjleya, who conquered the fort of RajamahSndravara, 
and to two Mussalman officers. 

11 . SOo of 1893. — (Telugu.) On the east wall of the shrine in 
the same* temple. Records in 1345, Sujbhakrit, a gift by a queen 
of Virabhadra to the Koppe^vara temple at Pali vela. 

19 . 501 of 1893* — (Telugu.) On the same wall. Belongs to the 
reign of the Kakatlya king, Pratapa-Rudradeva. Records in S. 
1239, Pinga|a, a gift. Mentions the minister Annaya-Preggat^a. 

13 . 502 of 1893.— (Telugu.) In the Kalyana-Ma^tapa ^jttthe 
same temple. A record of Vishquvardhana-Ballahadeva. Mentions 
the king’s son, Bhimadeva. [Do these refer to Ammaraja 1 and his 
sonBhIman?] 

14 . 503 1893.— (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a pillar of the 
same maptapa. The Re^^i king, Allada, son of Do^^aya-Reddi 
(secant and successor of j^faya Vema of Rajahmundry), records 
in a. 1338, Durmukhi, the building of the maptapa. 

15 . 504 1893* — (Telugu.) On the “Kanakadurga stone.” A 

record dated in S. I345i ^obhakrit. Mentions Vema-Reddi. son of 
IQltama»Reddi, and Allada-Reddi (the son of Doddaya). See the 
above No. 

16 . 505 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On the wall of the garden of the 
temple/ Dated in the time of the Kopdavidu Reddi king Ana- 
Vcmaya-Reddi* Records in S. 1299, a gift of land for a garden. 
See Na 18. 

Tottaramudi. 

, 17 . A C.P. grant of Kataya Verna of Rajahmundry dated in 
^ I 333 » Karttika Paurpami. It records a grant_by Kataya 

Veipat the minister of Kumaragiri of Kopdavidu, who received from 
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nis master the eastern country of Rajahmundry for his distinguished 
services. The genealogies of both Kumaragiri and Kataya Verna 
are given and the inscription is thus of great value in cbnnecting- 
tiie two Reddi lines. The object of the grant was the village of 
Mallavaram (named after his wife Mallambika, who was sister of 
Kumaragiri) on the Vriddha-gautami, in the vicinity of MuktI&vara 
in KOpade^a, to Narisimha, son of Ahobala^ and grand^n of 
Appayarya, of the Ka^yapa gotra andKapva Sakha. [The genea- 
logies are the same as in Gd. 5 nnd I8 and in Kafaya Verna’s com- 
mentary on Kalidasa’s Sdkuntala c&Wed'Kumdra-girirajijayam. See 
Ep. Ind.t Vol. IV, pp. 318-27, where Mr. Ramayya Pantulu- edits the 
inscription See also Gd. $0, 60 and 66 and Kielhorn’s Southern List, 
Na 596.1 

Vanapdtti. ^ . 

18 . A C.P. grant (now in the Madras Museum) of Anna- 
Vema of the Kopd^vldu Reddi dynasty, dated 14th tithi of the 
dark fortnight of magha, in year Siddharthin, 1300, corre- 
sponding, according to Mr. Dlkshit, to Monday, the 6th February 
A.D. 1380. The king granted the village of Anna-Vemapura 
or Immadi-Lahka as an agrahara to a certain Immadi of the 
Lohita gotra, the son of the minister Mallaya, and apparently the 
spiritual preceptor of the king. See Ep. Ind., Vol. III» pp. 59--66,‘ 
where Dr. Hultzsch edits it. The inscription quotes from llama-, 
dri’s Ddttakhcufda. It is No. 594 in Kielhorn’s Southern List.

Bhimavaram. 


Mr. Sewell mentions three epigraphs in this place. Two of * 
them are the same as 20 and 22 below. The other is stated to be a 
private record in t. 1336. For an account of the place see GddOvari 
Gazetteer, pp. 207-8. 

19 . 460 of 1893.— (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a pillar in the 
ma^tapa in front of the Bhimeivara temple. Records in 
1348, Parabhava, consecration of an image of Parvati by the 
minister SOrya or SQratia. [The temple is famous for its architec- 
tural beauty, its sanctity and its huge lihgam.] 

20 . 461 of 1893. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) (No. i of Mr. Sewell’s 
three local inscriptions.) On another pillar in the same ma^- 
fapa. Records in S. 1356, Ananda, a gift of land by the queen 
of Verna Redd'i of Allada of Rajahmundry. [Bhimavaram is 
called Skan^rama and its temple Chalukya Bhlme^vara, which

21 . 462 of 1893. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a pillar in the 
lower verandah of the same temple. 'Records in 1344, 
Subhakrit, the construction of a maptapa by the minister Sorya 
or Sarapa.

22 . 463 of 1893. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) (No. 2 of Mr. Sewellls 
local listj On a pillar near the same verandah. Records in 
S. 1416, Ananda, the digging of a channel from the river Yela 
by Yerama-NSyaka. 

23 . 464 of 1893. — (Telugu and Sanskrit.) On a pillar in 
the upper verandah of the same temple. Records in S; 1346, Kro- 
dhin, the construction of a maptapa by the minister SOrapa or 
Sllrya. 

24 . 4650/1893. — (Sanskrit.) On a pillar of the Vrrabhadra 
shrine in the same temple.^ Records in S. 1366, Raktakshi, the 
consecratibn of an image of ^iva by the minister Pegada. 

25 . 466 0/1893. — (Tamil language and in Telugu charac- 

ters*) On the south wall of the same temple. A record of the Chola 
king,' Rijendra-Choiadeva (I). An incomplete, usual historical 
introduction. * 

26 . 467 of 1893. — (Sanskrit.) On a pillar lying in the same 
temple. A record mentioning Allada, son of Doddaya. See 
No. 14 above. 

27 . 468 of 1893* — (Telugu.) On the Bhairava shrine in the 
same temple. A record of 'Vishpuvardhana-Maharaja (VII or 
Kulottuhga 1 ?) in his forty-second year. 

28 . 469 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On a pillar in a mapfapa in the 
garden of the same temple. A record of the Western Chalukya 
king Tribhuvanamalladeva (Vikramaditya VI). (Date doubtful.) 

29 . 470 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On a pillar in the same maptapa. 
A record in 1009, referring to a MahamapdaleSvara of the 
Nagavam 4 a. (An incomplete record.) 

30 . 471 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On a buried stone near the 
same temple. A record in very archaic characters. Mentions a 
certain Kedarara&i Papdita. [Evidently different from Kedara- 
bhatta,the author of the Vrittaratnakora. See Hultzsch’s Rep., 
Sans. MSS., Ill, No. 1775 and H, No. 847.] 

31 . 472 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On a pillar in the maptapa in 
front of the Narayapasvamin temple. Mentions Vishpuvardhana 
Maharaja and the Rajanarayapa-Vippagara temple, founded 
by a certain Maptjaya in the time of Rajanarayapa Kulottunga L 
[See S,I,I., Vol. I, p. 59, verse 12.] 
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33 . 473 of 1893. — (Sanskrit and TeluRu.) On another pillar 

in the same mapfapa. Records in the reign of the Chalukya- 
Cho|a king Vishpuvardhana Maharaja (KulOttunga I) in his forty* 
fifth yoar and 1037, the gift of a lamp by Madhava, miiiister of 
Farantaka, to the temple of Narayapa, founded by the Vai 4 ya 
Mapdaya. See Ep. Ind., Vol. VI, pp. 219-20. ^ ‘ 

33 . 474 of 1893. — (Sanskrit.) On the same pilla]:. A record 
of Narendra, son of Vijayaditya of Vengi, son of Malla,'in IO98, 
describing the gift of two lamps to Rajanarayapa. [Dr. Hultzsch 
believes that Narendra was the son of Vijayaditya III and brother 
of Mallappa IIL See the genealogy of the Beta Vijayaditya branch.] 

34 . 475 of 1893.— (Telugu.) On the same pillar. Records 
in Chajukya-Vikrama year 46, Plava, a gift of land to the Raja- , 
naiRyapa-Vippagara temple. 

35 . 476 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
maptapa. A record of Vishpuvardhana-Maharaja "(Kulottunga I) 
in his thirty-seventh year and S. 1019, regarding the gift of two 
lamps by a minister of Tribhuvanamalladevaf See No. 32 above. 

36 . 477 of 1893.— (Sanskrit) On the same pillar. A record 
containing a prasasti of a certain Mallachari. 

37 . 478 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
maptapa. A record of Vishpuvardhana-Mahargja in his thirtieth 
year. 

38 . 479 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
maptapa. Records in the tenth year Vishpuvardhana-Maharaja 
and IT03, a gift by the daughter of a Nayaka. [This Vishpu- 
vardhana came to the throne in A.D. 1 173. It is difficult to . say 
who he was.] 

39 . 480 of 1893.— (Telugu.) On the same pillar. A tecord of 
the Western Chaiukya king Bholokamalladeva (i.e., Some^vara. 
Ill) in Chajukya-Vikrama year 9 (for 59 ?), Rakshasa, concerning , 
a gift by the Dapdanayaka Lakshmarasa. 

40 . 481 of 1893. — (Sanskrit.) On the same pillar. A record 
of Vira-Chodn< (Date doubtful.) See No. 48-A below. 

41 . 482 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On anothej pillar in the same 
maptapa. A record of Vishpuvardhana-Maharaja. Records h 
number of different dates without the corresponding ^aka yean. 

42 . 483 of 1893* — (Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
maptapa. [A record pf Vishpuvardhana-Maharaja in 1145 (AJ>. 
1^3^ The chief has not been identified.] See Na 103. 

43. ^484 of l 89 i«’~HSanskrit.) On another pillar in the aame 
maptapa. A record giving a genealogy of the Cha)ukya from 
Tails to Tribbnvanamalla (Vikramaditya VI). (An incomplete 
..f-i^ord.) 
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44 . 485 of 1893. — (Telijygu.) On the same pillar. Records in 
the ninth year of Vish^uvardhana Maharaja, the gift of a lamp by 
the granddaughter of a Nayaka. 

45 . 4^ of 1893. — (Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
maptap'a. A repord of Vishpuvardhana-Maharaja alias Mallapa- 
deva in his third year and 1099. [See No. 38 where the same 
chief is referred to. Was he a prince of the Beta Vijayaditya line ?] 

46 . 487 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On the_ south enclosure of the 
same temple. Records in the third year of Vishpuvardhana- 
Maharaja, S. 1098, the gift of a lamp by Mallapadeva. [See Nos. 
38 and 48.] 

47.4880/1893. — (Telugu.) In the same place. Records in the 
thirteenth year of Rajaraja, the gift of a lamp. 

48 . 489 of 1893. — (Sanskrit.) In the same place. An incom- 
plete record mentioning Mallapadeva, son of Vijayaditya. [Was 
he Mall'appa HT of the Beta Vijayaditya line ? 1 124.] 

Chellur. 

48 -A. A CP. grant of Vishijuvardhana Virachoda (now in the 
Madras Museum). An abstract of this has been published by Sir 
W. Elliot in his Coins of 5 . Ind., pp. 88 and 1 50, and in Ep. Rep., July 
1888, p. 2. It is a very important inscription as it throws light on 
the connexion between the E. Chalukyas and the Cho}as. 
Records that Virachoda, the son of Kulottuhga I (1070—1118) and 
Viceroy of Vengi, issued an order to the inhabitants of the Gud- 
^ivadu vishaya that he gave a village (name indistinct) to the 
VishQU temple at ChellOr, founded by his Brahman Scnapati 
MScjamarya, or Gupda ratnabhQshapa in his twenty-first year. 
Among the executors were the five pradhanis {Pancha pradhdnis). 
The plate§ have been edited in S.LI., I, No. 39, pp. 49 — 62, and in 
Ind. Antq., Vol. XIX, pp. 423-36, by Dr- Fleet. The latter fixes from 
the details of the datp given that Thursday, 23rd August A.D. 
H>78, was intended. See also Kielhorn’s Southern List, No. 573.] 
48 -B. The ChellQr plates of the E. Chalukya Kulottunga II (now 
in the British Museum). Records a grant by his Dandadhinatha 
Kata or Kolapi'Kafama Nayaka (i.e., Katama Nayaka of Kolanu) in 
S. 1056 (1065 ?) ardra, pQrvapaksha, etc. See Ind. Antq., XTV, p. 56, 
*antl Kielhorn’s Southern List, No. 574, where it is shown that the 
date regularly corresponds to 24th March A.D. 1 1431 See also Ep. 
Ind., VoL Vn, pp, 9 — 107. See No. 109 below. 

Sarpdvaram. 

'This place was in Prolunapdu> a subdivision of Gangaikop- 
d<^chotava}anadu. In his Antiquities Mr. Sewell gives twenty- 
'Ifive inscriptions in this place. Of these Nos. 3 and 17 seem to be 
the same as Nos. 50 and 49 below. The others are not either 
identifiable cn- copied. The other inscriptions of Mr. Sewell are 
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not included in this list because it is imj)ossible to say how many 
of the “ undated ” and “ private grants of his are the same as 
those of the following , list. For an account of the place see 
GidOvari Gazetteer^ pp. 214-5 and Mack. MSS., No. 686 (No. 8, CM. 
690), section L 

49 . 452 of 1893. — (Sanskrit.) On a stone behind the BhSvana- 
rayapa temple.- A record of Goggayadeva in 1321. [The temple 
is called Virachoda-vippahar and was evidently founded by him.] 

50 * 453 of 1893. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) At the entrance to 
the same temple. A record of the Reddi king Verna Reddi, son of 
Katama Reddi, in 1336, Jaya. [This chief was the founder of 
the Rajahmundry Reddi line. He was the author of a learned 
commentary on the dramas of Kalidasa. See Gd. 17.] 

51 . 454 of 1893. — (Tamil.) On a pillar in the'maptapa in front 
of the same temple. A Tamil record of Kulottunga-Choladeva (I) 
in his forty-sixth year. 

52 . 455 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On the same pillar. A record of 
Vishpuvardhana Maharaja in his ninth year and II23. [Was 
he identical with Vishpuvardhana FV of the Beta Vijayaditya line ?] 

53 . 456 of 1893. — On another pillar in the same m^ptapa. 
Records in the twenty-seventh year of Vishpuvardhana Maharaja, 
the gift of a lamp by Mlnavanmahadevi. See No. 52. 

54 . 4570/1893. — (Telugu.) On the same pillar. Records in the 
twenty-seventh year of Vishpuvardhana Maharaja, the gift of a 
lamp by Chodamahadevi. See No. 52. 

55 . 4580/1893. — (Telugu.) On the same pillar. Records in the 
twenty-seventh year of Vishpuvardhana-Maharaja, the gift of a 
lamp by a queen of Vlra-Chodad6va. See No. 52. 

56.4590/1893. — (Telugu.) On the same pillar. Records in the 
twenty-seventh year of Vishpuvardhana-Maharaja, the gift of a 
lamp by a queen. See No. .52. 

57 . A C.P. mentioned by Mr. Sewell. It is said to be in the 
temple and record a grant of lands to it by a private person in 
6. 1319.

Tirupati. 

Mr. Sewell gives twenty inscriptions in this place of which 
Nos. 7, 15 and 17 are evidently the same as 60, 59 and 58 of the list 
below. The remaining inscriptions are yet to be copied and have 
been however included here under Nosi^ 62- A— Q. 

58 . 494 of 1893.— (Telugu.) On a pillar at the entrance of the 
^ridgaiRraya temple. A record of Kapile^vara in Bahudhanya 
showing that that a minister of his was governing Rajamahendra 
vara (Rajahmundry). 
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59. 495 of 1893.— (Telugu.) On a pillar in the Mukha-Magfapa 
of the same temple. Dated in the reign of Pratapa-Vatsairaya- 
Ayyapadeva-Maharaja. Records in 1364, Dundubhi, a gift of 
land. 

60. 496 of 1893.— (Telugu.) On a pillar in the Asthana- 
Maptapa of the same temple. Records in 1330, Sarvadharin, a 

f ift by a relation of Verna Reddi, son of Katama Reddi, to the 
ringararaya temple at Komaragiripura (i.e., Tirupati). See Nos. 50 
and 17 above. 

61. 497 of 1893. — (^Obhakrit in Telugu.) On another pillar in 
the same maptapa. Records in 1347 a gift for the merit of 
Allada-Reddi and his family. See No. 14 above. 

6*3. A — Q. I — 6, 8 — 14, 16 and 18 — 20 of Mr. SewelVs list. — 
Except one or two all these are said to record private grants, and 
range from 1322 to 1566. Nos. O and Q are undated and 
record grants by Raghudeva Mahendramahadeva of Rajahmundry 
(then under the rule of Kapile 4 vara Maharaya) and by Veiikafapati 
Raya Narendra Maharayaluiigaru.

That Pithapuram is a very ancient place is proved by the fact 
that it is mentioned in Samudragupta’s inscription at Allahabad 
and that it was captured by the W. Chalukyan Satya 4 raya, the 
elder brother of Kubja Vishpuvardhana in A.D. 584. Ind. Antq., 
VoL V, p. 67. Mr. Sewell refers to three inscriptions and these are 
identical with 631 64 and 65.

63. 490 of 1893. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a pillar in the 
Kuntimadhava temple. Records in the reign of Velanapi^u 
Prithivlivara grant of a village in the district of Prolunapdu in 
1108 by his mother Jayambika. The inscription traces the 
genealogy from the mythical IndrasSna and the first historic figure 
Malla I to PrithivT 4 vara, the twelfth of the line and the present 
donor. See Bp. Ind., Vol. IV, pp. 32 — 54 and Kielhorn’s Southern 
List, No. 582. 

64. 491 of 1893. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the same pillar. 
A record of the Kopa (Haihaya) kings Mallideva and Manma 
Satya II in III7 describing the grant of OdiyQru (near Draksha- 
rama) to the Pithapuram temple. [Gives a genealogy of the 
Eastern Chalukyas and of the Kona chiefs who profess to be the 
descendants of Kartavirya. See Ep. Ind., Vol. IV, pp. 83 — 97 and 
Kielhom’s Southern List, No. 583.] 

66 . 492 of 1893.— (Sanskrit in Telugu.) On the same pillar. 
A record of the Eastern Cha}ukya feudatory king Mallappa in in

67. The DonepQpdi grant of Pithapuri Namaya Nayaka.

(Pithapuram). The object of the grant was DOnepQpdi, called 
after his father PrOlOra, as an agrahara, with the eight enjoyments 
and powers, to one Gapapati of the Bharadvaja Gotra. ' [The date 
is irregular. Sunday, the 30th August, A.D. 1338, is the probable 
date but, says Kielhorn, the ^aka date should be 1260. SeeEp. Ind., 
Vol. IV, pp. 356 — 360, and Ibid., Vol. V, pp. 265 — 66, for Kielhorn’s 
note on the alphabet of the grant. See also Southern List, No. 601.] 

68. The Pithapuram plates of Vlracho^a (Sanskrit and 
Telugu.) A grant of VirachOda, the son of KulOttunga Cho|a I, 
who ruled at Jananathanagari (which has been identified with 
Rajahmundry) and who was, for some time, recalled by his 
father after his rule of five years (1078 — 83). The object of the 
grant was the village of Virachodachaturvedimangalam, in the 
twenty-third year of the king’s reign. [Mr. H. Krishna Sastri who 
edits the inscription in Ep. Ind., Vol. V, pp. 70—96, compares 
this with Gd. 48-B of the same ruler. See also Ep. Rep., 1890, 
October, p. 2 ; Burnell’s 5.

C.P. grant of Allaya Dodde or Alfareddi Dodda of 
Dodd^ n of the Rajahmundry Reddi dynasty, dated in Ardhodaya, 
in the 'month of Pausha, 3 . 1352, Sadharaha, which, accc^ng lio . 
Prof. Kielhom, corresponded to Sunday, l 4 X)kJanttary^ 4 ‘Dvl 43 lC 
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The object of the grant was the village of Gumpini or Allada 
Reddi Doddavaram (near Devarapalli, Palivela, etc.). Mr. G. V. 
RamamQrti edits the plates in Ep. Ind., Vol. V, pp. 53—70. He 
compares the genealogy of the Rajahmundry Reddis as given here 
with those of the Kasikhandam and Bhimakhandam of Poet Srinatha 
who was the contemporary of the last three Reddis. He also 
compares it with that of the Tottaramiuli plates. The epigraph is 
thus of interest in throwing light on the history of an interesting 
line of chiefs whose services to literature were very great.

The details of the 
date (Thursday, the fullmoon tithi of Jyeshta, in the nakshatra 
JyCshfa, simhalagna\ says Dr. Hultzsch, correspond to 22nd May, 
A.D. 1084. The grant confirms certain honorary privileges to the 
descendants of the Tcliki family, who were divided into 1,000 
families (lO of which are mentioned by name) and who were the 
hereditary servants of the Eastern Chalukyan family. Sec Ep. Ind., 
Vol. VI, p. 334 flf. Dr. Hultzsch draws attention to the fact that the 
composer of the Teki plates was the same as Vidyabhatta, the 
composer of the ChellQr and Pilhapuram plates of Vrrachoda, 
the predecessor of Vikrama Choja as the Veiigi Viceroy. The 
epigraph is of value for the light it throws on the different prince- 
viceroys of Veiigi in the time of Kulotturiga I. See Madr. Ep. Rep., 
1903 , P- 5 ; also Kielhorn’s Southern List, No. 571.

Chikkulla. 

365 . A C.P. grant of the Vishnukundin king VikramCndra- 
varman II, the son of Indrabhaftaraka, grandson of Vikramfindra I 
and great-grandson of Madhava-varman, on the fifth day of the 
eighth fortnight of the summer of the tenth year of his reign. The 
object of the grant was a village on the Kistna to a Somagirl^- 
vara temple. The record has been attributed to the eighth 
century. The dynasty evidently ruled at Vinukonda and Daijda- 
tQru in Ellore taluk. See Ep. Ind., Vol. IV, p. 193

A 
record of Nadindla Gopa, the governor of Kondavlcju, in the reign 
of the Vijayanagara king Krish^araya in 1442, expired, Vikrama. 
See Ep. Ind., Vol. VL pp. 230—39, where Dr. Luders edits it. The 
inscription has much in common with Nos. 144 and 148 above 
and grants, for the benefit of Sa|uva Timma, ornaments, etc., to 
the Rama temple at Kopdavldu. The inscription is of fiscal interest 
as it enumerates the taxes which were assigned to the temple for 
its expenses. These are said to be the mulavisas in all parts of 
Kopdavidu country, where tolls were paid, viz., at vasanta garuvas, 
water-sheds, salt-beds, market-towns, roads to towns of pilgrimage, 
at the rate of half padikamu on every bag of certain articles, one 
padikamu on every bag of certain other articles, one damma on every 
bag of some goods, two datnmas, three, four, six, etc., on still others. 
A double-bullock-load of 'women’s garments had to pay a chdvela. 
Prof. Kielhorn calculates the date of the inscription to be Wednes- 
day, the 2nd May, A.D. 1520. Gopa was the brother of Nadendla 
Appa and author of the Chandrika, a commentary on the Prabddha- 
chandrodaya.

Records in S. 1318, Yuva, a decision of the Sri-Vaishpava 
teacher Nallan GOvindachakravarti Ayyangaru, regarding certain 
sectarian rights and privileges bestowed on Badagulavaru of Pali- 
nadu. [The BadagulavSni represented themselves as natives of 
Pali-nadu and secured from the Acharya the right to observe the 
kuhkuma-vasanta like other classes, and on the protest of the 
natives of Pali-nadu, the teacher inquired into the dispute, withdrew 
the privileges granted on the ground that it was an innovation, and 
communicated the fact to the Srl-Vaishnavas of the eighteen 
countries. The Government Epigraphist suggests that the 
BadagalavSru were probably northerners, who immigrated in the 
time of the Kakatlya Viceroys, to the dislike of the orthodox 
Vaishqavas of Palnad.]

Kfishparaya. (A damaged record ; the date is lost.) 

101. 59 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a broken slab lying in the 
same place. A fragment of a record of the Vijayanagara king 
Vira-Hariyappa-Odeya (II) in 1301, Siddartin. 

102. 60 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up to the right 
of the entrance into the Kanje^vara temple. Records in S. .1731, 
Vibhava, repairs to the temple made by a private person ■ under 
orders from the “ company ” (Kampini). 

Muddbidre (Muddbidri). 

An excellent account of this highly important Jain centre is 
given by Dr. Hultzsch in his Ep. Rep., 1901, p. 3. It was called 
formerly Bidire or Venupura or Vamiapura and belonged to the 
province of Tujude^a. The earliest inscription in it belongs to 
the Alupa king KulaSekhara, dated in A.D. 1205. The remaining 
belong to the Hoysa}a and the Vijayanagara dynasties. Dr. 
Hultzsch points out that it is the seat of the Jain priest Charukirti 
and his matha, of sixteen Jaina shrines or bastis 
dedicated to Tirthaihkaras, Yakshis, etc., the latest of which is 
dated A.D. I 429 > For descriptions of these see Ep. Rep., 1901,-p. 3a 
Ferguson’s Hist., Ind., R Arch., pp. 270--8, and Buchanan, Vol. II, 
p. 254 « The members of the local Jain dynasty called the. 
Chautars even now receive pension, and 'have got a ruined palace. 
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103 . 28 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the north wall of the 
Gai^digemaotapa in the Hosabasti, right of entrance. A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Vlra-DevarSya (II) in S. 1351, Saumya. 
Refers to Perumaideva-Daijijayaka and to Dcvaraja-Odeya of 
Nagamangala, who was ruling the MaiigalQra-rajya, and to the 
building of the hasti. (This is the largest and finest in the place.) 
[PerumaldSva was a famous General of Devaraya II. For reference 
to him and his two sons as well as DCvaraja Udaiyarscc Mys. Arch, 
Rep., igo8, p. 17.] 

104 . 29 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the same wall. A record 
of the Vijayanagara king Praudha-Devaraya ( 11 ) in S. 1373. 
Prajapati. Mentions Gapappappa-Odeya and refers to the building 
of a mukhamapt^P^ of the basti, called Bhaira devi manfapa. 
Dr. Hultzsch draws attention to sculptures round its base amongst 
which is a giraffe. 

10^5.300/1901. — (Kanarese.) On the same wall. Records in 
the reign of the Vijayanagara king VirQpaksha in 1394, Khara, 
a gift of land in the time of Vitthara^a. 

106 . 31 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the same wall. Records 
in 1409, Parabhava, a gift of land. 

107 . 32 0/ 1901. --(Kanarese.) On the same wall. Records in 

1383, Vikrama, gift of money for offerings. 

108 . 33 of 1901.' — (Kanarese.) In the same place, left of 
entrance. A record of the Vijayanagara king Desvaraya (II) in 

I 35 I> Saumya. Mentions the building of the basii and contains 
a long genealogy of a chief named Bhairava. 

109 . 34 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) In the same place, left of 
entrance. Records in 1384, Vishu, gift of paddy in the time of 
Hiriya-Bhairavadeva-Odeya or Nagararajya. 

110. 35 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) In the same place, left of 
entrance. Records a list of merchants who built the second storey 
of the basti. 

111 . 36 0/1901. — (Kanarese.) In the same place, left of entrance. 
Records the names of merchants who built the third storey of 
the basti. 

. 112 . 37 of 1901. — (Kanarese verses.) On the east, ’north and 
west faces of a pillar in the BhairadGvimantapa of the same 
bitsti. A record in praise of the Mahamapdale^vara Sa}va>Malia. 
Incomplete. 

113 . 38 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On another pillar in the same 
maptapa. Records five verses in praise of the Tirthamkaras, 
arranged in 25 octagons ; see Ind. Antq., Vol. V, p. 44 f. 

114 . 39 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab built into the wall 
of the Kshetrapala shrine in the HOsabasti. An inscription 
of the Vijayanagara king VirQpaksharaya ( 11 , 1465—86) in S. 1398, 

X08 
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Durmukhin. Mentions Singnppn Daiinftyaka and Vitthartsa- 
Odeya. A damaged record. 

115 . 40 of 1901.— (Kanarese.) On a slab leaning against the 
south wall of the inner enclosure of the same basti. Records in 
S. 1493, Prajotpatti, a gift of land, and mentions the Chauta 
family which had its seat at Mudabidri. 

116 . 41 of 1901.— (Kanarese.) On a slab set up in the Guru- 
galabasti at the same village. An epigraph of the Vijayanagara 
king Vlra-BukkarSya (If, 1399—1406), son of Hariharaya (II, 1377 “ 
1402), in 6. 1329, Vyaya. Mentions Bachappa-Odeya and a gift of 
land. 

117 . 42 of 1901.— (Kanarese.) On another slab set up in the 
same place. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king Vlra- 
Krishnaraya in S. 1437 . Yuva, the gift of paddy, and mentions 
Ratnappa-Odeya who belonged to the family of Vaicha-Papda- 
dhipa. 

118 . 43 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the third slab set up in the 
same place. Records in the reign of the Hoysala king Vlra- 
Ballala (III), son of Vtra-Narasimha (III), in Vishu, a gift. Mentions 
Devappa-Dannayaka. 

119 . 44 o/lQOi' — (Kanarese.) On a pillar in the GaddigCmap- 
tapa of the Gurugalabasti. A record of 1460, Bahudhanya 
(wrong), mentioning the building of the manfapa. 

120 . 45 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a broken slab in front of 
the Nayihasti at the same village. Records the death of a Jaina 
teacher named ChandrakTrti and the building of the mapfapa 
(i.e„ the Nayihasti) in his .memory. See Na 128 below. [A 
ChandrakTrti under date A.D. 1605 is mentioned as one of the 
teachers of the Sarasvati gachcha and Bala tkaragana in the faina- 
Si^dhanta Bh/lshtra. See Epitome of Jainism, p. LX] 1 ^L] 

' ^ 121 -A — D. 46 to 49 a/'i90i. — (Kanarese.) On stones built into 
Jaina tombs at the same village. No details given. 

122 . 50®/ 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab lying in the court- 
yard of the Gauri temple at Prantya, a quarter of the same place. 
A damaged record in S. 1318, mentioning Vlra-PapdyadevaraSa. 

123 . SI of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On another slab lying in the 

same place. A damaged record of the Alupa king KulaSekhara- 
AfupCndra in Yuva. See the next epigraph. r 

124 . 52 of 1901. (Kanarese.) On the third slab lying in the 
same place. Records in the reign of the Alupa king Kula&ekhara 
Ajupendra in S. 1127, Krodhana, a gift of land. 

125 . 53 of 1901.— (Kanarese.) On the fourth slab lying in the 
same place. Records in the reign of the Ajupa king Kulaiekhara 
Alupeitidra in Raktakshin a gift of land. 
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126 . 55 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) In a field one mile south-east 
from the travellers’ bungalow. Records in the reign of the Vijaya- 
nagara kin|; Vlra-Hariharaya (II) in S. 1312, Sukla, a gift of land 
to the Gurugalabasti at Bidire. Mentions Matigarasa-Odeya as 
governor of MangalQra-rSjya. 

Puttige. 

127 . 54 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up in front of 
the Somanatha temple._ A record of the Vijayanagara king 
Kfishnaraya in S. I434, Angirasa, mentioning the minister Salva- 
Timmayya, Ratnappa-Odeya and the Chauta chief Tirumalaraya. 

Vettur. 

’ 128 . 72 of 1901. — (Sanskrit.) On the right side of the colossal 

statue of Gummafa on the hill. Records in S. 1525, ^Obhakrit, the 
setting up of the image of Bhujabalin (i.e., GommntS^vara) by 
Timmaraja of the family of Chamunda, at the instance of the 
family teacher CharukTrti of Belgola. [The inscription has been 
published by Rice in his ^ravana Belgola inscriptions and by 
Dr. Hultzsch in Ep. Ind., Vol. VII, pp. 1 12-13. According to 
Prof. Kielhorn the date corresponds to Thursday, 1st March, 
A.D. 1604. Dr. Hultzsch points out that this inscription mentions 
Timma Raja’s mother (Queen Papdyaka) and uncle Rayakuvara 
(i.e., Rayakuniara) and not his father, and that it can be inferred 
from this that the family practised the aliyasantana system. 
CharukTrti was, like Lalitakirti, the Pontiff of Belgola and Moda- 
bidri, just as Devendraklrti was the Pontiff of Humcha. From a 
list in thejaina SiddMnta bhdskara I find no CharukTrti under this 
date, but one in A.D. 1207. See Nahar and Ghosh’s Epitome of 
Jainism, p. LXXII, in the appendix and Ind. Antq.^o\s. XX and XXI. 
Chamundaraja was probably the great minister Chamun^araja 
who set up the colossal statue at Belgola.] 

129 . 73 of 1901. — (Kanarese verse.) On the left side of the 
same statue. Records in 1526, Sobhakrit, the same act. 
[See Ep. Ind., VII, pp. II2-13. The date is the same as in the 
previous inscription, but the current and not the expirerl year is 
given. See S. Kanara Manual, Vol. II, p. 259, for an account of the 
statue. 

130 . 74 of 190 K — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up in front of the 
AkkangalabtCsti within the Gummafabasti. Records in S. 1526, 
Sobhakrit, that Papdyakadevi alias VardhamAnakkagalu and 
MallidSvi, two queens of VTra-Timmaraja- 0 <jeya, built a Chaitya- 
laya of Chandranatha and granted land to it. See No. 128. 

131 . 75 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up in front of the 
Binna^abasti within the Gummatabasti. Records in 1526^ 
Sobhakrit, that Binnani, a queen of VTra-Timmara ja-Odeya, built a 
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ChaitySlaya of ^antl&vara and granted land to it. [An inaccurate 
translation of this is given in Ind. Antq., Vol. V, p. 38.] 

132 . 76 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab built into the floor of 
the Mahalihge^vara temple at the same village. A record in 
S. 8(90], Prabhava, in archaic characters. 

133 . 77 of 1901.— (Kanarese.) On the Nandi-pillar in front of 
the same temple. Records that a merchant set up the mdnastambha, 
a big monolithic column set up in front of the bastis. From the 
fact that almost all of them are known as ^eftarabostis it is inferred 
that the Jain merchants constructed them. See Ind. Antq., Vol. V, 

pp. 38-9. 

134 . 78 oj 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up close to the 
east wall of the Tlrthaiikarabasti within the Santl^varabasti at 
the same village. Records in S. 1544, Durmati, the gift of land to 
the basti by Rclmanatha ara^a, while MadhurakadSvi was ruling 
over the PufljalikSyarajya. [This is also mentioned in 2 and 9 in 
the list.] 

135 . 79 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up in the south- 
east corner of the mantapa in front of the Sllntldvarabasti. 
Records in S. 1459, Hfimalambin, the consecration of the 24 
Tlrthariikaras in the basti. See S'. Kanara Manual, Vol. II, p. 260. 

136 . 80 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up to the right 
of the entrance into the same maptapa. A record dated in 1411, 
Saumya, mentioning a chief of Puhja]iyarajya. [This is the 
earliest inscription in the Santi 4 varabasti.] 

Udipi Taluk. 

Bdrkur ( nine miles north of Udipi). 

This is the traditional capital of Tu]uva, known formerly as 
Barahakanyapura. Formerly a seaport, now an inland town, 
tradition represents it as one of the seats of Brahman governors, 
when Brahmans were introduced into Malabar, and later on as 
scene of a mosque erected by the royal convert Cheraman Perumal. 
Epigraphy furnishes us with a list of the early Alupa kings, the 
Hoysalas and then of the Vijayanagar rulers who had it as their 
provincial capital. Amongst the Aluva kings may be mentioned 
Kavi about A.D. 1150 (Nos. 189 and 194); SOyidCva about 1315 
(No. 175). For the Hoysala inscription see No. 4. The rest are 
Vijayanagara ones. 

137 . 1190/ I 90 I- — (Kanarese.) On the first slab , set up close 
to the west wall of the SomsSvara temple at Modaktri near the 
same place.^ The Vijayanagara king VlrapratRpa-Devarflya (lO 
records in S. 1353 » Sadharapa, the settlement of dispute among 
certain merchants of BarakQru, while Chandarasa-Odeya was 
mling the Barak^a-Tolu-rajya. For a previous Vijayanagar 
'J^^datory in the time of Devaraya I see next epigraph ; for another 
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in the reign of Harihara n see No. 144 ; and for still another in the 
time of Bukka I, No. 148. 

138 . 120 of 1901.— (Kanarese.) On the third slab set up in the 
same place. A record of the Vijayanagara king Vlra-DevarSya- 
O^eya (I), dated in 1335, Nandana. Mentions Sarhkharadeva 
Odeya as governing the BUrakQra-rajya and a gift of paddy. Sec 
No. 161. 

139 . 121 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the fourth slab set in the 
same place. A record of the Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa- 
Devaraya (II), dated in S. 1353, VirOdhikrit, making gift of 
paddy. Mentions Chandra-Odeya as governor of the BarakQra- 
TQlu-rajya. See No. 137. 

140 . 122 of 1901.— (Kanarese.) On the seventh slab set up in 
the same place. Records in the reign of Hoysa)a king Vlra-Ballala 
(III) in S. 1258, Dhatd, gift of paddy. Mentions Vayichappa 
Dan^ayaka and the pradhani Ajjapa-Sahani. [The record shows 
that the Aiupas were overthrown by the Hoysajas in the Govern- 
ment of the district.] 

141 . 123 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the eighth slab set up in the 
same place. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
Gajabetegara-Devaraya (II) in S. 1362, Siddharthin, gift of paddy. 
(A damaged record.) 

142 . 124 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the ninth slab set up in 
the same place. A damaged record mentioning Gagana-iiva- 
charya who belonged to the spiritual lineage of Durvasas and an 
Alva king. [Durvasa is generally supposed to be the founder of 
the earliest of the Saivite mafhas, called the Amartaka.] 

143 . 125 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the tenth slab set up in the 
same place. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
Virapratapa-Mallikarjuna (1449 — 65), in 1380, Bahudhanya, gift 
of money. Mentions Sidappa-Dannayaka. The record shows 
that the Vijayanagar hold over the west was strong even in the 
weak reigns following DSva-Raya n. See also Nos. 148 and 
162. 

144 . 126 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the eleventh slab set up in 
the same place. An epigraph of the Vijayanagara king Vlra- 
Hariyappa-Odeya (II) recording in 1301, Kajayukta, gift of 
paddy. Mentions Bommarasa-Odeya as the governor of the 
Bftraktlrarajya. See No. 153 * 

145 . 127 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the twelfth slab set up in 
the same place. Records a gift in the reign of the Vijayanagara 
king Vira-Harihara-Maharaya (II) in 1308, Kshaya. (Damaged.) 
See No. 151. 

146 . 128 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the thirteenth slab set up 
in the same place. A record of the Vijayanagara king Gaja- - 
betekara-DSvaraya n recording in 1362, Siddharthin, gift of gold 
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to a Brahmatiia. Mentions La'lshanna-DaijnSyaka. [Was this the 
same as the chief governor of the south) the Lord of the southern 
ocean and the brother of MadaiJO^ Nflyaka ?] See No. l8l. 

147 . 129 of 1901.— (Kanarese.) On the fourteenth slab set up, 
in the same place. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagar^king 
Vira-Bukaijna-Odeya (I) in S. 1293, VirOdhikrit, gift of land. 
Mentions Goparasa-Odeya who was governing the Barakttra-rajya. 
See Nq. 150. 

148 . 130 ®/i90i.— (Kanarese.) On the fifteenth slab set up in 
the same place. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara kin^ 
Virapratapa-VirOpaksha-Maharaya-Odeya (II, 1465 — 86), in S. 
1387, Vyaya, a gift of paddy. See No. 143. 

149 . 131 of 1901.— (Kanarese.) On a slab set up in the outside 
close to the west wall of the same temple. Records in the reign 
of the Vijayanagara king VTrapratapa-Sada^ivaraya in S. 1507, 
Parthiva, gift of land. Mentions Ramarajanayaka, grandson of 
Sada^ivaraya Nayaka of Kcl.adi. 

150 . 1320/1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab lying near the tank 
at MQdak€ri near the same temple. Records in the reign of the 
Vijayanagara king Vlra-Bukapna-Odeya ( 1 ) in 1282, ^arvarin, 
the gift of paddy. Mentions Malleya-Danpayaka who was govern- 
ing the BarakQra-rajya. Mallcya was evidently a predecessor of 
Goparasa mentioned in No. 147. The inscription shows that the 
Vijayanagar arms reached South Kanara as early as A.D. 1360. 
See No. 157 below. 

151 . 133 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab lying in the house 
of Subbanna adigal in the same village. A record of the Vijaya- 
nagara king Virapratapa-Harihara-Maharaya (II), dated in S. 1324, 
Chitrabhanu, mentioning Basavanna-Odeya who was governing 
the BarakQra-rajya. (Damaged.) See No. 145 for another feu- 
datory of Harihara II. 

152 . 134 of igoi. — (Kanarese.) On another slab lying the same 
house. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa- 
Harihara-Maharaya (H) in S. 1324, Chitrabhanu, gift of paddy. 
Mentions Basavanna-Odeya who was governing the BarakQra- 
rajya. Sec the previous epigraph. 

153 . 135 0/ 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab lying near the well 
in the Gopalakrishna temple at MQdakeri. Records in the reign of 
the Vijayanagara king Vira-Harihara-Maharaya (II) in L 1302, 
Raudra, gift of gold. Mentidhs Bommarsa-Odeya who was 
governing the BarakQra-rajya, and states that Ktimara Madhava- 
svamin set up the image of Gopinatha in the BarakQra-mafha. See 
No. 144 above. 

154 . 136 of l90l.'^Kanarese.) On a viragal set up to the left 
of the entrance into the SOmeivara_ temple at the same village. 
A record of the Alupa king Bankiy-Alupendra. See No. 8t above. 
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155 . 137 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) ^On a v'tragal set up to the left 
of the same entrance. A fragment of record of the A|upa king 
Bahkiy-Aiupendra. See No. 83 above. 

156 . 138 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab lying in Parame^ 
varab^tta's house in the same village. Records in the reign of 
the Vijayanagara king Vira-Bukanna-Odeya (I), in S. 1282, 
Sarvarin, gift of paddy. Mentions Malleya-Dani^ayaka who was 
governing the BarakOra-rajya. See No. 150 above. 

157 . 139 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab built into the wall 
of Padmanabhabhatta’s house in the same village. The Vijaya- 
nagara king Vira-Bukanna-Odeya (I) records in 1281, Vikarin, 
gift of paddy. Mentions Malleya-Danijayaka who was governing 
the Barakora-rajya. See No. 150 above. 

158 . 140 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab lying in Srldhara- 
^astri’s house in the same village. Records in the reign of the 
Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa-Sada^ivaraya in S. 1508, Sarvajit, 
gift of paddy. 

159 . 1410/1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab lying in Soma-Aastri’s 
house in the same village. The Vijayanagara king Vlra-Bukanria- 
Oijeya (I) records in S. 1287, Vi^vavasu, gift of paddy. Mentions 
Malleya-Dappayaka who was governing the BarakOra-rajya. Sec 
No. 150 above. 

160 . 142 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up close to §iva- 
rama-Karanika’s house in the same village. Records in S. 1470, 
Kllaka, a gift of land. 

161 . 143 0/1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up in the Gana- 
pati temple at Chaulikere near the place. Dated in the reign of 
the Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa-Devaraya (I). Records in S. 
1338, Manmatha, gift of paddy for feeding &ahmat>as on the 
occasion of the anniversary (samSrddhana) of Ananda-Sarasvati. 
Mentions Sarhkaradeva Odeya who was governing_the BarakQra- 
rajya. Mentions also Amritendratlrtha, pupil of Ananda-Saras- 
vati, Amritaprajha and Narayapagiri. See No. 138 for the same 
feudatory and No. 165 for the same teachers. 

163 . 1440/ 1901. — (Kanarese.) On another slab set up in the 
same temple. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
Vlrapratapa-Immadi-Devaraya in S. 1380, Bahudhanya, gift of 
gold. Mentions Guruvappa-Odeya fWho was the governor of the 
BarakQra-rajya. Immadi DSva was the same as Mallikarjuna, 
1422 — 65. See No. 143 above. 

163 . 145 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the third slab set up in the 
same temple. Dated in the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
Immadi-Devaraya. Records in 1372, Sukla, gift of money, and 
mentions Rayarasa-Odeya, as the governor of BarakQra-rajya. 
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164 . 146 of igoi.— (Kanarese.) On the fourth slab set up in the 
same temple. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
Virapratapa-Mallikarjuna in 1383, Vishu, a gift of land. 

166 . 147 <»/ 1901.— (Kanarese.) On the fifth slab set up in thi 
same temple. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
Virapratapa-Devaraya ( 11 ) in 1338, Manmatha, gift of paddy. 
Mentions Ananda-Sarasvati and his pupils Amritaprajfla and 
Narayaijagiri. See No. 161. • 

166 . 148 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab lying in the same 
temple. A damaged record of the Vijayanagara king Virapratapa- 
Devaraya (II), dated 1353, Sadharapa. Mentions Chapdarasa- 
Odeya as the governor of Barakflra-Tuju-rajya. See No. 137. 

167 . 149 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up near the same 
temple. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king Vlra-Hari- 
hararaya (II) in 1318, Yuva, gift of a coconut garden. 

168 . 150 1901. — (Kanarese.) On another slab set up in the 
same place. Dated in the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
Virapratapa-Krishnaraya. Records in I447, Tarapa, a gift of 
land. Mentions Vitharada-Odeya, son of Lakshminarayapa- 
Karapika, as governor of BarakQrarajya. 

169 . 151 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the third slab set up in the 
same place. Dated in the reign of the Vijayanagara king Vlra- 
Harihara-Maharaya ( 11 ). Records in 1314, Aiigirasa, the 
building of a feeding-house. Dhorasamudra is mentioned as the 
capital (tielebidu) of the king. ^ingantpa-Odeya was ruling Tu}u 
and Malaha-rajya from the capital (rajadhani) of BarakOru. The 
record shows that Singanpa Udaiyar should have ruled between 
Bommarasa and Basavanna, the two other feudatories of Harihara 
II. 

170 . 152 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the fourth slab set up in the 
same place. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
Vlrapratapa-Vlra-Nara6ingaraya in S. 1424, Durmati, the buildinj|j|fe 
of a feeding house. Mentions Basavarasa-Odeya as the governw 
of BarakOra-rajya. 

153 1901 ' — (Kanarese.) On the fifth slab set ^ near 
the Gapapati temple at Chaulikere.

On a pillar in the maptapa in front 
of the Malle^vara shrine in the same temple. A record in Khara. 

80 . 328 of 1892. (Telugu.) On a stone built into the roof of the 
same manta pa. A record in S. 1199. 

81 . 3290/ 18^2. {No. 18 of Mr. Sewell's list?) — (Sanskrit and 
Telugu.) On a broken pillar in front of the Kanakadurga shrine 
on the IndrakTla hill in the same place. A record of the Vijaya- 
nagara king Krishpadeva in 1440, expired, Bahudhanya (VaiSaka- 
suddha 15). Mentions the minister Saluva Timmara 4 a. [This ins- 
cription is fully given in Mack.

A record in 15IJ, 
expired, VirOdhin, Nijabhadrapada Buddha ll, Wednesday. 
Records that Akshatala Tirumala Bhatfa of the Bharadvaja gotra 
built a “ Vasupatham." See Mack. MSS., Bk. XVI, (15-3-4), P- 16, 

87 . 3350/1892. — (Sanskrit.) On a stone built into the roof of 
the maptapa in front of the Malle 4 vara shrine. An incomplete 
record in 1119. 

88 - 89 . 336 and 337 of 1892. — (Telugu.) On a pillar in the 
maptapa in front of the east entrance of the Malle^vara temple 
in the same place. Records dated in S. 1348 and 1475. Former is 
No. 2 of Mr. Sewell’s local list and latter No. 3 of ibid. The latter 
of these is given in Mack. MSS.-, Bk. XVI (15-3 -4) in p. I2. It gives 
the details of the date as 1475, Paritapi, Phalguna Suddha 3, 
Wednesday, and records that the people of all lands from Konda- 
palli to RajahmahCndrapuram decided that the Oli (?) maryada in 
a first marriage should be 2l chinnam of gold, that the bridegroom’s 
party should give 12)^ of silver and the bride’s party 20^ of gold. 
The former record is also given in the Mack. MSS. and the details 
are to the effect that in S. 1348, Parabhava, Magha Suddha 2, 
Monday, ^ravana pupyakala, the people of several villages repaired 
the gopuram and mukhamantapam.

On a mutilated. slab 
dug up in the courtyard of the Malle 4 varasvamin temple. A record 
of the Pallava king Mahamandale 4 vara Pallakcta. Registers some 
legends (See Ep. Ind., 1910, for details) in connexion with the 
Malle 4 vara temple and refers to the chief as being born in the 
family of king Kaduvetti and being subordinate to the Chalukya 
king of Vehgide 4 a. The inscription refers to a certain Papdita- 
radhya who came to this place, and proclaimed the superiority of 
Sivabhaktas to Brahmaps by holding live coal in China muslin 
with the tender twig of a ^ami tree.] 

Records 
that the king gave at the time of his coronation / paffabandhii) the 
village of KQkiparjru in Uttarakapderuvadi-Vishaya to a student of 
the krampatha named Potamayya.

93. On a pillar. Records the building of a temple at Bezwada 
for the God Kumarasvami by a certain Nripadhamundu while king 
Rajasalki Rajairaya Satyatrinetra Yuddhamalla was ruling. 
Another part records the king’s building, for the merit of his 
grandfather Mallappa Raju, a mansion for the God. A third part 
says tlfit, at the king’s coronation, a certain Mallandu, son of Tri- 
nayana, came to Bezwada, saw a manifestation of Kartikeya and 
raised a temple for Him. [Mr. Krishna Sastri believes that the 
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Kartikeya temple here referred to was the same as the ^iva temple 
that the transformation of it into-the latter was perhaps the work 
of the PanditSradhya mentioned in 79 above. If so, the real 
builder of the Malle 4 vara temple was Mallandu. The epigraph 
has been attributed to the ninth century, and it is of great literary 
interest as it shows that Telugu literature flourished even before 
the time of Rajaraja I, the patron of Nannaya Bhatta, at such a 
high stage of culture as to cause public records to be written in 
poetry.]

92-C. On another pillar of the same. Near the ruined Sala. 
(Telugu.) Records that in Khara, Ashadha Buddha 10, Thursday, 
Pinna Konamma gave 1,200 tankas to Kumara Telugu Raya besides 
other charities. Ibid., ^. 11 . 

9 2 -D. On a pillar in a neighbouring maptapa. (Telugu.) Re- 
cords that BhOgam NambOri Annasami’s daughter-in-law built the 
east gOpura of the Mallikarjuna temple in 1313, Prajotpatti, 
Sravana Suddha 13, Tuesday. Ibid., pp. 11-12.

— Records 
dated in A.D. 1742, 1793 . 1811 , 1755 and 1788.

92 -K. A record of Velanafi Gonka, son of Chetana, son of 
Rajendra G9hka. Records that he gave to the God Gohke^vara at 
DamalOr in S. 1O54, (qlU^i*(l 3 puffis of land and 55 buffaloes.

Mr. Sewell gives five inscriptions in this place of which three 
alone, identified with the following, are definite.

15, Sunday, corresponding to Novem- 
ber 27, A.D. 1726, that this is one of the Akkadevadulu pillars fixed 
by a certain Seshadri Ramapappa and his. elder brother, .in the. 
tank constructed by them near KavulUru. 
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94 . 155 of 1913* 4 of Mr. Sewell’s list.) — (Telugu.) On 

a stone lying in a palmyra tope, in the same village. Records in 

1305 (a mistake for 1310), Vibhava, Pushya, ba. di. 14, Sunday, 
corresponding to December 27, A.D. 1388, that a certain Poti- 
Nayupdu of Intamukkula gotra, granted to the gods Chenna- 
Mallinatha and VaradagOpinatha of KaurQru, a flower garden with 
fruit trees, for the merit of his parents.

100 . 208 of 1899. — (Uriya.) On a boulder near the fort on the 
hill. No details given. 

101 . On an inscribed slab let into the wall of the first gateway 
of the lower fort. Records in S. 1358 the erection of a temple on 
the banks of the Kistna by private person. Antiquities, I, 49. 

102 . A C.P. grant in the village which “is dated in the reign 
of Ana Verna Reddi of KopdavTdu, i§. 1272 (A.D. 1350). It records 
a grant of a village to a Brahman.”

102 'A. On a slab north of the village. ' An epigraph dated in 
S. 1498, Dhatu, Chaitra, Buddha 2. See Loc. Rec., Vol. XII, p. 236.

On a pillar lying near the Mus- 
salman chavadi. A record of Qutb Shahi king Mahamandu Sahu 
Sulutanu (Muhammad Shah Sultan) in S. 1452. Khara, Chaitra, 6u. 
di. 2, Monday, corresponding to March 20, A.D. I 53 i* States that 
Masanada Eli Kutumana-Malka-Odaya, a friend of the Sultan, 
reduced by his prowess Kondapalli and other hill fortresses and 
established a feeding-house (Imgara) at Kedarabada which he had 
founded near Peyyalagallu, south of Kopdapalli, for the helpless, 
blind and cripple and for dervishes. For the maintenance of this 
(langara), he gave the two villages KavurOru and Kedarabada. 
See Antiquities, I, p. 50. 

104 . 153 of 1913. — (Persian.) On another face of the same 
pillar. Records in 931 A.H. (= I 524~5 A.D.) that “ Malik Qutb- 
ul-Mulk set aside the income derived from certain villages for the 
maintenance of a lanqar, in memory of Khwaja Khizr.” (Dr. J. 
Horovitz.) 

Mogalrajapuram. 

105 . 151 of 1913. — (Telugu archaic.) Near a rock-cut cell.

106 . On a stone in the Fakir Takya Mound. Records in 
1079 (AD. 1157) a grant by Prolammadevi, daughter of Maha- 
mapdaleivara Pota Raja.

107 . On a stone near the deserted temple in the Vasanta- 
rayalagattu hill. A private grant dated in S. 1312 (A.D. 1390). 

Velagaliru. 

108 . 149 of 1913. — (Telugu.) On a slab bearing the figure of 
AnjanSya, near a well. Refers to the god Anumanta (Hantl- 
manta) near the well Venkatadri-koneru and to the gift of a lamp- 
stand by a certain Sihgadasiri of Redi^ipalle. 

109 . 150 of i9i3*~(Telugu.) On a slab near a tank in the same 
village. Records that this is the charity-well of the son of Garigi* 
pafi Venkapqa. 

Yenikepadu. 

In his Antiquities Mr. Sewell refers to all the following inscrip- 
tions.

The latter 
included the worshippers, accountants, purohits, goldsmiths, dan- 
cing girls, painters, men who rang the bell, makers of garlands, 
watchmen, the blowers of the conch and torch-bearers. 

111 . 158 of 1913.— (Telugu.) On a pillar set up in the same 
place. A record of the Velanandu king KulOttuiiga-Rajendra- 
Chodayaraja, in 1093, Uttarayapa-Sankranti. Registers that the 
king granted lands in the neighbourhood of Yenikepadu to the 
temple of KeSavadeva at Bczwada. The grant was intended for 
providing oblations, offerings, perpetual lamps, dancing girls and 
other servants. 

112 . 1590/ 1913. — (Telugu.) On a pillar in a field of the same 
village. A mutilated record, the date of which is lost. Mentions 
the MahamapdaleSvara Chagi-Dorayaraja.

An undated grant by 
Ambadeva, son of Vira Gajapati Gaure^vara Pratapa Kapile&vara- 
deva Maharaja.

See No. 106 
above.

115 . 160 0/ 1913. — (Telugu.) On the cross beam at the entrance 
into Venkate^varasvamin temple. Records that the beam was the 
gift of the two patmsvami (merchant) brothers, ^arabharaju and 
Appayya.

116 . On a pillar in the Varadarajasvami temple. Records the 
building of a Durga shrine and its endowment in S. 1075 (A.D. 1153) 
by a private person.

Mr. Sewell mentions eleven inscriptions in this place, most of 
which are on three pillars in the mukhamapfapa of the ruined 
temple.

127 . A C.P. grant of Ammaraja II of the Eastern Chajukyan 
dynasty (former part of which is identical with the Elavaryu grant 
of the same king — see Ind. Antq., Vol. XII, p. 91 ff.). Addresses 
the ryots, rashtrakQtas of the twelve villages of the Pavunavara 
district (of which Prartdoru, i.e., Vandram ? was one) that he gave 
certain lands and villages to Kuppapamatya, grandson of TQrki 
Yajvan or TOrkayya referred to in the inscriptions of the period.

A 
record of the time of the Kakatlya king Gapapati in S. II53, 
expired, Khara, tithi of Gauri,^ bright fortnight, Vai^akha, saying 
that his general Jaya built a Siva temple at Dirpa (Divi) dedicated 
to Gapape^vara named after his patron. The date corresponded, 
according to Dfkshit, to Monday, the 7th April, A.D. 1231. The 
inscription gives the Kakatlya genealogy from Prola down to Gapa- 
pati and that of his general Jaya from his great-grandfather BhTma 
downward. In the Telugu portion it is recorded that every boat 
touching at Nanegadcja should pay certain dues to the temple and 
that Jaya assigned the revenue of a number of villages to it.

The first of these records the grant of a lamp to God 
Gapapatl&vara in Peda-Divipura at the junction of the Kistna and 
the sea, and the third to the Linga called after Gapapati and “ set 
up by ChO(Ja Raja at the junction of the Vepi and the sea.”

149 . 129 of 1897. — (Telugu.) On another pillar at the same 
place. Records in Vrisha gift of a lamp by a merchant.

Traditionally this place is important as the Brahmans are said 
to have been first settled here by Trilochana Pallava, “ perhaps as 
early as the third century A.D.,” but no inscription earlier than the 
eleventh century has been found. It may be noted that this was 
the native place of Anantamatya, the author of the Rosabharona 
or Bhdjargjiyant, who lived about 135 ^« 3 ee Vlreialingam 
Pantulu’s Lives of the Telugu poets, p. 151. In his Antiquities Mr.

I have not examined the originals, but have given references 
to their summary as given by Taylor in Ins., Ced. Dts. How 
far the summary is accurate and how many of the originals 
are not included therein are yet to be discovered by a comparison of 
them, which will take much time. My belief is that the originals 
contain too many repetitions of the same epigraphs and that the 
summary as given in Ins., Ced. Dts., is a fairly full one. I have to 
state that some of the records are not inscriptions in the strict 
sense of the term but grants in paper ; but as in the case of Ganjam, 
having once made the list, I have thought it better to retain them.

Mentions the 
Mahamapdalc 4 vara Madraju-Nagappadeva-Maharaju, son of Avu- 
balayya-deva-Maharaju, grandson of Mahamapdale&vara Mad- 
raju-^ihgarayyadeva-Maharaju of the solar race and of the 
Ka^yapa-gOtra, and nephew of the Mahamandale^vara Ramaraju- 
TirumalayyadCva-Maharaju (the Aravidu chief) of the lunar race 
and of the AtrCyagOtra. /»s., Ced. Dts., p. 223, No. 30. [See the 
genealogy of the Aravidu chiefs.] 

245.1620/1905. — (Telugu.) In the same place. A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Virapratapa AchyutadSva-Maharaya in 

1455, Vijaya. Records gift of two villages by the Mahamapda- 
le^vara Salakaraju-Pina-TirumalayyadCva-Maharaju for the God’s 
festival. The king is styled “ the establisher of the Yavana-rajya.” 
[See Ins., Ccd. Dts., p. 221, No. 23.] See the genealogy of the 
Salakas. 

246 . 163 0/ 1905.— (Telugu.) On the east wall of the Lakshml- 
devi shrine in the Chcnnakeiavasvamin temple. A record of the 
Vijayanagara king Virapratapa Sada 4 ivadeva-Maharaya. Records 
in S. 1489, Prabhava, a grant by Vehkafayyadeva-Maharaju 
(Venkata I ?), son of Tirumalarajayya-deva-Mahara ju and grandson 
of Araviti-Ramaraju-^nrangbrajayyadeva-Maharaju of the AtrCya- 
gotra and Apastamba-sOtra. Ins., Ced. Dts., p. 220, No. 22. It says 
that the donee was the Paurapist Parahku^an Lakshmanaiya. 

247 . 164 of 1905. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the east wall 
of the Garuda-mantapa in the same temple. A damaged record 
containing a genealogy of the Kamat^ dynasty of Vijayanagara. 

248 . 165 0/1905. — (Telugu.) On a pillar of the same mapt^pa. 
Mentions the Mahamatidale&vara Siddhiraju-Timmarajayya and 
refers to the building of a manfapa. See No. 241 above. 

249 . 166 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On another pillar of the same 
mantapa. A record of the Vijayanagara king Virapratapa Sada- 
^ivadeva-Maharaya in S. 1491, Sukla. Records a gift by Chinna- 
panayanipgaru, son of Komara-Timmanayanipgani and grandson 
of Veligoti-Peda-Timmanayaniijgaru of the Racherla-gotra, a 
subordinate of the Mahamai)dal€ 4 vara Ramaraja-Tirumalarajayya- 
deva-Maharaju. [See Ins., S. Dts., p. 224, No. 32.] 

250 . 167 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On a slab set up near the plat- 
form in front of the same temple. A damaged record of the 
Vijayanagara king Virapratapa SadaSivadfiva-Maharaya, dated 
S. 1475, Pramadin. 

251 . A C.P., dated in 6. T464> recording the grant of a village, 
for temple purposes, by SadaSiva Raya of Vijayanagar. [See 
Mr. Sewell’s Antiauities, I, p. 86.] 

252 . On a stone at Markapuram. Records that Virapratapa 
Devaraya Maharayalu granted some land to Dapdamahaliva at the 
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time of his installation at Vijayanagar, in 1329, Sarvajit. See 
Jns., Ced. Dts., p. 213, Na 2. 

353 . On the wall of the kalyapa ma^fepam in the pagoda. 
Records that Sfllaka Raja Pina Tirumalayya granted the villages of 
“ Carvepulla and Achvutarayapuram ” as free gift for the annual 
festival of the God in S. 1455, Vijaya, in the reign of Achyutadeva 
Maharaya. Ibid., p. 221, No. 24. See No. 245 above. 

254 . On a stone west of the Garudastambhum in the temple. 
Records that in S. 1474, Parltapi, in the reign of Sada 4 ivaraya. 
Padmanabha, Mallappa and other villagers granted to Chenna- 
ke 4 ava, the tax on betel-gardens. Ibid., p. 222, No. 28. 

355 . On a stone pillar opposite to the kalyana mantapam. 
Records that Kamalanabhudu granted some land to the deity in 

1567, Tarapa. Ibid., p. 224, No. 33 and Antiquities, p. 

356 . On a stone south of Markapuram. Records that one 
“ Aulumpanah gave three kuchalas of land to Tripurabhatta 
Mahajosya. Ibid., No. 47, p. 229.

257 . 284 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On a slab set up in the court- 
yard of the VenugOpalasvamin temple. Records in S. T440, Bahu- 
dhanya, gift of the village of Kuneboyinipallc alias Avubalapuramu 
in the Kolahkula-^Tma (district), to the temple of GopinathadCva at 
Milempalli by a certain Varadaraju. [Mr. Sewell says that there 
are “ two inscriptions ” in this place, dated in S. 1440 and recording 
private grants. The above epigraph is evidently one of the two. 
The present inscription is also given in Ins., Ced. Dts., p. 226, 
No. 40.]

258 . On a stone in the village. Records that Kamaraya Srl- 
Rahgaraya built the villages of Sn-Rangarajapuram in the district 
of Dupoda (Dupad) in 1485, Rudhirodgari, and gave it to Kah- 
cherla Narasayya. Jbid.t p. 220, No. 21.

359 . On a stone in the ChennakeSava pagoda. Records that 
Kambaja Vallabayya gave some land to the deity in 1499> Dhatu, 
in the reign of Velugoti Chinna Timmanayadu. Ibid., p. 228, No. 46. 

360 . On a stone in a field of a Re^^i. Records grant of two 
kuchalas in the village to Machareddi, a native of the place. Ibid., 
p. 229, No. 48. 

Tripurantdkam. 

The Mack, MSS. {Ins., Ced. Dts., pp. 214—20, Nos. 4 — 20 and 
Nos. 41 and 49) mention nineteen inscriptions in this place, while 
the departmental list contoins II6. I have therefore not thought it 
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desirable to compare the two lists. I have however Riven a C.P. 
found in the Mack. MSS. 

261 . i68 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the TripurantakeSvara temple. Ambadeva-Maharaja * 
records in 1194, Snmukha (A.D. 1272), gift of land to the 
priests who offer mantrapushpa (i.e., consecrated flowers) to the 
god Tripurantakadcva. Ambadeva who defeated several Telugu 
chiefs including a certain ^iTpati Ganapati Deva and practically 
for a time usurped the Kakatlya dominion between Rudramba and 
her grandson Prataparudra, was the greatest.of the Turaga Sahipi- 
kas who bore the titles inandalikas, Brahmardkshas and Genda- 
pet^m and were later on feudatories of Kakatlyas. He is said 
to have defeated Eruva Mallideva, Ke 4 ava with SOmi dSva and 
Allugahga,Maliikarjuna (who is called an enemy of Brahmans and 
Gods), Daniodara, Kadavaraya, and established Manmagapda- 
gopala at Vikraniasimhapura (Nellore) of which he had been 
deprived. He was also a friend of the king of Devagiri. See No. 
266 below. 

262 . ibgo/IQOS- — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the same wall. 
A record of the KakatTya king Gapapati (1199 — 1260) in Ananda 
(i.e., S. 1177). Records that the central shrine {vimdna) was built 
of stone, under the orders of the king by ^anta 4 ambhu, son of 
VUveiSacharya, See N.A. 1 55, 166, 190, 191 and 194 for a ^aivite 
teacher of this name. 

263 . 170 <1/1905. — (Telugu and Sanskrit.) On the same wall. 
VikramOttuhga Rajendra records in 1214 (A.D. 1292), Nandana, 
gift of a golden trumpet to the temple of Tripurantaka. [He was 
evidently another feudatory chief who took advantage of the 
Kakatlya weakness to establish his power.] 

264 . 1710/ 1905. — (Sanskrit and Grantha.) On the same wall. 
A record of the Kakatlya king Gapapati. Records in Ananda 
(i.e., S. 1177) tiiat the central shrine {vimdna) was built of stone, 
under the orders of the king, by SantaSambhu, son of ViSveSa- 
charya. See No. 262 above. 

265 . 172 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. A partly 
damaged record in S. 1215, Vijaya, mentioning the construction of 
two tanks. 

266 . 173 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. An incom- 
plete record of Ambadeva-Maharaja, dated 1213, Khara. He is

the forces of Mallikarjuna, to have worsted Kadavaraya and to 
have been on friendly terms with the Papdya and Devagiri kings. 
For Kad^varaya see S. A. 124 and 223. 

367 . 1740/1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. A record of 
Ambadeva-Maharaja, dated in S. 1212, Vikrita (A.D. 1290). Records 
that the king, who bore the titles Gandapendara and Mandallka- 
Brahmarakshasa, belonged to the Kayastha family. On the same 
stone is another damaged inscription — apparently of the same 
king. See Nos. 261 and 266. 

368 . 175 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Telugu Choda king Siddhayadcva-Choda Maharaja, dated in 
S. 1189, Prabhava. Records gift of fifty cows for a lamp by the 
king for the merit of his father, the MahamandalC^vara Perumadi- 
deva-Choda-Maharaja, and his mother DamaladCvi. [It will be seen 
that he does not recognize the sovereignty of Queen Rudramma.] 

369 . 176 <?/ 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. Belongs to 
the reign of the Kakatlya king Ganapatideva-Maharaja in S. II77, 
Rakshasa. Records that Gangayya-Sahipi, who belonged to the 
Kayastha family, bore the titles Gapdapendara and MapdalTka- 
Brahmarakshasa, and who claims to have defeated a certain Damo- 
dara of the west, granted, for the prosperity of the king and of 
himself, the village of Pulachervu in the district of Motfavadi on 
the day of a lunar eclipse. 

370 . 177 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the west wall of the same 
shrine. Records in S. I190, Vibbava, gift of fifty cows for a tamp by 
a private individual on the day of a lunar eclipse. 

371 . 178 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
S. 1242, Raudri, in the reign of the Kakatlya king Pratapa-Rudra- 
deva-Maharaja (II) gift of taxes from a garden of areca palms. 

373 . 179 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. A record of 
the time of the Kakatlya king Pratapa-Rudradeva Maharaja (II, 
grandson and successor of Rudramma), in 1216, Jaya. Records 
a gift by the general Adidamma, who bore the title misaraganda 
and who claims to have “cut off the head of Manma-Gapdagopala." 
[Ambadeva of the Gangaya Sahini line claims to have established 
Manma Gapda at Nellore or Vikramasimhapura.] 

373 . 180 0/1905. — (Telugu.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. A record, dated 1244, Nandana, in which the Vlra- 
Balaftjya (merchants) are mentioned with a long string of titles. 
They claim to belong to the Manumakula and to have immigrated 
from Ahichchatra. See No. 367 below. 

374 . 181 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On the south wall of the map- 
tapa in front of the same shrine. A record of the Kflkatiya king 
Gapapatideva Maharaja in 1181, Siddharthin, sixty-first year. 
Records gift of fifty cows for a lamp b/ Kumara-Gapapatideva- 
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Maharaju of Natavadi. [The inscription shows that the kinjf 
ascended the throne in 1199-1200 and that he ruled till 1260. See 
Nos. 289, 306 and 313. 

275 . 182 0/ 1905.— (Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 

1214, Nandana, a gift by RavinuntU-Timmapparaju. 

276 . 183 «/ 1905.— (Telugu.) On the south wall of the maptapa 
in front of the central shrine in the Tripurantake^vara temple near 
Tripurantakam. Records in 6. 1213, Khara, gift of fifty cows and a 
metallic lampstand by Mummadi-Nayundu, who is called “ lord of 
the Ammanagallu city.” Mentions at the end the gift of two 
umbrellas called VTrarajSndra-Cholagodagulu. At the end of the 
inscription the syllable sri is engraved in Telugu, Nagari and 
Grantha characters. 

277 . 1840/1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 

1275, Vijaya, a gift for the merit of Rama-Nayaka by another 

Nayaka, who was the lord of the town of Alakupt^la, and who 
claims to have captured the forts belonging to king Karikala-Chola 
and cut off the head of Manuma-Mallideva. 

278 . 185 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. A record of 
the time of the Reddi king AnavOta-Reddi (the father of Kumara> 
giri), in S. 1278, Durmukhi. Records gift of a lamp by Adapa- 
Vemana. 

279 . 186 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record, dated S. 1192, PramOda. 

280 . 187 of 1905- — (Telugu.) On the same wall. A much 
damaged record, the date of which is doubtful. Records gift of 
twenty-five cows for a lamp. Traces • exist of some birudas like 
Gai)dapendara, which may connect the inscription with the 
Kayastha family to which Ambadeva Maharaja belonged. 

281 . 188 of 1905. — (Telugu and Sanskrit.) On the west wall of 
the same manfapa, right of entrance. A record of II93, Praja- 
pati. Mentions a Brahmapa resident of Madhurantaka (per- 
haps Madhurantakam in the Chingleput district), who^ bore the 
title Chodamandala-pratishthacharya, and a certain ^rlka^tha- 
Siva, probably a Saiva ascetic. Was he the author of the Brahma- 
mimamsdbhashya ? See Hultzsch’s Sa«5. MSS., 1896, p. 46, Na 1229.] 

282 . 189 0/1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall, left of entrance. 
A damaged record, the date of which is doubtful. The king’s 
birudas are nearly the same as in the next epigraph. 

283 . 190 of 1905. — (Telugu.) In the same place. A record of 
a certain Eruva-Manumilidevaraja, in 1189, Prabhava. The 
king’s name is preceded by a list of birudas from which it appears 
that he belonged to the Kaiyapa gotra and to the family of 
Karikala. He was also the lord of OrayQr (UraiyQr near Trichino- 
poly). [He does not recognize the sovereignty of Rudramma.] 
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384 . 191 of 1905* — (Telugu.) On the east wall of the same 
maiitapa close to the blocked up doorway. An inscription 
of the Red^i king VCmaya Reddi. Mentions in S. 1268, Vyaya, 
Anavota-Reddi (Verna's son and father of Kumaragiri). 

385 . 192 of 1905. — (Telugu.) In the same place. Records in 
S. 1192, Pramoda, a private agreement among merchants. 

386 . 193 of 1905. — (Telugu.) In the same place. A record of 
Parichchheda-Alladanathadevaraja and his younger brother Bhlma- 
raja, in Pramadin. Allada was a local chief called “ the lord of 
Vijayavatika (Bezwada)” and “the lord of the (district) called 
Shadsahasra (i.e., six thousand), situated to the south of the 
Krishiiaveni (Krishna) river.” 

387 . 194 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall, right of 
entrance. A record of the Kakatlya sovereign Rudradeva-Maha- 
raja (Rudramba), dated S. 1183, Durmati, second year. The temple 
at Tripura ntakam is called the eastern gate of ^rrparvata (i.e., 
SriSailam). The donor was a Kakatlya general who served under 
king Gaiiapati and claimed to belong to the Chalukya family. 
He also fought battles on the banks of the Godavari and took the 
head of GontQri-Nagadeva. 

388 . 195 0/1905. — (Telugu.) On the base of the south wall of 
the kitchen (called) vantamidde in front of the same manfapa. An 
unfinished record of the Kakatlya king GanapatidCva-Maharaja, 
dated II74, Paridhavin, fifty-fourth year. ^ The existing portion 
of the inscription mentions the birudas of a Saiva teacher in charge 
of the Golagi-matha, whose influence extended over three lakhs of 
villages. See N.A. 201. 

389 . 196 0/1905.-- (Telugu and Sanskrit.) On the east wall of 
the same kitchen. A record of the Kakatlya king Ganapatideva- 
Maharaja (1199 — 1260), dated in S. 1182, Raudri, sixty-second year. 
Records gift of two villages, viz., Chetalapadu on the north bank 
of the river Gupderu (Gundlakamma) in the district of Kamma- 
nandu and Redumallapalli on the bank of the Mu^i in POiigi- 
napdu. 

390 . 197 of 1905. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the same wall. 
A record of the Pallava king SarvajfSakhadgamalla, Ni^iaiikamalla 
Maharajasimha. Venkayya identifies this king with Kopper- 
ufijlngadeva. 

391 . 198 of 1905. — (Sanskrit and Grantha.) On the same wall. 
The record of the Pallava king Maharajasimha. Is almost identi- 
cal with No. 290. The king is said to be the son of^ jTyamahipati 
by his wife ^Tlavati. Jiya is Tamil Siya or Ajagia Siya, and it is 
found prefixed to Kopperufljingadeva in inscriptions. 

293 . 199 of 1905. — (Sanskrit and Grantha.) On the base of the 
same wall. Partially damaged record. Seems to register the 
names of the god ^iva. 
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293 . 200 of 1905.— (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
kitchen. A damaged record. 

294 . 201 0/1905. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
Maharajadhiraja Narapati RajCndra-Chola (in). Refers in fifteenth 
year, Raudri (i.e., A.D. 1260-61) to a tank at Tripurtlntakam. The 
king claims to have taken the heads of two Pa^dyan kings. His 
power in the Kurnool district shows that he perhaps extended his 
arms there about the time of the death of the Kakatlya Gapapati 
which took place in 1260. 

295 . 202 of 1905. — (Sanskrit and Nagari.) On the same. wall. 
A record of the Pallava king Maharajasimha. {The king claims 
to have destroyed the Hoysala king’s pride, been like a sun to 
the lotus-tank of theCho|a line and to be the established Papdyan. 
His gifts to various shrines from Oraksharama to Madura are 
then enumerated.] See No. 290 above and N.A. 444. 

296 . 203 of 1905. — (Tclugu.) On the top of the doorway in the 
same wall. Records in S. Il 79 i Pingala, gift of a village on the 
bank of the Mu^i (river) by the MahamandalcSvara Vishnuvar- 
dhana (BhTma)-raju-Siddhhayadeva-Maharaja who was a worship- 
per of the god BhTme^vara of Draksharama and was the lord of the 
city of Vengi. 

297 . 204 0/1905. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On four faces of a 
pillar set up in front of the linga on the north side of the kitchen 
(called vantamid(k) in the TripurantakeSvara temple near Tripu- 
rantakam. A record of the Kakatlya king Gapapati, dated in 
I131, Sukla. Records that the king’s sister Melambika, who had 
married Vakkadimalla Rudra, second son of Natavadi Buddha, 
built and consecrated the temple called Melambike^vara near that 
of Tripurantaka. She granted some land below the tank of the 
village called Trrtalu and also gave 25 goats for a lamp. [The 
marriages of the Natavadi chiefs with the princesses of the Kaka- 
tlya line explain the presence of their epigraphs at Tripurantakam. 
See Nos. 318, 320 and 321 below. 

298 . 2050/1905. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the south wall 
of the dark room (called chikatimidde) in the same temple. An un- 
finished record giving an account of the Kopdavidu Reddis. The 
first was Komati-Prola. His wife was Anyamamba, daughter of 
Doddaya. Their sons were Macha, VCma, Dod(^a, Appa. The 
epigraphist believes that Doddaya might be the same as Dodc^a 
Sainya-nayaka mentioned in the Telugu poem Harivamsam. 

299 . 206 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the west wall of the same 
' room. Records in S. 1205, Chitrabhanu, gift of land by a private 

individual. 

300 . 207 of 1905. (Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
S. 1188, Kshaya, gift of 25 cows for a lamp by a servant of the 
minister of Gapapatideva-Maharaja. 
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301 . 208 of 1905.— (Telugu and Sanskrit.) On the same wall. 
A record of the Kakatlya king Ga^apatideva in 1181, Siddhar- 
thin. Records a gift by the Mahamapdaleivara Gai)dapei)dera 
Jannigadeva-Maharaju. (He belonged to the Kayastha family of 
Gangaya Sahipi.] 

303 . 209 of igoSr— <Telugu.) On the base of the same wall. 
Records in S. 1172, Sadharapa, gift of cows. 

303 . 210 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same. base. Records in 
S. II77> Rakshasa, gift of cows for a lamp. 

304 . 211 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On the same base. A damaged 
record dated S. 1177, Rakshasa. Records gift of two lamps. 

305 . 212 of 1905. — (Telugxi.) On the same base. Records 
gift of cows for a lamp. 

306 . 213 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same base. The Kaka- 
tlya king Ganapatideva-Maharaja (1199 — 1260) records in 1181, 
Siddharthin, sixty-first year, gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp. 

307 . 2140/ 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same base. Records in 
S. 1183, Durmukhi (for Durmati), gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp. 

308 . 215 a/ 1905.— (Telugu.) On the same base. Records in 
S. 1180, Ka}ayukti, gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp. 

309 . 216 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same base. Records in 

1175, Pramadin, gift of cows for a lamp. 

310 . 217 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same base. Records that 
the Pallava king Immadi-Basavaiaihkara Allada-Pemmayadeva- 
Maharaja'gave in II81, Siddhartin, twenty-five cows for a lamp. 
He was one of the numerous local chiefs of the period and called 
“the lord of KanchTpura ” and a devotee of Kamakotyambika (i.e., 
Kamakshi temple). 

311 . 218 of 1905. — (Telugu, verse and prose.) On the north wall 
of the same room. A record of the Kota king Kota-GapapatidOva- 
Maharaja (son of Keta HI), dated in 1185, Rudhirodgarin. 
Records gift of 25 cows for a lamp by Machi-Nayudu, brother of 
queen Komarambika. The king is said to have been the son of 
Bayyamambika. [The close relationship of the Kota chiefs to 
Kakatlya Gapapati explains the existence of their epigraphs at 
Tripurantakam.] 

313 . 2190/ 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
S. 1175, Pramadin, gift of fifty cows for a lamp by the brother-in- 
law of the Mahapradhanin Bhaskaradeva of Motupalli. [Was this 
minister the au^or of the Bhaskara Ramayapa ?] 

313 . 220 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. The Kaka- 
tlya king Gapapatideva-Maharaja (1199— -1260) records in S. I181, 
Siddhartin, sixty-first year, gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp. 

314 . 221 «/ 1905.— '(Telugu.) On the same wall. The Kaka- 
tlya kin g Gapapatideva-Maharaja records in 5 . II72, Saumya, gift

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of tax on salt payable by ryots manufacturing it in the village of 
Tri purSntakam, 

316 . 222 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On the same wall. An incom- 
plete record dated S. 1 192, Pramoda. Records gift of a lamp by 
the Mahamapdale^vara Raparahgabhairava Parichchheda Va^a- 
mani (?) Kofadevaraju. [Did he belong to theJCota or Parichcheda 
lines ?] 

316 . 223 of 1905. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the same wall. 
Records in 1174, Paridhavin, in the reign of the Kakatlya king 
Gapapatideva-Maharaja, gift of gold by Vi 4 ve 4 vara 4 iva-de&ika, 
the pupil of Dharma 4 ivacharya of the Go|agi-matha. The 
inscription gives the names of eleven Siva shrines around the 
main temple. See N.A. 166, 190 and 194, etc., for a teacher of the 
same name in the Bhikshamatha.] 

317 . 224 of 1905.— (Teluga) On the base of the same wall, 
first tier. A fragment of record of the Kakatlya king Ganapati- 
deva-Maharaja, dated in S. II 75 > Pramadin. Refers to the village 
of Vi 4 vanathapuram and to a tank, both of which were founded 
after clearing the forest. 

318 . 22^ of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same base, second tier. 
Records in S. il/o, Kllaka, gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp by 
Rudradeva, son of Rudradeva-Maharaja of Natava^i and of the 
Kaketa princess Maila[a-Mahadevi (i.e., Melambika, Gapapati’s 
sister). See Nos. 297 and 329. 

319 . 226 0/1905. — (Telugu.) On the same tier. Records in 6. 
1172, Sadharapa, gift of cows for a lamp by the Mahamapdale 4 vara 
Murari-GapapadSva-Maharaja of the Kopcjlapadumati (family). 

^ 320 . 227 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same tier. Records in 
S. 1170, Kllaka, gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp by Mahadeva- 
raju, son of Rudradeva-Maharaju of Natavadi and of the Kaketa 
princess Mailala-Mahad€vi. See No. 318 above. 

^ 321 . 228 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same tier. Records in 
S. 1170, Kllaka, a gift by Mummadi-Gapapadeva, another son of 
the same chief and queen. See No. 318 above. 

322 . 229 of 1905- — (Telugu.) On the base of the north wall of 
the dark room (chikafimidde) in the Tripurantake 4 vara temple near 
Tripurantakam, first tier. Records in II74, Paridhavin, gift of 
twenty-five cows for a lamp. 

323 . 230 of 1905. — (Telugu, verse and prose.) On the east wall 
of the same room. An incomplete and damaged record, dated 
a. I 2 fi 4 « Chitrabhanu. Mentions some Telugu-Cho^a chiefs. The 
hill on which the temple is built is called Kumaradri. Records the 
putting up of a golden flagstaff. 

324 . 231 of 1905. (Telugu.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Kakatlya king GapapatidSva-Maharaja (1199—1260), ruling at 
Orugallu (Warangal), dated in 1 1176* Ananda. Records a gift 
by Namadevapapejita, the minister of the Mahamap^iallka 
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Gangayya-Sfthipi, who had the title GaQijape^dSra and who claims 
to have defeated DSmOdara of the west and Rakkasa-Gahgarasa. 
He was the first of the infiuential Kayastha dynasty. See No. 373. 

335. 232 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
1170, Kllaka, gift of a lamp. 

336 . 233 0/1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. An epigraph 

of the Kakatlya king Pratapa-Rudradeva-Maharaja, dated in 
Pandavin (i.e., 1235). Mentions the ^aiva teacher Chandra- 

bhOshana^ivacharya. 

337 . 234 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
6. 1168, Parabhava, gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp by the 
Mahamandalc 4 vara Chagi-Gaiiapayaraju, who bore the title 
Narasimhavardhana. 

338 . 235 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 

1168, Parabhava, gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp by the 

Mahamapdaleivara Chagi-Muppaladevi-Ammahgaru, whose titles 
are the same as those of Ganapa in the above epigraph. 

339 . 236 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
S. 1164, ^ubhakrit, gift of cows for a lamp by the same queen whose 
titles, however, are not mentioned here. Below this is the beginning 
of an incomplete record, which mentions Vakkadimalla-Rudradeva- 
Maharaja of Natavadi and his queen Mailala-Mahadfivi. See No. 
318 above. 

330.2370/1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
Vyaya gift of cows for a lamp. 

331 . 238 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
S. 1213, Khara, gih of fifty cows fora lamp by Annaladeva, son of 
the Mahapradhanin Gaiipayapregada of IihdalQru. 

333. 239 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
Khara gift of one hundred and sixty-five cows for lamps by 
Manuma-Gapaya. 

333 . 240 of 1905. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the same wall. 
Records in 1170, Kllaka, gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp by 
Dap^enapeggada, a subordinate ? of PonungOti Gapapaya. The 
Sanskrit portion is left unfinished. 

334 . 241 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
S. 1168, Parabhava, gift of fifty cows for a lamp. 

335 . 242 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. A record of 
Mahamapdale&vara Gandapepdara AmbadCva-Maharaja in 
S. 1210, Sarvadharin, relating gift of fifty cows for a lamp by 
Ambaya-Reddi. 

336 . 243 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Kota king Kota-Mummadi-Potaraja^ dated in 1168, Para- 
bhava. Records gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp by the king 
for the merit of his father ChOcjlaraju, his mother Vimjamadevi, and 
his younger brother Rajaya. He has almost all the titles of the 
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kola chiefs of Amaravati {Ep. Ind,, Vol.-VI, p. 152)1 who had 

marriages with the Kakatlya line. See No. 311 above. 

337 . 244 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On the same wall. A record in 
6. 1168, Parabhava, of a subordinate of Chagi Dhorayaraju. 

338 . 245 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On the same wall. Dated in the 
reign of the Kakatlya king Gapapatideva-Maharaja, in 5 . II67, 
Vi 4 vavasu. Records remission of tolls for the merit of the king, on 
the three hundred pack bullocks used for importing articles into 
the village of Tripurantakam, by Dachena-Preggada-Gapapaya. 

339 . 246 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On the base of the same wall. 

A damaged record of the Kakatlya sovereign MahamandaleSvara- 
Rudrayyadeva-Maharaja, dated 1 192 (1270 A.D.), PramOda. 

Mentions Snkaptha 4 iva. The sovereign is the celebrated queen 
Rudramma who was given a male name by her father. See 
No. 281 above. 

340 . 247 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On the same wall, left of 
entrance. Records in 6. 1189, Prabhava, gift of cows for a lamp by 
Narapa, son of Siddhamaraju and pupil of Somacharya. 

341 . 248 of 1905. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the door-post of 
the same room. Records in the reign of Gandapepdara Tripurari- 
deva-Maharaja (of the Gahgaya Sahipi family) in S. II94, 
Ahgirasa, gift of gold ornaments and vessels to the temple of 
Tripurantaka by the king. Ambadeva was Tripurari's younger 
brother. 

342 . 249 <»/ 1905.— (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a pillar at the 
entrance into the same room, right side. Records in I171, 
Saumya, gift of fifty goats for a lamp by Jayasani, the wife of 
Choda-toya, who was a servant of the Velanapdu chief Rajendra- 
Choda (Prithvl 4 vara?) 

343 . 250 a/ 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same pillar. Records in 
S. 1269, Sarvajit, in the time of the Reddi king Annama-Reddi 

of one hundred cows for lamps in the temple of Tripurantakadeva 
and fifty cows for lamps in the temple of Tripura-Parame 4 vari. 
The king bore the titles Jaganobbagapda and Koladiraya. 

344 . 251 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On the same pillar. Records in 
1173, Virodhikrit, gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp by a 

merchant. 

345 . 252 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
place, left side. Records in 6. II73, Virodhikrit, gift of twenty-five 
cows for a lamp by a merchant. 

346 . 253 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On a pillar at the entrance into 
the dark room (chikafimidde) in the Tripurantakeivara temple near 
Tripurantakam, left side. Records in S. 1169, Plavanga,' that 
Dharmaiivacharya, pupil of Bhlma)a 4 ivacharya of Go}agiri in 
Navalaksha-Dahala-Tripuri, built a tiu^ha for the temple treasury. 
This is probably the clAkatimidde, where the temple treasury is. 
said to have been located. 
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' 347 . 254 of 1905. — (Sanskrit and Telujtu.) On a slab set up to 
the east of the same dark room. Annadeva records in 1310, 
Vibhava, gift of the village of Kafichanapalli. The King’s father 
is called BhaktS&a, which seems to be a Sanskrit translation of 
some Telugu name like Annadeva or Annaraja. 

348 . 255 of 1905.— (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On another slab set 
up in the same place. An epigraph of the time of the Vijaya- 
nagara king Vlra-Bukka (III). Records in S. I345i Sobhakrit 
(A.D. 1423), gift of rice fields on the bank of the Gandhavati tank 
by Nagayamantrini son of Chaupdapamatya of the Hanta-gotra 
(who had been patronized by Vira BhQpati, son of Bukka II). 
Chaupdapa was apparently. 

349 . 256 of 1905. — (Telugu verse.) On the third slab set up 
in the same place. Records in S., I76i> Vikarin, the setting up 
of a fiagstaff by a chief named SSshanripa who belonged to the 
family of ^ayapanSni. 

350 . 257 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On the fourth slab set up in the 
same place; Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king Vlra- 
Harihararaya in 1308, Kshaya, gift of land by the Mahapra- 
dhanin-Bhavadara-Odeya, who purchased it for 200 ^ihgaya-mSda, 
at Kesaripadu from Bhikshavritti-Siddhayadeva. 

351 . 258 of 1905. — (Kanarese, prose and verse.) On the fifth 
slab set up in the same place. Belongs to the reign of the Western 
Chalukya king Tribhuvanamalladeva Vikramaditya VI, in Cha* 
(ukya-Vikrama year 51 (A.D. 1126-27), Parabhava. Records that 
Govindara^a-Dandanayaka, who was ruling over the Kondapalli 
three hundred district and who was the nephew of the famous chief 
Anantapala, was the donor. Mentions the village of Chapala* 
maduge. Govindara^a claims to have burnt Bengipura, defeated a 
prince at Jananathapura and conquered Groiika (perhaps the 
Velanapdu feudatory of the Eastern Chalukyas). For a reference to 
Govindara&a see Ep- Ind., Vol. V, p. 21 5. [Evidently Govindara^a 
re-established the Western Chalukyan power in 1126 after the 
temporary mastery of Vikraraachola between 1123 and 1126.] 

353 . 2590/1905. — (Kanarese.) On three faces of a pillar set 
up in the same place. Dated in the reign of the Western Chalukya 
king Tribhuvanamalladeva (Vikramaditya VI). Records in Cha- 
lukya Vikrama year 47(A.D. 1122-23), ^ubhakrit, gift of 44 villages 
in the Moftavaejina^u for the requirements of the temple of 
Tripurantakadeva, for feeding and clothing Vedic students, reli- 
gions teachers and ascetics# and 54 visitors ; for repairs and for 
oblations to be offered during the day in the Svayambhu-temples 
of die sacred place (tirtha)- 

353 . 2600/1905. — (Telugu.) On the fourth face of the same 
pillar. A record of the Kakatlya king Pratapa-Rudradfiva- 
Maharaja, dated in S. 1230, Kllaka. Mentions Vollaya-Re^^i, 
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elder brother of the SarvRdhikarin Ellaya-Reddi, and refers to 
import of articles on pack bullocks. 

354 . 261 0/ 1905. — (Telugu.) On a Nandi-pillar set up in front 
of the same room. Records in S. 1257, Yuvan, a gift by two 
Reddis for the merit of Ambadevaraju and LokanRyanihgaru, sons 
of Chelinayuni-Komma-Nayudu. The latter was the champion of 
Rudra, the right arm of Tenuhgu-bhQpala, lord of the town of 
RevanQru and worshipper of the feet of Kale^vara. 

365 . 262 0/ 1905. — (Telugu.) On another Nandi-pillar set up in 
the same place, east face. Dated in the time of the Cho^a king 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuhga-Cho(adeva (I). Records in 
S. 1033, Khara, forty-third year, gift of fifty buffalo-cows for a lamp 
by Bhlmaya, the Peggada of Pottapi-Kamachoda-Maharaja (of the 
konidena section ?). The priest of the temple was a Nanni- 
Dlkshita. 

356.2630/1905. — (Telugu.) On the same face. A record of 
the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuiiga-Chodadeva (I) 
dated in 1033, Khara, forty-third year. Records gift of fifty 
buffalo-cows by Ramana, the dandanRyaka of Kamadeva-Choda- 
Ma 1 ;iaraja. Ramana was the son of the dapdanRyaka Gupdaya. 

357 . 264 0/ 1905. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the same pillar, 
west face. The VelanRpdu king Rajendra-Choda records in 
109s, gift of cows for a lamp. Rajendra-Choda was the son of 
VelanRpti-Gonka and SabbRmbikR. 

357 -A. 265 0/ 1905.— (Telugu.) On the same face. A record 
of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottunga-Chodadeva 
(I). Mentions in thirty-seventh year, Vyaya, the MahRmapdale^vara 
Karikala-Choja-Maharaju and the MottavRda district 

358 . 266 0/ 1905. — iTamil.) On the same pillar, north face. 
Mentions a certain Klrtinarayapa-Vejan. 

359 . 267 0/ 1905* — (Telugu.) On the same face. Records in 

1028, that the pillar was set up by ^ndhara-Bhaffa, the priest of 

Pottapi-KRmadeva-ChOda-MaharRju (of konidSna ?). 

360 . 268 0/ 1905. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a slab set up to 
the north of the same room. Records that Gapdapendara Amba- 
deva-MaharRja, in I2I2, Vikrita (A.D. 129O), remitted all taxes 

. in the villages owned by the temple on a representation made by a 
certain Nanda^iva. For this service Nanda^iva, in return, got from 
TryambakaiivRcharya and other temple servants the village of 
Gangavaramu, east of Penukopda. [Ambadeva, the younger 
brother of Tripurari Mahadeva, was the greatest of the Gangaya 
Sahipi line. 

361 . 2690/1905— (Sanskrit.) On another slab set up to the 
north of the dark room (chikatimidde) in the Tripurantak^vara 
temple near Tripura ntakam. A record of the Vijayanagara king 
Devaraya (II). Records in S. 1363, Durmati, that Mallaparya, a 
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Brahma^a from Udayagiri, built a tank at the village of Mandana- 
pati, and gave some land for a ^ower garden. 

363 . 270 0/ l905~(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the third slab 
set up in the same place. A damaged record of the Vijayanagara 
king Vira-Harihararaya ( 11 ), dated 1307, Krodhana. Mentions 
Bhikshavritti-Siddhaya, the tank GandhavatT and the king’s son 
Vrra-Devaraya (I), for whose merit the gift was made. 

363 . 271 of T905. — (Telugu.) On four_ faces of a pillar set up 
in the 'same place. Records in II34. Ahgirasa, gift of several 
villages by the Mahamapdale^vara Manma-Ramaehandra, son of 
Goiika and grandson of Ramadevaraja. This chief calls himself 
“Lord of OrayQru, the best of towns.” 

364 . 272 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On a slab built into the south 
wall of the Ramadeva shrine in the prakara of the same temple. 
A record of Vijaya-Gandagopala in S. 1185, Rudhirodgarin 
(A.D. 1263). Records gift of land below the tank caljcd Gapapa- 
samudram built at Abhinava-Ganapavaramu by Santa 4 iva, a 
disciple of the Rdjaguru presiding over the famous Gol.aki-matha 
whose spiritual influence extended over three lakhs of villages. 
The donor was a chief named Karumanikka-Perumadi-Nayaka. 
See No. 262. 

365 . 273 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On a slab lying on the roof of a 
small maptapa in front of the same shrine. A record of the 
Kakatlya king Rudradeva-Maharaja ( 1 ), dated in II07, Vi^vavasu, 
gift of a village on the bank of the river KrishpavCpa in the 
district of Kopdapalli-napdu for the temple of TripurantakadCva 
at Kumaragiri, which was the head jewel of ^rlparvata. 

366 . 2740/1905. — (Telugu.) On a pillar in front of the ^iva 
shrine north of the same shrine. Records in S. IO99, a gift by 
Vyasara^ipapdita, the manager ( sthanadhipaH) of the temple of 
Tripurantaka. 

367 . 275 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On a slab set up close to the 
prakara on the right side of the blocked up western entrance into 
the same temple. Records in 1309, Prabhava, gift of ura- 
m&ia and mula-visa by the guild of merchants, who followed the 
Vrra-Balafljya doctrine and who claimed to have immigrated from 
Ahichchhatra. See No. 273 above. 

368 . 2760/1905. — (Kanarese.) On another slab set up in the 
same place. A record of the reign of the Western Chajukya king 
Tribhuvanamalladeva (Vikramaditya VIl, dated in Chalukya 
Vikrama year 51 (A.D. II26-27), Parabhava. Records gift of the 
village of Chapalamaduge in the Molfavadi-nadu by the Maha- 
pradhana Anantapala‘-bap^arasa. 

369 . 277 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the third slab set up in the 
same place. The Velanadu king Gonkaraja records in 1028, 
Sarvajit, gift of the village of Chfifalapa^u in Kamma-napiju, on 
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the bank of the Gu^^Cni. Gonka is called the chief supporter of 
the Chalukya kingdom and was fuling over the thousand-three- 
hundred (district). 

370 . 278 of 1905. — (Telu^u.) On the fourth slab set up in the 
same place. Records in S. llS 7 t Manmatha, in the reign of 
Anuhgudeva-Maharaju (unidentified) that a cavalier gave twenty- 
five cows for a lamp on his success in a combat at Chintalapflp^i. 

371 . 2790/ 1905. — (Telugu.) On the fifth slab set up in the 
same place. Records in 1138, Dhatri, gift of twenty-five cows for 
a lamp. 

372 . 280 of 1905 ' — (Telugu.) On the Nandi pillar set up at the 
main entrance into the same temple from the south. Records in 

I37i> Sukla, the setting up of the pillar. 

37 3 . 281 of 1905. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the Nandi pillar 
set up by the side of the steps on the hill, leading to the same 
temple. A damaged record dated S. 1353, Virodhikrit. Records 
the building of the steps. 

374 . 282.0/1905.— (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On another Nandi 
pillar lying by the side of the same steps. A much damaged record, 
the date of which is doubtful. Seems to be a Kakatlya inscription 
recording the establishment of a ^aiva mafha near the temple of 
Tripurantaka. 

375 . 283 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On a slab set up in the courtyard 
of the Mdlabrahme^vara temple at the foot of the Tripurantakam 
hill. A record of the time of the Kakatlya king Gapapatideva- 
Maharaja in 1172, Sadharapa. Records gift of a village in the 
Dupali-Kampapa (district) to the temple of MQlasthanadeva of 
Tripurantakam by Mahamapdaleivara Gapi^apepdara-Gahgaya 
Sahipi (who conquered the army of DamOdara of the west) for the 
merit of the king. 

376 . 45 0/1909. — On a slab in the courtyard of the Tripuram- 
ba temple in the bed of the tank. Records that in Kakatlya- 
Prataparudra’s reign, in S. 1218, Durmukhi, the local merchants 
gave the tolls for the merit of the king, of Rudradeva, the com- 
mander of all forces, and Pochiraju Pittiraju, the prime minister. 

A C.P. in charge of Tumbala Guruvappa in the place. Re- 
cords that the Saivites paid 100 mados for God Gaureivara. lns.i 
Ced. Dts., p. 229, No. 49.

377 . At the sluice of the local tank. A record of “ a local chief ” 
dated S. 1578 (A.D. 1656), concerning repairs made to it. [See 
Antiquities, Vol. I.] See also Itis., Ced. Dts., p. 228, No. 45, where the 
donor is named Tiruvengalayya, son of Kaptamarftju. 

378 . Near the above. Records that in 1525, Subhakrit, 
Vatapartikopda, son of Basavanflyudu, restored certain land to the 
Brahmans in the pagoda. Rid., No. 44. 
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Venkotariddipalayam. 

379. 285 0/ 1905. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a huge pillar 
lying at the entrance into the Chennake&avasvamin temple. 
Records in 1544. Dundubhi, gift of the two villages Siiigarikonda 
and Battapatti* both in the district of Kochcharlakota. to the Chenna- 
ke^ava temple at Venkatadrinagara, by Malla, son of Virappa and 
grandson of Malla of the Ravela family, in the reign of the Vijaya- 
nagara king Ramadeva (1620 — 30). [See Antiquities, Vol. I, p. 87, 
and also Ins., Ced. Dts., p. 227, No. 43.I 

380. 2860/1905. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a huge pillar ly- 
ing at the entrance into the Chennake^avasvamin temple. Records 
in the reign of the Vijayanagara king Vehkatadevaraya (I, 1586— 
1616), in S. 1536, Ananda, gift of four villages in the Dupati^Ima 
(district), east of ^iT4aila, to the ChennakeSava temple by a certain 
Gaiigapa-Nayaka, the governor of the SrTgiri-mandala, the son of 
Veiikatadri and grandson of Gahga. [Antiquities, Vol. I, p. 87, and 
also Ins., Ced. Dts., p. 227, No. 42, which however gives S. 1537.]

3, Thursday, Kanya- 
Brihaspati,_corresponding to l6th October, A.D. 1505, gift of the 
village of AtukQru to the temple of Mallikarjuna on SiTparvata, for 
offerings. 

382. A “ private inscription, ” dated in S. 1474 (A.D. I552),in the 
same temple, referred to by Mr. Sewell in his Antiquities, Vol. I, 
p. 87. [See also Ins., Ced. Dts., p. 456, No. 125. It records gift of 
5 turns of land by a Vlra^aiva Siddha Bhikshavritti aiyavaru to one 
“ Curreveerana ” Udayalu.] 

383. A C.P. grant, evidently a forgery, in the name of Chal.u- 
kya Chakravarti, in the hands of a pQjari. The particular of its 
contents sent to me are entirely untrustworthy, and the copy in my 
possession is not much better. It bears date 1275 (A.D. 1353) 
and professes to testify to the grant of a village by a king of the 
lunar race, Chajukya Chakravarti.” [Ibid.] 

384. On a stone on the bank of a well. Records that Besta 
Saddeboyadu dug up the well and built a fftddu on its banks for 
watering the cattle in 1216, Nandana. Ibid., p. 457> No. 130.

On a stone built into the floor 
of the central shrine of the Mallikaijuna temple. Records that 
the Vijayanagara king VlrapratSpa Vlra-Nara^ihgaiRya-Maha- 
raya visited the temple of Maliikarjunadeva and paid homage 
to the god. 

447 . II of 1915* — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On two pillars in the 
southern porch of the mukha-manfapa of the same temple ; right 
and left of entrance. Records that Vijayanagara king Virapratapa 
Harihara-Maharaya (U) presented in Kali 4505 and S. 1326, Tarapa, 
Magha., ba. di.

standing stone figures of his master Krishparaya, his father-in-law 
Demarasa and of himself in that manfapa, and for meeting the 
expenses of worshipping the god in that maptapa, gave the village 
of ^iv^ura in Mosalimadugu^Ima which was included within 
his jurisdiction.

On the right and 
left pillars of the maptapa adjoining the Nandi-maptapa in 
the same temple. Records in the reign of the Reddi king Jaganob- 
bagapda Anna-Vema in 1299, Pihgala, Magha, ^u. di. 7, Wed- 
nesday (corresponding to January 6, A.D. 1378), the building of 

'-the Viramaptapa for the merit of his father Annaya-Red^i. 
Supplies a genealogy of the Reddis of whom the first was Pola. 
It is stated that in this maptapa many heroes voluntarily cut off 
their heads and tongues. The two faces of the right pillar which 
contain a long list of the birudas of Anna-VSma give the date 
S. 1298, Pihgala, Magha, 6u. di. 7, Wednesday. Annaya was not 
the father but the uncle of Anna Verna. He calls him father 
because of the affection he'bore him.

(The epigraph is given in /«s., Ced, 
Dts., p. 463, No. 149.J 
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461 . 25 0/1915. — (Kanarese.) On the north face of the same 
pillar. A record of the Vijayanagara, king Vlrapratapa Praudha- 
devaraya Maharaya ( 1449 — 65), dated in 1379. Records gift of 
land for the same purpose by a female servant of the palace. 
[This is evidently the same as Ins., Ced. Dts., p. 463, No. 148.] 

462 . 260^1915. — (Telugu.) On a broken slab set up in the 
eastern courtyard of the same temple. A record of the Sa[uva 
king Peda-Mallapparaju, son of Yaram-Kampayadeva-Maharaja in ' 

1407, Vi^vavasu, Bhadrapada, £u. di. 15, Thursday, lunar 
eclipse, corresponding to August 25, A.D. 1485, recording the gift 
of a tank (with lands below it) for providing offerings, to the same 
temple. [See Ct. 9~H. an8 Ct. 13, the ^irumallayyadeva of which 
was perhaps Peda Malla’s younger brother.) 

463 . 270/ 1915. — (Telugu.) On a pillar set up in the same 
courtyard. Records that in the reign of the Kakatlya king Prata- 
parudradSva-Maharaja (1295 — 1323), in 1234, Paridhavin, Phal- 
guna, &u. di. 5, Thursday, corresponding to February l, A.D. 1313, 
a gift of land, in Kam-nadu for providing midday offerings to the 
same temple was made by the chief minister (mahapradhani) 
Vepefi Kommayya. 

464 . 280/1915. — (Telugu.) On a broken image lying in the 
same courtyard. Records that this image of Bhairava was set up 
on the ^^iTgiri hill by the gavare (merchant) Muddama-^etti Gahga- 
Malli-Setfi of Rajamahendravaramu. 

465 . 29 of I9I5< — (Telugu.) On the image of Bhrihgi in the 
same courtyard. Records that this image of Bhrihginatha was 
set up by the same merchant, here stated to be the son of Gavare- 
Muddama-Setti Malli-^efti. 

466 . 30 of 1915. — (Telugu.) On a slab _set up in the same 
courtyard. Records in S. 1382, Vikrama, Ashadha, &u. di. 15, 
Thursday, lunar eclipse, corresponding to July 3, A.D. 1460, a 
long but incomplete eulogistic account evidently of certain kings. 
One-half of the slab from top to bottom is occupied by a Uriya 
record. 

467 . 31 </i9i5. — (Telugu.) On a pillar set up in the southern 
courtyard of the same temple. Records in Virodhin, Sravapa, ba. 
di. 30, that a certain Mallasani A^inapa Ayapa provided for daily 
oblations in the shrines of Mallikarjuna and Bhramaramba, built 
the mukhamaptapa in front of SiddheSvara, repaired the southern 
prftkara wall, set up the iron pillars, and inscribed stones in their 
ptORer places and repaired the mapfapa of the southern gOpura. 
THe east face of the pillar contains the usual long prasasti of 
ll^ishparaya which breaks off with the verse Kirtyd yasya sdmantdh, 
etc. [fni., Ced. Dts., p. 465, No. 154?] 

468 . 3^0/1915. — (Kanarese.) On the iron lamp-pillar set up 
in the same courtyard. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara 
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king Venkatapatiraya (1586 — 1616), in 1524, ^ubhakrit, MSgha, 
ba. di. 5 (?), ^ivaratri, the setting up of this iron lamprpillar (with 
chains) for the merit of Mudiyapa-Nayaka by a certain Chikaiya, 
son of Doda-Halagaiya, a carpenter of HenjSra in the Midugalla- 
&Tme where a golden shower is said to have fallen for the merit of 
the Chola king. “ The date can be calculated but not verified.” 
See Ins., Ced. Dts., p. 4^1, No. 141. 

469 . 33 of 1915. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On another pillar in 
the same courtyard. Records that the Sa}uva king Mahamap- 
dale^vara Saluva ParvatayyadSva Maharaja provided, in IsSpt 
Sarvajit, Magha ba. di. 14, Monday, ^ivaratri, corresponding to 
February 22, A.D. 1468, for daily offerings in the temple by grant- 
ing wet lands below the tank called Gangasamudra which he had 
built at Siddhapura.^ He also gave a garden near the Siddhasamu- 
dram tank on the Snparvata hill, milch-cows and two buildings 
for feeding 30 Brahmapas and 30 Jangamayyas. See Ct 12. 

470 . 340/ 1915. — (Telugu.) On the fourth pillar in the same 
courtyard. Records in S. 1426, Raktakshi, Magha, ba. di. 14, 
Monday, corresponding to 3rd February T505, the gilding, with 
gold plate, of the southern entrance into the mukha maptapa of 
the Mallikarjuna temple by a certain Vlrayya, son of Nagi 4 etti and 
Lakkamma. 

471 . 35 of 1915.— (Telugu.) On the fifth pillar in the same 
courtyard. Records in 1452, Virodhin, ^ravapa, iu. di. 15, 
Monday (which is wrong for Wednesday), corresponding to 2lst 
July 1529, that the sons of Yalikapfi Kamaraju, the sthaldharanam 
of Sriparvata, set up an image of AnnapQrpa-Bhavani within the 
kitchen of the temple and a Nandi-pillar in the place intended for 
chapdi. 

472 . 36 ®/I 9 I 5 - — (Telugu.) On the sixth pillar in the same 
courtyard. Records that in the reign of the Kakatlya king Prata- 
parudradeva-Maharaja (II) in 1235, Pramadicha, Chakra, &u. 
di. I, Monday, corresponding to February 26, A.p. 1313, that 
ISvarai^ivacharya of Arasa-mafha and Aradhya-Preggada gave a 
deed of declaration in the presence of all the great MaheSvaras of 
ofT-Kailasa (i.e., Srl&aila) who had met together in the mificha- 
maptapa of the Virabhadra temple attached to the Gapa^matlih, 
for the purpose of managing the affairs in the temple of Mallikar- 
junadeva. Mentions seventy villages granted to the temple by 
emperors, Mahftmapdale^varas and others, in former times, for 
worship and for feeding lay devotees and ascetics. Noticed 
vaguely by Mr. Sewell in his Antiquities, VoL I, p. 91. See also Ins., 
Ced. Dts., p. 465, No. 1 57.

courtyard of the same temple. Records that this balipita in the 
north-eastern corner of the temple was, erected by Ganga-Malli 
Setti of Rajamahendravaramu^ v . 
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47 4 . 38 of i915*~^Telugu.) On a hero sjpne in the same court- 
yard. Record that this figure represents the killing (in fight) of a 
tiger by Nagaraju-Timmapa, a servant of Bap^aru Viramaraju. 

475.390/1915. — (Telugu.) On a stone set up in the plantain 
garden of the same temple. Records in 1384, Svabhanu, Bhadra* 
pada, ^u. di. I 5 i Monday, gift of a flower garden to the temple by 
Vairagi Santayya for the merit of his wife Siddhama. An irregular 
■date. See Ep. Rep., 1915, p. 84. 

476 . 40 of 1915. — (Telugu.) On a slab set up near the eastern 
gopura of the same temple. Records in 1370, Vibhava, Asha- 
dha, ka. di. 15, Monday, gift of voluntary fees by the guild of 
merchants for conducting the ^ivaratri festival in the temple of 
Mallikarjuna. [An irregular date as Monday is a mistake for 
Sunday. The date would then correspond to l6th June, A.D. 1448. 
See also Ins., Ced. Dts., p. 466, No. 159.] 

477 . 41 of 1915. — (Telugu.) On a slab setup in front of the 
Virabhadrasvamin temple on the same hill. Records in S. 1237 
Rakshasa, Sravapa, ba. di. lO, Tuesday (?), that the Mahe^varas 
residing on the Sn-Kailasa (i.e., Sn^aila) having met together in 
the mukha manfapa of the Virabhadra temple attached to Gapa- 
matha, the presiding priests and the preggadas of Arasa-matha and 
Kalu-matha made a declaration (before them) that they would 
conduct worship and festivals in the temple of Mallikarjuna 
regularly. Mr. Swamikannu Pillai says that the week day ought 
to be Sunday. 

478 . 42 of 1915. — (Sanskrit, Nagari.) On the lintel of the 
entrance into a small shrine in the Virabhadrasvami-matha on the 
same hill. Records that this shrine of Ghanfa-Siddhe^vara (was 
constructed) by the pupil of Mallikarjunacharya. 

479 . 43 of 1915. — (Telugu.) On a slab set up near a tank 
west of the Mallikarjuna temple on the same hill. Records that 
in the reign of the Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa Ramarajayya- 
deva-Maharaja, son of Vlra-Tirumalayyadeva-Maharaya, in S. 
1499, Bhava, Vai 4 akha, ba. di. 30, Friday (an irregular date) 
that the bund across the stream Bhogavati on the west side of 
the temple, which was out of repair, was repaired by the king’s 
agent Dantikapti Lingappapa. He caused the bund to be re- 
constructed and made a gift of it together with the tank for raising 
a flower garden to the temple of Mallikarjuna. Ramaraja is 
graerally' known as Rama III. The repair is said to have been 
made at the instance of the Viraiaiva teacher Santabhiksha vritti 
Ayyavaru. 

480 . 44 of 1915. — (Telugu.) On a pillar set up in front of the 
Sarafiga-matha on the same hill. Records in 1507, Parthiva, 
A&vija, ba. di. 2, Thursday, corresponding to September 30, A.D. 
1585* an agreement (samtXhya) made among themselves, by the 
presiding priests of tins five mttfhtu including Bgla-Siddaya of the 
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SAranga-mathfl* tli® houses and temples (on the Srisailam hilDi 
such as those of Nandmatha, Bhringinatha, Virabhadra and others. 
The agreement evidently consisted in not allowing the successive 
priests of the Sarahga-mafha to have any attendants ( aiicha-paticha- 
parivaraf). 

481 . 45 0/1915. — (Telugu.) On a sandal-stone in the verandah 
of the same matha. Records in Ananda, Asha^a, su. di. 2 , Sunday, 
that this is the sandal-stone (sdna) presented by ^ihgayya, son of 
Puli Annama-Nayudu, to the temple of Mallikarjuna. 

482 . 46 of 1915. — (Telugu.) On a slab set up on the way 

leading to Patala-Ganga from the Mallikarjuna temple. Records 
in 1567, Svabhanu, Phalguna, ba. di. 10, that the chief Vehkafa- 
pati-Nayanihgaru of the Madala-gotra remitted all taxes and tolls 
payable by metal-dealers (kanchara) who sold their wares in 
^rlgiri during festivals or other days. ' 

483 . 47 of 1915. — (Sanskrit, Nagari.) On three sides of a pillar 
set up in front of a ruined shrine on the same way. Records in 

1315, Srimukha, the construction of steps to the Pataja-Ganga by 
the Kadamba princess Vitthalamba, wife of Harihara (II ?), under 
orders given by god Mallikarjuna in a dream, [/ns., Ced. Dts., 
p. 467, No. 161.] See No. 487. 

484 . 48 <1/1915. — (Telugu.) On two faces of another stone set 
up on the same way. Records in Sarvajit, Phalguna, &\i. di. II, 
Thursday, that a certain Davala Darama Sahibu and Tima ji-Pantulu 
remitted, for the merit of Haiarati-Navabu, the fee (gattOchara) on 
beggars who begged on the Sri^ila hill, as originalljr it had been 
remitted by Vehkatapati-Nayudu, son of Sayapa-Nayudu. 

On four faces of a 
pillar set up on the same way. Records in S. 1318, Srimukha, a 
copy of No. 483 above. 

486 . 500/ 1915. — (Sanskrit, Grantha.) On four faces of another 
pillar set up on the same way. Records in 1315, Srimukha, a 
copy of No. 483 above. 

'* 48^7.510/1915. — (Sanskrit, Nagari.) On a boulder by the side 
of the steps on the same way. Records in S. 1318 that Vitthalambaf' 
the princess, consecrated an image of Vitthale^vara near the flight - 
of steps. See No. 483 above. 

488 . 520/ 191 5 > — (Telugu.) On a pillar set up on" the way to' 
Peddacheruvu on the same hill. Records in 1344, Subhakiit 
Karttika, 4 u. di. 5, Thursday, that a certain U^ayagiri Appanayyai^'- 
garu, son of Devanayyamgaru, built the steps from the Nandi- 
pil^r at^the southern main entrance (gaoani) right up to the shrine 
of Durgidevi. The week day should be Tuesday, and the date 
corresponds to October 20, A.D. 1422. 

489 . C.P. No, 96 of Mr, SewelVs list, — Records the settlement 
of a dispute between the VaiSyas and the two upper Hgwe? of ;th#: 
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Dvijas (i.e., the Brahmans and Kshattriyas) in the local temple, 
whereby the former were granted certain religious privileges. 
Dated in 1387 (A.D. 1465), Parthiva. 

489 -A. On the gilt wall of the inner pagoda. Records that 
Chancka^ekhara, the minister of KrishpadevarSya, re-established 
the pagoda with the kalasams and set up the Garudastambhatn. 
No date. Ins., Ced. Dts., p. 458, No. 1 32. 

489 -B. North of the above. A gift by the same chief. Ibid., 
No. 133. • 

489 -C. Near the above. (Telugu.) Records that the same 
chief built the Virabhadra pagoda at NagalOfi. Md., No. 134. 

489 -D. On the south gilt wall at the bottom of the Chatur- 
mukha Brahma in SriSailam. Records that Siiigayya, son of 
^antalihgayya, built the manfapam in 1435, Srimukha, in the 
reign of Krishpadfivaraya. Ibid., No. 135. 

489 -E. On the eastern gilt gate of the same pagoda. Records 
that Mallanayadu, son of Tippanayadu, had the gate and doors gilt 
and granted the village of PallivOli to God Mallikarjuna. Ibid.,

489 -F. Near the above. Records that Kopdabhatta, son of 
Nandikupta Ka 4 l Nagabhattudu, the architect, made the gilt work 
in the temple.

14, Monday, ^ivaratri, corresponding to February 20, 
A.D. 1525, that a merchant built the maptapa called mukhabhadram 
at the southern entrance into the tank {gundamu) and the pillar 
surmounted by a bull, in the temple of Manandt^vara. 

541 -A. 173 0/ 1913. — (Telugu.) On an iron pillar near the 
western gate of the same temple. Records in 1332, Vikriti, 
Magha, ba. di. 13, Friday, corresponding to February 20, A.D. 1410, 
that the great-grandmother (?) of Tipparaju, son of Pina-Tipparaju, 
son of VelugOti-Gahgalraju-Chenrajungaru,' the hero of Krotta- 
cherlakOfa, set up this lamp-pillar before the shrine of Mahanan- 
diivara. See Antiquities, I, 95. [The record is important for the 
information it gives of three generations of VelugOfi rulers not 
found elsewhere. They had the titles of “ Bom of the matchless 
Choda race ” ; Lords of the city of Napdyala, worshippers of 
Mahanandl&vara and the hero on the battle field of Krottacherla- 
kofa ti.e., Kochcherlakota in Palna^).]

The following plates have not been assigned to particular 
districts. They are therefore given here with summaries of their 
contents : — 

17 6. C.P. No. 31 of Mr. SetvelVs List . — This is “ an unimportant 
but rather curious document, drawn up by one of ‘three dismissed 
chieftains of Kafichlvaram Kamakshi Ammal. Rapi of the Akhapda 
Kaveri,* who had settled down in VadamattQr. Their names as 
given in the Tamil are ‘ Vannikkan, Manitakkan, and Pujukkan ’. 
The terminations appear to be the common Mussalman title Khan. 
The document states that one of the three chiefs (name not men- 
tioned) decided a dispute between some thieves and some people 
who had settled at the village, and received some land for his 
services,” in 1525 (A.D. 1603), in the year Jaya. The boundaries 
of the land were scrutinized by the Kavupdars, Ambalakaras, 
Kallas and ^rvaikkaras of the surrounding villages, and the whole 
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was then engraved in a copper-plate. [The inscription is interesting 
for the insight it gives into the movements and orgamzation of the 
Kallas and other criminal castes. See Tam. and Sans. Ins., pp. 62-r-S. 
Vadamflttar is believed by some to be a village six miles north of 
the road leading to KumbakOpam, but it is evidently in South Arcot 
and the birth-place of Madai Tiruvengac^a Aiya of Tamil literature.] 

177 . C.P. No. 174 0/ Mr. Sewells List. — A grant by a certain 
Snkantha who does not bear royal titles, but who claims descent 
from Brahmfl and Karikala. Resembles Eastern Chalukyan grants 
of the tenth or eleventh century and later. After Karikala the 
names mentioned are Sundarananda, Navarama, Ereyamma, Vijaya 
Kama, Virarjuna, Agapipidugu, Kokili Mahendravarma, Elajola, 
Nripakama, Divakara and ^rfkaptha. See Bp. Ind., Vol. V, p. 123 ; 
Ep. Rep., 1900, p. 21 and Kielfaiorn’s Southern List, No. 888. 

178 . C.P. No. 175 of Mr. Sewell's List. — A grant in Sanskrit 
and Tamil (Vatteluttu of the eleventh century) of the Pai>dya king 
Jafilavarman, son of Maravarman, in his seventeenth year. No 
details of date. The record gives an account of the king Neduh- 
jadayan’s achievements. The aghapti or Dotaka of the grant was 
Mahasamanta Dhlrataran MQrti Eyipan of the Vaidya community, 
chief of Vlramangalam. See Ind. Antq., Vol. XXII, p. 57 ff. and 
Kielhorn’s Southern List, No. 937. 

179 . C.P. No. 176 of Mr. Sewells List. — An Eastern Chalukyan 
grant in three plates. Records the grant of Katalapatru in the 
Karmarashtra country by a donor whose name cannot be ascer- 
tained, but who appears to be Saktivarman Vijayaditya 
Bhattaraka. S- Ind. Pala., p. 21. 

180 . C.P. No. 181 of Mr. Sewells List. — A grant of Bhaktiraja, 
a descendant of Karikala and son of Ganganfivara (Gahgadhara ?), 
who bore the titles Gapdabepdara and Rayave&yabhujanga. Sent 
by the Nuzvid Zamindar. 

181 . C.P. No. 221 of Mr. Sewell’s List. — Originally in the 
hands of the Collector and now in the museum. A Vijayanagar 
plate, modern in character, but professing to date from A.D. 1410 
and recording grant of the town of Adavani (Adoni) as an agraha- 
ram to a number of priests of the VTrabhadra temple there by the 
Vijayanagar king Devaraya II. 

182 . C.P. No. Ill of June 19 ^ 1 , pp. 5-6. — Originally with the 
Sub~Collector of Cuddapah and now in the museum. It is in very 
faulty Sanskrit and Nandinagari character. It gives a confused 
g.enealogy of the Vijayanagar dynasty and records a grant by 
Achyuta in S. 1203, which is absurd and which indicates the 
record to be a forged one. 

183 . C.P. No. I e/1905. — ^From the Collector of Nellore and now 
in the museum. It is an ancient Pallava record, recording that 
Simhavarman (II), the s<m of Yuvaraja VishpugOpa, gave from his 
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victorious camp at Menmatura, in the fifth year of his reign, the 
village of Pikira in the Mupdarilshtra, to a Brahman named 
ViUsa^arman. See Ep> 7 «J., Vol. Vin, pp. 159—63, and p. 989 below. 

184 . C.P. No. 10 a/ 1905 -06. — (Sanskrit in Nagari.) A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Achyuta in 1 . 1459, Hemalamba. Records 
gift of a village in KupdravardhanakOfaka, a district of Tupdira- 
mapdala, which was a subdivision of the Chandragirirajya, to the 
Vishpu temple at Venkafadripura, which was founded near Veda- 
rapyam on the bank of the Vedanadi river by a chief named Vara- 
pa&i Varadappa. 

185 . C.P. No. II 0/1905-06. — (Sanskrit in Nagari.) A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Achyuta in 1456, Jaya. Records gift of 
the villages of TengQru and Vallagulam in the same district by the 
king at the request of his minister Pedda Timma of the Salaka 
family. No- ii of 1905-06. 

186 . C.P. No. 120/1905-06. — (Sanskrit in Nagari.) A record of 
the Western Chajukyan king Vinayaditya Satya&raya 520, Ka}a- 
yukti (wrong). 

187 . C.P. No. 13 0/ 1905-06. — (Sanskrit in Nagari.) A record 
of the Vijayanagara king Achyuta in , Vikari. Records gift 
of a village in Chandragirirajya to a Vishpu temple. 

188 . C.P. No. 15 of 1905-06. — (Sanskrit.) Records the grant 
of the village of Tamara cheru in Varahavartini by the Eastern 
Ganga king Anantavarma-Vajrahasta (m), in 984 (20th June, 
A.D. 1061) to 500 Brahmans. See Ibid., Vol. IX, p. 94 ff. Also 
Gj. 143-A. 

189 . C.P. iVb. 16 0/ 1905-06. — (Sanskrit in Grantha.) A record 
of the Vijayanagara king Devaraya (II) in ^.1346, KrOdhin, Utthana- 
dvada^i. Records gift of a village (called Nlpatataka) by the 
king’s brother Srlgiri, who was governing Maratakanagara 
(Virinchiparam), to a learned doctor named Sampatkumara Papdita. 
The date corresponded to Friday Nov. 3, A.D. 1424. See Ibid., 
Vol. Vffl, p. 306 ff. 

190 . In possession of M.R.Ry. Seshachari, Madras. A record 
of the VQayanagara king Venkafapatidevaraya in S. 1527, VUva- 
vasu. Records gift of the village of Vlangadu surnamed KastQri- 
rangapuram. 

191 . C.P. No. 2 0/ 1907-08. — This is the same as No. 66 in Mr. 
Sewell’s List. It is a Telugu grant of the village of Tiruvl^u in 
1357 by DSvaraya Vodeya of Ka 4 yapa Gotra to the local temple of 
Ahoba)e 4 vara, for the merit of his father Parvata Raya, his mother 
Parvati Devi, etc. It was received by the priest Purushottamayya 
of Para 4 ara gOtra. The chief was an ardent devotee of SrT 
Ramanuja. 

193 . C.P. No. 5 of 1907-08. — A Sanskrit grant of Mallikarjuna 
Imma^i Prauijhabhopa in 1383-, Vrisha. 
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193 . C.P. No. 6 of 1907-08. — A grant of SadaSiva Raya in 

1470, Plavanga. 

194 . C.P. No. 4 of 1908-09. — A Ganjam plate. No details 
given. 

195 . C.P. No. 5 of 1908-09. — A C.P. grant of Tala n in 
Sanskrit. This is very interesting as it refers to a king of the 
Eastern Cha}ukyan family who does not belong to the regular line 
of accession. It gives the usual genealogy from Kubja Vishpu- 
vardhana to Amma I and then, after some unusual accessions, comes 
to Tala I, a younger brother of Chalukya Bhima I. Tala’s son was 
Yuddhamalla II and his sons were ^daba and Vishnuvardhana 
Tala II, the donor of the present grant. He made a grant of a 
village in Velanapdu vishaya to a certain Kuppanayya of the 
Pallavamalla family who was a grandson of Kalivarma. [Tala n 
was perhaps the Velanandu viceroy in Eastern Chalukyan times. 
For Kuppanayya see also Vandram plates of Amma II (Kt. 127). 
Ep. Rep., 1908-09, pp. 109-10. 

196 . C.P. No. 6 a/1908-09. — A grant of the village of Alapadi 
in Velanapdu to a certain Vi 4 ve 4 vara by Pedda Komati Verna in 

1334, Nandana. The record is in Sanskrit. 

197 . C.P. No. 7 fl/1908-09. — An incomplete Vijayanagara grant 
in Sanskrit, received from the Kistna Collector in I902. No details 
given. 

198 . The Madras Museum Plates of Mangi Yuvaraja, the 
Eastern Chalukyan king, the son of Vishpu Vardhana H. Records 
a grant in his twentieth year. See Ind. Antq., Vol. XX, p. 105, 
and Kielhorn *s Southern List, No. 552. 

199 — 326 . There are about twenty-seven other copper-plates 
in the museum (of which five belong to 1917-18). The summaries 
of these I have not been able to get. They are, however, I under- 
stand, about to be published by Mr. Srinivasaraghava Ayyangar of 
the Madras Museum, to whom I am indebted for the knowledge 
that there are 226 inscriptions on the whole in the museum. 

237 . 290 of 1895. — (Tamil.) On a stone in the Government 
Central Museum, Madras. A record in the ninetieth ye|ir of the 
ChO}a king Ko-Rajaraja-Rajakesarivarman alias Raja-Rajadeva (I). 
Records gift of ninety sheep for a lamp. 

228 . 291 of 1895. — (Tamil.) On the same stone. A record in 
the nineteenth year of the Chola king Ko-Rajaraja-Rajakesarivar- 
man alias Rajaraja (I). Records gift of ninety sheep for a lamp. 

229 . 292 of i 895 « — (Kanarese.) On another stone in the same 
place. A damaged record of the KalachQrya king Ahavamalla in 
^arvarin (A.D. 1180-81). Vijaya Papdya is mentioned. Records a 
grant of land by a Nayaka on the day of a solar eclipse. 

230 . 294 of i 895 - — (Tamil.) On a stone in the same place 
from Chingleput A damaged record of the Vijayanagara king 
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Vlra-Venkatapatiraya (I, 1586 — 1 616), dated in S. 1530, expired, 
Saumya. 

231 . 295 of 1895. — (Tamil.) On a stone in the same place. 
Records a grant of land to a Vaishpava temple in the time of 
Nllagangaraiyan. See No. 312 below. 

232 . 296 of 1895, — (Vatteluttu.) On a stone in the same place. 
A mutilated record. The king’s name is lost. 

233 . 297 of 1895. — (Tamil.) On a stone in the same place from 
Chingleput. Records in the fifth year of the Chola king Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Vlrarajendra-Choladeva (i.e., Kulottuhga III), 
gift of land by Nlla-Gangaraiyan. See No. 312 below. 

234 . 298 of 1895. — (Persian.) On a stone in the same place. 
A record dated A.H. 1104. 

235 . 299 of 1895.— (Tamil.) On a stone in the same place from 
Chingleput. A much damaged record of the Vijayanagara king 
AchyutadCvaniaharSya. 

236 — 269 . 536—569 of 1907. — On slabs recently removed 
from Amarclvati to the Madras Museum. These have been noticed 
already under AmarSvati. 

270 . 35 of 1912. — On a slab lying near a godown in the Museum. 
A Greek and Latin inscription, dated in A.D. 1727, forming 
an epitaph on the tombstone of a certain John Constantine, a native 
of Greece, bom in Transylvania, who died on May 17th, A.D. 1727. 
It was erected by his brother. According to Mr. Cotton “ it is the 
only Greek tombstone found in South India and the most ancient 
Greek tombstone anywhere in India.” 

271 — 282 . 473 ”483 of 1913. — (Pali.) On inscribed slabs from 
Amaravati preserved in. an underground room of the Central 
Museum. One of these mentions the Andhra king Gotamiputa 
Araka Arhat Siri-yana-Satakani and another, the Upasaka Ura. 
For the last see Ep. Rep., July 1888, p. 3. 

283 . 484 of 1913. — (Telugu.) On another slab in the same 
room. A record of the KOfa king MahamapdaleSvara Manma- 
Ketaraja in 6. II57, Thursday. Records gift of a lamp to the 
temple of Buddha. The king was evidently a grandson of Keta II, 
for whose inscription see Gt 635. 

284 . 485 of 1913. — (Telugu.) On another slab in the same 
room. Records the nisidhi (tomb) of ChOchi §etti, son of HonnUetfi, 
a merchant of Penugopda. 

285 — 302 . 486—503 of 1913. — (Pali.) On another slab in the 
same room. One of the slabs mentions a Vakatuka gahapati and 
> another a certain Maha-Cha^amukha. A third registers the gift of 
a rail bar ( suchi) by Tuka. 

303 . 504 a/ 1913.— (Telugu and Sanskrit). On another slab in 
the same room. Records that the temple Chalukya-Vishpugriha 
l »4

was built for a certain Nandaputra, native of BorikSpura, by the 
learned artisan Jayakirti, son of AdQracharya. 

304 . 505 of 1913. — (Nagari and Sanskrit.) On another slab in 
the same room* Records that the image of Kirtinarayana was made 
for the same person, perhaps also by the same artisan, here men- 
tioned to be a brother-in-law (sdluka) of the former. 

305 . 506 of 1913.— (Nagari and Sanskrit.) On another slab in 
the same room. Appears to record the visit of a pilgrim named 
Padmavarichandra Ku^alakarin. 

306 . 507 of 1913. — (Telugu.) On a slab in the grounds outside 
the Museum building. A damaged record in Akshaya, Sivaratri. 
Mentions the temple of Vi 4 ve 4 vara at ViSvanathapura. 

307 . 508 of 1913* — (Kanarese.) On a slab in the grounds out- 
side the Museum building. A damaged record in . . . ^arvari, 
Ashadha, Amavasya, Monday, Solar eclipse. Seems to record 
grant of lands on this occasion to the temple of Gopaladeva with 
the permission of the great men of Hosavadahgilu which was an 
ancient agrahara of the time of JanamSjaya. The temple is stated 
to have been founded by the Skadapdi-yrati Gnpalapriyasvami. 
Refers at the beginning to Vijaya Papdyadeva who was ruling the 
Nonambavadi 32,000 country. Details of date “ not enough for 
calculation.” 

308 . 509 ofigii. — (Kanarese.) On a slab in the grounds out- 
side the Museum building. A record of the Western Chalukyan 
king TribhuvanamaUadeva Vikramaditya VI, in Cha^ukya Vikrama 
year 18, Srlmukha, Ashadha, Amavasya, Vaddavara, Wednesday 
(wrong for Sunday), Dakshipayana Saihkranti (= June 26, A.D. 
1093). Records that I,000 men of KukkanOr met together to make 
a grant of land to Vasudeva-Ghai^asa. 

309 . 510 e/1913. — (Tamil.) On a slab in the grounds outside 
the Museum building. A mutilated record in the twenty-third 
year of the Cho\a king Rajakesarivarman RajarajadSva I. Men- 
tions KovOr in Mahgadu-na^u and seems to record gift of a 
lamp. 

310 . 5110/1913, — (Tamil.) On a slab in the grounds outside 
the Museum building. A mutilated record of the Vijayanagara 
king Vira-Kampapa Udaiyar (H) in Kali 4472, t. 1293, Virodhikrit, 
Mithuna, ba. di. 5, Wednesday, Dhanishfha, corresponding to 4th 
May, A.D. 1371. Seems to register the gift of the village Tijaik- 
karapai to Brahmapas, by a certain Timmaiya-Nayaka. 

. 311 . 512 of 1913* — (Tamil.) On a slab in the grounds outside 
the Museum buildings. A record in the nineteenth year of the 
Cho}a king Rajaraja-Rajakesarivarman alias RajarajadSva I. 
Records gift of ninety sheep for a lamp to the temple of . . . 
at TanniyalattQr in SurattQr-naiJu, a subdivision of PuliyOrr 
kojtam, by a nienibQr pf tite Ga^attifr who were administering 
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that village. Another record in continuation, of the same king 
and of the same date, provides also for a lamp, and a garden. 

312 . 513 of i 9 i 3 »~(Tamil.) On a stone set up at the entrance 
into the Museum. A record of the ChOla king Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Virarajendracholadeva (i.e., Kulottunga-Chola III) in his 
fifth year, Rishabha, su. di. 3, Sunday, Punarvasu. Records gift 
of the village of TappiyalattOr in SurattQr>nadu, a district ofj 
PuliyQr-kOttam alias KulOttunga-^lavalanadu in Jayangopda^Ola- 
mandalam, to the Ariyaviratam-kot^ddn-matha of Tiruvannamalai. 
The order was issued by Pahchanadivaiian Nllagangaraiyan. 
Diwan Bahadur Swamikannu Pillai says that Rishabha is a mistake 
for Mitkuna and Sunday for Thursday, and then calculates the date 
to be 26th May, A.D. 1183. 

313 . 514 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On another stone in the same 
place. A much damaged^ record of the Vijayanagara king 
Achyutadeva-Maharaya in S. 1452, VirOdhin, Vrischika (mistake 
for Kumbha), Su. di. 13, Monday, Pushya. Refers to the village 
Pojiichchalur of TappiyalattQr-Slrmal in ^urattQr-kOttam, a district 
of PuliyQr in JayangopdaSola-mapdalam. 

314 . 515 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On a third stone in the same 
place. A much damaged record in the second year, Margaji. 
Mentions the temple of Nirvappa Peruma} at Tirunirmalai. 

315 . 516 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On a fourth stone in the same 
place. A record of the Vijayanagara king Vlra-Venkatapatiraya- 
dsva Maharaya, in S. I535i Saumya (wrong), Rishabha, Revati, 
II, Friday, presumably 19th May, A.D. 1609. Registers that a 
certain Kala Vaiyyappar having built a temple for AgareSvara- 
Udaiyar at PolichchalQr in SurattQr-nadu, a subdivision of 
PuliyQr-kottam in Jayangopda-Tondamapdalam, Katti-Yellappa- 
Nayaka made a grant of land to the temple for the merit of king 
Vehkatapatiraya ( 1 , 1586 — 1616). 

316 — 323 . 517 — 524 of 1913. — (Pali.) On slabs in the Arch- 
sological show room of the Madras Museum. (Will be forwarded 
to Dr. Luders for publication in the Epigraphia Indica.) One of 
these mentions the thera Mahadhamakajhaka. 

\ 324 . 525 0/ 1913.— (Kanarese.) On the base of a Jaina image 
in the same place. This is the image of ^antinatha^va of the 
temple Yejaga Jinalaya, founded by the Mahapradhana Braha- 
dSvapa, a lay disciple of Sakajabhadra Bhattaraka entitled Maha- 
mapdelacharya and belonging to MQla^angha, Kupda^unfi^nvaya, 
KapQrgapa and Tintripi-gachcha. 

\/ 325 . 526 of 1913. — (Kanarese and Sanskrit.) On the base of 
another Jaina image in the same place. Records that king Salva- 
deva, a great lover of Sahitya, got an image of ^anti-Jina made 
according to rule and set it up. 
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Triplicane. 

An ancient temple. Its Chsla and Papcjya inscriptions were 
later on misplaced and scattered in the course of renovation in 
Vijayanagar times. There are fragments of tombstones in Roman 
characters near the garbhagriham, the presence of which is 
imaccountablc. 

326 . 234 tf/ 1903.— (Tamil.) On a stone built into the floor at 
the entrance into the garbhagriha of the Parthasarathisvflmin 
temple. A record in the twelfth year of the Pallava king Danti- 
varma-MaharSja. Records that the temple priests mortgaged one 
of the fields of the temple, that the offerings to the God in conse* 
quence fell short and that a certain Puguittunai-Viiaiyaraiyan 
redeemed the field and arranged for the usual quantity of rice 
offerings every day. (The inscription corroborates the testimony 
of Tirumangai AJyar’s Periatirumoli which attributed the founda* 
tion of the temple to the Topda king (i.e., Pallava).] See Ep. Ind., 
Vol. VIII, pp. 290 — 6, where Venkayya edits it- 

327 . 23s of 1903. — (Tamil.) "On the north wall of the central 
shrine in the same temple. A record of the Vijayanagara king 
Vlra-Veiikatapatideva-Maharaja (Venkata I) in 6. 1527, Vikarin. 
Refers to the king as seated on a jewelled throne at the city of 
Perungopdai. 

328 . 2360/ 1913. — (Tamil.) On the south base of the same 
shrine. A record of the Vijavanagara king Vira-Venkatapatideva" 
Maharaya ( 1 , 1586 — 1616), in S. 1525, ^obhakrit. Refers to the king 
as seated on a jewelled throne at the city of P^ngopdai and to 
the consecration of an image of Tirumalidai'Ajvar and a gift of 
twenty varahas to this shrine. 

329 . 237 of 1903. — (Telugu.) On the same base. A record of 
the Vijayanagara king RangarRyadeva-Maharaya (I, 1578 — ^86) in 

1507, Tarapa. Records the gift of the villages of Sembiyam 
and Nidambaram (Nadumbarai), besides a garden by Tirumala- 
Nayaningaru, the general of Ramaraja Venkafapatiraju (Venkata 
I ?). The revenue from these two villages was 180 rikha chakra 
gadydna and from the garden 20 chakra gadydna- 

330 . 238 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
shrine. A mutilated record in the forty-ninth year of the 
Papdya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula- 
tekharadeva. Records a sale of land. Mentions God Te]]iya^inga 
Nayanar. 

331 . 239 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Mahamapijale^vara Virapratapa Sada&iva- 
dfiva-MaharRya in i486, Raktakshin. Records that a private 
individual built certain portions of the temple (e.g., shrines of 
PoUikop^aperuma], Kfishpa, Vedavalli Nachchiyar, the Tiruvay- 
moji maptapa, the kitchen and enclosure wall and set up a numbbr 
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of images and granted three villages, Puduppakkam, VeppSri and 
Vesharupai^i (Vyasaipadi). 

333 . 240<>/'I903. — (Tamil.) On the east and north bases of the 
maptapa in front of the same shrine. A record of the Vijayanagara 
king Vrrapratapa Vlra-Vehkatapatideva-Maharaya (I, 1586 — 1616), 
in KrOdhin (i.e., 1527). Built in. 

333 . 241 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On a stone built into the floor of 
the same maittapa. A fragmentary record of the Chofa king 
Tribhuvanavlradeva (Kulottunga in), the date of which is lost. 
Mentions TiruvamiyQr (i.e., TiruvamOr near Mylapore) in KottQr- 
nadu. 

334 . 242 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On another stone built into the 
same place. A fragmentary record in the twenty-third year of the 
Chola king Rajarajadeva. Four other similar fragments arc built 
into this maptapa and a number of others in other portions of the 
temple. 

335 . 243 of 19x3. — (Tamil.) On the south and east walls of the 
Alagiya^inga-Perumal shrine in the same temple. Records certain 
arrangements referring to temple servants made while Etiraja- 
nayakar was the manager. 

Supplementary note to No. 183 above. 

The Uruvapalli and MangalQr grants. 

It may be pointed out that Yuvaraja Vishnugopa and his son 
Siihhavarman n are the respective sovereigns of the Uruvapalli 
and MangalQr plates. The former says that Yuvaraja Vishpugopa 
was the son of Skandavarman II, grandson of Viravarma and great- 
grandson of Skandavarman L It records that Vishijugopa granted 
in the eleventh year of Siihhavarman I (evidently his elder 
brother and the then actual ruler) 200 nivarttanas of land to the 
temple of KapdukQr founded by Senapati Vishpu&arma. It was 
issued from Palakkada. See Kielhorn’s Southern List, No. 6 c 9 , and 
Ind. Antq., Vol. V, pp. 50 — 3. The MangalQr plates belong to the 
eighth year of Dharma Maharaja Siihhavarman II, and record the 
grant of the village of MangajQr in Vengirashtra to certain Brah- 
mans. The grant was issued from Da^anapura. Sec Southern 
List, No. 620, and Ind. Antq., Vol. V, pp. 154 “ 7 - The exact places 
where these plates ware discovered are not known.

Agaram. 

1 . 4 of 1894.— (Tamil.) On a stone. Dated in the reign of the 
Vijayanagara king Krishnadeva-MaharSya, in 1444, expired, 
Chitrabhanu. Records gift of two villages near Dadikkombu. 

Anaipatti. 

3 . C.P. No. 160 of Mr. SewelVs List . — Records a grant by Sinna 
Kadirappa Nayakka, a chief of the Kannivddi estate near Dipdigul, 
of some lands to some priests of the temple at Anaipaffi, in A.D. 
1729. The grant was made to a Brahman for temple service. The 
genealogy of Sinna Kadir for nine generations is given. [Compare 
No. 33, the genealogy of which corresponds for five generations 
with that of the present one. Anaipafti is a village in Dindigul 
taluk.] 


Attur. 

3 . Mr. Sewell gives a C.P. grant in the possession of one ^iva 
Rama Avadhani, recording gifts of lands to the Dipdigul 
choultry. 

Bhupalosamudrd near Dindigul. 

3 - A. C.P. No. 33 of Mr. Sewell’s List . — Records grant and sale, 
made in 1651 (A.D. 1729), Kaliyuga 4830, Saumya, by Sinna 
Kadirappa Nayakkan, a chief residing near Dipdigul, of the 
village to a number of pandits in Saundararajapuram, otherwise 
called Anaipatti. The grant was made during the reign of Vijaya 
Ranga Chokkanatha (1705 — 31) at Madura, and it states that he 
was governing the country as viceroy for the Vijayanagar 
sovereign ^rl Ranga Raya. The grant gives lists of the ancestors 
of ^rr Ranga Raya, Vijaya Ranga Chokkanatha, and the grantor. 
Edited by Burgess and Natesa Sastri in Tam. and Sans. Jns-, 
No. 27, pp. 117 — I2I. The inscription enumerates the Vijayanagar 
kings and the Madura Naiks and the Poiygars of Kappiva^i. 
The Polygar, in return for 300 Madura kulipoftams, gave the village 
in proprietorship. The purchasers and donees were to enjoy the 
wet fields and had to pay, in case of new fields, one*fourth of the 
proceeds, one-third of the proceeds in the next crop, two-fifths of 
the third crop and one-fourth of the proceeds of sesamum, pulses 
and puvarasa trees. On the dry lands they had to pay eight pons 
for lands sowing one halam of seeds. They were, however, to 
enjoy free the public paths and cowstalls. The palace had the 
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right to collect the tax with interest in case of failure. Otherwise 
they had all the eight characteristics of property. 

Balakrishna Mahsddnapuram. 

(Balakfishtiapuratn of Dindigul taluk}) 

4 . C.P. No. 19 of Mr. SewelVs List. — (Telugu.) Records a grant 
of the village as an agraharam to certain Brahmans in S. 1622 
(A.D. 1700), in Vrisha, by “ Maiigamma, wife of Chokkanatha 
Nayudu, who was son of Muttu Virappa Nayudu, and grandson of 
ViSvanatha Nayani Tirumala Nayudu of Madura.” 

Dadikkombu. 

The departmental list gives one inscription in this place, and 
the Mack. MSS. ( Ins., S. Dts., p. 70) give four more. I have given 
the latter under Nos. 5-A to 5-D. 

5 . 3 fl/ 1894. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the Garucla shrine 
in the Sundararaja-Perumal temple. An inconaplete record of 
Ramadeva-Maharaya, dated 6. J 55 I. expired, Sukla. See Ins., 
S. Dts., p. 70, No. I. Rama IV ruled from 1620 to 1630. He came 
to the throne as a result of the victory over his opponents in the 
succession war which followed the death of Vehkatapati 1 (1586 — 
1616}. The full details of these struggles, as based upon all avail- 
able authorities, are given by me in Ind. Antq., 1916. 

5 -A. On a stone in the Sundara Pandya mantapam. Records 
the performance of the marriage festival of God Alagar by 
one Ramanujachariar and a worshipper. Ibid., No. 2. 

5 -B. On a stone in the west of the sixteen-pillared maritapam 
in the Mutyalamma temple. Records that Rayasam Kondamara- 
sayya granted twenty-four shares in a village and erected 
twenty-four houses in it and gave it to the people, in S. 1444, 
Chitrabhanu, in the reign of KrishpadCvaraya. Ibid., No. 3. See 
Ap. 47. 

5 -C. On the eastern wall of the inner temple of Sundara- 
raja Peruma]. Records that one Sundare^vara appointed the 
priests and granted lands to them. 3 id., No. 4. 

5 -D. A CP. in the hands of “ Paryan mteedauyangar. ” 
(Tamil.) Records that in S. 1502, Vikrama, in the reign of 
Praui^hadeva-Maharaya, his prime minister Chakrarayan granted 
to a Brahman Timmaiyangar ? thirty-three mds of land in Pudup- 
puram village, two mds in Alagar-Samudram, and an allowance 
of a pagoda. B>id., No. 5. [The record seems suspicious.] 

Diit^gul. 

6. I of 1894. — (Tamil.) On the wall of a shrine in the fort. 
An incomplete record of .the Vijayanagara king Achyutadeva- 
Maharaya, dated S. 1460, expired. See Antiquities, Vol. I, p, 289* 
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7 . 2 o/ 1 894.— (Tamil.) On the wall of another shrine in the 
same place. A damaged record of KonCrimaiko^dan. 

7 -A. In the possession of a resident Gahgadhara Sastri. A 
C.P. grant relating to the hamlet of Ramayyanpafti. 

7 -B. A C.P. in the hands of GurumQrti Gurukkal in the temple 
of Padmagirl^vara. Records that Baruki Venkataraya gave seven 
villages to the God and Goddess in 1665, Rudhirodgari. See 
Ins., S. Dts,, p. 72 i No. 8. 

7 -C. A CP. in the hands of Ramakfishpa Gurukka}. Records 
that Dajavay Narayanappayya re-established certain temple 
villages in S. 1672, in the reign of Vijaya Rahgachokkanatha 
Nayakar. Ibid., p. 72, No. 9. [The date is inconsistent, as 
Vijayaranga was the Naik king of Madura from 1705 to 1731.I 

Ramandthapuram. 

8. 690 of 1905. — (Tamil.) On a rock near Dipdigul. Belongs 
to the reign of the Papdya king Maranjadaiyan. Records the 
building of a tank by Parantakapalli-Velan alias Nakkambullan, 
who accompanied the Papdya king in his expedition against 
Idavai in the Chela country. [Venkayya identifies Idavai with 
the village of the same name in Manni-nadu, a subdivision of 
Rajendra-Simhavalanadu on the northern bank of the Kaveri. 
See S.I.I., Vol. 11 , p. 53. Marafijadaiyan was the Varagupa 
Maharaja who ascended the throne in A.D. 862. See Ep. Ind., 
Vol. IX, p. 84 ; Ibid., Vol. XI, p. 253 ; also the inscriptions at 
Ambasamudram, Trichinopoly, TiruveUarai and Tillaisthanam.] 

Madura Taluk. 

Anaimatai, 

9 . 63 of 1905. — (Vattejuttu.) On a rock to the left of the 
entrance into the central shrine of the rock-cut temple of Nara- 
&inga-PerumaI. Records in the thirty-third year of the Choja king 
Madiraikonda ParakSsarivarman (i.e., Parantaka I (906 — 47) the 
digging of a tank called KaliyanCri, the donor being Arupidi 
Kaliyap, an officer of the king. Refers to KlHr^hiyamuttam and 
the village of NaraSingamangalam included in it ; also to the 
temple of Naraiinga-Permanadigaj on the Tiruvanaimalai hill. 
[Irapiyamuttam is known in Tamil literature and included 
PerupgunrQr, the native place of Poet Perunkau^ikanar, the 
author of the Malaipadtikadam.] 

10 . 640/1905. — (Tamil.) In the same place. Records in the 
twenty-first year of the Choja-Pap<jiya king Jatavarman alias 
U^aiyar Sundara-Papdya-Sojadeva, Viceroy of Madura under 
Rajendra Chola I, gift of sheep for a lamp. Mentions Klj- 
Irapiyamuttam and Tiruvanaimalai. 

11 . 65 of 1905* — (Tamil.) On the rock to the right of the en- 
trance into the central shriqe of the same temple. A damaged 
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record of the Choia-Pai]t<^ya Jafavarman alias Udaiyar Sundara- 
^Ola-Paodyadeva (the Viceroy under Rajendra Chola I), dated 
twenty-first year. Records gift of a lamp. The shrine is called 
after Narasiihha .Alvar on the Tiruvanaimalai in Kll-Iraniya- 
muUam in RajSndrachOla-Valanadu (a subdivision) of Rajainja- 
Papdinadu. 

13 . 66 of 1905. — (Vatteluttu.) At the entrance into the 
maptapa of the cave near the same temple. A partly mutilated 
record. Mentions Somasiparivirajakar. 

* 13 — 30 . 67 to 74 of 1905. — (Vatteluttu and Tamil.) On a rock 

with sculptures overhanging a natural cave in the same village. 
Mentions Nara^iiigamangalam, Ajjapandi, Ten-kalavalinadu 
Porko 4 u> Tinaikalattar, Vepbaikudi-nadu. [For mention ot 
Ajjapandin see N.A. 710-D.I 

31 . 454 of 1906. — On the left side of the entrance into the 
central shrine. (Grantha.) Records that Madhurakavi, the son 
of Mara, resident of Karavandapura, and minister of the 
Papdya king Parantaka made this stone temple, gave away 
this rich agrahara to Brahmans and set up the image of the God in 
K. 3871, on the day of the sun in the month of Karttika. Madhura- 
kavi is called a Vaidya. [See Ep. Ind., Vol. Vni, pp. 317 — 20, 
where Mr. Venkoba Rao edits the inscription.] 

33. 453 of 1906. — On the right side of the entrance. (Archaic, 
Vatteluttu and Grantha.) Records that Maran-Kari, the minister 
of the Papdyan king ^adaiyan (son of Maran), excavated the cave 
at Anamalai, but ascended heaven before consecrating it, and 
his younger brother Maran Eyinan Pandimahgalavi^aiyaraiyan, 
who became prime minister made the mukha-maptapa and 

. consecrated the image. {Ibid., Mr. Venkoba Rao identifies 
Maran-^adayan with a predecessor or probably grandfather 
of that Marafljadayan who was known as Varagupa and who, 
according to the Trichinopoly cave inscription (414 of 1904), 
ascended the throne in A.D. 862. Mr. Venkoba Rao further 
surmises that Nammalvar, the teacher of Madhurakavi, who 
was known as Kari-Maran, was probably the son of the minister 
Maran-Kari. This is however inconsistent with the Vaishpava 
Guruparampara which says that Kari-Maran, the Alvar, was a man 
of the fourth caste, while his elderly contemporary and disciple 
Madhurakavi was a Brahman. The names Maran, Kari and 
Madhurakavi seem however to show that by about A.D. 770 the 
Alvars Nammalvar and Madhurakavi were well known.] 

33 . 455 of 1906. — (Grantha.) On the west wall of the mapfapa 
in front of the same shrine. A record of Kfishpadeva Raya of 
Vijayanagar, dated 1441, Pramathin. Mentions TimmabhOpa as 
the king’s door-keeper and a certain Madhura-R|iinan8tha as his 
agent

34 . 456 of 1906. — On a stone built into the platform in front of 
the shrine of the goddess in the same temple. A record of the 
sixth year of ^iT-Vallabha Papaya. Mentions Kandadai Kala> 
meghabhattan of Apastamba sQtra. See No. 160 below. 

35 . 457 0/1906.— (Pali.) At the entrance into the natural cave 
known as Pcmchapandovarpadukkai in the same village. In the 
Brahmi character. The cave and beds have been described in Ep. 
Rep., 1907, pp. 60-61. 

Gdripataiyam. 

26 . 77 of 1905. — (Tamil.) On a pillar set up within the 
Muhammadan masjid. Records in the reign of the Nayaka king 
Kfishpappa-Nayaka Vlrappa-Nayaka in 1495, expired, Bhava, 
gift of land. Mentions a number of names of Vijayanagara kings 
and refers to KQna-Papdya. [The inscription records that a 
considerable area of land was presented by KOna ^apdya to 
Muhammadans and that it was confirmed by Virappa Naik in 
A.D. 1573. Nelson translates it in his Madura Manual, p. 67.] 

Kalugumalai HiUCMdngulant). 

37 — 33 . 460 to 465 of 1906. — (Pali.) On four boulders. In the 
Brahmi characters. See for description of this place and similar 
antiquities in the neighbouring village of Arittapatti, Bp. Rep., 
1907. p. 61. The Epigraphist assigns the inscription which 
resembles the alphabets of the Aioka edicts to the end of the third 
and the beginning of the second century B.C. These are amongst 
the earliest lithic records of the Tamil country and the presence of 
Pali shows that it was understood in the Papdya country even in 
that early period. Its connection with the origin and development 
of the Tamil Vatteluttu is still to be ascertained. 

Kiladi. 

33 . 4470/1906. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the Arjuneivara temple. Records in the twenty-third 
year of the Papdya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kula^kharadeva (I, 1268 — 1 308), “ who was pleased to take etery 
country,” that KOpakaraya, the son of Majavaraya, rebuilt the 
temple and gave different names to the God and his consort in 
order to secure merit for his parents. The temple is called 
Muchukunda Tiruviraml^varamudaiya-Nayanar at Sil-Kuntidevi- 
chaturvedimangalam, a brahmadeya to the east of the tank (kulakktp 
at VelQr in Madhurodaya-valanadu. See Ep. Ind., Vol. IX, pp. 223. 

34 . 448 0/1906. — (Tamil.) On the north, west and south walls 
of the same shrine. A mutilated record. Seems to register a sale 
of land. 

35 . 449 of 1906. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in the 
thirty-first year of the Papaya king Maravarman olfua Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Kula^kbaradOva (I, 1268 — 1308), ” who was pleased 
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to take every country,” sale of land to Kottan Tennadan alias 
Tribhuvana^ihgadeva of KagnanUr in Malaimai^dalam by the 
sabha of ^iT-Kuntidevi-chaturvedimahgalam, a brahmadSya to the 
east of the tank at Veltlr in Madhurodaya Valanadu which was 
a devadana of (the temple of) Mudivalahgu-Pandya-Uvaramudaiya- 
Nayanar ; refers to the executive committee ( nirvaha sabhai) of the 
village and to the twenty-fourth year of the king’s reign. See 
Ep. Ind., Vol. IX, pp. 224, where it is pointed out that the date 
(Karkataka 8, Aparapaksha, EkadaAi, Rohitii) corresponded to 
Saturday, 5th July, A.D. 1298. 

36 . 450 of 1906. — (Grantha and Tamil.) On a stone set up near 
a channel in the same village. Records in the twenty-second year 
of the Pandya king Kuladckhara the construction of the channel. 
This is the “unreadable ” inscription referred to by Mr. Sewell. 

37 . 451 of 1906. — (Tamil.) On another stone set up in the same 
place. A much damaged and mutilated record, the date and the 
king’s name of which are lost. 

38 . 4520/1906. — (Tamil.) On a stone set up in a field, near 
the same village. In modern characters. [Referred to by Mr. 
Sewell.] 

Kilakkudi. 

In the natural cave called ^ettippodavu near this village are Jain 
images and beds described in detail in Ep. Rep., 1910, pp. 77-8. 
The sculptures are of great iconographical interest and Mr. Krishna 
Sastri believes that they are different from those sketched by Dr. 
Burgess in his article on Digambara Jain iconography in Ind- Antq., 
Vol. XXXn, p. 459 ff. The following Vatteluttu inscriptions have 
been copied. 

39 . 330 of 1908.— On the pedestal of one of the Jaina images. 
Records that the image was cut at the instance of Gunasenappe- 
riyadigal, the pupil of Varttamanava Panditar who was the pupil 
of GuqaSenadeva presiding over Kuranidi-Tirikkattamballi Ve^bu- 
nadu. [No information is available about the teachers mentioned 
here. See N.A. 385 and 744 for teachers with similar names. The 
Jainosiddhantahhdskara gives two Gupasenas in the apostolic line 
of the SSna Gana, founded by Ji^asSna I about l6 B.G These are 
the fifteenth and forty-fifth of the list. The same treatise gives a 
Gui^asSna as the fifty-fifth from Mahavira in the Kashtha Sangha 
line of teachers.] 

' " 40 . 331 of 1908.— On the pedestal of another Jaina image on 
the hill. Records that the image was cut at the instance of a pupil 
of Gu^asenadeva who was in charge of this palli. See the above 
epigraph. 

’/ 41 . 332 0/i9O8.--On the pedestal of a third Jaina image in the 
same place. A damaged record. Mentions Gu^asCnadSva who 
presided over this pa]}!. See No. 39 above. 
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' 42 . 63 of 1910. — Below thfe Jaina figure cut on the boulder out-> 
side the cavern. Damaged in the beginning. Records that 
Abinandan Bhafftra, a pupil of Arimandala Bhaftlra, who was the 
pupil of Abinandan BhatRra, who in turn was the pupil of Kanaka- 
nandi BhatSlra, caused this image to be cut. It also refers to 
Kurandi TirukkattambalU. [I have not been able to get informa- 
tion about these in any of the Jain PattSvalis. Kanakanandi 
BhatSra is, I suppose, difTerent from Kanakavlra mentioned in N.A.

43 . 160/1894. — (Vatteluttu.) On the north wall of the ^iva 
temple. An incomplete record of the Papdya king “ who took the 
head of the Chola,” dated ninth year. 

Kodimaiigalam. 

44 . On the front of the first pillar, left side, of the maha- 
mapt^P^ in the local Karttikasvami temple, over a figure. States 
that it is Annavipperumal Pillai. Tam. and Sans. Jnscrns., p. 2. 

45 — 49 . On similar pillars, over their respective figures. 
The names ^evandiyappa Pillai, AJagiri Naik, Piratani (Pradhani) 
Naiken, Annavipperuma] Pillai and Kuppayandi (son of Alagappa 
Pillai) are recorded. Bid., pp. 2-3. 

50 . On a stone to the north of the village in front of the 
Kumarasvami temple. A record of K. 4774, Pramadlcha, PuraftR^ii 
making gifts of lands and revenues to God Kumara by the KarttSs. 
Ibid., pp. 3-4. 

Madura. 

For a full notice of Madura see Antiquities, I, pp. 291-2, and the 
bibliography given there. Mr. Sewell gives two lists of inscrip- 
tions in this place, one of which numbers 49 and the other 13. 
These overlap each other and it is unnecessary to compare them 
with the list given below. 

51 . 46 of 1890. — In the north wall of the second prakara of the 
SundareSvara temple. A record of Konerinmaikondan Sundara 
Papdya. 

52 . 47 of 1890. — In the same place. An inscription of the 
twenty-first year of Ko-Jafavarman Tribhuvanachakravartin Vira 
Papdya deva. [Was he the same as the king who came to the 
throne in 1253 and who, after conquering flam, Kongu and ^Ola- 
ma^dalam, anointed himself at PerumbarrappuIiyQr ?] 

53 . 48 0/1890. — Similar to 52. 

54 . 50 of 1890. — On the north wall of the second prakara. of 
the Syndare^vara temple. A record of Tribhuvanachakravartin 
KonSrinmaikopdan. (No other details.) 

55 . 58 ^/I 905 ‘ — On the north wall of the west gopura. Tamil 
verse. Refers to Parakrama Papdyn* 
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56 . 59 0/1905* — (Tamil.) On four pillars in the second storey 
of the east gopura. A record of the second year of Jafavarman 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula^khara (1190 — 1217), [Beginning 
lost. Incomplete.] 

57 . 60 of 1905. — (Tamil.) On the same pillars. A record of 
the fifteenth year of Maravarman Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Sundara Pandya deva I " who took the Chola country and was 
pleased to perform the anointment of heroes and anointment of 
victors at Mudikopdacholapuram.” [He ruled from 1216 to 1235. 
The date corresponds to Tuesday, 3rd Decamber 1230. See Ep. 
ind., voi. vm, p. 276.] 

58 . 60 of 1905* — (Tamil.) On the same pillars. An incom- 
plete and mutilated record of the tenth year of Maravarman Tri- 
bhuvanachakravartin Sundara Pandya deva “ who was pleased to 
re-presentthe Chola country ” (1216 — 35). 

59 . 62 of 1905. — On the fifth pillar in the same place. A record 
of the second year of Jatavarman Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula- 
iekharadCva (I190 — 1217) making a gift of land. 

60 -A. In the east gopuram. First inscription at the southern 
wall at the entrance. A record dated S. 1501, Pramathi (Puratta^i), 
granting exemption of tax to the Cedars of the province of Rama- 
nathapuram wlio brought the first betel-leaf and nut to the palace. 
Tamil and Sanskrit inserns., No. 22, p. 109* 

60 -B. In the^ east gOpura, a Uttle before the south door-jamb. • 
Records that in S. 1532, Saumya (Ani, pQ^am) Vi&vanatha-Virappa 
Naiker exempted the Mudaliyar servants of the Chokkanatha 
temple at Anakkudi and other villages from the levying of 
brokerage. Ibid., No. 23, pp. 109-10. Virappa was the predecessor 
of Tirumal Naik and reigned from 1609 to 1623. See Ind. Antq., 
1916, p. 132 f. 

60 -G. On the east gopura on the north door-jamb. An inter- 
esting record dated in S. 1632, Khara, Pahguni 20, Saturday, in the 
time of Vijaya Ranga Chokkanatha Naik (1705 — 3 i)* Refers to a 
temple servant’s falling down from the temple tower as a protest 
against undue collection of tax from some tax-free villages and the 
yielding of the State officials. See Tamil and Sanskrit Inserns., 
No. 24, pp. iio-ll. 

60 -D. 502 of 1907.— (Vafteluttu.) On a detached stone lying 
in the Madanagopalasvamin temple. A fragment of record, dated 
thirty-eighth year. The king’s name is lost. Mentions Tirutturutti" 
Mahadevar and PerumQr in A^da-nadu ; seems to record the gift 
of a lamp. 

61 . 503 0/ 1907.— (Vatteluttu.) On another stone in the same 
place. A fragmentary rheord of Kochcha, the date of which is 
lost. Seems to record the gift of a lamp. 
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62 . 504 ofifjoj. — ( Vatteluttu.) ’ On a third stone in the same 
place. Records gift of a lamp by Kunraftjundari of Koj^favayir 
cheri in Vada-Madirai to the temple at Tirutturutti, a devadana iu 
Anda-nadu. King’s name and date lost. 

63 . 505 0/1907. — (Vatteluttu.) On a fourth stone lying in the 
Madanagopalasvamin temple. A fragment. Seems to register gift 
of cows. 

64 . 5060/1907. — (Tamil.) On eight other stones in the same 
place. Fragment of a record of the Papdya king Maravarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravavtin, dated twelfth ^ year. Mentions Para- 
krama-Panidyadeva and the Saivacharya SivagOchari-Mahadeva of 
the Bharadvaja-gOtra. 

65 . 507 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the thirteenth stone in the same 
place. A record of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 6rl- 
Vallabhadeva in his second year. Records a gift by the queen 
Ulagamulududaiyal. [Was he Maravarman SrT Vallabha who was 
apparently a predecessor of Jatavarman Kula 4 ekhara I (II90 — 1217) 
or the Jatavarman SrTvallabha who is mentioned in the third year 
of Maravarman Sundara Pandya I (1216 — 35) ?J 

66. 508 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the fourteenth stone in the same 
place. The stone bears at the top the Pandya crest, i.e., two fish 
with a trisula _between them. Records the gift of a flower garden 
by the queen Elulagumuludumudaiya[. 

67 . 509 of 1907* — (Tamil.) On the fourteenth and sixteenth 
stones in the same place.

68 . 510 0/ 1907* — (Grantha and Sanskrit.) On thirteen other 
stones in the same place. Purports to be the genealogy of the 
MahamandaleAvara Ramaraja-Tirumalaraya-Maharaja, dated 
•Kaliyuga (mistake for 4647), S. 1468, Parabhava. 

69 . 500 1907- — (Tamil and Grantha.) On the west wall of 

same temple. An unfinished record dated 6. 1520, expired, Hfivi- 
[ambi. 

70 . 35^/1908. (Telugu.) On one of the pillars in the Kam- 
battadi-maritapa in the Sundare 4 vara temple. Records in the reign 
of the Nayaka king Vlrappa-Nayaka (1572—95), son of ViSvanatha- 
Nayaka-Krishnappa-Nayaka,in t. 1505, expired, Subhanu, the con- 
struction of the maptapa. A Tamil copy of the document is added 
below the inscription. [See Ind. Antg., 1916, pp. 90—2, for an 
account of Virappa’s reign.] 

71 . 36 of 1908. (Tamil.) On a stone set up in front of the 
Perumal temple in the same town. A record of the Vijayanagara 
king Vira-Venkata-Maharaya (1, 1586—1616). Mentions in 1 . 1523, 
expired, Subhakrit, the temple of Madanagopala at Madura and 
Bhashyakara, i.e., Sn-Ramanujacharya. .Venkata was, it is well 
known, a disciple of Kotikanyadanam Tatacharya and an ardent 
Vaishpavife. 
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72 . 557 of — On the south wall of the maotupa in front of 
the Kadal-Alagar temple. Records that stones were supplied for 
the building of the Ardha-maptapa and the garbhagriha of the 
KOdal-Alagiya-Perumal temple, by Kandadai Konaraman for the 
merit of Kandadai-Annan and states that the work was finished 
during the administration of Yellappa-Nayakkar. Mentions 
Ramaraja Vitthaladeva-Maharaja and his subordinate Timmappa- 
Nayakar, son of Vasavana-Nayakkar. Kandadai Annan was a 
descendant of Mudaliyapdan, the uncle and contemporary of 
Ramanuja. It was this family that first broke the Acharyic 
tradition and embraced the creed of the Prabandhic teacher 
Varavaramuni. The present Appan was probably the son or 
grandson of the disciple of Manavala-Mahamuni or a member of 
the same family. 

73 . 558 of 1911.— (Tamil.) On the north, west and south 
walls of the central shrine in the same temple. A damaged 
and unfinished record. Records gift of money and a house for 
offerings to the same temple by Vasavapa-Nayakkar-Timmappa 
Nayakkar. 

74 . 559 <?/■ 1911.— (Tamil.) On the same walls. Dated in the 
reign of the Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa Sada^ivadeva-Maha- 
raya in §. I 473 > Virodhikrit. Records gift of three villages for 
offerings and festivals to the temple of Kodal-AJagiya-Perumal by 
Timmappa-Nayakkar, son of Vasavapa-Nayakkar for the merit of 
Ramaraja-Vitthaladeva-Maharaja. [He was the Viceroy of the 
south which he reconquered for Vijayanagar in 1545.] 

75 . 560 0/1911. — (Tamil.) On a pillar set up in the Collector’s 
bungalow in the village. A record of Tribhuvanachakravartin 
KonerimClkopdan in his fourteenth year. Records that a certain 
JnanamOrtl deva of the Nandike^varadevar-santana in the Amupda- 
matha, built in the name of Appan Vijuppadarajar of Vadagarai 
Varapava&i-pattinam in Malaikkudinadu, a mafka called Mdnam- 
periydn-madam and endowed it with 10 md of land, which the king 
made tax-free ( iraiyili). 

76 . Hof 1915. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the third gopura 
in the Sundare 4 vara temple. A record of Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Konerinmaikopdan in his thirteenth year, three hundred and sixth 
day, describing gift of land for the maintenance of a flower garden 
and for feeding Mahe^varas in the NaralOkasQryan-tirumadam. 
The land was situated in PaganUr-kQiyam. Built in at the begin- 
ning. 

77.50/1915. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the first gopura’ 
in the same temple. A damaged record dated S. 1469. Krlaka, 
Dakshipayana, 12, Friday, Porva-Phalguni. Seems to record a gift 
of land for the matha presided over by JflanakQttar alias Sattijfla- 
naderiianaiga].

78 . 6 of 1915.— (Tamil.) On a pillar in the same gopura. 
Dated in the reign of the Nayaka king Vijayarahga-Chokkana- 
tha Nayaka (1705 — 31), son of Muttu-Virappa-Nayaka (1680 — 89). 
Records in 1633, Khara, Pahguni, tenth day, iu. di. II, 
A 4 lesha, Sukarma-yOge, Bhadravakarana, Saturday, corre- 
sponding to March 8 , A.D. 1712, remission of taxes on four 
villages granted to the bearers of the image of the god ^okka> 
nathasvamin. Mentions the commander-in-chief Kumara Daja- 
vay KastQri Rarigayyan and the pradhani Vehkatakrishnayyan. 
See my Hist., Ndik king. Madura in Ind. Antq., 1917, pp. 186 — 90. 

79 . 7 of\<)lS . — (Tamil verse.) On the east wall of the third 
prakara of the Mmakshi-Amman temple in the same village ; right 
of entrance. A much damaged record. Two verses in praise of a 
Pan^ya king (valudi) who had the surname valal vali tiranddn. A 
second set of two verses evidently in praise of the same king who 
is here called Kodalar-koman, mentions the damming of the sea 
with his sword. 

80 . The Dalavai agraharam plates of Vehkafapati I (so 
called because it was obtained from one Anantacharya of the 
Dalavai Agraharam, .Madura). A record of Vehkatapati I of 
Penukonda, dated S. 1508, Vyaya, Utthdndvddasi of the bright half 
of Karttika, recording the gift of the village of Gahgavarappatti 
or Vlrabhapasamudram to a number of Brahmans at the request of 
VirabhQpa (Virappa Naik) of Madura (1572 — 95), the son of Krish- 
pappa (1563—73), and grandson of Vi^vanatha (1559—63). See Ep. 
Ind., Vol. XII, pp. 159—87, where Mr. Gopinatha Rao edits the in- 
scription. The inscription mentions Tatacharya, the preceptor of 
Venkata I and Mr. Gopinatha Rao traces his connexion with the 
Vijayanagara dynasty on the basis of the Prapanndmruta. He also 
enumerates from the Tiruppanimdlai of the Madura temple, the 
holy works of Virappa Naik. 

80 -A. Dalavai agraharam plates of Varatuhga Rama Papdya. 
Records that on Wednesday, Magha Kfishnapaksha chaturdai^i, in 
Chitrabhanu, 1504, Varatuhga granted the village of Muruganeri 
to Chandrasekhara, son of Chokkappa Pandita, a doctor. Trav. 
Arch. Ser., Vol. I, pp. 117 -25. 

80 *B. Another C.P. from the same place. Records on 
Ashadha 30 of S. 1510, Sarvadharin^ that king Varatuhga Rama 
Vira Papdya granted the village of Silarippatfi to Govindabhafta, 
son of Udayambhatta. Ibid., pp. 126 — 33. 

B\. C.P. No. 22 of Mr- Sewells List. — (Tamil.) In the District 
Court of Madura. Records a grant of property in some lands to a 
Siva temple dedicated to the god ViSveSvara and the goddess 
Akhilap^eSvari, in S. 1691 (A.D. 1769) = Kaliyuga 4780, Virodhi, 
by Hiranyagarbha Ragunatha Setupati Kattar Avargal, lord of 
TSvainagara. The grant is said to have been made when *‘the 
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A&vapati, Narapati, Gajapati and Setupati kings were reigning over 
the countries of Cholamandalam, Topdamandalam. Yapapapafta- 
pam Qaflfna) and Yenimapdalam (Ceylon).” 

82 . C.P. No. 23 of Mr. Sewell’s List. — (Tamil.) Records a grant 
of some lands by Muttu Kumara Vijaya Raghunatha Setupati, son 
ofKumara Muttu Vijaya Raghunatha Setupati, and son-in-law of 
Hirapyagarbhayaji Raghunatha Setupati Kattar, to a Brahman 
in t. 1658 (A.D. 1736), Nala. ^ 

83 . C’P. No. 27 0/ Mr. Sewell’s List. — (Modern Tamil.) This is 
the same as No. 20 in Tam. and Sans. Inscrns., pp. 107 -8. Records 
a private document drawn up between two brothers, after a dispute 
as to which was the elder. The younger, Sinna Vadavada Nayak- 
kar Tummi^i, having been declared in an assembly consisting of 18 
Kodangi Naiks and Polygars, that he was junior, the elder, Rama 
Raya Tummidi Nayakkar, granted him some lands. Rama Raya 
Tummi^i calls himself head of Sillavars and assumes great titles. 
The document is dated in S. 1455 (A.D. I 533 )i Sobhakrit (wrong) 
in Makara, new moon day. [The record is of singular value as 
illustrating the nature of caste decisions and methods of decision.] 

84 . C.P. 1^0. 59 of Mr. SewelVs List. — Records grant of lands for 
a charitable purpose, viz., for an Annadana mafkam, or place where 
food is cooked and distributed gratis, by the chief of Punnalpalai- 
nadu, Muttu Vaduganatha Periya Udaya Tfivar, son of Vijaya 
Raghunatha SSvaran Periya Udaya Tevar, in S. 1681 (A.D. 1759), 
Pramadi. 

85 . C.P. No. 63 of Mr. Sewell’s List. — In the Collector's office* 
(Tamil.) Records in K.A. 775, Sarvari (A.D. 1599), that the SQdra 
priests of a certain “ Todukujai Motta Raja,” created one Kup- 
payandi Pillai Karanam of seven villages, and endowed, besides 
some lands for his and his descendants’ maintenance, the right 
to collect two panams from each large family and one panam from 
each small family. See Tam. and Sans. Inscrns., No. 25, pp. 111-2. 

86. C.P. No. 197 of Mr. SewelVs List. — Records grant by Tiru- 
mala Nayakka (1623 — 59) of Madura to Sri Raiiga Nayakka, lord of 
VelUkurchi ( Vellikurichisimaikku Kartar), as a reward for his services 
in slayihg tigers, in Jaya, which must have been A.D. 1654. 

87 . C.P. No. 198 of Mr. Sewell’s List. — Records an order signed 
by Kodi Nagama Nayakka, commanding MuttumQvaraittevan, lord 
of Kodi Kulattukkottai and Ara^irippu in the province of Muduku, 
to pay tribute to the Karpafa Samasthanam (the Carnatic). The date 
of the grant was in the reign of Tirumala Nayakka of Madura. 
The date is K.A. 821, Parthiva (A.D. 1645). A succession of Naiks 
is given, but these do not correspond to the Naiks of Madura. 

88 . C.P. No. 199 of Mr. SewelVs List. — Records a grant by 
Tirumala Nayakka of Madura to a private individual in the year 

Z 36 
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Khara. “No other date is given, but the document must have 
been executed in A.D. 1651.” 

89 . C.P. No. 62 of Mr. SewelVs List. — (Modern Tamil.) Records 
a document drawn up by two people of the Kaup^ar caste conferring 
certain privileges on the watchmen of the village of AmandOr in 
Krodhana, Vaika^i I2 (but without any other guide to the period). 
One Pichchan of the Nattukkallar community was appointed by 
them as village watchman and he was entitled to the gift of a 
woman’s sadi (^elai), a duppaffi, a tur*ban, and handful of gruel and 
of alms. See Tam. and Sans. Inscrns., No. 33 > P* Mr. Sewell 
calls the village Amatur. 

89 - A. A C.P. grant of Vijaya Rahga Chokkanfltha (1705 — 3i)of 
the Naik dynasty of Madura, in 1639, Karttika 21, recording gift 
of a mafha at Tirukkalukkunfam in Chingleput district. The plate 
has been deposited in the Madras Museum. 

90 . C.P. No. 108 of Mr. SeweWs List. — Records grant of some 
lands, by a private person in S. 1638, Kaliyuga 4827, Plavanga 
(A.D. 1716), to the Ramagiri temple in the “ Tattainadu.” No 
sovereign is mentioned. [The dates are not consistent.] 

91 . C.P. No. of Mr. SewelVs List. — (Nandinagari.) Records 
a grant of two villages in the Madura district, Marudangudi and 
Karupuram, otherwise called Madanagopalapuram, to several 
Vaishnava Brahmans in S. 1519 (A.D. I 597 )> Hevilambi. The 
grant was issued by Venkafapati ^I) of Chandragiri at the request 
of Kfishnappa Naik of Madura who is styled Pdndya Pdrthiva 
Krishna Nripati. 

92 . C.P. No. 211 of Mr. SravZ/’j Lwf.‘-(Grantha and Sanskrit.) 
Records that, at the request of Ramakrishpappa, “ sitting on the 
lion throne of Vallabha NarSndra after 33 years have passed, and 
after 6 . 1517.” King Ativira Rama Papdya granted the village of 
Nadikkudi or Ativiraramapuram to a number of Brahmans. The 
figure of a boar with a dagger standing on its nose is engraved 
at the end. See Trav. Arch. Ser., Vol. I, pp. 133 — 146. This is the 
same as the third Da|avai agraharam plates. 

93 . C.P. No. I of 1911. — A record of Vijaya Ranga Chokka- 
natha of Madura, dated in 1643, ^ubhakrit, recording gift of 
land to a certain Narasapantulu, probably a physician, who “ was 
to enjoy lands rent free, by offering prayer to Dhanvantri.” 

94 . C.P. No. I of 1^11 . — A record of Rapi Mangamma}, dated 
S. 1623, Vrisha, while “ Vira Venkafadeva Maharaya was ruling 
at Ghanagiri (Penukopda). Records gift of land for a feeding 
institute to a certain Subbayya Bhagavata. The inscription gives 
an instance of the formal acceptance of Vijayanagara suzerainty 
long after it ceased to exist. 

94 -A. C.P. No. 4 0/1910-H. — Originally in the hands of the 
District Judge of Madura and now in the museum. A Tamil 
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record dated in II05, Angirasa (wrong), but in modern charac- 
ters thereby showing that it is a forgery. Records gift of a mafha, 
a flower garden and a well to a certain Nllakantha Pa^darakkutti 
of Tondipattanam by the Mudaliyatjidi Pa^natt^r of Iravu&ari. 

95 . C.P. No. 9 of Appendix A, Mad. Ep. Rep., 1906. — Now 
preserved in the Madras Museum. This is a grant of the reign of 
Venkatapati Deva Raya in 153I1 Saumya, recording the gift of 
the village of NaganallQru sumamed Muttuvlramahlpalasamu- 
dram to Brahmapas by the king at the request of the Naik of 
Madura, Muttu VTrappa. [The record shows that in 1609 the 
Naik kingdom acknowledged the supremacy of Chandragiri. See 
my Hist. Naik. king., Madura, in Ind. Antq., 1916, p. 104. 

Muttuppaffi (hamlet of Vadapalahgy). 

96 — 98 . 58 — 60 0/1910. — (Brahmi.) On the pillow side of a 
stone-bed on the hill and on a boulder of the same hill. Unread. 
[For the description of the Jain images and beds see Madr. Ep. 
Rep., 1910, p. 77.1 

99 . 61 of I9I0.~(Vatteluttu.) On the same boulder below a 
Jain figure. Records that Kanakavlra Periadigal, a disciple of 
Gu^asenadeva who was a disciple of Kurandi Atta-upavasi-Bhatara 
of Veobu-nadu, caused this image to be cut in the name of the 
inhabitants of Kuyirkudi. (Modem Kllakkudi.) See No. 42 above. 

100 . 62 of 1910. — (Vatteluttu.) In the same place. Records 
that Maganandi, a disciple of Kurandi Ashfa-upavasi, caused this 
image to be cut in the name of the inhabitants of the district. 

Pasumalai. 

100 -A. With Rev. Mr. Jones of this place. A Tamil C.P. 
grant of the fifteenth year of Konerinmaikoodan. Records gift 
of land to a Vaishpavamatha at 'nrumalirufijolai (Alagarmalai), 
and to Vikrama Pandya Vip^ahar Alvar at KiiaikodumalOr. 

Pechchi-pallam. / 

'^The findings in this place are akin to those at Koiigar-Puliyan- 
gu[am, Kllakkudi, etc. Foundations of ruined buildings and Jain 
relics are still to be seen here. The Government Epigraphist points 
out in his Mad. Ep. Rep.y 1910, p. 78, that there is a large courtyard 
in front of a rock which “ bears a row of Jaina sculptures all facing 
east. Five of these are standing naked figures with a canopy of 
five serpent-hoods spreading overhead and attendant deities on 
the sides. They are undoubtedly representations of the seventh 
Tirthankara Supar&va.” The following inscriptions have been 
cemied : — 

V 101 . 64 of 1910. — (Vatteluttu.) Below a Jaina figure. Records 
that GuQamatiyar, mother of Ajjattandi, caused this image to be 
cut. See N.A. 710-D. 
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102 . 65 of 1910.— (Vatteluttu.) In the same place. Records 
that the image was caused to be cut on behalf of a certain 
Achchan ^rlpalan, nephew of Anattavan Ma&Snan, a disciple of 
GupasSnadeva who was in charge of this Palli. See No. 39 above. 

103 . 66 of 1910. — (Vatteluttu.) In the same^ place. Records 
that the image was cut by Kandan Porpattan of ^irukadaippuram, 
a pupil of Gunasenadeva who was in charge of this Pa/jft. See No. 
39 above. 

104 . 67 of 1910.— (Vatteluttu.) In the same place. Records 
that the image was cut on behalf of Vejan ^adaiyan, a shepherd 
of ParQr in Milalai-kQrram, by his wife. 

105 . 68 of 1910. — (Vatteluttu.) In the same place. Records 
that the image was caused to be cut by Kanakanandi, a servant of 
Tirukkurapdi of Venbunadu. See No. 42 above. 

106 . 69 of 1910. -Records that this image was caused to be 
made on behalf of his younger brother by Araiyangavidi, pupil 
of Gupasenadeva, who was in charge of this Palli. 

Tirumogur* 

107 . 75 1905* — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the mapt^pa 
of the Kalamegha-Perumal temple. Records in S. 1473, expired, 
Virodhikrit, gift of land by Basavapa-Nayaka Timmappa-Nayaka. 
See No. 72 above. 

108 . 76 of 1905* — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record 
connected with the above epigraph and dated in 6. 1473, expired, 
Virodhikrit. 


Tiruparaiikunram. 

In his Antiquities Mr. Sewell gives a list of eleven inscriptions in 
this place, but with no details. 

109 . C.P. No. 61 of Mr. Sewell’s List. — (Tamil.) Records that 
Virasimha Taittu, a descendant of Maiigammal (presented some- 
thing ?) in S. 1765 (A.D. 1843)1 Bahudhanya, to the Subrahmapya 
temple, four miles south of Madura. The dates are inconsistent 
and the first part of the inscription is in old Tamil while the latter 
part is in quite modern Tamil. 

110 . 49 of 1890. — On the east wall of the rock-cut cave, now 
called Umaiyapdan kOyil, on the south side of the local rock. A 
record of the seventh year of the Papdya king Ko-Maravarman 
alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara Papdya deva (I, 1216—35), 


• In hi* Antiquities Mr. Sewell says ; « An ancient diva temple with many inscrip, 
tipns, copies of two of which have been sent me. One is dated §. I473 (A.D. 1551) 
and records a private gift of lands to the temple. The other records repairs carried out 
hy Dalavii Sdtupati in S. 1623 (A.D. 1700).” The first of these is evidently the 
as Mo.

who boasts of having burnt Tanjore and UraiyOr and presented 
the ChOja country to a favourite of his (evidently Rajaraja HI).

S. Ind., Vol. IV, pp. 43 — 55 - The inscription refers to Madakkulakkll 
Madurai of the Madhurodaya va[anadu and says that the king 
gave, at the instance of Ma^avarayar, the village of Sundara 
Paudyapuram or Pulinkunraru, situated to the east of the tank of 
Vlranarayapakkulam, for temple worship, service, etc., to the 
Sthanapatis, Siva-Brahmanas, etc., of the temple of ^rl Sundara 
Papdya i 4 varamudaiyar. Nelson gives a summary of the 
inscription in his Madura Manual. See also Antiquities, Vol. I, p. 
29s, for Mr. Sewell’s remarks which are of course antiquated. 

111 . On the inner gopuram of the Subrahmanya^ temple. A 
record of S- 1714, Paritapi, Pahguni 4, Wednesday, Suklapaksha 
dviflya, Revati, saying that when “ Asata Kepila Napapu ” was 
ruling and “ Amir Katar Sayapu ” was local Governor, and Raja- 
gOpal Rayar was diwan, a regiment of Europeans came to Madura, 
destroyed the temple, seized the town and were advancing 
further, when at the instance of the temple managers and local 
people, a certain Kutti, son of Vairavi Muttukkaruppan, threw 
himself down, in order to stop the enemy from further progress, 
from the tower and that the grateful people gave his descendants 
some lands and shares in temple food offerings as a reward, 
themselves undertaking to pay the tax on the endowed lands. 
See No. 60-C above. Tam. and Sans. Ins., No, 28, pp. 41 — 43. 

111 -A. On the north side of the tower. A record dated S. 1593 
(A.D. 1671). (Antiquities, Vol. I, p. 295.) 

111 -B. 37 of 1908. — (Vattejuttu.) On one of the pillars in the 
rock-cut cave. A record of the Papdya king Marafljadaiyan, dated 
sixth year. See Ind. Antq., Vol- XXII, p. 67 ff. The king has not 
been identified. He might be the same as the sovereign who 
figures in Md. 21 and 22 above. 

112 . 333 of 1908. — On the pillow side of the Panchapan^ava 
beds on the eastern slope of the hill. Records in Brahmi charac- 
ters. Unread.

113 . 38 of 1908.— (Brahmi.) On a rock overhanging the 
Paiichapau^avar-padukkai- See Bp. Rep., 1908, p. 58. 

114 . 39 of 1908. — (Tamil.) Near the same rock. Records in 
the reign of the Sa[uva king Immadi-Nara^inga-Maharaya a gift 
for the merit of Narasapa-Nayaka by the governor of Madurai- 
man^alam, to the temple of Virabhadra-Nayinar at VaruchchiyQr. 
Immaiji Narasimha was the son of the usurper Sa}uva NaraMnga, 
to be ultimately overthrown by the Tu[uva Narasana Nayaka.

114*A. On the ardhamaotapa of the ^iva temple. A private 
gift of lands to the temple in 1400 (A.D. 1478). Antiquities, 
Vol. I, p. 295.

115. C.P. No. 164 of Mr. SewelFs List. — Records a document 
belonging to the AlagarkOvil temple, professing to be executed 
in S. 1311 (A.D. 1389), Sauniya. [The inconsistency of the dates 
and the nature of the inscription have made Mr. Sewell think that 
it is a modern forgery.] 

116. C.P. No. 165 of Mr. Sewell's List. — Records another grant 
belonging to the same temple, and the same remarks as No. 164 
apply to it. As it stands, it professes to have been executed in 

113s (A.D. 1213), Ananda. 

117. C.P. No. 166 of Mr. Sewell's List. — ^Another document, 
precisely similar in its rough, clumsy execution to the above. It 
comes from the same temple. It professes to have been executed 
in 6. 1394 (A.D. 1472), Virddhi, during the (imaginary) reign of 
“Mallikai Rayar,'Ariuha Rayar, VirQpakshi Rayar, Snrahga Rayar, 
^ivaianku Rayar, Sapa^iva (? Sada^iva) Rayar, GOpala Rayar 
and Ramadeva Rayar. ” 

117-A. Tamil and Sanskrit Inscriptions, No. 26. — A C.P. grant, 
dated K. 4707, Ananda, Tai 15, saying that an assembly of the 
Naiks, Ambalakaras, Kavupdas, etc., met, inquired into a suit 
between two cousins who were employed as watchmen in the 
Ajiagar temple, and divided the income incumbent upon their 
offices equally. The inscription is very interesting for the method 
of administering justice in those days. It refers to a father’s killing 
his son for suspicion of theft. See pp. II2— II7. The inscription 
is said to' be in the Collector’s office, Madura. • 

118. 334 0/1908. — On the pillow-side of one of the beds in the 
huge cavern known as Pahchapan^ava-beds on the hill.

A damaged record of the Cho]a 
king Rajarajake&arivarman alias ^n-RajarajadSva I, dated twenty- 
second year. Seems to register a gift of land* 

120 — 129. 70—79 of 1910. — (Brahmi.) On the roof of the 
cavern called Pahchapapdavar-pa^ukkai. “The inscriptions,” 
says Mr. Krishna Sastri, “ are difficult of interpretation, being 
neither Pali nor Dravidian.” The numerous Jaina figures and beds 
and the Brahmi records “ existing in one and the same cavern, raise 
the suspicion that these caverns, once occupied by the Buddhists, 
were in a subsequent period appropriated by the Jaina ascetics.’*

On a rock of the cavern in the 
Paflchapan(^avarkuttu hill. Not read. 

\ 131 . 562 of 1911— (Vatteluttu.) Below the pedestal of a Jaina 

image on a rock to the left of the same cavern. Records that 
“ this image ( tirumini) was caused to be made by the glorious 
Ajjanandi.” See Nos. 13 — 20 above. 

132 . 563 of 1911.— (Vatteluttu verse.) On one of the stone 
beds in a second cavern on the same hill. Registers the several 
acts performed by a certain Padidaraiyan, while he was in the 
service of the Pfli^dya king (Valudi, Mlnavan). Amongst his 
services were the building of a bright vimdna, stopping the seai 
protecting sacrifices at Tiruppodiyil by the powers of his scholar- 
ship, asceticism and saintliness* [The Government Epigraphist 
says that there is an apparent reference here to Agastya and the 
Podiya mountain, but no information about the age of the Panidya 
and PaUidaraiyan mentioned here is available. “ The Vatteluttu 
characters however suggest a period approximating to the ninth 
century.

On a boulder of the Paficha- 
pflndavamalai near MelQr. Records that a certain ^angaran 
^irivallavan caused an image to be cut on the rock and gave thirty 
sheep for a lamp and an endowment for daily offerings. [A 
description of the Jain images of the place is given in Ep- Rep-, 
1910, p. 78. They are, in the Government Epigraphist’s opinion, 
remnants of a Jain temple or hermitage as at Settippodavu and 
PechchippaUani.]

On a rock near the Ayyanar 
temple. An unfinished and damaged record of the Pan^ya king 
Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula 4 ekharadeva (I, 
1268 — 1308), “who was pleased to take every country,’’^ dated 
thirty-eighth year. Seems to record the gift of the village Singan- 
kulam to PuliyQr-u<)aiya-Nayanar by the residents of Padirikkudi, 
in Tenparappuna^u.

146 . 125 of 1903.— (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. An incomplete epigraph of the fourteenth year of Jafavar* 
man Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara Papdya “ who conquered 
every country,” regarding a gift of land.

154 . 136 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On a slab set up at TiruvadavQr. 
A damaged record of the sixteenth year of Maravarman Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Sundara Papdya ( 1 , 1216 — 35), who took the Chola 
country and performed the anointment of heroes and victors at 
Mu^ikop^a^lapuram. 

155 . 137 0/1903. — (Tamil.) On a slab lying in the big tank 
in the same place. A damaged record of Viivanatha Naik, record- 
ing gift for the merit of Muttu Vlrappa Naiker Aiyan.

Records in 
the eleventh year of the Papdya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Srlvallabhadeva that a native of Matigadu, a village in 
Mahgadu-nadu in PuliyQr-kotteni, a district of Topdai-mapdalam, 
made a gift of a number of lands collectively named Kula 4 ekhara> 
mahgalam to the temple of Tiruchchakkarattalvar at ^lantaka- 
chaturvedimahgalam in Paganar-korfam and registers an order of 
the king regarding certain changes to be made in these lands.

Dated in the 
seventh year of the Papdya king Jatavarman <ih'a 5 Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Srlvallabhadeva. Records gift of gold by a mer- 
chant of Keralantakapuram in Nerkkuppai-nadu, for offerings to 
the image of Uyyakkopdajvar set up by him in the temple of 
“ Paramasvamin who was pleased to stand ” at Tiruchchakkara- 
tlrtham in PaganQr-kQrfam. [Snvallabha was a contemporary qf 
Maravarman Sundara Papdya i, 1216—35.]

malai. Mahabali VSnadhiraja was not improbably the son of th^t ' 
Mahabali Vapa who embraced the creed of Prabandhic .Vaishpa- 
vism as taught by Sn Mapavala Mahamuni.] 

- 171 . 45 of 1908.— <Brahmi.) On the beds in the Paflcha- 
paodavar-padukkai in a cavern on the same hill. Unread. 

172 . 46 of 1908. — (Tamil.) In the same cavern. Contains the 
name TripuradCviyar with the syllable &ri prefixed to-it. [The 
name might have been cut at the instance of the Tantric Teacher 
referred to in the next epigraph.] 

173 . 47 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the rock near the sandals 
engraved close to the same cavern. Records that a native of 
Vikramacholapuram named Selvagiianasambandar got the sandals 
engraved of SahajanandanSltha. _The latter was “ author of the 
MaHdrama, a commentary on the Anandalahari." In the colophon 
of this work he is described as the pupil of the ascetic Sachchi- 
danandanatha, who, according to the Catalogus Catalagorum, was 
also the teacher of Vidyanandanatha, author of the Tantric work 
SaubhSgya-ratndkara. As Vidyanandanatha is said to have been a 
native of the Tamil country (Drdvidavishaya) at the end of the 
Saubhdgya-ratndkara (Dr. Hultzsch’s Rep., Sans.

On the south wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the twenty-second year of the Papdy^ king 
Ko-Jatavarman alias Vira-Papdyadeva. Records gift of land. 
Apparently inscription 4 in Mr. Sewell’s list. See Ibid., p. 73« 
No. II. It gives the date of the grant as fifteenth year of the king. 
Was he the king who came to the throne in 1253 ? 

273 . 6120/1893. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Kfishnadeva-Maharaya in I442, expired, 
Wkrama. Records a gift by a tributary, Kondayadeva Maharaja, 
son of ^ennatajayya. Noticed by Mr. Sewell also. See also Ibid., 
p. 74, No. 13. It says that KopdnyadSva Maharaja granted the 
village KalayamuttOr as free gift to the God Velayudhaperumal. 

273 -A. On the Vimanam in the temple of Dapdayudhasvami. 
on the ^ivagirimalai. Records that Konerinmaikopdan granted the 
yillage Avanivsndanelltlr for the offering of food and worship to 
the God Pillaiyar Avanivandar and Sthanattar. Ibid., p. 73, No. 10. 

273 *B. Below the above. Records that Vtra-Papdyadeva 
granted some land in the village of Pajani during, the eighth year 
of his reign to the God Pijlayar. Ibid., No. 12. ' . - 

273 -C. In the Dapdayudhapapi temple. Records that Rama^ 
rayar and Navakumbavandan granted 612 mOs of land in the 
village of Sundara Papdyanellttr to the God Dap^yudhasvami 
in the reign of I^nerinmaikopdan. Ibid., No. I4. 

2 7 3 -D. On the east of vimanam in the temple. Records that 
the inhabitants of Amarapapdyanellar granted the village 6/ 
Sundara-PapdyanellQr to the God Nayanar in thd twenty-sixth 
year of the reign of Vlrapapdyadeva. Ibid., No. 15. 

27 3 -B. On the west of the inner temple of Lakshmlnarayapap^ 
perumal at Palani village. Records a grant ^f the land cff 
Nallamkotam tank belonging to the village of Ayakkunji to thi»

peruma}. Records the grant of a garden by an Ayyahgar in the 
fifteenth year of Sundarapapdyadeva.

273 *G. On the north side of the mahamat^tapam in the 
Periya Avadaiyar temple. Records that the people of ^rlmanga- 
1 am village gave in the reign of Siviledeva half a ma and one 
ka^i of land to the God.

Records that Konerinmaikopdan 
granted five mds of land to God Subrahmapya. Ibid., No. 21. 

273 - 1 . North of the inner temple. A damaged record of the 
fourth year of Rajarajadeva. Ibid., No. 22. 

273 -J. On a stone at the foot of the Palani mountain near a 
£anal. A damaged grant of Kumarachinnappanayaka to God 
Velayudhasvami in Ananda. Rid., p. 85, No. 48. 

274 . C.P.24o/Mr.SewelFsList. — (Tamil.) Records the erection 
of a chattram by a pilgrim named Verna Reddi.on the Palani hills. 
The epigraph is engraved by his descendant Raiiga Reddi in 
1728 (A.D. 1806), Akshaya, “ in the reign of Mangammal and under 
the management Of Imma^i, Kumara Chinnoba Naik of Pajani.” 
The Reddis give an agreement that for the maintenance of the 
charity and for worship they will pay a tax of two panams by the 
bridegroom and two by the bride in every marriage, etc. The first 
portion of the grant contains a great eulogy of Subrahmapya. 
See Tam. and Sans. Ins., No. 32, pp. 131 — 36. [Mangammal a 
matter of fact ruled only from 1689 to 1704.] 

275 . C.P. 15 a/1911. — (Tamil.) A record of K. 4765, 1438 

(the dates do not agree), Plavanga, registering the construction of 
a mafha called Tirunildkatf^rmadam at Palani-nagaram and 
sanctioning certain specified fees for its maintenance. 

276 . A C.P. grant belonging to the Palani temple (No. 31 of 
Burgess and Natesa Sastri’s Tam. and Sans. Ins., pp. 125 — 31). 
Records that in the reign of Chinnoba Naik (whose genealogy is 
given) of the Vaikapuri province (who was a polygar under the 
Madura Naiks who are enumerated down to Tirumal Naik), the 
Vlramu^ivalars of the four countries of ChOra, ChOla, Pandya and 
Topda, undertook to maintain the charity of feeding six persons 
every new moon and twelve persons every Monday in the Matham 
of the Siva temple. One Chidambaramudaiyar §ivan was ordered 
in K. 4584 (A.D. 1483), Tai. 15, Monday ( piiia) to conduct the charity. 
The charity was to be maintained by contributions of the Vira- 
mu^ivalars throughout the country at the rate of two panams for 
©very family, one panam for every bridegroom, one for the 
bride^ and half pa^am for every PiJlayar pPjai feast. The inscrip- 
tion is full of fulsome praises of the polygar and gives an 
imaginary list of Vljayanagar and Madura rulers,

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277 . 706 0/1905. — (Vatteluttu.) On the north wall of the 
Periya UdaiySr temple near Paiani. A record of the Kerala king 
VlranRrana Virakerala. Mentions in his eleventh year the village 
of Itavimangalam. This and the following epigraphs show that 
the Kerala dynasty owned possessions which extended as far as 
Palani. The identification of this chief is for the present 
impossible. See Cb. 106. 

278 . 707 of 1905. — (Vatteluttu.) On the same wall. A partly 
damaged record of the Kerala king Vlrenarapar Virakerala, dated 
in his eighth year. Mentions Kodaimahgalam and Amarabhujamga. 
See Cb. 106. Vira Kera}a was a title assumed by various kings, and 
it is impossible to exactly identify the present king. [Was he a 
contemporary of Vlranarayapa Parantaka Chola (906 — ^47) ?] 

279 . 708 of 1905. — (Vatteluttu.) On the same wall. A mutilated 
record of the Kerala king VTranarapa Ati&aya^Oladeva, dated thirty- 
first year. In the fourth line the inscription runs into Tamil. 

280 . 709 of 1905. — (Vatteluttu.) On the same wall. A mutilat- 
ed record of the Kerala king Virakerala Amarabhujamgavaiman 
dated twenty-third year. Mentions NaraiyanOr-nadu. 

281 . 710 of 1905. — (Tamil.) On the same 'wall. The Kerala 
king Kerala Adhirajaraja Rajarajadeva records in his fourth year a 
gift by the queen of Ati 4 ayachola alias Adhirajarajadeva. See 
Tinnevelly 83. 

282 . 711 of 1905. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A mutilated 
record of the Keraja king Virakerala Adhirajarajadeva, dated 
fortieth year. Refers to the building of a hall and mentions Kodai- 
mangalam. 

A mutilated 
record of the Pandya king Jafavarman alias Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Snvallabhadeva, the date of which is lost. [Was he 
the contemporary of Maravarman Sundara Pandya I (1216—35) 

284 . 713 of 1905. — (Vatteluttu.) On the south wall of the same 
temple. A mutilated record of the Keraja king Vlrakeraja Amara* 
bhujaihgavarman, dated twenty-eighth year. Records a sale of 
land and mentions a native of Purangarambai-nadu. See No. 278. 

285 . 7140/ 1905. — (Vatteluttu.) On the same wall. Records 
in the twenty-ninth year the Keraja king Viranarana Virakerala 
gift of a gold ornament. See No. 278. 

286.715 0/1905. — (Vatteluttu.) On the same wall. A muti- 
lated record of the Keraja king Vlrakeraja Vlranarapa, dated sixth 
year. Mentions Ve^lippadi. See No. 277 above. 

287 . 7160/ 1905. — (Vatteluttu.) On the same wall. A much 
damaged record of the Keraja king Vlrakeraja Amarabhujam- 
gavarman, the date of which is lost. See Cb. Nos. 121 and 120 
where Ravlvarma and Amarabhajanga are implied to be the same. 
[Were Vlrakeraja and Kokkandan Ravi the same ?] 
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288 . 717 of 1965- — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A mutilated 
record of ttfe Chola (?) king Parakesarivarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Perumal Viracholadeva, “ who reigned over the two 
Kongus together,” the date of which is lost. Mentions the temple 
of ParameSuramudaiyar of IravarQr in Vaigavi-nadu. 

289 . 718 0/ 1905— (Vatteluttu.) On the same wall. A mutilat- 
ed ffecord of Viranarapa Ati 4 aya 4 oiadeva, the date of which is lost. 

290 . 7190/1905-— (Vatteluttu.) On the same wall. A much- 
damaged record of Viranarapa Ati^aya&Oladeva, the date of which 
is lost. See No. 279. 

291 . 720 0/ 1905.- -(Vatlejuttu.) On the same wall. A much 
damaged record of Viranarana Ati^ayaAoladeva, the date of which 
is lost. Next to this is a much-damaged Choja inscription in Tamil 
characters. See No. 279. 

292 . 7210/1905- — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the Periya- 
vudaiyar temple. Records in the twenty-eighth year of Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Konerinmaikondah gift of land. Mentions Kodai- 
mangalam alias Ella^la-chaturvedimangalam in VaigavQr-nadu. 
The temple is called Iruviral-Parame^varam-Udaiya-Nayanar. 
Refers to the goddesses set up by Vikrama-Papdya-Gahganara- 
yapa-Chakravartin.

(Noticed by Mr. Sewell in his Anti- 
quities, I, p. 288.) On the north wall of the same shrine. A fragment 
of record ofthe-Chola king Vikrama-ChOladeva, dated twenty- 
second year. Close to this is another fragment belonging to the 
ninth year of the reign of a Papdya king whose name is lost- 

296 . 458 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
shrine. A fragment of record of Rajakesarivarman cdias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin, the date of which is lost. Records the gift of a 
lamp to the shrine of Nachchinarkiniyar- Another fragment refers 
itself to the reign of a Papdya king whose name is lost. ^ A third 
one is dated in the eleventh year of some king. Nachchinarkini* 
yar reminds us of the Tamil commentator. See Cb. No. 23. 
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297 . 459 ofiyo 7 . — (Tamil.) On the rock north of the shrine in 
the same temple. Records in the fourth year of the Papdya king 
Jatavarmair alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Papdyadeva 
gift of money for offerings to the temple of Ariyapiratflchchura- 
mui^aiyar (at Tiruppakkiyam in Ap^a-nadu ?). [It is difficult to

On a boulder north of the 
same temple. A damaged record of KandakQtta}an, dated fourth 
year. Registers provision for offerings and lamps by a certain 
Paradayan Brahma&rirajan. 

On a rock in a field to the west of 
the same village. Records in modern characters, in Jaya, a private 
gift. Mentions Tirumalai ^innappa-Nayakkar. See the next 
epigraph.

to take every country ” a sale of land. Mentions the temple of 
Rajasimhe^varamudaiya-Nayanar in Arikesari-nallOr, a l^raJi- 
madiya in Ala-nadu. [See Ep. Ind., Vol. X, p. 140, where it is 
pointed out that the date (Rishabha, PQrvapaksha, Chaturthi, 
Thursday, Punarvasu) corresponded either to May 14th, A.D. 1271

A mutilated 
record of the Papdya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Kulatekharadeva (I, 1268 — 1308) “ who was pleased to take 
every country,” dated forty-first year. Refers to the tenth year of 
Srt-Sundara-Pandyadeva. 

341 . 430 a/ 1907. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in the 
twenty-sixth year of the Paijdya king Jafavarman a/mj Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Vrra-Pandyadeva gift of the proceeds of contributions 
on the sale of certain articles of merchandise. Mentions Pillai- 
Kula^ekhara-Mahabali Vaparayar, also the temple of Vikrama- 
Paiidl^varamudaiya-Nayanar at Si valla vanpadaivldu. The Gov- 
ernment Epigraphist points out that the name Kulaiekhara 
Vanarayar was perhaps taken from either the son or father of'Vira 
Papdya and that as Maravarman Kula^khara I was preceded by 
a Jatavarman Vira Paiidya, we have to identify the ruling king of 
this epigraph with him.

Records in 
the seventh year of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva gift of certain contribu- 
tions on exports for maintaining a flower garden. Mentions the 
temple referred to in No. 341. See Ep. Ind., Vol. X, p. 144, where 
Mr. Sewell points out that the details of the date (Makara, PQrva 3, 
Friday, Mriga&Irsha) correspond to no regular date either in 
the reign of Jatavarman I (1251—64) or Jatavarman (1276 — 90),

Records 
in the tenth year of the Papdya king Sadaiyamaran gift of gold 
for a lamp to the temple of Tiruna^uvu-Pattalagar in *Arikesari-

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of the , above epigraph and the father of Varagunavannan who 
ascended the throne in A.D. 862 ?J

A fragment of 
record, dated second year (of a certain king).

— A record of the Pandyaking (whose 
name is lost) in his eighteenth year. It is in Sanskrit and Tamil. 
Opens with two verses in Sanskrit, of which the first contains an 
invocation to Vishnu and the second a prayer for the prosperity of 
the Pandya kings. Then follows a Tamil passage in the Vatteluttu 
alphabet describing in general terms the achievements of Papdyan 
kings. The first historical person is Jayanta Varman. His son 
was Arikesarin Maravarman^ a friend of the Brahmans, performer 
of tulabhara, etc. His son (name missing), who is called the 
remover of the Kali, age, fought a battle at MarudQr. The last 
plate shows that the object granted was land and the executor was 
one Tayan ^ingan, the Uttaramantrin of KupdQr in KundQr Koiram 
in Andanadii.

On a slab set up at the main 
entrance into the Kalahastlivara temple in the same village. The 
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Nayaka <^ueen MaagammSl (1689 — 1705) records in Katiyuga 4794, 
S. i 6 I 5 i Srlmukha, gift of land. [Mr. Sewell evidently misreads 
the date as 14^5 A.D. I 493 ‘l

vara temple. A record of the PSndya king Tribhuvanachakravar- 
tin Sundara-Pandyadeva. Mentions in his thirteenth year one of 
the sons or disciples of AghoradSva of the Nandike^vara santana 
and the Amundamadam. See Cd. 72. 

381 . 423 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On a second stone in the same 
place. A record of the Papdya king Vikkira-Pandyadeva in his 
fifth year. Mentions the temple of Kapnudai-Ichcharamudaiya- 
Nayanar. 

383 . 424 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On a third stone in the same 
place. A record of the Vijayanagara king Krishnadeva-Mahlraya 
in S. I45I> Sarvadharin. The temple is called Udaiyar Kannl^ura- 
mudaiya-Nayanar at Pullai-nallQr alias Vlra-Papdya-nallQr. 

383 . 425 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On a fourth stone in the same 
place. A fragment of record of the Papdya king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Vikrama-Papdyadeva, dated sixth year. Mentions 
PullinallQr in Ala-nadu.

While at Vaijayanti (Banavasi), on the full moon tithi of Karttika, 
he gave the two pallis (hamlets) of Mu)tagi and Majkavu to a 
Brahman named Govindasvamin of Ka&yapa gotra and Yajur vCda.

In the mosque in the hamlet of Chaliyam, on a marble slab 
in the south wall. Arabic inscription to the memory of one *Ali 
Abdu’lla who died in H. 720, K.A. 478, A.D. 1302.

The place was the scene of a fight between the 
Portuguese who Built a fort here in 1531 ®nd the Zamorin (who was 
assisted by the Moors).

37 . On a granite slab at the edge of a wall. A Vatteluttu 
record.

In a cave near 
the same place. The first of these refers to the propagator of the 
family of a householder named Vishpuvarman.

On a stone near the sluice of the 
tank between Manchalapalli and Mustafapuram- Dated in 1550, 
Vaiiakha Sukla-Tritlya (the day of Akshayatritlya), year Vibhava, 
on Wednesday, in the reign of Srt Virapratapa Sn Vlra deva 
Maharaja. Records that when Vehkatapati Nayanihgaru of the 
race of Padmanayaka and of the Recharla gotra, the son of Kumara 
Timmanayanihgaru and the grandson of VeligOfi Peda Topdama- 
nayanigaru, was ruling over the ^Imas of RapOr, NcllOru, PorOr, 
Kalahasti, Vehkatagiri, etc., which had been granted as ametratn by 
Ramadeva Raya, his mother (Raghupati Ammagaru, daughter of 
Muchintala Rahgappa Nayanivaru) strengthened the tank bund of 
the Muddala tank in the Anantaragara agrahara which had fallen 
into disrepair.

Rayasam Kopdamarasayya, the Kdryakarta (agent) of the Raya, 
constructed a tank at Anantasagaram for the religious merit of his 
mother Sahkayamma and his father Timmarasayya Gam, a temple 
in their name, and an agrahara to Brahmans. Ibid. Na 6. 

AnnamOsamudram. 

7 . On a stone in the tank bed of the village. (Telugu.) A 
record of hitman Mahamap^aleivara Allu Tirukalatideva Maharaja,

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dated on Friday, ^ukla ii, of Bhadrapada in Porthiva corre- 
sponding to Ii68. It says that'while he was ruling at Kaflchi he 
consecrated Danava Muralri Perumananda Deva at 6rl AtukOru

Maharaja and a temple for the increase of his own life, health and 
wealth. He further made a gift of four paftus of land out of 
prabhumanyam, measured by the twenty-span-rod of this village ;

10 . On a stone near the mosque. (Arabic.) Four lines 
addressed to one Ayesha, to the effect that death is preferable to 
long illness.

Records that 
in 1201, Karttika Kr. 13, Friday, one Bahava (?) Maharaja 
constructed a temple to Ajahapurapatideva of AfukOr (AtmakOr).

Records that on Tuesday, the thirtieth day 
of the dark fortnight in the month of Magha of the year Rudhirod- 
g2ri, 1606, the two acrobatic companies of Mannekmari Anna- 
red(ji and Mannekmari Papayya performed various feats on poles 
and ropes. Then A^^are^^i fell down from the rope and died in 
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the midst of the assembly. The members of this assembly there* 
fore requested the Muhammadan ruler to make some provision for 
the future for the children of the deceased by giving them some 
land by the tank of this village and to grant them an hereditary 
inam with full ownership. Therefore they gave one gott;u of 
cultivable dry land in the eastern fields of the kasba village and 
as much cultivable wet land as could be sown with four turns of 
paddy under the Nallangatta tank.

This important seat of ^aivite worship is traditionally famous 
as the place where Siva appeared before Mapikkava^aga in the 
guise of his teacher. 

135 . 83 of 1905 (No. 4 of Mr. Sewell’s Local Lw/).— (Tamil.) On 
the south wall of the mantapa of the Manga} e&vara temple. 
Records in 1393, expired, Khara, a private gift to the temple. 

136 . 84 of 1905 (No. 3 of Mr. Sewell’s Local List). — (Tamil.) On 
the same wall. A record in 1 . 1505, expired, Chittrabhanu, of the 
Nayaka king Sevvappa-Nayaka-Achyutappa-Nayaka. Records 
the gift at Ramasetu by the king of a village in the ChO}a country 
to the temple at Tiruvuttarakoiamangai in Srlde^am, a subdivision 
of ^embi-naeju. See Tanj. Gasr., pp. 38—9. 

137 . 85 of 1905 (AI7. 6 of Mr. Sewell's Local List). — (Tamil.) 
On the same wall. Records in 1425, expired, Dundubhi, gift of 
money. The village is described as in the above record. 

138 . 86 of 1905. — (Tamil.) (This is No. 5 of Mr. Sewell’s Local 
List, but date misread as 1305.) On the same wall. A record in 

1355 and twelfth year of the Papdya king Maravarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Vira-Papdyadeva. Records gift of land. 
Mentions MuttQn^i-ktlffam. [So this king came to the throne in 
A.D. 1421.] 

139 . 87 of 1905 (No. I of Mr. Sewell’s Local List). — (Tamil.) On 
the east wall of the kitchen of the same temple. Records in ^ 153O1 
expired, Kilaka, gift of money for celebrating certain festivals for 
the merit of Muttuvlrappa-Nayaka (1609 — 23). 

140 . 88 of 1905 (No. 2 of Mr. Sewell’s Local List). — (Tamil.) On 
the same wall. A record in the twenty-seventh year of the Pap^y^ 
king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin KonerimSlkopt^fla 
^n-Kaliyugaraman Tirunelveli-Peruma} Vlra-Pap^yadCva. Re- 
cords gift of land. Mr. Sewell misreads the date as'the twenty- 
fifth year. [This king was the joint ruler with the celebrated 
Arikesari Ponnum-Peruma} Parakrama Papaya Jatilavannan, the 
founder of the TenkAii temple, who ruled from 1422 to 1464L] 
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Edirkoffai. 

141 . 4740/ 1909- — (Vatteluttu.) On a rock close tt the ^unai- 
Kanthe^vara temple. A damaged record in the nineteenth year of 
the Pandya king Vlra-Papdva, “ who took the head of the Chola.” 
Mentions Vepbaikkudi-na(^u and appears to record a gift of sheep 
for a lamp. [Mr. Krishna Sastri believes that Vira Papdya’s con- 
quest of the Cho[a should have earned for him the title Chojantaka ; 
for No. 65 of 1896 at ^uchTndram which refers to this Vira Pandya 
refers to a signatory ^O^antaka Brahmamaraya. Later on the 
epithet was adopted by Jatavarman §nvallabha.] 

142 . 475 o/’lQOQ. — (Vatteluttu.) On the same'rock. A record in 
the thirteenth year of the Papdya king ^adaiyamaran. (Evidently 
one of the early kings referred to in the Velvikkudi grant.) 
Records a gift to the temple of ^unaikkudi-Padarar and mentions 
Kflttahkudi in Vepbaikkudi-nadu. 

143 . 476 of 1909.— (Vatteluttu.) On the south wall of the 
Venugopaiasvamin temple in the same village. A much damaged 
record of the Papdya king Jatavarman alias Sundara-Papdyadeva, 
the date of which is lost. In continuation of this slab, is a frag- 
ment in Vatteluttu characters which records a portion of the 
historical introduction of Rajaraja I and the twenty-second year of 
his reign. Sundara Papdya has not been identified. 

144 . 477 of 1909.— (Vatteluttu.) On the west wall of the same 
temple. A much damaged record of the Chola king Rajaraja- 
kesarivarman tdias ... In continuation of this is a fragment 
of a Papdya inscription in Tamil characters. 

145 . 478 0/ 1909.— (Vatteluttu.) On the north wall of the same 
temple. A damaged record of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman 
(i.e., Rajaraja I), the date of which is lost. Begins with the his- 
torical introduction tirumagal, etc. Mentions Narayana-Vinijagar- 
tevar. (The existence of Vatteluttu in Rajaraja’s inscriptions 
shows that it was not yet replaced by Tamil in- the Papdyan country 
in this period.] 

146 . 479 of 1909. — (Tamil.) On a slab set up to the east of the 
same village. A damaged and unfinished record in the ninth year 
of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Sundara-PandyadOva. Records gift of land to the temple of 
Ku|anagaikkavall 4 varamudaiya-Nayanar at Pullanaikkuruchchi, a 
^vaddna village of VikramapandT&varamudaiya-nayanar at 
Venbaikkuiji in Ve^baikku^i-nadu. [It is not known which of 
*he kings of this name is referred'to.]

147 . On a copper plate fixed to the eastern wall of the temple. 
Records the British proclamation (like that at Ettiyapuram) in A.D. 
*799 in the course of the great Pafljalamkuruchchi war.

148 . 480 of 1909. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the ruined 
^iva temple* A damaged and incomplete record in the eighteenth 
year. Appears to record a gift of land to the shrine of the goddess 
in the temple of SundarapapdlSvaramudaiya-Nclyanar. 

149 . 481 tf/1909. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
temple. A record in the twelfth year of the Papdya king Vlra- 
Papdyadeva. Records gift of land for offerings to the temple 
of Sundarapandl 4 varamudaiya-Nayanar at Maramahgalam alias 
SundarapandyanallQr in Karunilakkudi-nadu.

150 . On a stone in front of the temple of Anantardja Svami. 
Records the grant of a tank to the temple in S. 1583 (A.D. 1661) in 
honour of Chokkalihga Nayakkar of Madura and others. For an 
account of the reign of Chokkanatha Naik see Ind. Antq., 1917 
(February — April). 

151 . On a stone north of the Pcrumal temple. Records a grant 
in honour of Chokkalihga Na>akka "and others ’’ in S. 1587 (A.D. 
1665).

152 . 575^/1902. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the Kalj^ 
vara temple. A record in the twelfth year of the Pandya king 
Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva 
UI, 1276 — 90), corresponding to Wednesday, August 27, A.D. 1287. 
Records gift of land to the temple of Kanappcr by Aghora^iva 
Mudaliyar alias Vaidyachakravartin. Mentions also a certain 
Pushpavana^iva. Ep. Ind., Vol. VIII, p. 279. [Saivite legends say 
that Kanapper or Kalaiyar Kovil was one of the fifteen Saivite 
holy places in the Pandyan land. It is associated with sage 
Kauridilya and also with SundaramQrti Nayanar. The Sun-god 
is also said to have worshipped ^iva here.] 

153 . 5760/ 1902. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the same 
temple. A damaged record in the fourteenth year of Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Konerinmelkottdan. 

154 . 5770/1902. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the lOO pillared 
maptapa in the same temple. An incomplete record in the fortieth 
year of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Kulaiekharadeva (I, 1268 — 1308), “ who conquered every 
country.” 

155 . 578 0/1902. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the kitchen 
in the same temple. A record in the fourteenth year of the Paq^ya 
king Maravarman a/tns Tribhuvanachakravartin Vtra-PaQ(]yadava, 

corresponding to Sunday, i6th January 1457. Records gift of land. 
See Ep. Ind., Vol. VUI, p. 283. 
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156 . 579 ^ 1902. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same ■ 
kitchen. A much damaged record of the Pa^dya king Maravar- 
man alias Tribhuvanachakravartiii Kulatekharadeva “who con- 
quered every country ”, the date of which is doubtful. See No. I40 
above. 

157 . 580 n/1902. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sun- 
dara-Pandyadeva, the date of which is doubtful. Records gift of 
land. Mentions AghOraiiva and Pushpavanaiiva. See No. 152 
above. 

158 . 581 (fl) of 1902. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the 
Saundaryanayaki shrine in the same temple. A record in the 
eleventh year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara- 
Pandyadeva. Records gift of land. 

A record 
in the tenth year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Sundara-PandyadSva. Records gift of land.

Records gift of land. See No. 127 above.

166 . No. 21 of Sanskrit and Tam. insems., pp. 108-9. — ^An 
ascription of the time of Sada&iva Raya of Vijayanagar, dated on 
^ursday in the month of Dhanus in Viivavasu, S. 14^7 (expired). 
Records that, in the presence of Viivanatha Naiker, Dimmappa 
^aiker, the agent of Sada&iva Raya, settled some disputes between

bandhic teacher Srl^aile^a or TiruvaymoiipiUai, the preceptor of 
the celebrated Mapavala Mahamuni, was according to the Guru- 
parampara, born at Kuntlnagara, and we can be sure that this is 
the place referred to.

(freehold) to a Muhammadan named Moffai Fakir Saheb of Siva- 
gahga. The Zamindar’s name is given as “ Muttu Vaduganatha 
Tevar, son of Vijaya Raghunatha ^ivanna Periya Udaya T€var.” 
[The dates are not quite consistent. This is the same as C.P. 19 
in Tam. and Sans. Inscrns., pp. 10$ — 7*1

168 -A. On the steps of the south gate of the Vikratna 
PaijdyeSvara temple. Records that Konerinmaikondan granted to 
the deity, in his fifth year, a village which he purchased for 
1,000 pattams.

168 -B. On a stone in the north side of the same temple. 
Records grant of one ma of land and the appointment of a 
*kuperintendent of the temple by Kula^khara dava Ativira RamS) 
in his thirteenth year, in 1483, Durmati.

[One of fifteen ^aivite holy places of the Pandyan kingdom.] 

169 . 17 of 1894. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the mantapa in 
front of the PushpavaneSvara shrine. A record in the eighth year 
of Konerinmaikopdan. Records gift of land. 

170 . A copper-plate grant (Sanskrit and Tamil) in the pos- 
session of the temple authorities, recqrding a gift of lands to 1, 080 
Brahmans well versed in Vedas, etc., by Kochchadaivarman 
TTibhuvanachakravartiga] ^iT Kula&ekhara Deva Rajagambhira* 
iiieva (t 1190 — 1217) in the twenty-fifth year of his reign. The plat* 
wis ^rsf jmblished by Caldwell in Ind. Antq.^ Vol. VI, 142 
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only facsimiles of five out of the ten plates were givem Burgess and 
Natesa Sastri have published the whole together with the transla- 
tion in their Tamil and Sanskrit Inscrns., pp. 21— -36 (No. 23).

171 . Another copper-plate grant of the same temple (Tamil) 
recording an order issued by “ Kononalaikopdan ” to the assembly 
of Rajagambhirachaturvedimangalam to the effect that the 
twenty-five kdsus which were the share of the temple from three 
villages were to be paid half in paddy and half in coin. Certain 
men bind themselves to carry out the order and give an agreement 
to that effect to the assembly. This plate was also published first 
by Caldwell in Ind. Antq., VI, and then by Burgess and Natesa 
Sastri in Tamil and Sanskrit Inscrns., No. 24, pp. 37-8 ; see also Mad. 
Ep. Rep., 1899, p. 15. [The king’s name Sundara Pandya “ who 
presented the Chola country ” occurs incidentally in the inscription. 
He is said to have conquered the Chola country and then given 
it back to the Chola who prostrated himself at his feet.] Venkayya 
points out that both this and No. 170 are closely connected, and 
were evidently written during the reign of Sundara Papaya, the 
former being perhaps a little earlier in time. From the fact that 
a minister, Raman Pallavarayar by name, is simply referred to in 
the earlier grant but signs the later, Venkayya concludes that both 
were issued during the lifetime of the same man and that Maravarr 
man Sundara Papdya I, 1216 — 35, was in all probability the 
successor of Kula^Ckhara. [See Mad. Ep. Rep., 1899, p. 15.] His 
Chola opponent should have been Rajaraja III who ruled from I2l6 
to 1248.

173 . No. 7 of Appendix A, Ep. Rep., 1906. — ^This is a copperr 
plate grant (Sanskrit and Grantha) of SrT Vallabha and Varatunga 
Rama Papaya in 6. 1505, Subhanu, which “ gives a short account of 
the later Papayas and records the gift of the village of PudukkOftai 
by a certain Tirumala Nayaka with the approval of Vrrapa 
Nayaka ” of Madura. The date 1 505 is said to be the twenty- 
first year after the coronation of Vallabha Ativlra Rama 
Papaya and thereby shows that his coronation took place in 
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i 562 — 63. The whole grant is excellently summarized by Venkayya 
'in Bp. Rep., 1906, pp. 71-2. He refers to the various kings of the 
line as given in the grant, the previous epigraphical references 
to them, Dr. Caldwell’s description of them, and above all to the 
literary works of Ativlra RSma and Varatuhga Rama. The 
inscription has also been edited by Mr. Gopinatba Rao in his 
Travancore Archaological Series, Vol. I, pp. 6l — 8 g, together with the 
plates. Mr. Gopinatha Rao differs from Mr. Venkayya in regard 
to the relation between Ativlra Rama and Srlvallabha and holds 
that the latter was the younger brother of the former. Mr. Ven- 
kayya, on the other hand, believes them to be identical. The 
whole is referred to in detail in my History of the Naik Kingdom of 
Madura, Ind. Antq., 1915. The inscription is thus of the greatest 
value in regard to the political and literary history of South India 
in the sixteenth century. 


Puduppalaiyam. 

174 . 503 of 1909. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the 
Parannahgattaruliyasvamin temple. A much damaged record of 
the Pandya king snvalladeva, dated in his sixth year. Appears 
to record a gift of money for a lamp.

Refers to his palace at 
Madakkulakkil-Madurai and to the seat called Maljovarayan, and 
seems to register a gift of land for feeding the ascetic Utlnadeva 
and his pupils who were residing at Nalla perumal-madam at 
Karungalam alias SAdavachakanallOr and had emigrated from 
Kfishpa-Golaki matha at TinivarQr. [See Ep. Rep., 1909, p. 104, for 
another matha called the Achdramaiagia in the same place.] 

176 . 505 of 1909- — (Tamil.) On the lintel of the entrance 
into the same temple. ^ Records that the door posts and the step 
stone were the gift of Srlvala-Pap^yadeva (Ativlra Rama ?).

See Mr. Sewell’s Antiquities, 1 , 305, for a short description of this 
important place. It is celebrated as the birth-place of Perialvar 
and Goda and is therefore one of the most sacred places of 
Vaishpavism. For its religious structures and its figure in later 
history see my Hist. Naik Kingdom of Madura, in In^ Antq., 
(September and October). Mr. Sewell gives three inscriptions here, 
but the Mack.

179-Q. In the same place. Records that Rajendra Vlra- 
Papdya gave sixty-eight lamps and ten mds of land for oil. Ibid., 
No. 44. 

179-R. In the same place. An effaced grant of the second 
year of Vira-Papdya. Ibid., No. 45. 

179-S. In the same place. A damaged grant of AtivTrarama 
in S. 1479^ Yuva. Rid., No. 46. 

179-T. In the same place. A damaged record of the second 
year of Kula^kharadeva. Rid., No. 47. 

179-U. On a stone in the temple of Krishnasvami, near the 
Tirumala^ayana maplapam. Records that Vi^vanatha Nayakar, 
Virappa Nayakar and Kyishpappa Nayakar built the temple in 
Bhava, and set up the idols of Rukmapi, Satyabhama and Kyishpa 
and granted a portion of land.

Kunnakkudi. 

This village is noted for its cave temples adjoining the 
modern temple of Tenairl^vara at the foot of the hill. The icono- 
graphical features of the place have been described by Mr. Krishna 
Sastri in Ep. Rep» 1910, p. 79. Of the five inscriptions which 
Mr. Sewell mentions in this place, three have been identified, but 
not the two others which are attributed to the twentieth year of 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Vlra-Pandya and 1442 (A.D. 1550).

Regis- 
ters a gift to the temple mentioned in No. 184 by AdalaiyQr- 
nadalvan Mummudi- 4 olan Vlra^kharan. [Was the king the con- 
temporary of Maravarman Sundara Papdya I ?1 

188 . 31 a/ 1909. — (Tamil.) In the verandah of the same cave, 
north side. A much damaged record of the Paiidya king Srlvalla- 
bhadCva, the date of which is doubtful. Records gift of land for a 
lamp to the temple of Tirumalai-udaiya-Nayanar.

On the second and third pillars in 
the same place. A damaged record of the Pandya king Maravarman 
alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva (I, 1216 — 35 )» 
“ who was pleased to distribute the Chola country.” The record 
gives a long historical introduction. [This may be No. l of Mr. 
Sewell’s list, where it is attributed to the eighth year of the reign. 

194 . 37 of 1909. — (Vatteluttu.) On the third pillar in the same 
place. The record bears the single word Maiillchchuram. 

195 . 38 0/1909.— (Tamil.) On the fourth pillar in the same place. 
A record in the eighth year of the Papaya king Jatavarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin ^rl-vallabhadfiva. Records gift of land for 
the maintenance of a garden to the temple of Tenarru Nayakar by 
Katti-araia, a resident of Tirukkunpakku<Ji. See No, 187 above.

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196 . 39 <>/ 1909.— (Tamil.) In the verandah the same cave 
below two images. A much damaged record in the; seventh year of 

the Pa^dya king Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva

The king was most probably 
Maravarman Sundara Papaya 1, 1216 — 35.

A much damaged record in the sixteenth year of the Pandya king 
Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Papdyadeva

perform the anointment of heroes and the anointment of victors at 
Mudigonda^olapuram.” Seems to record a gift of land for offerings 
to the temple of Tenarru-Nayakar. 

198 . 41 of 1909. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the Agastye^ 
vara shrine at the foot of the hill in the same village. An incom- 
plete record in the twenty-second year of the Pandya king 
Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula^ekharadeva 
(1, 1268 — 1308), “ who has pleased to take every country.” Mentions 
the temple of Tenarru-Nayakar. 

199 . 42 of 1909.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of the 
Pandya king Jafavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajan 
Sundara-Papdyadeva. Built in at the end and damaged. [The 
king has not been identified.]

The whole space under the boulder is, however, 
now converted into a building with several compartments and is 
occupied by mendicant beggars who call it Gndniar-madam. In 
the madam they have placed figures of a ntlga, a Hanflman and a 
seated image which they call Gfianiar.” {Mad.

202 . 1380/1903. — (Tamil.) On the rock in the central shrine 
of the Mangainatha temple. An incomplete record in the thirty- 
fifth year of the Chola king Chakravartin Kulottunga-CholadSva 
(I?). 

203 . 139 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the kitchen 
belonging to the Maiigainatha temple. A mutilated record of the 
Sajuva king Immadi-Narasiriiharaya (son of NaraSinga), in S. 1422, 
Kaudri. Appears to record a gift for the merit of Tipparasar 
Ayyan. Mentions Eppuli-Nayakar and Kerala^iiiga-valanadu and 
the district of Piramalai- 4 lmai. 

204 . 140 ofKjOi. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same. A 
record in the thirty-eighth year of the Pandya king Maravarman 
alius Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula^ekharadCva ( 1 , 1268 — 1308), 
“who conquered every country.” Records gift of cows to the 
temple of Kodungunramudaiya-Nayanar. 

205 . 141 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the Sundara- 
Pandyan manfapa in front of the central shrine of the same 
temple. A record of the Vijayanagara king Vira-pratapa Devaraya

A record in 
the twenty-seventh of the Papdya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
KulaSekharadOva. Records gift of a lamp stand. Mentions 
Karavandapuram. 

209 . 144 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the six- 
Pillared mapfapa in front of the same shrine. A record in the 
third year of the Papdya king Jatavarman a//<i5 Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Vlra-PandyadOva. Records gift of money for offerings. 
Tirukkodungunyu was situated in Tirumalai-nadu. Mention is 
*Pade of Alagapuri alias Seliyanarayanapuram in KeralaSingavala- 
aadu. [According to §aivite trends Tirukkodungunyam or 
Piranmalai was one of the fifteen ^ivite centres in the Papdyan

kingdom and renowned as the place where Mahddara Rishi 
performed worship.] 

210 . 145 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On the base of the same maptapa. 
A record of Tribhuvanachakravartin KonerinmaikopdUn. Records 
gift of land. Mentions Tuvarapati-Velar and BhUpala-Puramdara. 
The latter was probably a title of the king. Contains also a 
fragment of an inscription of Sundara-Papdya “ who performed 
the anointment of heroes at NellQr,” i.e., Jafavarman Sundara 
Pandya I who ruled from 1251 to 1264.] 

211 . 146 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the Vi&va- 
natha shrine in the same temple. An incomplete record of the 
Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa Krishnadeva Maharaya “who 
conquered flam and every country and witnessed the elephant 
hunt,” in S. I440, Chitrabhanu (wrong) ; Venkayya points out that 
this inscription is “ a unique ” record among the Tamil inscriptions 
of the Emperor in claiming the conquest of Ilam for Krishnaraya. 

212 . 147 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. Mentions Tuvarapati-Ve]ar and BhQpala Puramdara. 
Records in the thirty-fourth year gift of land. [This is evidently 
inscription No. 2 in Mr. Sewell’s list assigned to the thirty-fourth 
year of Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula^ekhara.] 

213 . 148 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On the north and west walls of the 
same shrine. A record in the sixteenth year of the Papdy^ •‘'ng 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-PapdyadSva. ' Built in at the 
end. Records gift of land. Contains the Sanskrit introduction 
beginning with Samasta-jagadndhSra, etc.

A record in 
the fifteenth year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kula^kharadeva. Records gift of money for a lamp by a native 
of Niyamam, irrigated by the river Tenaru. 

241 . 103 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the third year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula- 
4 ekharadeva. Records that some lands belonging to the temple of 
Kailasamudaiya-Nayanar were made rent-free for money received 
by the sabha of TirupputtQr in order to provide for offerings on a 
festival in the same temple. Mentions samvatsara-vdriyam. 

242 . 1040/1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the thirteenth year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kula^CkharadCva. Records a similar transaction by the sabha 
which met together in the hall called dayapanjaram within the 
temple. Mentions Tiruttondattogaiydn-tirumadam. See Cg. 1006. 

243 . 105 of 1908.— (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
maptapa. A record in the twenty-eighth year of the Choja king 
Rajarajakfisarivarman alias Rajarajadfiva (I, 985 — 1013 )* Begins 
with the usual historical introduction. Mentions the meeting of the 
sabha at the foot of Urangdppuli. An incomplete and damaged 
record. 

244 . 106 of 1908.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fourteenth year of the Papaya king . . . ma Papdyadeva. 
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Built in at the beginning. Records gift of money for a lamp by a 
Brahma pi. 

245 . 107 0/1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twentieth year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Parakrama-Papdyadeva. Records gift of gold for offerings to the 
goddess Tiruppalliarai-Nachchiyar by the same Brahmapi. 

246 . 108 0/ 1908.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twentieth year of the Papdya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Snvallabhadeva. Records gift of 25 cows and one bull for a lamp. 

247 . 1090/1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twentieth year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
^nvallabhadeva. Records gift of 25 cows and one bull for a lamp. 
The donor was a native of PaddanQr in Marugal-Nadu, a subdivi- 
sion of Geyamapikkavaianadu in the Chola country. 

248 . no of 1908. — (Grantha and Tamil.) On the same wall. 
A record of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman alias Udaiyar Sn- 
VlrarajendradCva, the date of which is lost. Stones out of order. 
The Sanskrit portion mentions Kollapura. In the Tamil portion a 
part of the historical introduction of the king is preserved, and a 
reference is made to ayyar (father) Rajendra-Chola “ who took 
Gahgai, POrvade^am and Kidaram. [Virarajendra was evidently 
the king who ruled from 1063 to 1070.] 

249 . Ill of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the maptapa 
in front of the central shrine. A record in the tenth year of the 
Papdya king Jafavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Snval- 
labhadSva. Records gift of two villages by the king at the request 
of a certain Kalihgarayan. 

250 . 1120/1908. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the Agas- 
tye&vara shrine in the same temple. A record of the Vijayanagara 
king Virapratapa AchyutadSva-Maharaya in S. 1452, Vikrita. 
Records gift of two lamps by a native of AriviyOr-nagaram alias 
Kula^ekhara-pattapam. Refers to a grant of land made by 
Vehgala-Nayakkar on the occasion of a solar eclipse. 

251 . II3 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
shrine. A record of the Vijayanagara king Achyutadeva-MahS- 
raya in 1457, Jaya. Records gift of the village of Varagupa- 
puttar for the merit of Vi^vanatha-Nayakkar, son of Nagama- 
Nayakkar. Vi 4 vanatha is the founder of the Naik dynasty of 
Madura. For his career see my History of the Naik kingdom in Ind. 
Antq., 1915* 

252 . 1140/1908. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the kitchen 
in the same temple. A record in the thirteenth year of the Papdya 
king Tribhuvanachakravartin Vikrama-PapdyadSva. Records gift 
of money for offerings to the shrine of Aludaiya-PiUaiyar in the 
temple of Kailasamudaiya-Nayanar at TirupputtQr. The money 
was deposited in the treasury of Tiruttaliya^^-Nayanar. 
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353. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twentieth year of the Pai>dya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Stfvallabhadeva. Records that the kitchen was built by the queen 
Ulagamujududaiy a r. 

354 . 1160/ 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the seventeenth year of the Paqdya king Vlra-Paqcjyadeva. 
Records a remission of taxes by the sabha of TirupputtQr on lands 
belonging to Tiruttondattoifaitiruma^m and refers to the repairs 
made to the hall dayapanjaram. See No. 242 above. 

355. 117 of 1908. — (Tamil.) .On the same wall. A record in 
the twelfth year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Vikrama-Papdyadeva. Records gift of money for offerings to the 
image of Tirunavukkara^udeva set up in the temple of Kailasa- 
mudaiya Nayanar, by a dancing girl (dH>ar adiydl). 

256 . 1180/1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twenty-third year of the Pandya king Kula 4 ckharad 6 va. 
Records gift of money for three-fourth lamp by a Brahmani 
of Ku 1 a^kharachaturvedimahgalam>in Soiapandyavalanadu. 

257 . 119 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the first 
prakara of the same temple. A record in the forty-sixth year of 
the Paqdya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Vlra- 
Pandyadeva. Records that in Karkataka 14, PQrvapaksha 5, 
Monday, Uttaraphalguni, Avaiyan Periya Nayanar alias Vi6a- 
layadcva, a native of Ku;aikkudi irrigated by (the river) Tenant, in 
AdalaiyQr-nadIu, consecrated again the image in the temple of 
Timttaliyanda-Nayanar which was polluted by the occupation of 
the Muhammadans. See Ep. Ind., XI, p. 138, where the date is 
pointed out to be Monday, the 2nd August A.D. 1339. 

258 . 1200/1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the forty-fourth year of the Paqdya king Jatavarman alias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Vira-Pandyadeva, in Mithuna 21, PQrva 12, 
Sunday, Anuradha. Records the Muhammadan occupation of the 
temple and its consecration by Vi 4 alayadeva mentioned in Na 257. 
He was on this account given certain special privileges in the temple 
by the temple priests. See Ibid., where the date is pointed out to 
be i6th June, A.D. 1342. 

259 . 121 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Virapratapa Achyutadeva-Maharaya in 
S. 1460, expired, Vi}ambi. Records gift of land for the merit of 
the king by Periya Ramappa-Nayakkar to a shrine of Bhairava in 
the same temple. 

260 . 122 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the forty-fourth year of the Paq^ya king Jatavarman alias Tribhu- 
^nachakravartin Vlra-Pa^dyadeva in Dhanus 5. POrva I, Thursday, 

Records sale of privileges pertaining to Padikkdvcd by the 
sabha of Tirupputtar to Ayaiyap aiiap Malavaghakravartin of

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^uraikkudi. See Ep. Ind., Vol. XI, p. 138, where the date is shown 
to be 2nd December, A.D. 1339. 

261 . 123 <1/1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twenty-fourth year of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Kulaiekharadeva (I or II 7 ). Records sale of the 
right of Kdrdnmai by a temple tenant in favour of 4 he goddess Tiruk- 
kansiakkottamudaiya-Nachchiyar who was set up by Kandiyadevar. 

262 . 124 0/ 1908. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
prakara. A record of the Pai^dya king Jafavarman alias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Vikrama-Papdyadeva in the twenty-second year 
and 1344, ^ubhakrit, Dhanus 19, PQrva 3, Wednesday, Sravaifa. 
Records grant of a lease of certain temple lands to three private 
individuals, viz., ^eribagaraiyar, Parakrama-Paiidya Vijayalaya- 
devar and Ariyarayar.

Jnd., 
Vol. P» I 35 » where it is shown that the date corresponded 
to 7th December, A.D. 1239.] ^

A record in the 
twenty-first year of the Papdya king Suhdara-Pandyadeva. 
Records gift of land to the temple of Kolavarahavippagar-Emberu- 
man by the chief Gahgeyan.

281 . A C.P. ^rant in the masjid. Records gift of lands to a 
Mussalman in 1666 (A.D. 1744) by Muttukumara Vijaya 
Raghunatha Setupati, son of Muttu Vijaya Raghunatha Setupati 
and grandson of Hirapyagarbhayaji Muttu Vijaya Raghunatha 
Setupati. [Ibid., p. 298.]

Paur^ami, Pushya, ooffeaponding to 
January 12, A.D. 1636, an order of Tirumalaiyan that each village 
bad to pay one kasu, one panam and one kalam of paddy to the 
temple of A(j2nai Nayakar for the merit of Setupatidevar. [The 
local god was so called because, it is said, Bhrigu got relief from 
God Siva from the goat’s head and elephant’s body with which 
he had been cursed by sage Durvasas.] 

284 . 434 of 1914. — (Tamil.) In the same place. A record in 
the seventeenth year of Tribhuvanachakravartin Konerinmaikop- 
dan. The stone is cut off at the right end. Seems to register 
gift of paddy. 

285 . 435 0/1914. — (Tamil.) On the same gopura ; left of en- 
trance. A record in the sixteenth year of the Papaya king Mara- 
varman alias Sundara-Papdya “ who paving taken the Cho[a 
country was pleased to perform the anointment of heroes and the 
anointment of victors at Mudigopdachojapuram.” The stone is 
cut off at the right end. Seems to register a gift of land. 

— (Tamil.) ^ On a slab set up near the tank in 
the same temple. Records in S. 1642, Vikari, the digging of the 
SQryaputkarapi tank in front of the temples of Adanai Nayakar 
and Anbirpiriyada-Amman for the merit of Muttuvayiravanatha 
Setupati KattadSvar.

On the north wall of the central 
shrine in the Kame 4 vara temple. An incomplete record of the 
Vijayanaf^ara king Kuntira Vtra-Narasiihha Bhujabala Vasanta- 
raya in S. 1430, Vibhavot Kumbha, su. di. 7, Friday, ^ubhaydga, 
corresponding to Friday, January 26, A.D. 1509. Registers that 
Efamahchi Timniaya-Nayaka's son Tulukkapa-Nayaka, provided 
a car which had not existed since the time of the Pand[ya king to 
the temple of TirukkamT^varam-udaiya-Tambiranar at AragalOr in 
AffQr-kQjfjfam, a subdivision of Magada mapdalam in Maladu alias 
Jananatha-valanadu. [Bhujabala was Nuniz’s Busbal Rao and the 
elder brother of KfishpadCva Raya. His title Viravasanta is met 
for the first time in this epigraph. The Kdyilolugu refers to 
Eramaftchi Timma Nayaka and says that Uttamanambi, the 
manager of the ^rlrangam shrine, received in S. I409 as many 
as 20 villages from him. He is styled the inspirer of fear in the 
Chera, ChO[a, Papdya and Vallala kings, the establisher of 
Yadavaraya and enemy of ^ambuvaraya.] 

A record of the 
Vijayanagara king Kyishpadeva-Maharaya in 1435, Bhdva, Simha, 
Su. di.

A record in the 
fourth year of the ChO[a king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajaraja- 
deva (in?). Records gift of the village Naraittalai ^avalor tothe 
temple of Tirukkaml 4 varam-udaiya-Nayanar at AragajOr in A^l^ 
kOfram, a subdivision of Magada-mapdalam, for burning IS^ 
lampa in the shrines of the god and goddess and the subsidiary 
shrines. 
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4. 411 0 f. I 9 I 3 ‘ — (Tamil.) On the south base of the game 
shrine. Records in 6 . 1430, Viblutva, Kumbha, su. di. lO, Sunday, 
A^lfisha, that Eramailchi Tulukka^a-Nayaka, seeing that the 
temple of Tirukkamliuram-Udaiya-NSyanar at Araga^Or was not 
provided with festive processions since the time of the Pandya, 
constructed a car for it and fixed the days for the festivals. Also 
registers a grant of land by the temple authorities and a house to 
a certain kaikkolan called Parayan of TamadanallQr. The date is 
irregular. See Ep. Rep., 1914, p. 73, for details. 

5 . 412 0/1913. — (Tamil.) On the west base of the same shrine. 
A record of the Sajuva king Dharmaraya (Immacli Narasiifaha), 
son of Saluva NaraSinga Bhujabhala DCva-Maharaya (i.e., the cele- 
brated usurper Nara^iiiga) in S. 1426, RakUlkshi, Simha, su. di. 13, 
Friday, Svati. Registers that Pakkambadi, a village in Tenkarai 
NaraiyQr-kQrram, a district of Magadai-iiiandalam in Mala^u alias 
Jananathavalanadu, was for a long time a d^adaua of the temple 
and that subsequently taxes (rdjdgarum kSnikkaO were collected 
from it ; Eramafichi Tulukkana-Nayaka restored the village to the 
temple with all its income for worship and repairs. [Mr. 
Swamikannu Pillai calculates the corresponding date to be Friday, 
April 26, A.D. 1504, but the solar month was not Simha but Mishap 

6. 413 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
shrine. Registers in Raktakshi, Karttigai, twenty-seventh day, 
the decision of Tirumalli Nayaka regarding the right of worship in 
the temple of TirukkamT&varam-udaiya-Nayanar. 

7 . 414 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in the 
thirteenth year, Tai, of the Hoysala king RamanathadGva. Regis- 
ters an order of Rahuttarayan that the village Nattamaiigalam in 
Sela-nadu which was given to him as a jivita by the king, was now 
granted with all its income as a rent-free devadatm to the temple of 
Timkkamlivaram-udaiya-Nayanar at Araga[Qr, for maintaining 
worship and repairs. 

8- 415 0/1913. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the mapfapa in 
front of the same shrine. A record of the Chola king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin RajarSljadeva (III) in his fourteenth year Rishabha, ba. 

7, Monday, Dhanishfha (corresponding, according to Mr. Swami- 
kannu Pillai, to Monday, 6th May, A.D. 1 230). Records grant of

A record of the 
Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin KulOttunga-CholadSva (III) in 
his twenty-ninth year, Konya, su. di. 2, Wednesday, Hasta 
(corresponding to September 6. A.D* 1206). Records gift of 5,000 
kOsu for maintaining the racred bath, twilight lamps, garlands, 
cloths and offerings to the three saints ( emberumakkal) (i.e., Appar, 
Sundarar and Sambandar) set up in the temple of Tirukkami 4 - 
varam-udaiya-Nkyanar at AragalQr. [The date in reality refers to 
Tuesday, September 5 and not September 6. See Ep. Rep., 1914, 
p. 64.] 

' 13 . 419 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the south base of the same 
maptapii- A record in the fifteenth year of the Papdya king 
Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Papdyadeva 
(I, ? 1251 — 64). Registers a gift of l,000 kuli of land, made rent- 
free in the thirteenth year of the king, for the maintenance of two 
Brahmapas who recited the Vedas in the temple, by the chief 
^edirayan. Also at the command of the king, the ndttar inhabit- 
ing the districts included between the rivers Vembararu and 
Peppai were required to assign certain specified taxes to the 
temple for the health of the king. The Hdffar, having, however, 
collected the konikkai-panam in the fifteenth year of the king, they 
were ordered to return the collections immediately to the temple. 

13 . 420 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record of 
the Sa}uva king Tamaraya Immadi-Narasa Nayaka (son of Nara- 
4 inga) in 1427, Kridduma, Makara, iu. di. 3, Sunday, Dhanishlha, 
hiaha-Samkranti day. I^gisters that Allalanatha Ilaiya-Nayaka 
and the inhabitants of Affur-nadu and Mulaippapi-nadu, having 
met together, provided for supplying oil to burn perpetual lamps 
and twilight lamps in the temple for the health of Eramaftchi* 
Tulukkapa Nayaka. [Mr. Swamikannu Pillai points out that in 
Januaur ii, A.D. 1506, the intended date, the week day is correct, 
but not Knttika or Dhanishtha. Nor was it SankrOnti of any kind.] 

14 . 421 of 1913*'*' '(Tamil.) On the same base. Registers in 
his seventh year that the chiefs VanakOvaraiyan and Villavarai- 
yan granted annually ten of their bull-calves afkevysAnMos toffis 
temple gnd assign.ed the remainder for work In mnptxiQn -with 
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temple repairs including that of the enclosure wall called Pon- 
Perumal-tirumadil . 

15 . 422 0/ 1913.— (Tamil.) On the same base. Registers in 

Plava, Ma^i. tenth day, a pledge granted by Tyagapa- 

Nayaka to the inhabitants of the districts (ndttdr) of Magadai- 
niandalam who had left the coutitry owing to much oppression. 
Mentions svSnii fevara-Nayaka. 

16 . 423 of 1913* — (Tamil.) On the same base. Built in at the 
beginning. Fixes the details of adanderram to be observed by the 
inhabitants of Magadai-mandalam. 

17 . 424 fl/1913. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the 13th year and 319th day of Tribhuvanachakravartin Konerin- 
melkondan. Registers the grant of the village Alambalam in 
Magadai-mandalam with all its income for instituting a service 
in the temple called KodandarSman 4 andi, after the king, for 
celebrating a festival on his birthday every year and for repairs. 
Attested by Kaliiigaraya. 

18 . 425 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
mantapa. A record of the Papdya king Jatavarman alias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadfiva in his tenth year MTna, 
Su. di. 13, Thursday, Makha. Registers that the king granted 
vili of land at Ponparappi alias RajanarayapanallQr as a devaddna 
to the shrines of Kula^ekhara Avudaiyar and VaJ.vitta Mahgaiyar 
which Kapdiyadeva had founded in the same temple in the name 
of the king’s elder brother (anndlvi). Attested by Adichchan 
Ganapati Alvan alias KaduveUi of KappalQr in MuttQrrukQrram, 
a subdivision of Pandi- mapdalam. Mr. Swamikannu Pillai points 
out that two dates are possible, viz., Thursday, February 26, A.D. 
1260 or Thursday, February 27, 1287. The latter would be the 
eleventh year (not the tenth) of that Jatavarman Sundara Pandya 
who ruled from 1276 to 1290 and the former would be in the ninth 
(but very near the tenth) year of his namesake who ruled from 
1251 to 1264. Mr. Swamikannu Pillai considers the latter to be 
more probable as the king has the title Samastajagadddhdra. 

19.4260/1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of the 
Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara- 
Pandyadfiva (I, ? 1251 — 64) in his ninth year, Adi. Records gift of 
3i000 kuli of wet land below the tank Kulaifikharan-PeriyCri at 
Aragajor, to the shrine of Kula^khara-Avudaiyar mentioned above, 
for offerings. (The mention of a Kula^fikhara as the elder brother 
of the king shows that he had a co-regent or predecessor in him. 
Mr. Swamikannu Pillai postulates from astronomical details the 
accession of a Kula^fikhara in 1237 (see Ind. Antq., Vol. 42) and 
this might be the person intended.] 

20 . 427 0/1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of the 
Vijayanagara king Kfishparaya (A.D. 1509 — ^30) in S. 1430, ^ukla, 
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Mina, 4 u. di. 7, Thursday, Vi&akha. The king receives Saluva 
titles. Registers that Eramahchi Tulukkana-Noyaka built a car 
for the temple which had not been in existence subsequent to the 
rule of the Pandya kings, instituted a festival called after ^ivili- 
Nflyaka and appointed a private individual providing him with 
maintenance, for carrying the god in processions (sri~pdtam taiigi). 
[The date is an irregular one.] 

21.428(7/1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. An incomplete 
record of the Vijayanagara king Kpishnadeva-Maharaya in S. 
1436, Yuyan, Mithuna, ^u. di. S, Monday, A^vini. The king 
receives Saluva titles. Recorcls that Akki-Timmaya Nayaka of 
Eiramahchi and the temple authorities together, granted to a private 
individual, 250 knli of land as ttramai. [This is also an irregular 
date. See Ep,. Rep., 1914, p. 68.] 

22 . 429 0/ igi 3 . — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
ninth year, Ma^i, nineteenth day of the Pandya king Jatavarman 
alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Parulyadeva (I, 1251— 64\ 
“ who took every country.” Records gift of 2,000 kuli of wet land 
below the tank Kula^Skharan Periyeri for a garden, by the king. 
Attested by Achchan Ganapati AJvan alias Kacluvefti, native of 
KappalOr, alias UlagalanclaSoIanallQr in MuttQriu-kQjrj'am, a sub- 
division of Paqdli-manclalam. 

23 . 430 0/ 1913. — (Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
mantapa. A record of the Vijayanagara king Viruppapna llrlaiyar 
(VirQpRksha I), son of Vtra-Ariyana-Udaiyar (Harihara II), in S. 
1306, Raktakshi, Mesha, ^u. di. (Paurnami), Wednesday, Svaii, 
(corresponding to Wednesday, April 6, A.D. 1384). Registers the 
sale of the right (kani) of worship by three priests of the temple of 
TirukkamT^varamudaiya-Nayanar at AragajOr to a priest of the 
temple of Tiruvalaftjiram Udaiya-Nayanar at Valafljiram in PanOr- 
kOrram, a subdivision of Malaclu alias Jananatha-Valanaciu, in 
Magadai-man^alam. 

24 . 431 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record of the 
Vijayanagara king Vlra-Kampapna-TIdaiyar, son of Vlra-Buk- 
kappa-Udaiyar II, in S. 1297, Rakshasa, Vrischika, Su. di. II, Friday. 
Rohipi. The servants of the temple, viz., the Sri-rudras, sri-mihis- 
varas and temple accountants having assembled together, gave 
to a certain Ennudaiya Nayanar, son of AghOraiiva-MudaliySr. 
the work of supervising the different services in the temple and a 
house for his living. Mr. Swamikannu Pillai says that the week 
day and solar month are wrong, and Rakshasa, &u. Il, Rohipi, fell 
on Thursday, 3rd January 1376. 

25 . 432 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record of the 
Papaya king Jafavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara- 
Pap^yadeva m (1276—90), in his thirteenth year, Mithuna, iu. di* 
T3, Friday, Anuradha, corresponding to Friday, June 3, A.D> I 289 > 
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Refers to a dispute between the oil-merchants 
ami the settis in which the latter permitted the former to manage 
the business of the temple. The management continued to be in 
the hands of the oil-merchants for sometime. This having failed, 
the district people (nattavar) granted the village of Talaivay for 
conducting permanently the festivals in the temple. [The inscrip- 
tion is of social interest, and shows how caste disputes in regard 
to the management of temples existed in those days.] 

26 . 433 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A damaged 
record of the Vijayanagara king Achyutadeva-MaharSya (1530—42) 
in S. 1461, Vikarin, Kanya, 4 u. di. 7, Friday, MQla (corresponding 
to Friday, September 19, A.D. 1539). Seems to record a grant of 
land, and the mathapatya to a private individual for doing the duties 
of the temple ( koyil-uliyam). 

27 . 434 <»/ 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same base. Registers in the 
thirteenth year, Paiiguni, that the temples of Tirukkaml^uram- 
udaiya-Nayanar, Tayilunalla-&Jll 4 uram-udaiya-Nayanar and Pon- 
parappina- 4 o]il 6 uram-udaiya-Nayanar were granted as kani to a 
certain Scramanar. Also 200 kuli of wet land and 2,000 kuU of 
dry land were given to this same person in the villages of 
Kiirukkaipadi, Pakkanpadi, Ilattipadi and ViSalQr. 

28 . 435 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
mantapa ; right of entrance. A record in the thirty-fifth year of the 
Chida king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottunga-Choladcva (III). 
Registers a political compact between Senggni Ammaiyappan 
Alagiyaiolan alias Edirili^iachchambuvarayan and the chiefs 
Ponparappina-Vanakovaraiyar, Kulottunga 4 o]a VanakOvaraiyar, 
and brother-in-law (maickchunanar) Ksdavarayar. The latter 
llirec chiefs bind themselves not to be enemies of the first and give 
no shelter to offenders against him, and he in turn vows to do 
the same. If he acted against this he would be " the bearer of 
shoes and betel-bags both to his kinsmen and to his enemies ” and 
not the son of his father 1 See No. 33 below. 

29 . 436 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the wall behind the dvArapSla 
image in the same manfapa ; right of entrance. A record of the 
Chol.a king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva (III) in (date is 
lost) Tula, ba. di. 4, Monday. Built in at the end. Records gift of 
2,000 kaiii for one lamp and of 49 cows for seven other lamps to be 
burnt in the temple of Tirukkaml 4 varam-udaiya-Nayanar and 
subordinate shrines. 

30 . 437 ff/ 1913.— (Tamil.) In the same place; left of entrance. 
A record in the twelfth year. of theChOla king Rajarajadeva._ Built 
in at the beginning. Records gift of land for offerings by Achchi 
who has been mentioned in No. 8 above. 

31 . 438 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the south wall of the second 
Ptakara of the same temple. Records in the tenth year an order 
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from the king to the managers of the temple, stating that the 
weavers settled by them outside the northern gate of Aragalor 
were to be cultivators (kuditnakke^ of the devaMna lands belong, 
ing to the shrine of Kula 4 ekhara-Aludaiya^ founded in this temple 
by the chief KandiyadSvar. Attested by Adittan Ganapati-Ajyan 
alias Kaduvetti of KappalQr. 

32 . 439 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On thei north wall of the game 
prakara. A record of the Pandya king . . . ^ias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Sundara -PandyadSva (I?) in his twelfth year, Mesha, 
iu. di. PQrpai, Thursday, Svati. The right of worship for 3^ days 
of a month in the temple which had been owned by a certain lady 
was ordered to be sold evidently on account of the defalcation of 
temple jewels by her and her accomplices. The lady was arrested 
by the temple mahisvaras and officers who then met in a mantapa 
and decided that 250 pa^am (=25,000 sdliya kasu) was to be paid 
by the other worshippers of the temple for distributing among 
themselves the privileges that were under sale. [The inscription is 
of value in illustrating the method of temple management. In dis- 
cussing the date of the inscription Mr. Swamikannu Pillai says that 
it might be taken to be either Thursday, April 6, A.D. 1262, in the 
eleventh (very near the twelfth) year of Jatavarman Sundara 
Papdya I (1251 — 1264), or Thursday, April 23, A.D. 1282 in the 
twelfth year of a king of the same name who, according to his 
own researches, ascended the throne in 1271. See Ind. Antq., Vo). 
42, June and Aug. I 9 I 3 *] 

33 . 440 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the east wall of the same 
prakara ; right of entrance. A record in the thirteenth year (of an 
unknown king). Stones out of order. Refers to the terms of a 
political compact between the two chiefs Rajarajadevan Pon- 
parappinar alias KulOttuhga 4 o[a-VanakOvaraiyar and KTlyflr 
Malaiyaman of TirukkOvalQr. They fix the boundaries of their 
dominions, bind themselves not to oppose each other, combine in 
serving the king and defend each other against external enemies. 
[See No. 28. The Government Epigraphist sees in these political 
compacts the decline of the ChOla central government.) 

34 . 441 0/1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall ; left of entrance. 
Records in the thirteenth year, Farattadi, gift of i,oookuli of wet land 
reclaimed from forest in the village of Deviyakuruchchi in ArrOr- 
nadu fm worship and repairs in the shrines of Kulai^kbara- 
Aludai^jjk and Vajvitta-M^ngaiyar in the temple of Tinikkaml^ 
varam-u^ya-Nayanar at AragalQr. Attested by Ka<^uvetti, chief 
of KappalQr. 

35 . 4^ of 1913- — (TamiL) On the same wall ; left of entrance. 
-Records in the eleventh year, Avani, gift of land, tax free, for the 
maintenance of the gardeners of a flower-garden belonging to the 
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temple of Tirukkaml 4 varam-udaiya-Nayanar. Attested by the same 

person. 

36 . 443 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall ; left of entrance. 
Registers an order of the king to the managers of the temple 
stating that the service UlagamulududaiyaHandi founded in his 
name was to be maintained from the 8,500 ktili of land granted at 
Alambalam in NaraiyOr-kOrramf a subdivision of Miladu alias 
Jananatha-valanadu. 

37 . 444 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall ; left of entrance. 
Records in the eleventh year, Adi, gift of four velis of wet land 
in ArrOr for feeding ten persons in the temple. Attested by 
Kaduvetti. 

38 . 445 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the north base of the central 
shrine in the Karivaradaraja-Perumal temple in the same village. 
A record of the Saluva king Dharmaraya (i.e., Immadi Narasiriiha), 
son of Saluva Nara^ihgaraya in S. 1444, Durmati, Simha, 4 u. di. 10, 
.Monday, Hasta. The third figure of the Saka year must be two. 
Records that a certain Ammana-Nayakka gave to the temple of 
Karivarada-Perumal at AragalQr, the fee called adimai-kdsn col- 
lected from the Kaikkojas and a female servant (adiydl) providing 
for her maintenance in order that svami Narasa-Nayaka may be 
victorious in his dijfvijaya. See No. 43. [Shows that Tuluva Narasa 
was de facto king while Immadi Narasiriiha was ruling. The date is 
declared by Mr. Swamikannu Pillai to be irregular as Sukla 10 
and Hasta can join in Rishabha and not Siriiha.J 

39 . 446 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. Registers in the fourth year, Pariguni, twelfth day, an order 
of Vanakovaraiyan that wet and dry lands in different villages 
were to be purchased as Viramdgadappertivilai, the former at 6 
kasH per kidj and the latter one at 2 kdsu per kulj, and granted^ as 
tirunamattukkdni to the temple of Kariya-Perumaj at AragalQr. 

40 . 447 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records that 
the Srivimana (i.e., central shrine) of this Kariya-Perumal temple 
called also Rajara ja-Vipnagar was built of stone by Punyavatiyar, 
wife of Rajaraja-Vanakovaraiyan. She was the daughter of 
Iranan Kovalarayan. 

41 . 448 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the east base of the same shrine. 
Records in the thirteenth year (of an unknown king), PQrattadi, 
an eclipse (not specified), gift of 1,000 kuli of wet land below the 
tank at Ponparappi alias RajanarayananallQr for oblations and 
repairs to the shrine of ^iriga (i.e., Nrisiihha) in the temple of 
Kariya-Perumaj in order to. secure happiness to_the king's elder 
brother (anndlvi) Sundara-Papdya. Attested by Adittan Ganapati- 
Ajvan of KappalQr who was surnamed Vanadarayan. 

42.4490/1913. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record of the 
Vijayanagara king Kfishpadeva Maharaya (1509 — 30 ) in S. I 44 l> 
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Pramathin, Mithuna, ixx. di. 13, Friday, Anuradha. Registers that 
three sthanikas of the temple of Perumaj-Kariyavar went on a 
deputation to the king, to Vijayanagara and complained of the 
injustice done by the authorities ( rdjagaram) stationed at Deviya- 
kuruchchi, a village belonging to the temple. The chief Amarnm 
Timmarasa introduced them to the king, got their grievance 
redressed, presented them each with a garland, a head dress a 
horse and an umbrella, and granted 900 kulj of wet land at 
Ponparappi and at Dsviyakuruchchi, as sarvamanya gift. [The 
date has been verified to be Friday, June lO, A.D. 1519.] 

43 . 450 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the south base of the same 
shrine. A record of the Sajuva king Tammayyaraya, son of Sajuva- 
Nara^ingaraya (the founder of the ^aluva dynasty) in S. 1424, 
RudhirOdgarin (wrong), Siihha, 6u. di. 10, Friday, Svati. A certain 
Tammayya-Nayaka in the name of his master Kumarasvami- 
Ammana-Nayaka granted land at SirreH, a hamlet of Aragalor, 
to three worshippers in the temple of Perumal-Kariyavar who 
were in the enjoyment of the privilege called archanavibtuivn-krim 
for the victory of Narasa Nayaka. The Government Epigraphist 
points out that this as well as No. 38 refer to the latter part of 
the year in which Narasa Nayaka died and was succeeded by his 
son Vira Narasiriiha. [The date is irregular.] 

44 . 451 1913* — (Tamil.) On the south base of mantapa in 
front of the same shrine. A record of the Vijayanagara king 
Krishnadeva-Maharaya (1509 — 30 ) in S. 1446, Tarana, Makara 
II, Revati, Friday, Samkramana-pupyakala. The record gives 
a genealogy of the king from Tammayyaraya. Registers a grant 
of eight Emberuman-adiyar for service in the temple of Kariya- 
Perumal and a provision of 1,000 kuli of land for their mainten- 
anpe, by a certain Mrityunjaya-Nayaka for the merit of his master 
Tirumalai-Nayaka. The date is declared by Mr. Swamikannu 
Pillai to be irregular as Sukla ll and Revati can join in Vrischika, 
not in Makara. 

45 . 452 of I 9 I 3 " — (Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
mantapa. A record of the Vijayanagara king Achyutadeva- 
Maharflya, “who levied tribute from all countries”, in S. 1454. 
Nandana, Kumbha, 6u. di. 3, Monday, Uttara-Bhadrapada, corre- 
sponding to Monday, January 27, A.D. 1533. (But Uttara Bhadra- 
pada is wrong for purva Bhadrapada.) The epigraph is to the 
effect that Kanpan, a kaikkdla of KuhaiyOr, having instituted a 
car festival in the temple, the managers met together in the 
Sopana-manfapa and decided to grant him and his descendants, a 
house, a loom, a piece of land and some privileges in the temple- 

46 . 453 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the south wall of the Kamala- 
mangai shrine in the same temple. A record in the eighteenth year 
of the Papdya king Jafflvarman tdias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
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Siindara-PandyadSva (I, ? 1251 — 64). Records gift of 1,000 kuli of 
land below the tank at ToliivQr for worship and repairs in the 
tt'inple of Vairavana-i 4 varam-udaiya-Nayanar at AragalQr. 

47.4540/1913. — (Tamil.) On the south base of the Cholsi- 
van temple in the same village. Records in the ninth year (of?), 
Paiigani, eighth day, gift of the village Kurukkaipadi for worship 
and repairs in the temple of Tayilumnalla-Choje^varam-udaiya- 
NayanSrat AragalQr. Attested by Vanakovaraiyan and ViJ.up- 
padarayan and order communicated to Viladaraya, and the 
accountants ( puravariyar). 

48 . 455 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
temple. Records in the seventh year (of an unknown king) gift of 
land at Kl).-MagarQr to the same temple. Attested and communi- 
cated as before.

49 . 403 o/‘l9l3. — (Tamil.) On the south base of t he Kaya- 
nirmalesvara temple. A record of the Vi jayanagara king Krishna- 
nlya (1509 — 30) in ^.1435, SrTmukha, ^ittirai, thirteenth day, 3, 
Friday, Rr»hini, SaubhagyayOga (which corresponded, according to 
Mr. Swamikannu Pillai, to Friday, 8th April, A.D. I 5 I 3 )' Registers 
that the chief Akki-Timmayya-Nayaka who was ruling Mallldu 

Jannnatha-valanadu in Magadai*mai)dalam, gave the village 
called Villavarayanattam on the northern bank of the river Niva, 
in the district of ArrQr-kQrram in ArrOr-nadu, to a certain Srirariga- 
r.ija-bliatta, son of Arunagiri-natha, a native of Iraivanaraiyur. 
t he granted village received the surname Akki-Timmaya-Nayaka- 
chaturvedimahgalam, after the donor. See No. 52 below. 

50 . 404 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the west base of the same 
temple. An incomplete record of the Vijayanagara king Vlrapra- 
t.lpa Krishnaraya-Maharaya in 1449, VirOdhi (wrong), Simha, 
^u. di. II, Sunday, Pushya. Seems to record the grant of a village 
for the merit of the king. The date corresponded to March 1st, 
A.D. 1528. 

51 . 405 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the same base. Registers in the 
thirty-second year the order of Vannefija-Perumal that the gift of 
200 kuli of wet land granted to the temple of TirmCltali-udaiya- 
Nayanar at ArrOr for maintaining lamps, was to be demarcated by 
tri-xula stones and the transaction engraved on stone. 

52 . 4060/ 1913.— (Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
temple. A damaged record in I 43 I» Sukla, Aipa^i, twenty- 
second day. Seems to refer to the gift of Kallinattam near AyrOr 
in ArrQr-nadu, a subdivision of Magadai-mapdalam, under the 
name Mayittay-agaram by a certain Tulukkapa-Nayaka, to Parpa- 
nabha-Bhatta, son of Arunagirinatha of fraivanayaiyOr. The 
document was engraved on the kHtnudappti 4 oi in th® temple of 
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Tirumenittelivudaiya-Tambiranar at ArfOr. Arunagirinatha is 
referred to in No. 49 and ought not to be confounded with the great 
Tamil poet and devotee of that name who was the contemporary of 
Devaraya II. 

5 3 . 407 of I 9 I 3 > — (Tamil.) On a slab set up in the same temple 
A record in the fourteenth year of Chola king Parakesarivarman 
Records gift of paddy to the temple of Tirumerrali-Nayakkar (or 
Alvar) at Malaiyamanaru, a hrahmadeya in ArrOr-kOrram, which 
was a subdivision of Miladu, by three servants of that temple.

54 . Mr. Sewell gives a copper-plate inscription “ in the town, 
dated S. 1636 (A.D. 1714), recording a deed of sale in the reign of 
Dodda Krirhna Udaiyar of Maisur.” [Antiquities, Vol. I, p. 201 and 
Salem Manual, p. 87.] 


Kariyarsman Kdyil 

55. In front of the temple on the hill. Le Fanu in his Salem 
Manual, p. 80, gives a translation of this epigraph. See Supplement, 

Tadsvur. 

56 . 4560/1913. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the Ekamra- 
nathasvamin temple. Records in the ninth year (of a king not 
given) gift of land at Vlra&JlanallQr, to the temple TiruvCgambam- 
Udaiya-Nayanar at TadavOr. Attested by Tayilunalla-Perumal. 
and Viluppadarayan and communicated to Viladaraya and the 
accountants (puravariyar). 

57 . 457 of 1913* (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
tenth year of the Chola king Vijayarajendradeva (Kulotturiga 111 ). 
Records gift of land for worship and repairs to the temples of 
Tiruvegambam-udaiya-Nayanar and Kunramerinda-Peruma!. 

58 . 458 tf/" 1913* — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twenty-seventh year of the Chola king Tirubhuvanachakravar- 
tin Kulottuhga-Choladeva III, “ who was ’ pleased to take Madurai 
(Madura) and the crowned head of the Pa^dya.” Registers that the 
temple of Tiruvegambam-udaiya-Nayanar at Melgaiigapadi alias 
TacJavQr in ArrQr-kQrfam a subdivision of Miladu alias Jana- 
nathavalanadu, was built of stone, the cost being met from gold 
already in possession of the temple and from what was presented 
now by the king and the youngest of the queens. 

59 . 459 of 1913* (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
temple. Records in the seventeenth year (of ?), Vaikaii, gift of land 
which had been lying vraste for many years as sl devaddna to the 
^me temple for worship, repairs and festivals. Attested by 
Adittan Ga^apati-Alvan alias Va^iadarayan of KappalOr. 
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60 . ^913* (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in 

the twentieth year and fifty-seventh day, Avani, gift of 500 kulj of 
land at Tadavflr as kani to a certain Perukkfllaparaiyan Pakkam- 
alagiyan by MagadeSan Ulaihgakatta VanakOvaraiyan. ^ 

61. 461 of 1913* — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fifth year of the Chola king Kulottuhga-Choladeva (III). 
Records gift of land to the temple of TinivCgambam lldaiya- 
Nayanar at Tadavtlr in Msl-Gangapadi-nadu, a subdivision of 
An'Q*‘"^Qr!ra*ti in Maladu alias Jananatha-valanadu, for worship, 
repairs and festivals, by Kulottunga^ola VanakOvaraiyan. 

62. 462 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
ninth year of the Chola king Vijayarajcndra-Chol.adeva (i.c., 
Kulottunga-Chola III). Records gift of land to the same temple 
by the same chief. 

63. 463 <7/1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in the 
seventh year gift of the village of PuttQr alias Mcl-Gaiigapadi- 
nadu. Attested by Tayilunalla-Perumal and Vij[uppadarayan 
and communicated to Viladarayar and the accountants of the 
temple. 

64. 464 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the stone through for the sacred 
tirtlia in the same temple. Registers that this nirmSlya trough 
was the gift of a certain Vapiyan Kavan Kottapdan. 

Dharmapuri Taluk. 

Adhamankoftai. 

65 . 200 of 1910. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up in front of the 
Aiikalamma temple. A record of the Vijayanagara king Immadi- 
Achyutadeva-Maharaya in 1452, Vikriti. Records gift of taxes 
(alu and adikOsu) collected from the people and stalls in an old 
market revived at the place to the temple of BhairavadCva by a 
certain Kamiyappa-Naj'aka, son of Madde Bommaiyappa Nayaka, 
son of Bappa Nayaka. 

66. 201 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the north and west bases of the 
Bhairava temple in the same village. A record of the Hoysala king 
Vlra-Narasimhadeva in Kaliyuga 4336, S. II 57 > and in his seven- 
teenth year (i.e., A.D. 1235). Records that Paramaya Sahani, the 
minister of the Mahapradhani Paramavi^vasi Madhava-Dannakkar, 
built and consecrated the temple of Paramfi^varam Utlaiyar at 
Mahendramangalam and granted lands to Viclugadar, the priest 
of that temple who was residing at Nandimarigalam. [From the 
Dindagur plates Kielhom fixes Vira Narasiriiha’s accession on 
Thiirsday, the l6th April, A.D. 1220. See Ep. Ind., Vol. V, Appendix 
Df p. 14. The Government Epigraphist infers from the present 
epigraph that his accession — perhaps as a crown prince should 
have been one or two years earlier. He further points out that 
Vlra Narasimha was the fii^t to interfere in the south; that he

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rescued tlie Chola king from the Kadava king' Kopperuaiihgadeva 
(see S.A. 329) and that Jt was on his return perhaps from that 
campaign that these gifts were made by his general.] 

^ 67 . 202 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
temple. A record of the Hoysala king Ramanathadeva in 1182, 
and in his sixth year. Records gift of money for a lamp by a 
native of Marigalam to the temple of Mayindliuram-Udaiyar. [The 
inscription proves that Ramanatha came to the throne in 1255, appa- 
rently at the lifetime of his father. (See Ep. Ind., Vol. HI, p. 10).] 

68. 203 «/ 1910.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. An unfinished 
record. Records gift of land to the temple of Parameiuram 
Udaiyar at the eastern entrance into the village of Maylndira- 
mangalam for the merit of Vlra-Some^varadeva and Somaya- 
Dapnakkar. Mentions ^ingaya Danpakkar who was, perhaps, a 
son of Somaya. For Somaya see next inscription and also those 
at Ratnagiri (103 of 1892) and Tirumalavadi (73 of 1895). A servant 
of Some&vara for a long time, he was honoured with the title 
KumdragandaroMfoa. 

69 . 204 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa 
in front of the same temple. A record of the Hoysala king 
Sbmeivaradeva (A.D. 1233—54) in 1171, Sadharaiia, and in his 
seventeenth year. Records gift of land below the tank of Ku}attQr 
to the temple of Mayindriuramudaiya-Nayanar by Somaya- 
Dapdanayaka for the health of the king. [The inscription shows 
that the first years of Vira Somedvara overlapped the last years of 
his father Vlra Narasithha IL Nj. 36 shows that he was at Kanna- 
ntlr (taken by his father about 1224) in 1228. He helped his father 
against Kadavaraya and the Papdya in 1156. See Ep. Carna., 
V, Ak. 123. Later on, he was in cordial terms with Maravarman 
Sundara Papdya II (see Tirumayyam and Tinnevelly inscriptions). 
With Jatavarman Sundara Pa^dya I (1251 — 64), on the contrary, he 
was not friendly. See Snrangam inscription in Ep. Ind,, Vol. Ill, 
p. 7 ff -1 

70 . 205 of 1910.— (Tamil.) On a slab lying in front of the 
Some^vara temple in the same village. A damaged record in the 
fifteenth year of the Hoysa[a king Some^varadeva. Records 
remission of certain taxes on temples in Tagadainadu ^nd.Pura- 
malai-nadu by the residents of the seventy-nine district, Tor the 
health of the king and of Somaya-Daptiakkar. See No. 68 above< 

71 . 206 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
temple. A much damaged record in the nineteenth year of the 
Chola king KulOttunga-Cho|adeva. 

72 . 207 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A much 
dlkmaged record in the twenty-fifth year of the- Chola king 
Kul0ttunga-Cho|adeva. Seems to record gift of paddy by a 
native of Ariyambakkam to the temple o| ;MaRin 4 |^m Udaiyar. 
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73 . 208 of 1910.— HTamil.) On the same base. A ‘ record of 
the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rfljarajadeva III in*^. II63, 
and in his twenty-sixth year. Records gift of gold for a lamp to the 
temple of Mayindr&varam-Udaiyar by a Vapiyan of Arumbakkam. 
[The inscription is interesting for its mentioning a Saka date for a 
ChOla king.] 

.Dharmapuri. 

Known in the ninth century as TagadQr this place played a 
prominent part in early South Indian history. It was a famous 
city with rich temples, “pleasure-gardens of kings and high 
enclosure walls,” a centre of Jainism and Saivitism. The still 
attractive temple of Mallikarjuna, the Jain sculptures in the 
Ramakka tank and Adhamankotfai (not far from it) and the 
archaic epigraphs show its importance in antiquity in the age of 
the Chera kings. Subsequent to the Chcra epoch and till about 
A.D, 931 was the capital of the Nojambas. (See Nos. 82 and 83.) 

• 74 . 304 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the four faces of a pillar 
built into the floor of the manfapa in front of the Mallikarjuna 
temple. A record of king Mahendradhiraja-Nolamba in S. 815, 
Paridhavin. Records a grant to a Jaina basadi by a certain 
Nidhiyanpa and Chapdiyanna. The former received from the 
king the village of MQlappajji which he made over to Kanaka- 
sena Siddhanta Bhatara, pupil of VinayasCna Siddhanta Bhatara of 
the Pogariyagapa with the Sendnvaya, Mulasahga, etc., for the 
repairs to the basti. The witnesses of the transaction were the four 
Samayins, the Nddunagara-narasdsana officers, etc. See Ep. hid., 
Vol. X, pp. 54-70. 

75 . 305 cf 1901. — (Kanarese.) At the bottom of the four faces 
of the same pillar. A record of the Pallava king AyyappadCva, 
son of Mahendra-Nojamba. Records a grant of the village of 
Budugflru perhaps to the same basadi (for Nidhiyanna is mention- 
ed) by a certain Lokayya. [See Ep- Ind>, X, where Mr. Krishna 
Sastri gives an excellent history of the Nolamba-Pallavas. See 
also Fleet's Dyn., Kan. Dts., p. 332 and Ep. Carna., Vol. IV, p. 10 f.J 

76 . 3060/1901. — (Kanarese.) On a broken piece of another 
pillar in the same temple. A fragment of record of a Pallava 
king, the ^te of which is lost. Begins with the same passage as 
No. 74 above. 

77 . 307 0/19OI. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the Kamakshi 
shrine in the same temple. A record in the tanth year of Chola 
king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottunga-Choladeva. Mentions 
two temples, viz., TiruvelallSvara and IrayaraylSvara. 

78 . 308 0/. 1901.— (Tamil.) On the east wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the twelfth year of the Choja king Tribhuva- 
nachakravaftin Kulottunga-Choladeva. Records repairs made for 
the merit of j^dil^nnan (i.e., the king of Adiga i). 
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79 . 309 of 1901. — (Kanarese verse.) On a slab set up on the 
tank bund in the same village. Mentions the preceptor Viddera&i 
(Vidyara&i) of TagadOru. 

80 . 347 of 1901. — (Tamil.) On a slab built into the floor of the 
mantapa in front of the Mallikarjuna temple. A much damaged 
record of KulOttunga Choladeva. - 

/ 81 . 348 of IQOI. — (Kanarese.) On four sides of a broken pillar 
lining in the Mariyamman temple in the fort. A record of the 
Pallava MahSndra Nolamba, dated in 800, Vilambin, apparently 
making grant to a Jaina temple. [It was this Mahendra who con- 
quered Mahabali Bana Raya about A.D. 89Q and gave his name 
Mahendramangalam to Adhaniankott^i.] 

81 -A. In a slab in the street of VirOpakshipuram. A record 
making the grant of a village by a local chief in the reign of 

Ranga of Vijayanagar in 1541 (A.D. 1619) the king having 
his capital at Penukond?. [Salem Manual, p. 223.] 

82 . 19H of 1910.— (Kanarese.) On a granite pillar lying in the 
quarter known as VirQpakshipuram. A record of the Noiambha 
king Iru[a, son of Ainiqiga, in S. 853, Virddhi. The record gives a 
list of the Nolamba kings and their queens. The last face which 
usually- records the grant is damaged. This is an important inscrip- 
tion giving the Nolamba-Pallava genealogy from Pallavadhirflja to 
Irula and showing that the TagadOr nSdu was under the Nolambas 
even after the conquest of the neighbouring Bana territory by 
Parantaka L 

83 . 199 of l9lO.-;-(Kanarese.) On the fragment of a pillar 
lying in the house of Uvarayya in the same village. A record of a 
Nolamba king, whose name and date are lost. Appears to have 
contained a genealogy of the Nolambas. Mentions, among the 
boundaries, the roads to Puramale-nadu and Piribe[lole. [The 
inscription gives the details of the actions of the individual kings 
of the line.] 

84 . TagadQr spurious Sanskrit and Kanarese plates of the W. 
Gahga king Harivarma Maharaia issued from Talavanapura. See 
Ep. Carna^ Vol. Ill, p. 202, No. 122 and Kielhorn’s Southern List, 
p. 20, No. 109. The date of the grant (^. 188, Vibhava, da&ami, 
Guruvara, Punarvasu) is irregular. 

Hanumantapuram. 

85 - 86 . 16 aM 17 of 1900. — (Vatteluttu.) On a slab in a 
field. A record in the seventeenth year of- “ Ganga-Pallava king ” 
Vijaya-Uvaravarman. Record the death of two heroes in battle in 
the service of Kattirai. [Dr. Hultzsch believes the latter to be 
identical with Kadava or Pallava. He is not, however, the chief 
conquered by the Hoysala Narasiihha II but evidently iivaravannan 
himself. See Ep. Ind., Vol. VII, pp. 23-4.] 
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Jndur ( near Dharmapuri). 

87 . 13 of 1900.— (Kanarese.) On a slab in the Prasanna- 
VChkateSa-Perumal temple. A much, damaged record of the 
Vijayanagara king Krishnara:^a (1509—30). 

Kadagattur. 

88 . 193 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the Choie 4 - 
vara temple. An unfinished record of the Vijayanagara king 
Vrrapratapa Devaraya-Maharaya (1422—49) in S. 1352, Sadharana. 
Mentions KadaikkottQr alias De^i-Uyyakonda^Olapattariam in 
Tagada-Nadu, a subdivision of Ganga-nadu, which was a district 
of Nigariliioja-mapdalam. 

89 . 194 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records gift 
of taxes on looms within the premises (tirumadamlogam) of Mudi- 
gonda-Choll 4 varamudaiya-Nayanar temple, by the nagarattar of 
the village, for maintaining a lamp in the temple. 

90 . 195 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the north and west walls of the 
same temple. A record in S. 1398, Durmukhi, of the Vijayanagara 
king Mallikarjunaraya, son of Pratapadevaraya (II), “ who received 
tribute from all countries and from Ceylon and witnessed the 
elephant hunt.” Records gift of land in favour of the dancing 
women of the same temple. 

91 . 196 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
temple. A record of the Vijayanagara king Vrrapratapa Deva- 
raya-Maharaya (II) in S. 1362, Durmati. Records gift of the taxes 
Nadutolovarikkai (police rate?), ^ettiyarmagamai, collected on 
either side (ubhayamOrga) of the roads, the aUdyamanyam and 
adikdiu on each shop opened in the village of VaragOr, a devaddna 
of the temple of Mudigonda-ChO]I&varamudaiya-Nayanar, by the 
Telugu chief Malla-Rahutta, son of Vidamitta-Rahutta of Mula- 
vaychchavadi, while the Pradhani Madana-Dannayakkar of 
Mu)vay was governing the country. [See inscription No. 141 of 
1903 at Piranmalai in Ramnad district. In 1356 Madanna gave, 
under the king’s orders, charge of the Tekal country to Sa|uva 
Goparaja, nephew of Deva Raya II.] 

Kdrimahgalam. 

91 -A. 5 of 1900.— (Kanarese.) On a rock in front of the Vlra- 
bhadrasvamin temple. A record of the Vijayanagara king Sada- 
^ivadeva (1542 — 65) in 1478. Mentions the MahamandaleSvara 
A]iya-Ramaraja. 

Kolagattur (near Kadagattur). 

92 . 197 of 1910. — (Telugu.) On a slab lying on the tank 
bund. A record in Dundubhi. Stipulates that the cultivators of 
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lands below 'the tanks ip the ' KadagattQr country must give 
sarivdram, i.e., equal share of the produce to the owner and pay a 
specified fee for strengthening the tank bunds with stone and 
earth. This was done for the merit of the chief Kumara Jagadeva. 
This was evidently the chief of Channapattapa in Bangalore 
district conquered by the rising Mysore chiefs about 1635, [See 
Mys. Gazr., II, p. 62.] 


Mbdur. 

93 . 209 of 1910.— (Tamil.) A damaged record in Sarvadharin. 
Refers to an officer “ who possessed the strength and powers of the 
Hoysaia king Vishnuvardhana ” and to the remission of the 
marriage tax in Tagada>nadu. 

94 . 27.0 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On a boulder in front of the temple 
of Nelapperumal in the same village. A record in the third year, 
Angiras, of the Chola king RajakCsarivarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Tribhuvanavira-Choladeva. Records gift of the 
village of ModQr in Tagada-nadu, a district of Nigarilichola* 
mapdalam (E. Gaiiga country), to the temple of ^ingapperumaj 
which was attached to the temple of Durgaiyar in Padi-na^u, a 
district of Mel-mapdala. [Mr. Krishna Sastri identifies Padinadu 
in Melmandala with Hadinadu in Mysore and Durgaiyar with the 
famous Chamiupdi of that place, a proof of which he sees in the 
existence of a field named Chamundi Ammanapdu. As regards the 
identity of the king he believes that he might be the same as the 
king of the TiruvannRmalai record whose accession Dr. Hultzsch 
attributes to A.D. I34i~2 and whose third year fell in Angiras. 
See Ep. Ind„ Vol. VIII, p. 7 ff.] 


Penf^aram. 

95 . 14 of 1900. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up near the 
dhvajastambha in the Narasimhasvamin temple at Ha[epuram near 
Peppagaram. A damaged record in Vijaya. 

96 . 15 of 1900. — (Tamil.) On a slab set up at Kottappadi near 
Peppagaram. A much damaged record. 

97.460/1898. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the BrahmeS- 
vara temple. Records the building of the temple and its maptapa 
for the merit of the Pallava king Nandivarman. 

98 . 47 0/1898.— (Tamil.) On the north wall of the BrahmCi- 
vara temple. Records in the fourth year of the Papdya king Ravi- 
varman alias Vlra-PapdyadSva gift of money for six lamps. 

99 . 48 of 1898.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in the 
twenty-fifth year of the Choja king Tribhuvanachakravartin Raja- 
iftjadeva gift of gold for four lamps. ' 
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Budimatlu. 

100 . 210 of 1911.—- (Tamil.) On a slab set up in a field to the 
south of the village. Records in Krodhin the gift of one big 
kandaga of land by Kannigamindan Vidukadan, chief of Eyi-nadu, 
to a certain Sriramabhatta of Podamuttal in Virivi-nadu, for the 
merit of the lord of the east (POrvadhiraya). Sriramabhatta 
reminds us of the Vaishnava sage, the brother of Paraiara Bhatta, 
the successor (according to the prabandhic school) of Ramanuja ; 
but the identity is impossible. 

Divar-kundani. 

The ruined fortifications, temples and residences of this place 
show its antiquity. Mr. Richards, I.C.S., suggested it might be the 
capital of the Hoysalas in this region. The inscriptions, however, 
point out Mr. Krishna Sastri do not call it a Rajadhani but a 
village in Virivinadu in Nigarili^Ojianiandalam (the Chola name to 
the district between Anantapur and Salem, i.e., Kolar and Barama- 
hal.) Mr. Sewell attributes the local hill fort to a “ Pojegar.” 

101 . 201 0/1911. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the mapfapa 
in front of the central shrine in the Kuntl^vara temple. Records 
in 1200, Bahudhanya, gift of the village of Kalakkimuttal alias 
KakkunayakkanallOr in Pudupparju, to the temple of Tiruvcgam- 
bamudaiya-Nayanar, “ lord of the cast.” Mentions a number of 
items under which the income from a village was generally 
calculated. 

102 . 202 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in 
S. 1190, Vibhava, gift of land below the tank Devasamudram in 
Ma^andi-nadu, to the temple of Kailasamndaiya-Nayanar in DSva- 
samudram-Kundani, by a native of MarudQr in MalaUnadu. 

103 . 203 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
manfapa. An unfinished record of the Vijayanagara king Malli- 
karjuna-Maharaya, son of Praudhapratapa-Dcvaraya (II) in 
S. 1385, Svabhanu. Seems to record the gift of two villages in 
Virivi-nadu to the temple of Kailasamudaiya-Nayinar at Kundapi, 
a village in the same nadu, by the Mahasamantadhipati Chikka- 
Vlrabhadra-Nayaka, son of Peria Timma Nayaka, son of Varada 
Nayaka, who was again the son of ^ennaiya Nayaka of PQmali. 

104 . 2O40/1911. — (Tamil.) On two detached slabs built into 
the gOpura of the Kundaoi-Amman temple in the same village, 
left side. A record of the Hoysafa king Vlra-ViSvanathadCvarasa^ 
(son of Vira Ramanatha), “ the establisher of the Choja kingdom,’’ 
in Kali. 439. Refers to a temple which was located at the 
southern entrance into Kundapi in Virivi-nadu, a subdivision of 
Nigarili4o)a-ma9()alam. 
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105 . 2O50/1911. — (Tamil.) On four other detached slabs in 
the same place. A record of the Hoysa}a king in 1219, Hevi- 
Iambi, and in his third year. Refers very probably to the temple 
mentioned in No. 104 and calls it Udaiyar Somanathadevar at 
Kundani in Virivi-nadu, a subdivision of Nigarilitoia-mandalam. 

106 . 2060/ 1911. — (Tamil.) Left of entrance into the Bhai- 
rave^vara temple on the- hill near the same village. A much 
damaged record in 1252, Prajapati. Mentions Kundani in 
Virivi-nadu. 

Dodda Belur, 

107 . On a local anicut. An inscription, dated 1595 (A.D. 
1673), recording its construction by Kumara Raya Dalavai in the 
reign of Chikkadeva Raja. Antiquities, Vol. I, p. 194. 

Hdsur. 

108 . C.P. No. 9 of Mr. Sewell’s List. — Records a deed drawn up 
in 1683 (A.D. 1761), in the year Vrisha, by certain merchants of 
HosUr in the Salem district, promising to give to the priests a 
certain fixed proportion on every bale of cloths and thread bought 
in that town. 

109 . On a rock in the neighbourhood. Records that one 
Keiava Nayakan inscribed and dedicated the stone to Narayana, 
the protector of the five classes of people in AippiSi I of K. 4266, 
Pramadhi, in order that “ Sri Vallan DCvar may attain the throne.” 
[The cyclic year is wrong by six years. The reigning Ballala king 
was Vira Narasiihha, and he was succeeded by Vira Ballala in 1188, 
i.e., 22 years after the date of this epigraph. Antiquities, I, App. C, 

p.xxxin. 

Tali. 

110 . On the local tank bund. (Kanarese.) Records the con- 
struction of the tank in 1452 (A.D. 1530), dming the reign of 
Achyuta Deva Raya by some merchants. 

111 . An epigraph of A.D. 1799, recording the fall of ^iTranga- 
pattapam (Seringapatam). 

113 . An epigraph, dated AJ>. 1802. 

113 . In the temple of Gopala. Records that it was buiit by 
Krishna Raya Uijaiyar of MaisOr in 1640 (A.D. 1718). 

Tirtham. 

114 . 2O70/1911. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the central 
shrine in the Tlrthagiil&vara temple. Records in 1197 * Vibha 
(mistake for Bhava) gift of gold for a lamp to the temple of Titta*

1406), son of Harriyanna-Udaiyar (Harihara II), in S. 1316, Bhava. 
Records gift of income from the parachcheri of Tltta-Pu^avQr 
alias Trttam to the temple of ^ivanT 4 varamudaiyar in that village 
which was situated in Viruvinacju, a subdivision of Nigarili^Ola- 
mandalam. 

116 . 209 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
inantapa. A partly damaged record of the Vijayanagara king 
Vlra-I^varaya-Udaiyar (I), son of Hariyaraya (II), in S. 1339 and 
Kaliyuga 4518, Hevilambi. Records gift of tolls by merchants to 
the temple of ^ivanl 4 varaniudaiya-Nayanar at Tittaga PuSavOr 
alias Tittam in Virivu-nadu, a subdivision of Nigarili^ja-nianda- 
1am, by the mahd-odda-viyapdri Annamalai-^ctti for the health of 
Annadata-Udaiyar.

117 . I 0/1900. — (Tamil.) On the top of the Ourvasa hill at 
Rayakofa. A damaged record.

A slightly damaged record in the fourth year of the Baija 
king Mahavali-Baparasa. 

119 . 3 of 1900. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the manfapa in 
front of the LakshmTnarayana temple at the same village. A 
mutilated record in Plava. Mentions Kulottunga-Sol^ Tagadadi- 
rayar alias Maraiingadevan. [He evidently belonged to the 
family of Vidugadalagiyaperumal who is mentioned in 208 below 
who played a large part in the weak times of Kulottuiiga 111.] 

120 . 4 of 1888. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the manfapa 
in front of the LakshmTnarayana temple at the same village. A 
fragmentary record of the Hoysala king Vira-Ramanathadeva 
(1257 — •71) in his sixth year. Ramanatha was the brother of Vira 
Narasimha III (1254 — 86) and was in charge of the southern parts 
of the Hoysa[a Empire. 

121 . A C.P. grant of Skanda^ishya. (Tamil and Sanskrit.) 
Records that a Skandaiishya (who calls himself a Pallava and the 
descendant of an older Skandaiishya, the son of Asvatthaman by a 
Naga woman) issued in his fourteenth year, at the request of Maha- 
bali Vaparaja, an order to the inhabitants of PadavQrkottam and 
Mcl-A^aiyarnadu by which he granted the village of SarugQr 
(near Udayendiram in Gudiyattam taluk. North Arcot district) to 
a Brahman. [Dr. Hultzsch is disposed to believe that Skanda was 
a prince of the so-called “ Ganga-Pallava ” age and line, two

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proofs of which he sees in the palaeography of the epigraph and 
in the reference to Mahabali Vaparaya, a title bestowed on the 
Gahga Prithvipati II by Parantaka Chola I (906 — ^47). See Ep. Ind

place. Records in Sobhakrit gift to the Brahmanas of the village 
of Tipdal a/ias Madhurantaka Vlra-Nulamba-chaturvedimanga- 
lam by Madhurantakan Vlra-Nulamban Rajanarayana Vayiravan 
Ponnambalakkttttan.

In his Antiquities Mr. Sewell gives thirteen inscriptions in this 
place. Of these nine have been identified with those of the 
departmental list. The other four are not identifiable. Two of 
them are undated and record gifts or repairs by private parties. 
One records gift of land by the temple authorities to a Brahman for 
conducting the service ; and the fourth records a grant of land 
to temple by the inhabitants of a village in the sixteenth year of 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara Pandya.

On the 
south wall of the maptapa in front of the Ilami^vara temple at the 
same village. A record of the Vijayanagara king Achyutaraya 
(1J30 — 42) in Kaliyuga 4642, expired, Plava. Records the building 
of a tnatha at Chidambaram by a native of Taramangalam and 
registers the grant of the proceeds of certain taxes for the main- 
tenance of the mafha.

Records 
gift of a tank to the Braiimanas of Lakshmana-chaturvedimahgalam.

127 . 24 of 1900 {No. 10 of Mr. SewclVs List). — On the north 
wall of the same manfapa. A record in the thirteenth year of the 
Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara- 
Pandyadeva (III, 1276 — 90). Records gift of a tank to certain 
Brahmaoas by the Mudalis of Taramahgalam, among whom is a 
person named Ilamandai. See Ep. Ind., Vol. VI, p. 310, where Dr. 
Kielhorn gives the most probable equivalent date to be Monday, 1st 
August, A.D. 1289. 

128 . 25 of 1900 {No. II of Mr.SewelVs List). — (Tamil.) On the 
north wall of the same manfapa. A record in the sixth year of 
the Paqdya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sun- 
dara-Paijdyadeva III (1276 — 90). Registers a sale of land to the 
Brahmanas of Lakshmana-chaturvcdimangalam founded by Ijaiyan 
Nalla Udaiyappan, one of the Mudalis of Taramaiigalnm, in the 
name of his father. Dr. Kielhorn fixes the date on Monday, 2lst 
July, A.D. 1281. See Ep. hid., Vol. VI, p. 311. 

129 . 26 of 1900 {No. 12 of Mr. Sewell’s List). — (Tamil.) On the 
north wall of the same mapt^ipa. A record in the twentieth year 
of the Hoysa}a king Vira-Ramanathadeva (1257 — 71). Records gift 
of land. 

130 . 27 of 1900 {No. 5 of Mr. Sewell’s List). — (Tamil.) On the 
east wall of the same maijtapa. A record of the Vijayanagara 
king Sada 4 ivadeva in K. 4646, expired, Plavanga. Records gift of a 
village by one of the Mudalis of Taramahgalam to a temple called 
RamakOdal. 

131 . 28 0/1900. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the same man- 
tapa. A record of the Vijayanagara king Achyutaraya in K. 4640, 
expired, Sarvarin. Records gift of a village by the same donor.

C.P. No. 195 0/ Mr. SewelFs Z-wL— Records in S. 1698 
(A.D. 1776)* K. 4876, Manmatha, the grant of a garden to the Siva 
temple at Vanavasi in the “ Vanjinadu ” of MaisQr, by a private 
person, during the reign of Immadi Vira Raja Udaiyar at MaisQr. 
[There is a village of the name of Vanavasi in OmalQr taluk and 
the present epigraph may refer to it.]

136 . 655 of 1905. — (Tamil.) On a slab set up at the foot of the 
hill. A damaged record in the seventh year of RaJarajadCva. 

137 . 656 of 1905. — (Grantha and Tamil.) On two faces of a 
broken slab in the same place. A fragmentary record. The 
preserved portion contains a few Hoysaja birudas. 

138 . 657 <>/l905- — (Tamil.) On the top of the hill in the same 
village. An incomplete record in the seventeenth year of the 
Papdya king Rajakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Vlra-Pai)dyadeva. Mentions Madaga-nadu alias Vellarai-nadu 
and the temple Tirukkunrlivaramudaiyar. [The inscription is 
interesting for its reference to a Papdyan king with a Chola title. 
It is difficult to identify him, but it seems to me that he might be the 
Kongu-Paiidya of the same name who ruled from A.D. 1265 to 
1281 at least.

In his Antiquities, Vol. II, Mr. Sewell gives six coppcr-plate grants 
in this district. Of these Nos. 193, 194, 195 and 9 have been 
allocated to the villages proper.

142 . C.P. No. 8 0/ Mr. Sewelfs List. — Records grant “ by a Raja 
of MaisQr, part of whose name is ‘Krishna Raja,’ given in a 
year of the Kaliyuga, of which only tKe first three figures, 482, 
are visiblei the last figure, the name of the cyclic year, and the 
Saka date all having been tampered with. The grantor was 
probably Dodda Krishna Raja, who reigned over MaisQr from 
A-D, 1714— 31 - The grant, then, dates within the years A.D.

On four slabs built into the floor 
of the same temple. A record in the fourth year of the Cho]a king

A damaged 
record. Records gift of gold. Pilgrims’ scrawls have been freely 
engraved in modern characters over this inscription.

The 
last remark made with reference to the previous number holds 
good here too.

Records a gift by Pemmarasa-Udaiyar, the 
agent of Narasiiiiharaja-Udaiyar, to the temples of ArdhanarT^vara 
and Subrahmanya on the hill jit TiruchcheiigOdu in KTj[karai- 
POndurai-nadu, a district of Kohgu alias Vlra^la-mandalam.

S. 1588, Kllaka (wrong), of the Nayaka king Chokkanatha- 
Nayaka (1560 — 82). Records gift of land. The king was the 
son of Vi 4 vanatha-Nayaka Tirumala-Nayaka MuttuvTrappa-Nayaka 
(1559 A.D.). See Ind. Antq., February-May 1917, where I have 
given a detailed account of his reign.

Above the east wall of the Nritta 
mojftapa in the Kaila^anathasvamin temple in the same village. 
Records in RudhirOdgarin the building of the maptapa. A Telugu 
version of this inscription in engraved close to it. 

199 . 653 0/1905. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the Subrah- 
mapya shrine in the same temple._ Records in Kalayukti the 
building of the shrine by a native of ApdiyQi* Vadagarai-nadu. 

200 . 654 of 1905. — (Mentioned by Mr. Sewell also.) - (Tamil, 
prose and verse.) On the ceiling of the gopura in the same temple. 
A record of the^ Nayaka king Vi 4 vanatha-Chokkalinga-Nayaka

303 -A. C.P, No. 10 of 1914-15. — (In the possession of one 
Muttusami Konar.) A record in Tamil of the Choja king Rajaraja 
I in his tenth year. Records that a certain Malavarayan alias Kolli- 
majavah Piridigaodan Sundara 4 olan fixed the taxes and fines due 
from the merchants of Do^iyOr and evidently granted these in 
favour of the local ParameSvara temple, on the occasion when he 
constru^ed a stone well to appease the spirit of his father who 
died at ijam.

(Vyamtthiosravatfdjvala), son of Rajaraja Adiga, the Lord of 
TagadQr. See Ep. Ind., Vol. VI, pp. 332 3. For the political 
activities of this chief in the weak times of Kulottuhga III sec N.A. 
393-4, 422 and 414.

Records 
gift of the village of Kadambarpalli in Puramalainadii, a sub-, 
division of Tagadai-nadu, by Madhurantaka Vlranulamban Raja- 
narayana-Bhairavan for the merit of the king and for his own 
merit.

Records that a certain Erumai-Eruva^i 
and a certain Khnanindai-Va^ugan fell, perhaps in connection 
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with a deer hunt ( mdn-vgffaiX [Mr. Krishna Sastri believes that 
the king referred to was the ,W. Ganga -i^rTpurusha Muttara&a 
(765 — 805 according to Fleet) and Teliniyar was a form of Elini or 
Yavanika, a title of the Adiyamans of TagaijQr (i.e., Dharmapuri), 
who had a territory which bordered the Ganga territory and who 
were therefore engaged in frequent raids. He thinks that the 
capture of Yeruvayil (“somewhere near Oddapatfi ”) by Teliniyar 
must have referred to one of these raids.

Records gift of land 
to the temple of MahadCva at Nelvay by Nanni-gamupdan, son of 
Erumaiya-nalgamupdan alias Vlra^ola-gamupdan of AriyOr in 
Puramalainadu, while Panchavan-Brahmadhirayan was ruling 
Tagadar-nadu, which was granted to him for maintenance (jivitam) 
by the king.

18 . 240/1908. — (Tamil.) Below the image of a dvarapalaka 
set up close to the same gopura, left of entrance. A record of 
Udaiyar SrI-Vijayarajendradeva. Records that the image was 
brought from Kalyanapuram by the king after his capture of the 
place. [The king was evidently Rajadhiraja (I), Jayaiikopdachola 
(1018 — 52), the anointer of heroes at Kalyanapura.] 

19 . 25 0/1908. — (Tamil.) On the walls of the outer gopura of 
the same temple. These are small labels containing the names of 
gods, whose images have, in most cases, since disappeared or have 
been mutilated. 

20 . 26 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On two stones lying in the courtyard 
of the same temple. Each of them contains a portion of the his- 
torical introduction of Kulottunga (I). 

2 It 27 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On a third stone in the same place. 
The.gopura is called igaimOvendiraiyar-tirukkopuram.-

Records the erection of a inantapam and 
tank at PattT^varam and grant of 4 mas and 3 kanis of land to 
PattlSvara-Nayanar. Ins., S. Dts., p. 250, No. 127. Date wrong. 

* 21 -H. A record of ViradSva Maharaya in S. 1 137, Dhatu. 
Records the erection of a pagoda of God Patfl^vara and grant of 
95 ^ vilis of land at “ Chundole Poorum ” for the repair of the 
temple. Ibid., No. 128. Date wrong. 

Kdvalkudam. 

21 - 1 . 298 0/ 1911. — (Tamil.) On a stone in the Kankudutta 
Vinayaka temple. A much damaged record. Mentions the Maha- 
mapdaleSvara Achyutappa Nayakkar Aiyan (evidently the Tanjore 
Naik king who ruled from 1572 to 1614). 

Kumbhakottam. 

The antiquity of KumbhakOnam is well recognized, its God 
Sarahgapani or Aravamuda having been sung in the Prftbandhas 
in the eighth century, but no epigraphical evidences are available 
to show its antiquity. It has twelve Saivite and four Vaishnavite 
shrines, besides a Brahma temple. The temples are comparatively 
modern (being the works of the Naik kings) in outer parts, but 
ancient, going back to the Chola period at least in inner parts. 
The Nage 4 vara shrine is famous for the adoration of its deity by 
the sun and the Chakrapani shrine for the statue of a Tanjore king 
holding a lamp for the God. The Saiikaracharya maflui is one of 
the most important historical institutions. 

22 . 13 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the shrine of 
the goddess in the Nags 4 vara temple. A record in the eighth year 
of the Paodj a king Marafijadaiyan. Records gift of 138 cows for 
milk and 100 kdsu for two lamps by the king to the temple of 
Tirukkllkkottattu Bhafara at TirukkudamQkku. [The exact identity 
of Marafijadaiyan is not known. Tirukkudandai Kijlkkottam is 
famous dn Saivite tradition as the place where the sun worshipped 
Siva and got back the splendour which he had lost owing to 
Vi&vakarma’s curse.] 
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23 . 14 of IQ08. — (Tamil.) On th&. north wall of the SQrya* 
narayana shrine in the Na^eivara temple. A record of the Chola 
king Rajakesarin Udaiyar Sn-Vijayatajendradeva (Rajadhiraja I), 
in his thirty-sixth year, Makha, Apara, Wednesday, Ayilyam. 
Records sale of land for 498 kalanju and lands made rent-free. 
[See Ep. Ind., Vol. X, p. I2I, where Mr. R. Sewell points out that 
the date corresponds to December 29, A.D. 1053.] 

24 . 15 <»/l908. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the same shrine. 
An unfinished record in the eighth year of the Chola king Para- 
kesarivarman alias ^rT-Rajendra-Cho[adeva (1). Seems to provide 
for offerings to the shrine of Chandra^Okharadeva. 

25 . 223 of 1911.— (Tamil.) On the north wall of the central 
shrine in the Nage^vara temple. A record in the sixth year of the 
Cho|a king ... sarivarman. Built in at the beginning. 
Records gift of 96 sheep for a lamp to the temple of Tirukklikotfattu- 
Paramasvami at TirukkudamQkku in Vadagarai PambQr-na^u, 
by Ihgala-Madevan Kodai Maran, a native of Ihga[-nadu. 

26 . 224 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the second year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. Records 
sale of land to a certain Kadan Achchan for 25 kalanju which he 
had deposited in the same temple, for maintaining a perpetual 
lamp. [Mr. Krishna Sastri surmises that the king referred to 
might be Aditya Karikala II.] 

27 . 225 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 

the fifth year of the Cho}a king Parakesarivarman (Aditya II ?), 
" who took the head of the Pan^ya.” Records sale of land by the 
assembly of TirukkudamQkku, a devadann in Vadagarai-PambQr- 
nadu, to the palace woman ( penddfti) Periyan Tribhuvana-sundari 
(a resident) of Palaiya-vejam at TanjavQr in TanjavQr-kQrram, 
for 85 kalanju of gold which she had deposited, for feeding a 
^ivayOgin in the temple of TirukkI]kOttattu-Paramasvami. The 
land given by Kadan Achchan (see the above epigraph) formed 
one of the boundaries of this land. ^ 

28 - 226 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
fourth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman (Aditya II ?) “ who 
took the head of the Papdya-” Records gift of ninety sheep for a 
lamp to the temple of Tirukkllkotfattu-Parame^vara by Pep^atti 
Devayan Pnlalakkan alias Avani^ikhamani (a resident) of Kl]ai- 
ve[am (quarter) at TafljavQr, called after U^aiyapiratfiyar 
Klianadigal, the mother of AnaimCrruAjinar [i.e., Rajaditya who 
was killed by Bhatuga II while seated in his elephant and whose 
mother was Kokki]aQadiga]i the queen of Parantaka I. See Leyden 
Gra 0 , in Tam. and Sans. Ins., p. 204 ff. ; the AtakQr inscription as 
interpreted by R. Narasimhachar In J.R.A.S., April 1909; and Mys. 
Arch, Rep., 1911, p* 38.] 
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29 . 227 0 /I 9 II* — (Tamil.) Oil the same wall. A record in the 
third year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman. Records sale of 
land by the assembly of TirukkudamOkkil, to Arayan Kalahgamalai, 
a Vcllala of TanjavQr, for feeding a SivayOgin in the temple of 
TirukkilkOtta ttu-Paramasva mi . 

30 . 228 of 1911- — (Tamil.) On thesame wall. A record in the 

third year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman (Gandaraditya ?), 
Records gift of ninety sheep for a lamp by KumaranToduvan, one 
of the Kaikkolas of Vlraiojatterinja-Kaikkolar and a resident of 
TafliavQr. [Vrra Chola was a surname of Parantaka I and the 
Kaikkolars evidently got the title from him. For similar epithets 
see Tj. 1397 1398. 

31 . 229 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the eighth year of the Choja king Parakesarivarman. 
Records gift of ninety-six sheep for a lamp. Mr. Swamikanmi Pillai 
calculates the date to be Thursday, the 30th January, A.D. 979, 
and so the king must have been Madhuranlaku Uttama Choja who 
came to the throne in A.D. 969- 70. 

32 . 230 of 1911. — (Tamil.) Onthc same wall._ A record in the 

third year of the Choja king Parakesarivarman (Aditya II?) “who 
took the head of the Pandya.” Records sale of land by the a.ssem- 
bly of SrI-kudandai to Koilmayilai alias Parantaka-MOvendavejan 
of Sirririgan in Ihganadu, for feeding twenty apurvitis versetl in the 
Vedas and five SivayOgins in the temple of TirukkTlkottattu 

Perumaj. [Kuclandai is the name of KumbhakOnam by which 
orthodox Vaishnavites even now call it.] See No. 35 * 

33 . 231 <?/ 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
fourth year of the Choja king Parakesarivarman, “ who took the 
head of the Pandya.” Records gift of land by the same person for 
feeding fifty Brahmanas. See Nos. 26, 27 and 28 above. 

34. 232 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twenty-seventh year of the Chola king Madiraikonda Parakesari- 
varman (Parantaka I). Built in at the end. An inscription to the 
left of this on the same wall has its beginning built in and records 
a gift of land for feeding a SivayOgin and maintaining a lamp in the 
temple of Tirukkllkottattu-Perumanadigaj. 

35 - 233 0/1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
third year of the Choja king Parakesarivarman, “ who took the head 
of the Pandya.” Records sale of land to Koyilmayilai alias Paran- 
taka Movendavejan by the assembly of TirukkudamOkku, which he 
presented as a bhaftitoritti to those who expounded Prabhakaram 
in the temple. [Mr. Krishna Sastri identifies the Choja king with 
Aditya Karikala II, but Jt seems that Parantaka II is more probable. 
^dbhukara matha is one of the famous schools of Mimamsa, founded 
8y Prabhakara, a contemporary of Kumarila in the eighth century.] 

A record in the 
eighth year of the ChO}a king Parakesarivarman. Records gift 
ninety-six sheep for a lamp. Mentions Srl-UttamaAola-Nambiratti- 
yar. [Evidently refers to Madhurantaka UttamacholadSva.] 

On the west wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the fortieth year of the Chola king Parakesari- 
\arman (i.e., Parantaka I, 906 —47) “ who took Madirai (Madura) 
and ilam (Ceylon).” Records gift of ninety sheep for a lamp. 

38 . 236 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the fifth year of the ChO[a king RajakCsarivarman. 
Quotes the third year of . . . kesarivarman and seems to 
record a gift of seventy llakkJsu, for offerings. [ilakkaSu ~ the 
coin of Ceylon.] 

A much 
damaged record of the Chola king Parakesarivarman, the date of 
which is doubtful. Records gift of eighty kalanju of gold for 
feeding Brahmanas. 

A much 
damaged record of the Chola king Madiraikonda Parakesarivar- 
man (906- -47), the date of which is lost. Records gift of ninety-six 
sheep for a lamp to the temple of TirukkilkOftattu-Mahadeva, by a 
certain Kari-Vilupparaiyan. 

41 . 239 of 191I. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A much 
damaged record of the Choja king Rajakesarivarman, the date 
of which is lost. Records gift of ninety-six sheep for a lamp. 

A much damaged 
record in the thirteenth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. 
Records gift of land by Vlranarayapiyar, daughter of . . .

lands of flowers to the temple of Tirukkllkottattu-Perumal. 
[According to Mr. Swamikannu Pillai the date corresponds to 
Friday, the 9th June A.D. 982 and so the king referred to is Madhu-

Records gift 
of gold for lamps by two private individuals. 

44 . 242 of 1911.— (Tamil.) On the west and south walls of the 
same shrine. A record in the second year of the Chola king Para- 
kesarivarman. Records gift of ninety sheep for a lamp by a 
Kaikkolan named Devan Rajadittan. 

45 . 243 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same walls. A record in 
the fifth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. Records gift 
of sheep for lamps. 

46 . 2440/1911. — (Tamil.) On the same walls. A record in 
the fifth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. Records gift 
of ninety-seven sheep for a lamp by a certain Devan Nakkan. 
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47 . 245 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same walls. A much 
damaged record in the fourth year of the Chola king Parakesari- 
varman. Records sale of land by the assembly of TirukkudamOkku 
for maintaining a lamp in the temple of Tirukkllkottattu-Parama- 
svamin in the name of Kari Kolamban, a Kaikkolan. [According 
to Mr. Swamikannu Pillai the date corresponded to Thursday, the 
22nd April, A.D. 975, and so the king referred to is evidently 
Madhurantaka Uttamachola whose accession was in A.D. 969-70.] 

48 . 2460/1911. — (Grantha and Tamil.) On the same walls. 
A record in the twenty-eighth year of the Chola king ParakCsari- 
varman. Records gift of money for a lamp by Tanavadi Araiigan 
alias Panchavan, a native of KaruvQr in Milalai-kOrram, to the 
temple of Tirukkllkottattu-Bhattaraka. 

49 . 247 of 19IT. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
shrine. An incomplete record in the fourth year of the Cho]a king 
Parakesarivarman. Records gift of land for feeding a Brflhmapa 
by a merchant of Nandipuram. 

50 . 248 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the third year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. Records gift 
of 25 kalanju of gold for a lamp, by PQvan Kappan of Nodum- 
puraiyOr in Malai-nadu. 

51 . 249 of 1911 . — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of the 
Chola king Madiraikonda Parakesarivarman (Parantaka 1 ), the 
date of which is lost. Built in at the end and damaged. Records 
sale of land by the assembly of TirukkudamOkku for feeding two 
persons in the temple of Tirukkilkottattu-Perumanadigal. Men- 
tions Ayirattali in Kilar-kQrra™» a subdivision of Teiikarainadu. 

52 . 250 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
thirty-eighth year of the Chola king Madiraikonda Parakesarivar- 
man. Records gift of ninety-six sheep for a lamp by a certain 
Mainjan Kavaiyan, a native of AiyySru in TirunaraiyOr-nadu. 

53 . 251 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
second year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. Records gift of 
ninety sheep for a lamp by KadigOvan Ka|lan, one of Udaiydr- 
^rasdlatteriSja-Kaikkdlar. Sec No. 30 above. 

54 . 252 0/1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
fifteenth year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman. Reconls gift 
of a lamp by Kalayan Manikkam, to the temple of Tirukkllkottattu- 
Perumanadigal. 

55. 253 of 1911.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the fortieth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman 
'^ 5 — ^47), who took Madirai (Madura) and Ilam (Ceylon). Records 
gift of land for providing a lamp and burning incense (.iiddrij in 
ffie temple of TirukkllkOttattu-Perumanadigal and for maintaining 

lamps in the shrine of SQryadevar, 
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56 . 254 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record of the Chola king Madiraikonda-Parakesarivarman (906—4;:) 
the date of which is lost. Records gift of 105 pieces of gold 
( tuhiipon) by Villavan Pfiraraiyan alias Sidupayam Pandan, a native 
of KavalQr which was a d^addna of Ayirattaji in Kiiar-kOrram a 
subdivision of Tenkarainadu, for conducting festivals in the same 
temple. 

57 . 255 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the third year of the Chola king RajakCsarivarman 
(Gandaraditya). Records sale of land in Ari^alQrby the assembly 
of TirukkudamOkku to the temple of Tirukkljlkottattu-Parama- 
svami, for 500 kalanju of gold, in order to pay a part of 3,000 
kalanju levied upon them as an impost (dandam) by Madiraikomla- 
Udaiyar (i.e., Parantaka I) in his thirty-eighth year. Mentions the 
army of the Pandya (Papdi-padai) and the temple of Jalasayana. 
[In Rp. Rep., 1907 » P* 73 > Venkayya describes the three invasions of

A record in the twenty-second year 
of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin RfljarajadCva. Records 
gift of land by a BrShmana lady, for maintaining certain festivals 
in the shrine of Madandaipaga-Nayanar, situated in the temple of 
Tirukkllkottam-Udaiyar at TinikkudamQkkil in PambQr-nadu, a 
subdivision of Uyyakopdar-valanadu. [This inscription is evi- 
dently the same as Ins., S. Dts., p. 195, No. 10. But the donors are 
given as Narayapa Ambalattan and “ Pramanavooyavundan.”] 

A record in 
the twentieth year (Chitra, Mina, first lunar fortnight) of the Chola 
king Rajakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajaraja- 
dOva.

Registers 
that Timmanan (surnamed) Madandaipaga-Kohgarayan, son of 
Secliraya-Manikkam, was granted food, house and land by the 
authorities managing the temple of Madandaipaga-Nayanar at 
TirukkudamOkku, a brahmadeya in Pamburattu-nadii, a subdivision 
of Uyyakkondar^Ola-valanadu, for the services rendered by him 
to the temple. [Mr. Krishna Sastri believes that the king might 
be the same as he who is referred to in the K3yilolug» as the 
successor of Saluva Tirumal Raja in the Government of the 
Trichinopoly country, who was an anti-Vaishnavite. This in- 
scription is given in Ins., S. Dts., p. 194, No. 8, also.] 

63 . 260 0/1911.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. An unfinished 
record in the thirty-fifth year of the Choja king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin TribhuvanavIradCva (KulOttuiiga III) “ who being 
pleased to take Madurai (Madura), Ilam (Ceylon), KaruvOr and 
the crowned head of the Paijdya, was pleased to perforin the 
anointment of victors and heroes.” Records that a certain Ajvar 
Tiruppurambiyam-Udaiyan alias Sembiyan Pallavaraiyan of Velar 
had set up an image called Tiruppurambiyam-Udaiyar in the 
eastern enclosure of the temple of TirukkTlkOttam-Udaiyar and 
presented 17,000 kaiu for offerings and lamps to that image and 
for a makara-tdrana to Tirukkilkottam-Udaiyar. [This inscription 
is given in Ins., S. Dts., p, I 94 i No. 9.] 

62 - A. C,P. No. 4 of 1915- — A Telugu record of the Penugonda 
king Virapratapa Veiikafadeva Maharaja, dated S. 1630, Vikriti, 
Karttigai, su. di. 15, Monday, Rohipi. Records grant of land by the 
Madura Naik king Vijaya Ranga Chokkanatha for the mainten- 
ance of worship, feeding of Brahmans, etc., in the Saiikaracharya 
Matha at Jambuke^varam, For a full account of Vijaya Rariga 
Chokkanatha see Ind. Antq., August and September 1917. 

63 - B. C.P. No. 5 of 1915.— Records an agreement in the reign 
of Srlrahgad€va Mahftr^ya in S. 1663, Dundubhi, Tai iSi which the 
servants of Vijaya Raghunatha Raya Topdaiman with one Bhavani 
Venkatakfishpaiya of Conjeeveram regarding the fee (?) due to 
him from them. 
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62 -C. C.P. No. 6 of 1915. — A Telugu record in 1608, Pra- 
bhava, VaiSakha, su. di. 15, Saturday, lunar eclipse. Registers 
that Mahadevendra Sarasvati, pupil of Chandra^Skhara Sarasvati 
of the ^ahkaracharya-Sarada mafha at Kahchi, gave to one Rama- 
Sastrilu of the Hoysapa-Kannadi sect land in the village of 
Melpaka, an annuity of two varahas in the mafka, and certain 
collections in the Jaghir of Chingleput given to the matha by 
Akkanna and Madanna of Golcopda. [These were the celebrated 
ministers of Abdulla Kutb Shah and Abul Hassan of Golconda. 
For a brief account of them as based on the Dutch journalist 
Havart sec Ep. Rep., 1915, p. II8. Mahadevendra Sarasvati was 
apparently the Acharya who presided over the mafha from 1703 to 
1746 and in whose time the mafha was removed from Ojnjecvcram 
first to Udaiyarpalaiyam and then, at the instance of Pratapa Singh 
of Tanjore and of his minister Dabhir Pant, to KumbhakOnam.] 

62 -D. C.P. No. 7 of 1915- — record of Krishpadeva Raya in 
S. 1450, VirOdhin Vai^akha, Paurpami, in Sanskrit. ^ Registers the 
gift of the village of Udayambakkam in Chingleput ^Ima, KalattOr- 
kottani to Sada&iva Sarasvati, a disciple of Chandra-Sekharn 
Sarasvati. [In a list of ^ankaracharyas of the KamakotipTtha of 
Conjeeveram, later on removed to Kumbhakopam, published by 
the talented- scholar T. S. Narayana Sastri, I find that the fifty-fifth 
Acharya was called ChandrachQdendra and that he presided over 
the mafha from 1506 to 1512 and that the fifty-sixth was Sada- 
4ivendra, who was in_ charge of the mafha from 1512 to 1538. 
These are the two Acharyas apparently referred to in this 
epigraph.] 

62 -E. C.P. No. 8 of 1915. — Registers a grant by Kjrishpadcva 
Raya in 1444, Svabhanu, Marga^lrsha, su. di. 12, of the village of 
PodavQru or Kfishparayapuram in ^engad KOrram, NlrvalOr Nadu 
in Chandragiri Rajya to ChandrachQda Sarasvati of Conjeeveram, 
disciple of Mahadeva Sarasvati. See the above epigraph. 

SundarapperumdlkdyiU 

The following inscriptions are taken from Mack. MSS. {Ins., S. 
Dts., pp. 247-48, Nos. 115— 17):-- 

62 -F. On the steps of the spire of Sundararajapperuma] 
temple. Records that in 1193, Vi 4 vavasu, Pratapa Rayadfiva 
granted two tiilis of land for the God. (The date is evidently 
incorrect.) 

62 -G. In the same place. Records that in 1299, Naja, 
VirUpakshadevaraya gave twelve vilis of land to the God. (Here 
also the date is evidently a mistake.) 

62 -H. In the same place. Records that Rajarajadeva gave 
4 mds and 3^ kdnis of land for a festival of the God in the 
twenty-first year of his reign. 
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Sodmimalai. 

The Subrahma^ya' shrine of this place, famous as the place 
where the God instructed His own father in religion and therefore 
a centre of pilgrimage and vows, has got two inscriptions of the 
sixteenth century. It has a choultry founded by a Principal Sadr 
Amin who was cured of a disease by taking a vow in the temple ; 
it has, however, no epigraph in it. 

63. 496 <?/l907. -(Grantha and Tamil.) On the first gopura of 
the Subrahmapyasvami temple, right of entrance. A damaged 
record of the Vijayanagara king VTrapratapa Krishnadeva Maha- 
raya in S. 14361 expired, Bhava. The trisula and a peacock are 
engraved on the top of the inscription. 

64 . 497 of 1907- — (Grantha and Tamil.) In the same place. A 

record of the Nayaka king Sevappa Nayaka (l549-^"72) in S. 1495, 
expired . . . Refers to the son of Timmappa-Nayakkar of 

the chaturtha gotra, who was a native of Neduiigunram in Tonda- 
mandalam. 


TandantdUam (near Kumbhikdnam). 

65. C.P. No. 7 of 1912. — (Sanskrit and Tamil.) An incom- 
plete record of Ko-Vijaya. Nandivikramavarman, the son of 
Hirapyavarman, making the gift of the village of Dayamukha- 
mahgalam (named after the donor Dayamukha) to 308 Brahmans 
learned in the Vedas and Smritis, in the fifty-eighth year of 
his reign. The village granted was over the forest and uncul- 
tivated waste west of TandantOUam. The record ends with the 
obligations imposed on the tenants and the exemptions ( pari- 
haras) as well. [The identity of Nandi Vikramavarman is a 
question of controversy. The Government Epigraphist believes 
that it is the' so-called Ganga Pallava king Nandivarman IIL He 
further points out that amongst the achievements of Nandivar- 
man is mentioned his conquest of a Ganga king, and that this 
king might be Sivamara II attributed by Dr. Fleet to A.D. 805— 
810. He cites in proof of this fact the Mannc grant of Sivamaran 
II which says that “ his forehead was adorned by a fillet " by the 
“two ornaments of the RashfrakOta and Pallava lineages named 
Govindaraja (i.e., Govinda III) and Nandivarman.” But Prof. 
Dubreuil of Pondicherry is of opinion that the donor of the grant 
was not Nandivarman III, but Nandivarman II or Pallavamalla. 
He bases this on the ground of palaeography and on the fact that 
we are aware of only one Hirapayavarman, viz., the father of 
Nandivarman n. Nandivarman lil, he further argues, must have 
ruled only for a period of twenty-four years. See his Pallavas, 1917? 
PP- 62-3, for details. It seems to me that the arguments of Prof. 
Dubreuil are unanswerable and ought to be acc epted.J 
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Tiruchchirai. 

66. 6120/1909. — (Tamil.) On a stone built into the tank in 
front of the Saranatha-Perumfli temple. A mutilated record in the 
tenth year of the Cho]a king Parakfisarivarman. Records gift of 
sheep for a lamp to the temple at SerrQr, a devadSna in SerrQr- 
kQn’am, by a native of Klramaiigalam which belonged to Poyyil- 
kOrram. 

67 . 613 of 1909. — (Tamil.) On another stone in the same 
place. A fragmentary record of the Chola king Rajendra-Cholu I. 
Contains a portion of the historical introduction which begins with 
tirumanni. 

' 68. 6140/1909. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the same temple. Records in S. 1566, Tarana, gift of 
land to the temple of Saranathasvamin and to the shrine of 
Alvar, by a certain Govindadasa for the merit of king Vijaya- 
Raghava. [Was the donor the celebrated Govinda DTkshita> 
minister of Achyutappa Nayaka (1572— 1614) ? J 

69 . 615 0/1909. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa 
in front of the central shrine in the Sara-Parame 4 vara temple at 
U^aiyarkOyil, a hamlet of the same village. A record in the 
seventh year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajaraja- 
dOva. Records gift of money for a lamp to the temple of Tiruch- 
chenneri-Udaiyar at Tiruchchirai. 

70 . 616 of 1909. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the first year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Ra jara jadcva. Records gift of money for a lamp to the temple 
at Tiruchchirai alias Rajasundari-chaturvedimahgalam, by a native- 
of Karivedu in Damar-kOftam of Jayahgonda-Cholamandalam. 

71 . 617 of 1909. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
manfapa. A record in the fifth year of the Chola king Vikrama- 
CholadOva (1118 — 35). Built in, at the bottom. Records gift of 
land to the shrine of the goddess. 

72 . 618 of 1909. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
fourth year of the Cho[a king Tribhuvanachakravartin Vikrama- 
CholadOva (1118 — 35). Records gift of land to the temple of Tiruch- 
chennOri U^aiyar at Tiruchchirai by the assembly of Vldalflr. 

73 . 619 of 1909. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the fifth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Vikrama-Choladeva (1118 — 35). Built in, at the bottom. Records 
gift of land by the same assembly. 

74 . 620 0/1909. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
forty-seventh year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulottunga-Choladeva (I,? 1070 — 1118). Records sale of land to 
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the temple of Tiruchchenneri Udaiyar at Rajasundari-chaturvedi- 
mangalara, a brahmadeya in SerrQr-kQrram, which was a sub- 
division of Kulotturiga-Cholavalanadu. Another inscription below 
this is dated in the ninth year of Tribhuvanachakravartin Vikramal 
Choladeva and records also a sale of land. [The inscription is of 
fiscal interest. It says that, in accordance with the king's Srimukha, 
the lands of those who were in two years’ arrears of the royal 
dues during the forty-seventh year of the reign should be soltl, and 
that the lands of certain Brahmaita tenants who had been unable to 
pay the taxes and left the village were sold to the local temple. 
See inscriptions at Konerirajapuram, Tirumdlam, KOvam and Ukkal 
for similar examples.] 

75 . 621 of 1909. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
fifth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Vikrama- 
Chojadeva (1118 — 35). Records gift of land to the shrine of the 
goddess by a certain Ulaguyyavandan, who purchased it from the 
assembly of Rajasundari-chaturvCdimaiigalam, a bruhmadeya in 
the same district. 

Tirubttvanam. 

The Government Epigraphist surmises that the village was 
founded by Kulottunga ChOja HI who had the title Tribhuvana- 
vfradCva. 

76 . 1590/ 1911. — (Tamil.) On the south base of the Ranga- 
natha-Peruma] temple. A damaged record in the tenth year of the 
Pandya king Jafavarman Tribhuvanachakravartin Parakraina- 
Paijdyadeva. Registers a contract between the residents of “ the 
city ” of Trubhuvanavirapura and those of Kulamangala-nadu who 
owned the ur-kdval of that village. [The ur-kaval men take an osith 
not to be unjust or injure the people in any way and they receive, 
in return for their duty, a selai (cloth) on each marriage among the 
Ka\lar-makkal. They were to demand no selai on other marriages 
than the first.] 

77 . 160 0/1911. — (Tamil.) On the north and west bases of the 
same temple. A mutilated record in the tenth year of the Pandya 
Wng Jafavarman Tribhuvanachakravartin Parakrama-Papdyadcva. 
Refers to a contract similar to that registered in the above epigraph 
and mentions the chief Udaiyar Kula^ckharadCva alias KOpakaraya 
in whose presence ^naipperumal alias KulOttunga 4 ola-varaiyan, 
agreed to the contract. [Is the king referred to the same as 
Jatavarman Parakrama who ascended the throne in 1334 ?] 

78 . 18911/1907. — (Grantha.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine_in the KampaharS^vara temple. A damaged record. Men- 
tions Arya ^rl-Somanatha. 

79 . 190 0/1907. — (Grantha.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Cho)a king SrT-KulOttunga-Choladeva (III). Registers the 
building operations of the king. 
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8Q. 191 of 1907* (Gra^tha.) At the entrance into the outer 
gOpura of the same temple, right side. A record of the Chola 
king Tribhuvanavira. [This is a duplicate copy of the above 
epigraph.] 

81 . 192 of 1907. — (Grantha.) On the same gOpura, left side. 
A record of the Cho]a king Sit-Kulottuhga-Chola. [This is also a 
duplicate copy of No. 79.] 

Tirukkalittattai- 

82 . 291 oj 1908.— (Tamil.) On the north wall of the central 
shrine in the Vedapurl 4 vara temple. A record in the seventh year 
of king Perumal Sundara-Choladeva, “who drove the Panclya 
into the forest.” Records gift of land for offerings to the temple 
of Srikudittittai-Udaiyar in Vadagarai-VembarrQr, by the king’s 
general (sinapati) Pirantakan Siriyavelar alias TirukkarraH-Pich- 
chan. Edited in Ep. Ind., XII, pp. 120—6, by Mr. K. V. Subrah- 
manya Ayyar, who points out that Sundara Chola was Parantaka II. 

83 . 292 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
ninth, year of the Chola king Parakfisarivarman alias RajCndra- 
ChOladOva (1012 — 43). Refers to the remission of taxes on land 
belonging to the temple of Srlkudlttiftai Paramasvamin in Vcin- 
barjttr alias SOjamarttanda-chaturvedimangalam, a brahmadeya in 
Mappinadu, which was a subdivision of Rajendra 4 ihga-valanadu. 
by the assembly of that village, after the receipt of sixty-five 
kdsus. Out of the interest on this the assembly bound itself to pay 
all taxes. The taxes included, among others, the paddy for 
poMhavdriyant and those on corn, gram, oil, ghee, etc. 

84 . 293 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
ninth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Rajendra- 
Choladeva (I). Refers to a similar transaction by the same 
assembly. Mentions Rajaraja-fevaramu^aiyar. The chief terri- 
torial division is here called Vadagarai Rajendra 4 ingavalanadu. 
Amongst the terms figuring in the epigraph may be mentioned 
Kadikai-madhyastha, Kdranattan, Voikhanasa, Siva Brahmotia, etc. 

85 . 294 a/ 1908.— (Tamil.) On the north wall of the central 
shrine in the Vedapurlivara temple. A record in the eighth year 
of the Chola king ParakOsarivarman alias RajOndra-ChoJadeva (I)- 
Registers still another transaction of the same kind. 50 kdsus 
received for taxes on 3% «<»• («-0)*«fri^ij«9. afiihuiiramir 
sirafi.") 

86. 295 of 1908.— (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the twenty-second year of the Choja king 
Parakesarivarman. Records gift of land for ofiferings to the temple 
of ^iTkudittittai-Perumal by a member of the assembly of Amam- 

narayapa-chaturvedimangalam, a divaddna and a brahmadiya vs

second year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. Records gift 
of land for a lamp to the temple of Tirukkudittittai-Perumaj in 
AmaninSrayapa-chaturvedimahgalam. 

88. 297 0/1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Chola king Rsjakesarivarman, the date of which is lost. 
Records gift of a silver pot to the temple of SrTkudittittai Maha- 
deva at VembarrQr by Sembiyan-MahadCvi-ppirattiyar, who gave 
birth to Uttama-CholadOva. See next epigraph. 

89 . 298 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the third year of the Chola king Rajarajakesarivarman. Records 
gift of land for offerings and for the supply of T08 pots of bathing 
water to the temple of Mahadfiva in Amaninarayana-chaturvCdi- 
marigalam by Kilanadigal, the daughter of Vijupparaiyar and the 
queen of Uttama-Choladeva (970 ? — 85), son of GandaradittadOva. 

90 . 299 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
shrine. An unfinished record in the fourteenth year of the Chola 
king Rajakesarivarman. Records gift of money for two lamps by 
the wife and daughter of SiriyavClar. See No. 82 above. 

91.3000/1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. An unfinished 
record in the fifteenth year of the Chola king RajakOsarivarman. 
Records gift of money for two lamps. 

92 . 301 0/1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
twenty-eighth year of the Chola king Rajarajakesarivarman alias 
Kajarajadeva (I). Records gift of ninety sheep for a lamp by 
Vemban Slrudaiyar alias Mlnavan-mahadCviyar, queen of Ra jaraja- 
deva. States that Amaninarayana-chaturvedimahgalani was situ- 
ated in Manni-nadu, a subdivision of Vadagarai-Rajendra-simha- 
Valanadu. 

93 . 302 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record of the Chola king Perumaj Sundara-Choladfiva alias Pon 
. . . “ who drove the Pandya into the forest,” the date of which 
is lost.

Tirutnayanam. 

(Called in orthodox tradition TirukkadavQr Mayanam and 
famous as the place where Siva burnt Brahma, adorned himself 
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with his ashes and then revived him. Hence the name Brahma- 
purT&vara.) 

On the north wall of the mantapa in 
front of the central shrine. in the BrahmapuiT^vara temple. An un- 
finished record in the thirty-fourth year of Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Konerimaikondfln. Records gift of land for growing water lilies 
to be offered to the god Tirumayanamudaiyar. 

96 . 54 — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 

twenty-second year of Tribhuvanachakravartin Konerinmaikonilan.

Refers to the revenue survey in the 
sixteenth year of the reign of Kulottunga I, who abolished tolls.

ment of victors.” Records gift of land to the temple of Udaiyar 
Tirumaiyan^udaiya-Perumal in AmbanadutpadamCviya Tiruk- 
kadavQr in AkkQr-nadu, a district of Jayahgonda-Chola-valanadu. 

103 . 61 of 1906. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
mantapa. A record in the eighth year of the Chola king Tri- 
bhuvanachakravartin Kulottuhga-Choladeva (III), “ who was pleased 
to take Madurai.” Records gift of a lamp to the temple of Udaiyar 
Tirumaiyanamudaiya-Perumal at TirukkadavQr in AkkQr-nadu, a 
district of Jayahgonda-Chola-valanadu. 

104 . 62 0/1906. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
ninth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottunga-

On the south wall of the same 
prakara. A damaged record in the thirteenth year of the Choja 
king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuiiga-Choladeva (III), “ who 
was pleased to take Madurai, Ilam (Ceylon) and the crowned head 
of the Papdya.”

An incomplete 
record in the^ forty-third year of the Chola king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin ^rr-Kulottuiiga-ChoIadeva (I?). Records sale of land 
by the assembly of NalQr to a resident of VanavanmadOvi-chatur- 
vediipahgalam in SerfOr-kOrrani, which was a subdivision of 
KulOttuhga-Chola-valanadu. 

133 . 3240/ 1910.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged, 
rccorjj. Seems to record a gift of land to the temple of Tirumaya- 
nattu-Paramasvami and mentions also the temple of Samaparo^va- 
rattu-Perumal. 

133 . 325 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the _ forty-third year of the Chola king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Srl-KulOttunga-ChOladOva (I ?). Seems to record a 
gift of land for a lamp. 

134 . 326 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twenty-third year of the Chola king Rajaraja-RajakCsarivar- 
man alias Sri-RajarajadOva (I). Records gift of land for a lamp to 
the shrine of Krishna-VennaikkQttarli-aiulu^inra-AJvar in Tiru- 
narayana-Vinnagar of NalOr, a brahmadeya in SewOr^kOrram, which 
was a district of Kshatriya-^ikhamani-valanadu. On this occasion 
the I assembly of NalQr met at the “ big hall ” called Ganda- 
radittan. 

125 . 327 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the fourth year of the Chola king Madiraikopda-Para- 
kesarivarman (Parantaka I). Records gift of land to the temple of 
SamapareSvarattu-Perumanadigal at NalQr, by the assembly of 
Akkiramakotta-chaturvedimangala, a brahmadeya in Tehkarai- 
TirunaraiyQr-nadu. 

126 . 328 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the sixteenth year of the Chola king ParakCsarivarman. 
Built in at the end. Seems to record a gift of land by the assem- 

of Arurchcheri, a brahmadiya in TirunayaiyQr-nadu, to the 
temple of Tirumayanam in NalQr. 

137 . 329 of 1910.— (Tamil.) On the south wall. A much 
damaged record of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman, the date of 
which is doubtful. 
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128 . 330 of 1910.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. 4 |) fecord in 
the fifteenth year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarmah. Records 
gift of twelve Ha-kaiu for twelve lamps, by a merchant of Nalor, 
named Narapan ^oladiga} alias Tirunavukkaraiyan, to the temple 
of Tirumayanattu-Parame^vara. 

129 . 331 (?/ l9lO.^(Tamil.) On the south wall of the manfapa 
in front of the same shrine. A record in the seventh year of the 
Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Vlrarajendradeva. Records 
gift of two lamps by a lady from ^embiyankudavayil alias 
Alampalil to the temple of Tirumayanam-Udaiyar. fit is impos- 
sible to say whether the king was Vlra Rajendra I or II. The 
former ruled from 1063 to 1070 and the latter (same as Kulottunga 
III) from TI78 to 1216.] 

130 . 332 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the seventeenth year of the Chofa king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajarajadeva (III). Registers a decision of the assembly of NalQr 
alias Vanavanmadevi-chaturvedimangalam, which met at the foot 
of a tamarind tree. States “ that the residents should not do any- 
thing against the interests of their village nor against the temple 
of Tirumayanam-udaiyar and similar institutions ; that if they did 
so, they must suffer as the grdmadrdhins do and that people who act 
against this decision should not be allowed the privilege of ‘ touch- 
ing ^iva,’ etc.” Mr. Krishna Sastri believes that the grdmadrdhins 
were evidently the grdmahantakas of the UttaramallQr inscriptions. 

Tirundgisvaram * ( Anakkudi). 

The village is now well known not only for its Naganatha- 
svami temple but its Uppiliyappan or Tiruvipnahar shrine referred 
to in the Prabandhas- 

131 . 211 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the central 
shrine in the Naganathasvamin temple. A damaged record in the 
sixth year of the Chofa king Parakesarivarman alias Rajendra- 
Chofa (I). Provides for a gold jewel worked in gems and pearls, 
from the accumulated income of a land evidently presented by 
Adiga) Achchan, one of the junior elephant mahauts ( Ilaiyakmjira- 
tnallar) in the army of Udaiyar-^n-Rajendra-ChOfadeva commanded 
by SolamQvendavelar, to the temple of Tirunage^varam Udaiyar 
at Tiruvippagar-Tirunageivaram in TiraimQr-nadu, a subdivision 
of Uyyakkopdar-vafanadu. [Tiruvippagar is named after the 
local God Vishpu or Uppiliyappa. The great Gopala Deiika, 
the founder of the Munitraya cult of ^ri Vaishpavism is said to 
be an avatdr of this God.]

God’s name is ChampaUuaoyfiTaia and the firtha IndiaUrtha. 
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133 * ZfJi of 1911* — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the eighth year of the ChO}a king Parakesarivamtan alias Rajendra- 
Chola (I). Records gift of forty-eight sheep for half a lamp to 
the same Mahadeva (Siva) temple by a palace-woman (pendafti) 
TTran ^attivi^angi for (the merit of) her daughter Araiyan Uttama- 
dani (a resident) of Udaiyar-Anaimerrufljinar-vclam alias 
AbhiraanabhQshana-tterinda-tiruvandikkappu-velam. Mentions 
Jananathapuram in TiraimOr-nadu. 

133. 213 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A partly 
damaged record in the fourteenth year of the Chola king Para- 
kesarivarman alias RajOndra-Chola (I). Built in. Registers jewels, 
gold and silver vessels, etc., owned by the temple, with the permis- 
sion of the king which was obtained at the request of a temple 
servant named Kandan Kovalanadan. Tirunage 4 varamudaiya 
MahadOva is stated to have been situated in TirukkudamOkku 
in PambQr nadu, a subdivision of Uyyakkondar valanadu. 

134 . 214 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the second year of the Chola king Parakesari- 
varman alias Udaiyar ^rt-Rajendradeva (1050 — 63). Records that 
the assembly ( mula-parudaiydr) of TirukkudamQkku received lOO 
k&su from Mapikkan Mavali alias Vikkirama^ihga-Pallavaraiyan, 
a native of Marudam in Vehkunra-kottam, a subdivision of Jayaii- 
gonda-chola-mandalam. This money was utilized by them for 
repairing damages caused by the KavOri floods to the irrigation 
channel. For this, interest at the rate one kalam of paddy on each 
k&su was set apart for providing offerings in the temple of 
Tirunage^varam Udaiyar and for expounding the Sivadharma in 
the assembly hall called Tiruchchirrambalamudaiyan built in the 
temple by the abovementioned VikkiramaSinga-Pallavaraiyan. 

135 . 215 of 1911. — (Grantha and Taitiil.) On the south wall of 
the same shrine. An unfinished and damaged record in the ninth 
year of the Choja king RajakOsarivarman (Gapdaraditya). Seems 
to provide for offerings and mentions Arifijigaippirattiyar, a Bapa 
queen and the daughter of prince Arikulakesari (son of Parantaka 
I). Mentions the Simhalas (i.e., Ceylon). [The marriage of a Bana 
king with Parantaka’s granddaughter shows the later friendship 
of the Bapa and the Choja houses.] 

136 . 216 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Cho]a king Rajendra-Chola I. Built in at the right end. 

^i!|f®ntions Pa&upatadgva as the name of the image carried about in 
l^ocessions. 

132 C?I ^7 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the thirty-second year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias 
Udaiyar ^n-Rajendra-ChO|adeva L Built in at the right end. It 
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records gift of land to the temple of Tirunilge&varamudaiya- 
Mahadeva at Tirukkudamhkku in PambQr-nadu, a subdivision of 
Uyyakkopdar-valanadu, by Narakkan Kfishpan Raman of KSralan- ' 
taka-chaturvedimahgalam in Vennadu, ' another subdivision of 
the same valanadu. The twenty-fourth and thirty-first years of 
the king are quoted in the body of the inscription. Mentions also 
the -coin Rajindrasdlan-hdsu (evidently issued by RajSndrachoja 
I). It’ seems that the original area endowed was 9^ mas, biit 
according to “ the ma of the twenty-fourth year which contained 
128 kuUs " it amounted to 7^ mds. [Krishnan-Raman was the 
general of Rajaraja I and superintended the building of the 
enclosure of the Brihadl^varasvami temple. See S.I. Vol. n, 
p. 139. He also set up an Ardhanari^vara image in the shrine.] 

138 . 2l8fl/l9ll. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fourteenth year of the Chola king Rajaraja-Rajakesarivamian 
(I). Records of sale of velis of land to the same temple by the 
assembly of Madanamahgalam, a brahmadeya in TirunaraiyOr- 
nat^u. Tiruvinnagar Tirunageivaram is stated to have been a 
devaddna in TiraimQr-nadu. The cost of the land (6 md and i 
kant), viz., loi kalanju (of tulaipon) was the fund formerly deposited 
for offerings by the princess Arinjigai-Piraftiyar, the Bana queen 
and the daughter of Prince Arikula-kesari. An introduction of 
Rajadhiraja beginning with tingaUr taru is inscribed next to this ; 
but is much damaged and incomplete. [The tulai-pon is gold after 
being “ burnt, cut, melted, cooled and found current.”] 

139 . 219 0/1911. — (Grantha.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record. Mentions Gapdaraditya, the temple (harmya) of Naga, 
Madhurantaka and the latter’s mother and two queens. [It seems 
fo be hinted, says Mr. Krishna Sastri, that Gapdaraditya was the 
builder of the temple.] 

140 . 220 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the first 
prakara of the same temple. A record in the nineteenth year 
of the Choja king Tribhuvanachakiavartin Rajarajadeya (II 7 ). 
Records gift of land in the hamlet of Sivapadha 4 ekharamangalam 
which was a part of Tirunaj;aiyQr cdias Paflchavanmahadevi- 
chaturvedimangalam in TirunaraiyQr-nadu, a subdivision of 
Kulottunga-Cho]avalanadu, to the temple of Tirunage^varamudai- 
yar at Tirunage^varam in Uyyakkopdflr-valanadu. Refers to a 
karaiyidu (lease) given to the tenants, by prince Kosalarayar. 

141 . 221 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
prakara.

•varman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva (II), the date 
of which is doubtful. Begins with the historiical hi^ii^uction 
pumaruviya-poljl, etc., and seeqis to record a gift of land.*^ 

149 . 222 0/1911. — (Tamil.) On a pillar lying ima^naptapa at 
‘ the end of the street in front of the same temple. A record in the 
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' second year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman. Records gift 
of v&rdvaikal (?) collected by the perunogarattar of Kumara* 
marttandapuram (hamlet of TirunagC^varam) for the renovation of 
the gopura and the tiruchchutralai called Kumaramattandan in the 
Miladudaiyar (temple) of that village, which is stated to have 
been situated in Tehkarai-TiraimOr-nadu. [The Choja king was 
evidently Aditya I. The name Kumara marttandapuram reminds 
one of the Pallava Nandipottaraiyar who had that title (see No. igg 
of 1907). The name Miladudaiyar palU, again, suggests a Jain 
shrine. This, together with the Jain images round the shrine of 
the goddess in the Naganathasvami temple, shows that this place 
must have been an early Jain centre. Again Miladudaiyar is 
another name for Saint Meypporulnayanar and if we suppose that 
the palli was a school or matha built in his honour, the present 
epigraph j:an be said to give a clue to his date, i.e., that he was 
prior to Aditya, I. He was connected with the Chedi chief of 
KlJiyOr (S. Arcot District).

Mentions a devodana village ' 
belonging to the temple of Arumolideva-Uvara at Palaiyaru in 
TirunaraiyOr-nadu, a subdivision of Kshatriyaiikamapi-valanadu 
and Arumolideva-valanadu. [Is this Palaiyaru the same as the 
capital of the Chola king Rajendra Chola I ?] See No. 460 below. 

A record of 
the Chola king Rajakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulottuniga-Choladeva (I). Built in at the end. Seems to record a 
gift of land by the assembly of TirunaraiyQr in TirunaraiyQr-nadu, 
a subdivision of Kulottunga-Chola-valanadu. [TirunaraiyQr was 
the native place of Nambiandar Nambi, the compiler of the 
Devaram hymns, who, according to literary tradition, was the 
“ contemporary of Abhaya Kula^ekhara Chola.” The latter has 
not been identified. According to Sundaram Pillai he was Raja- 
raja I, but it is doubtful. See Mile-stones in Tam. Lit., p. 38.

On the southern entrance into the 
same shrine, left side. A record in the eighteenth year of the 
Chola king RajakSsarivarman. Records gift of ninety sheep for a 
lamp to the temple of Tiruttatakai-Iivaragarattu-MahadCva-Bhafara 
at Tiruppananda[, which was a divaddna in Vadagarai-Manni- 
nadu, by Kovan Amudan, a native of KaruppOr in the same Nadu. 
Below this record is a fragment which seems to provide for offer- 
ings and a flower garden evidently to the same temple.

(1268 — 1308) who afterwards murdered his father?]

Udaiyar at Tiruppanandal in Mappi-nadu, a subdivision of 
Virudarajabhayankara-valanadu for lathing the God daily in 
Pancha-gavya.

[The epigraph shows that the place was 
founded by a Chola who defeated a Pandya at Idavai and saw him 
retreat and this took place in the time of Varaguna Pandya who 
came to the throne in A.D. 862. See Ep. Ind., Vol. IX, p. 87.] 

On the east wall of the same 
prakara. A record of the Chola king Rajakcsarivarman alias Tri- 
bhuvanachakravartin Kulottunga-Choladcva (II), the date of which 
is lost.

Refers to the fifteenth year probably of his predecessor.

towards his misappropriation of gold and silver ornaments, bronze 
utensils, etc., belonging to the temple. The embezzlement, it is 
stated, was detected in the twenty-eighth year of the king.

Tiruppurambiyam. 

The ^iva temple here is well known in Saivite tradition. It is 
said to celebrate the grace of the Lord towards Sunda and Upasunda 
and the miraculous power of Gh2nasambanda in reviving the lover 
of a Vapiga woman who had died of snake bite. Hence the name 
Sak 4 hl 4 vara of the deity. The temple is mentioned in the Devaram. 

It is also historically important as the scene of a battle between 
the Ganga Prithvipati I and Varaguija Papdya, in which the former 
lost his life. See Udayendram Plates of Prithvipati II [S.I.I., Vol. II, 
p. 381). It was in AndattukOrram in Rajendrasiihhavalanadu. 

191 . 690/ 1897. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine of the Sakshlivara temple. A record in the fourth year of 
the Chola king Ko-ParakSsarivarman “ who cut off the head of the 
Papaya.” Records gift of land. Built in. [Was the king Para- 
kesarivarman Sundara ChOla, the destroyer of Vira PSndya ?]

On the south wall of the maptapa 
in front of the central shrine in the same temple. A record in the 
ninth year of the .Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajadhiraja- 
dCva (I ?). Records gift of two lamps. 

205 . 620 of 1902. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the seventeenth year of the Chola king Rajaraja-Rajakesarivar- 
nwn alias Rajarajadeva (I). Refers to a grant made in the thirty- 
eighth year of Madurai-kopda ParakOsarivarman (Parantaka I). 
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306 > 6210/ 1902. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the eighth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Rajadhirajadeva (I ?).

From 1798 onward it has been the residence of the descendants 
of Amir Singh of Tanjore. The Divdram mentions it as Idai- 
marudu. In Chola time it was in TiraimQr-nadu in Uyyakkonda 
chola-vala-na<Iu. The local epigraphs contain a large number of 
Rajakesarivarmans and Parakesarivarmans who arc mostly un- 
identifiable.

(Uttamailli was the son of Parantaka I, 905 — 47). 

334 . 197 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the tenth year of the ChOla king Rajarajakesarivarman (Rajaraja 
I), “ who destroyed the ships at KandalQr.” Records gift of gold 
flower by a certain Hridaya^iva of TirupputtQr 

335 . 1980/1907. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fourth year of the ChOja king ParakSsarivarman. Records 
gift of a gold hand (hasta) set with precious stones. 

336 . 1990/ 1907. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fourth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. Refers to 
the inscriptions registering money endowments for lamps to the 
temple and states that all the stones bearing them were used up 
when the central shrine was built of stone.

The 
temple is called ^n-Kalakaladeva at PadaiCviya TirukkadavOr 
in Ambar-nadu. 

634.230/1906. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A damaged 
record in the fifteenth year of the Chela king Rajaraja-Rajakesari- 
varman (I, 985 — 1013). The sahhd of KadavOr gave certain land 
as to a person for doing certain services in the temple. 
Mentions the conquest of KandalOr-^alai, Verigai-nadu. Refers to 
the shrine called TiruvIrattanattu-PerurnKnadigai. 

635 . 24 of 1906.— (Tamil.) On the same base. An incomplete 
record in the thirteenth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman 
olios Udaiyar Srl-Rajendra-Choladeva (lOi 1 — 43 )- Mentions NallOr 
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in NallQmadu, a district of Nittavinoda-va|anadu. The conquests 
extend up to the Gahga. 

636 . 25 of 1906. — (Tamil.) On the south base of fhe same 
shrine. A damaged record in the twenty-sixth year of the Chftla 
king Rajakesarivarman n/ius Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottunga- 
ChOladeva. Registers an agreement of the assembly of Ulpada- 
eviya TirukkadavQr in Ambar-nadu, a district of Rajanarayana- 
valanadu. Mentions Kuhgiliyakkalaya-Nayanar. 

637 . 26 of 1906. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A slightly 
damaged and incomplete record of the Chola king Rajarajakesari- 
varman (985 — 1013) in his sixteenth year, Mithuna, Panchami, 
Thursday, R€vati< Records sale of land. 

638 . 27 o/* 1906. — (Tamil.) On the same base. An incomplete 
record in the sixteenth year of the Chola king Rajarajakesari- 
varman (i.e., Rajaraja I), Puratta^i, Monday, Punarvasu. Records 
sale of land. The village is called Padai-eviya TirukkadavQr in 
Ambar-nadu. See Ep. 7 «J.,Vol. IX, p. 208, where it is shown that 
the date corresponded to Monday, 23rd September, A.D. looo. 

639 . 28 of 1906. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the mantapa 
in front of the same shrine. A mutilated record of the Pandya 
king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula^ekharadeva 
(1, 1268—1308), “ who was pleased to take every country,” the date of 
which is lost. Quotes the thirteenth year of the reign of Perumal 
Sundara-Pandyadeva (evidently the eldest son and murderer of 
Kula 4 ekhara). 

640 . 29 of 1906. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
maptapa. A mutilated record in the seventh year of the Chola 
king Farakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Vikrama- 
CholadSva (1118 — 35). Records gift of money for a lamp. 

641 . 30 1 906. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. An incomplete 
record in the sixth year (Vrischika, Margadirsha, Wednesday) of 
the Cho|a king Farakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Vikrama-Cho(adeva (1118 — 35). The continuation is covered with 
chunam. See Ep. Ind., Vol. TX, p. 209, where the date is calculated 
to be Wednesday, November 7, A.D. 1123. 

642 . 31 of 1906. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
mantapa. A record in the fifth year of the Chola king Tribhu* 
vanachakravartin Rejarfljadeva. The shrine is called Udaiysr 
Stl-Kklakaladeva, at TirukkadavOr in Akktlr-nadu> ^ district of 
Jayahgobda-Chola-valanadu. 

643 . 32 of 1906. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the first 
prakara of the same temple* A record in the eighteenth year of 
the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva* Registers 
the lamps granted to the temple and the lands reclaimed at Mapsr- 
kumu in firakkattuchcheri for their maintenance. One of the 
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donors is Vedavanamu^aiyan Ammaiyappan of PalaiyanQr in

referred to, the Rajaraja mentioned here should be ^the third of 
his name.] 

A record in 
the second year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Vlra- 
rajendra-CholadCva. Records gift of land for lamps_to the temple 
of Udaiyar ^rl-Kalakaladeva at TirukkadavOr in AkkCr-nadu, a 
district of Jayangonda-Chol.a-valanadu. [Is Virarajendra II, or 
Kulottunga III, intended ?] 

646 . 35 of 1906. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of the 
Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajadhirajadeva, the date of 
which is lost. Records gift of land for a lamp by a native of 
EmapperQr in EmappSrQr-nadu (a subdivision) of Naduvibnadu 
alias. Rajarajavajanadu. Another lamp was given by a native of 
Nadar in Pambura-nadu, a district of Uyyakkondar-valanadu k$ic). 

647.360/1906. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
twelfth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajadhi- 
rajadeva (n), “ who was pleased to take Madurai and Ijam (Ceylon). ” 
Records gift of land for a lamp by a native of PodalQr in Podalar- 
vattam, a district of Papdikula^ani-valanadu. 

648 . 37 0/1906. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
ninth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottunga- 
Choladeva (HI), “ whio was pleased to take Madufai." Records 
gift of land for a lamp by a native of MQlangudi in Nalla^^fOr-na^u, 
a district of Virudarajabhayaihkara val.anSdu. 

649 . 38 0/1906. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the ninth year of the Chol.a king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulottunga-Chojadeva (III, II86 — 1216), “ who was pleased to take 
Madurai.” Records gift of landatManalkunruinErukkauuchcheri 
by a native of PerunallQr in Kllvengai-nSdu, a district of Rajaraja- 
vajana^u. 

650 . 39 0/1906. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
fourth year of the Choja king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottunga- 
Chojadeva. Records gift of land in the same locality by ^ckkijan 
Ammai-appan ParantakadSvan alias Karikala Cho{a-Pallavaraiyan • 
of KunrattOr in KunrattOr-na^u, a district of PuliyQr-kottam alias 
Kulottunga-Cho]a-valanadu. (The inscription is very important 
as it refers to Sekkilar of KunyattOr who, according to Tamil

Rajaraja-iivara by the of Ulppadameviya TirukkadavOr in 
Ambar-naejut a subdivision of AkkOr-nadu, a district of Jayah- 
gopda-Chola-vajanadu. See Bp. Ind., Vol. IX, p. 213, where it is 
shown that the date corresponded to 31st March, A.D. 1194 . Vlra-

655 . 44 of 1906. — (Tamil.) On the base of the verandah 
enclosing the central shrine in the same temple, south side. 
Records gift of land in the village of Velapmanai in KanattQr- 
nadu to the temple of Kalakaladeva at Olugamahgalam. 

656 . 45 0/1906. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the fourteenth year of the Papdya king Jatavarman Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Vlra-PapdyadSva. Records gift of land. Mentions 
the forty-first year of the king’s predecessor and the shrine of 
Vikrama-Cho}Tchchuramu^aiyar. [Is this the king who ascended 
the throne in A.D. 1253 ?] 

657 . 46 of 1906. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the thirty-fourth year of the Papdya king Maravarman Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Kula&ekharadeva (I ? 1268 — 1308). Records gift oi 
land for forty lamps for the merit of Ulagudaiya-Perumal- 
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country is said to have been in a state of confusion for a long 
time and the inhabitants to be suffering distress, evidently in 
consequence of the king’s making over a portion of his dominions 
to his younger brothers. The king resumed the lands and the 
people returned. 

658 . 47 of 1906* — (Tamil verse.) On the third gopura of the 
same temple. A record in Vishaiya (Vrisha?) of the_Vijayanagara 
king Kfishnaraya.

A damaged 
record. Mentions Kadavarkon. 

661 . 50 0/ 1906.— (Tamil verse.) On the same gopura. Com- 
posed by Kalakala, king of Ceylon. 

662 . 51 of 1906. — (Tamil.) On the same gopura. A damaged 
record of the Pandya king Perumal-Sundara-Pandya, the date of 
which is lost. 

663 . 52 a/ 1906. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the SundarCS- 
vara shrine in the same temple. A record in the tenth year of the 
Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Ra jara jadeva. . Records gift 
of land.

Registers a gift of land by the sabha of 
TirumaQahjeri to the same temple. The date, according to Mr. 
Swamikannu Pillai, corresponds to 9th May, A.D. 1045, and “ shows 
that the reign began between May 9, A.D. 1018, and 3rd December 
1018, thus reducing Kielhorn’s limits by two months.” 

667 . 40/ 1914. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of the 
Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Vikrama-Choladeva (1118—35) 
in his fifth year Makara, 4 u. di. lo, Wednesday, Mriga 4 ira, 
corresponding to February 7, A.D. 1123.

Records gift of a gold diadem to the 
temple of Tiruverudupadi-udaiya-Mahadeva at GangaikopdaSola- 
chaturvedimangalam in Kurukkai-nadu, a subdivision of Raj2* 
dhirajavalanadu, by Karupakaran Mudigopdaiolan alias Vaja* 
varaja-MOvendavelan, a native of KottaiyOr in the same nadu.

Ind., Vol. XI, p. 288, where it is 
pointed out that the date corresponded to Monday, 17th August 
1136.

Choladeva. Records gift of land. Dr. Kielhorn gives the English 
date of the inscription to be Saturday, 20th March, A.D. 1249.

Tiruchchehgattahgudi. 

This place is well known as the native place of Saint ^iruttopda 
vrho was a contemporary of Gfianasambanda, who figures in the 
PoriapurStfa, and who was present in the battle of Vatapi about 642. 
See Vol. II, p. 172, for his idol set up at Tapjore. ^aiyite 
tradition connects it with God Gapapati’s victory over a demon, 
thereby giving rise to the name of the shrine Gapapatlchchuram. 
It has been sung by Gfianasambanda and Appar. 
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741 . 51 of igil. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the central 
shrine in the UttarSpatl^vara temple. An unfinished record of the 
Vijayanagara king Vira-VirUppappa-Udaiyar(lI), i.e., Virtlpaksha I, 
son of Vira-Ariyaraya (Harihara II) in S. 1 306, Raktakshi! 
Seems to record a gift of land to the shrine of GapapatKuram 
Udaiya-Nayinar and Uttara-pati-Nayaka at Tiruchchengattangudi 
in Marugal-nadu which was a subdivision of Geyamapikkavala* 
nadu by the chief Somaya-Dappayakkar.

May, A.D. 1178. 

756 . 66 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuiiga-Chojadeva 
(III), “who took Madurai (Madura) and was pleased to take the 
crowned head of the Pandya ” in his eighteenth year and 330th 
day. Records gift of land by purchase for laying out a road to 
carry in procession Siralapillaiyar from themaptapa of Siruttoncla- 
devar at Tiruchchengattangudi to the village of Tiru-Marugal. 
Refers to the land survey made in the sixteenth year of Kulottunga- 
Chojadeva (I), “ who abolished tolls.” 

757 . 67 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the eighteenth year and 330th day of the king of the Choja king 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuhga-Choladeva (HI), “who took 
Madurai (Madura) and was pleased to take the crowned head of 
the Papdya.” Registers the remission of taxes in favour of the 
temple, for maintaining the worship of ^Irajapillaiyar. Refers 
also to the eleventh year of Kulottunga-Choladeva, " who abolished 
tolls.” 

758 . 68 a/ 1913.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records that 
the grants registered in the above two inscriptions were caused 
to be made by Savannachakravartin of Ve]ichcheri, by the 
lady devotee, Alliyangodai-ammai and Apdar Vilangudaiyar 
^iruttopdar. 

759 . 690/1913* — (Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
maptapa. A record of the Cho}a king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajarajadeva (III), in his twenty-fourth year, Si^ha, ba. di. I 3 t 
Saturday, Pa^am. Records gift of land by AradOrudaiyan Tim* 
chchif^ambalamudaiyan alias Tiruchchirfambala-Pallavaraiyan for 
providing offerings in the maptapa called Tirumuttuvaneri to the 
God Uttarapati-Nayaka on the occasion when he was to give 
salvation to his devotee during the festival of Sittirai-Barani. 
[Bhairava was the form in which ^iva came from the north and 
gave salvation to ^iruttopda.] 

760 . 700/1913* — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record of 
the Chola king Parnkesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin* 
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KulOttunga-ChOladeva (HI), “ who was pleased to take Madurai 
(Madura),” in his tenth year and 123rd day. Built in at the 
beginning. The king is called Tribhuvanachakravartin Konfirin- 
maikopdan. Seems to record the grant of landed property to a 
certain Rajendraiola-Achariyan, who was perhaps the temple 
architect. The Royal Secretary ( tirimandira-dlai) was RajCndra- 
4inga-MQvendavelan. 

761 . 71 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same base. An unfinished 
record of the ChOja king Tribhuvanachakravartin, the -date of 
which is lost. Seems to record a gift of land in the villages Tiru- 
vettaikattalai and Dinachintamani-chaturvedimangalam for pro- 
viding offerings on every day of Bharani to the God Uttarapati. 

762 . 72 0/1913.— (Tamil.) On the east, north and west walls 
of the Vatapi-Ganapati shrine in the same temple. A much 
damaged record of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin KulOt- 
tunga-Choladeva (III), “ who was pleased to take Madurai (Madura), 
ilam (Ceylon), KaruvQr and the crowned head of the Pandya,” in 
his twenty-second year and 130th day. Seems to register a 
number of lands acquired for constructing the third prakara of the 
temple and a street round it. Reference is also frequently made 
to the reign of KulOttunga-Chola I, “ who was pleased to abolish 
tolls,” and to the temple of Vikrama-CholT 4 vara. 

763 . 73 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the same 
shrine. This wall is the gift of VattavarAadaiyan RajasQriyap- 
pallavaraiyan of PuduvQr. 

764 . 74 <7/1913. — (Tamil.) On the second gopura of the same 
temple, right of entrance. A record in Ananda of Pattukkaftari 
KonSrideva-Maharaja. Records gift of taxes to the temple of Utta- 
rapati-Nayaka at the request of Majuvachakravartin for jnain- 
taining certain festivals. 


765 . 75 of 1913. — (Tamil.) In the same place. A much 
damaged record of the Vijayanagara king Viruppanna-Udaiyar 
(II), i.e., Virtlpaksha I, son of Vira-Ariyappa-Udaiyar (Harihara II), 
in 1306, Raktakshi, Kumbha, ba. di. 10, Sunday, MQla, correspond- 
ing to 5th February 1385. Seems to record a gift of land. 

7 66 . 76 of 1913. — (Tamil.) In the same place, left of entrance. 
A record in th« seventh year of the Pandya king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Parakrama-Pandyadeva. Records gift of two velis 
of land at MarungQr for repairs in the temple of Uttarapati- 
Nayaka. Refers to the STraian-Siruttopdan-madam in the temple 
of Gapapatl 4 uramudaiya-Nayanar. 

767 . 77 of l9I3.-~(Grantha and Tamil.) In the same place. 
A damaged record of the Chola king Parakfisarivarman alias 
KSjadhirajanarapati Rajendra-Chola (III, 1245 — 67), “ who cut off 
the heads of two Paptjiya kings.” Supplies a long list of the San- 
skrit birudas of the king. Seems to record a gift of land to -the God 
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Uttarapati-NSyaka in the temple of Gapapatlivaram-U^aiyar for 
the purpose of the Bharapi festival in the months of Sittirai and 
Arpasi. Among the achievements of the king are mentioned his 
capture of the stronghold of Vira-Rakshasa, which was called 
Uttara Lanka and which Mr. Krishna Sastri surmises to be a place 
near Rajahmundry in the Godavari delta ; his victory over two 
Pandas; and his power over the Karnafa king Someivara of the 
Hoysala dynasty. Vlra-Rakshasa is said to be the sole hero of 
the Vadpgas, and RajOndra’s campaign against him was perhaps 
due to a general war against Kopperuhjinga who had territory as 
far as Draksharama and who had given a good deal of trouble to 
Rajaraja III. RajSndrachOla’s time was thus one of genuine 
attempt to revive the Chola greatness. For the relations between 
Rajendra and Some^vara see 49 of 1913 at Sivayam (Trichinopoly 
district). 

768 . 780/1913. — (Tamil.) In the same place. A damaged 
and unfinished record of the Vijasranagara king Vlra-Viruppanpa- 
Udaiyar U, i.e., VirQpaksha I, in S. 1322, Pramadi, Mesha, ba. di. 
12, Friday, Uttiraftadi corresponding to Friday, 2nd May, 1399. 
Seems to provide for certain festivals in the temple of Uttarapati* 
Nayaka. 

769 . /Cj 0/1913. — (Tamil.) In the same place. A fragmentary 
record in S. 1394, Nandana, Simha, su. di., Monday, Attam. 
Seems to record a gift of land by purchase at PajOr in VadagSl 
Marugal-nadu which was a subdivision of Geyamanikka-valanadu, 
for offerings to the temple of Uttarapati-Nayaka by a native of 
Nandl^varam in Topdaimapdalam. 

770 . 800/ 1913. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the maptapa 
in front of the ChQlikamba shrine in the same temple. A record of 
the Chola king RajadhirajadSva (II), " who was pleased to take 
Madurai (Madura) and jiam (Ceylon),” in the thirteenth year, 
Simha, ba. di. 9, Wednesday, corresponding to 24th July II 74 * 
Some stones are missing. Seems to record the sale of four women 
as divaradiyar to the temple of Tiruvalangadudaiya-Nayanar for 

700 hasu. 

771 . 81 0/1913. — (Tamil.) On the main gopura of the same 
temple, right of entrance. A damaged record in PrajSpati. Seems 
to record the fees on looms, etc., fixed by an agent of Vira-Nara* 
iingaraya-Ayyan. 

772 . 82 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the same gnpura left of 
entrance. A record of the ChOla king Rajakesarivarman olios 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajadhirajarleva (H), the date of which is 
lost Begins with the introduction kadal-Sulnda, etc. Refers to a 
certain Ka^uvangu^aiyan Araiyan Atkop^a-Nayakan who was 
perhaps the donor. 
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Tirukkaif^svaram ( Tirukkondichchuram). 

This is one of the Saivite centres of the South-Kaveri region, 
where KamadhSnu worshipped Siva. Hence the name Pa^upatls-' 
vara. It has been sung by Appar. 

773 . 9 o of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the maptapa 
in front of the central shrine in the local Pa 4 upatT^vara temple. 
Dated in S. 1439 (A.D. 1517)1 Kvara, in the reign of Krishna deva 
Raya. Records gift of taxes bestowed from Vejavadai (Bezwuda) 
in favour of the Tirukkoi]idl 4 vara temple on the king’s return from 
the victorious tour in the east. The inscription refers to the capture 
of the fortress of Udayagiri and of Tirumalai Rahuttaraya (its 
governor?), the subjugation of Vinukopda, Nagarjunakorida, 
KoQijavTdu, Kondapalli, Rajamahendrapura, etc. 

Tirukkollambudur.

This place is famous in Saivite tradition as the scene where 
Gftanasambanda saved himself and his following from the frc.shes 
of the Kaveri.

774 . I of 1899. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the first 
prakara of the Bilvarapye^vara temple. A record in the fourth 
year of the Choja king Parakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Koneriraenkopdan (i.e., Kulottunga HI). Records the gift of 
the village of Kulottunga-Sola-KalattQr to a private individual. 

775 . 2 <j/'i 899. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
thirtieth year of the Cho|a king Tribhuvanachakravartin Tribhu- 
vanavTradeva (Kulottunga III), “who took Madura, Ceylon, KaruvOr 
and the crowned head of the Pandya.’’ Records gift of land for 
two lamps. 

Tirumatam. 

The place is one of great social interest as the Brahmans of the 
Prathama&akha sect generally known as midday Pariahs owe their 
existence to a religious sacrifice here. See Tanj. Gazr„ Vol. I, pp. 
237 "8, for details. 

776 . 930/ 1910. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the Magaje&vara temple. A damaged record in the 
forty-second year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman alias 
Chakravartin Sn-Kulottunga-Choladeva (I ?). Registers an order of 
the king from his throne Vapadhirajan in the hall Rajendracholan 
of his palace at Mu^igopda-Cholapuram. Mentions the temple of 
Ambar-Tirumagajam-U^aiyar in Ambar-na^u, a subdivision of 
Uyyakoqi^ar vajana^u. 

777. 94 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the forty-secopd year of the Chola king 
^Ajakesarivarman alias Chakravartin Sn-Kulottunga-Choladeva (I ?).

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Records gift of the village Puravuvarivi{again which was a 
dfvadana of the temple to a certain Tiruchchij^iambala-Nandarajan 
of Matter at the request of Nulambarajan. 

778 . 95 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the forty-second year of the Chol.a king 
Kulottuhga-Choladeva (I). Records gift of the village of Vadai). 
(Jtlr (?), a dh)adana of the temple to a certain Udayamartandan 
of Ambar, at the request of the same chief. 

779 . 960/1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the forty-second year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin ^n-Kulottuhga-Choladeva ( 1 ). Records gift 
of the village of Eyinikudi, also a devadana of the temple, to a certain 
^erkalan Ve{an Tiruvaykkulamudaiyan at the request of the same 
chief, as previous Kaqiya}as had neglected it so as not to yield 
even the Antardya-kaiu. “ The tenants could neither clear their 
old arrears nor grow fresh crops on them without breaks.” 

780 . 97 of 19TO. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the sixteenth year of the Cho{a king Parakesarivarman 
alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Vikrama-Choladeva (1118 — 35). 
Records gift of land. Sec Ep. Jnd., Vol. XI, p. 243, where Mr. R. 
Sewell discusses the date (Ani, TritTya, Monday, TiruvOqa) and 
shows that the thirteenth year of the king should have been intend- 
ed and that the date then corresponded to Monday, 25th June 
II31. “ The date proves that the reign could not have begun before 
June i6th, A.D. 1118.” 

781 . 98 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the maqfapa 
in front of the same shrine. A record in the twenty-seventh year 
of Tribhuvanachakravartin Konerinmaikoqdan. Refers to the 
revenue survey of the sixteenth year of ^imgandavirttarKyxlOttahgs- 
Choladeva (1, 1070 — II18), and records a gift of land in Sembah- 
gu^i, a village of Ambarna^u. 

782 . 99 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the first 
prakara of the same temple. Records that this prakara (tiru- 
mdUgai) was built by Vikrama-Chola (1118-^35). 

783 . 100 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the tenth year of the Cho)a king Parakesarivarman alias Tri* 
bhuvanachakravartin Vikrama-Choladeva (1118^-35). Mentions 
that in the fifteenth year of Rajendra-ChOladeva (II, i.e., Kulottunga 
I), the Goddess Uma-Parame&vari was set up, that a grant of land 
was made for its maintenance and, as it was neglected, it was 
renewed in the tenth year of Vikrama ChOla by the assembly of 
Madhurantaka-chaturvedimangalam. In continuation of this in- 
scription is another, dated in the fifteenth year of a king whose 
name is doubtful. It records a gift of land to the shrine of the 
same Goddess by the residents of Ambar-nagara.

A record in the twelfth year of the Chola king Kulottuhga-ChO}a- 
deva (i.e., KulOttuhga U, 1123 — 46, according to the Government 
Epigraphist). Records gift of land for offerings to the images of 
Atkop^a-Nflyakar and the goddess, both of which were presented 
to the temple at Tirumagalam by the ancestors of Amudan 
Tiruchchiffambalamudaiyan alias Udayamarttapda-MOvenda- 
vSlan, a native of SiruvelQr in .PanaiyQr-nadu which was a 
subdivision of Kshatriya&ikhamani-valanadu. 

786 . 1030/ 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the forty-fourth year of the Chola king RajakCsarivarman alias 
Chakravartin Sn-KulOttuhga-Choladeva (I). Records gift of money 
for a lamp by Vira-Vichchadara-Pallavaraiyan, a native of 
AnniyQr in Kurukkai-nadu, a subdivision of Virudarajabhayaih- 
kara-vajanadu. 

787 . 1040/ 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the third year of the Chola king ParakSsarivarman alias Tri- 
bhuvanachakravartin Vikrama-Choladeva (1118 — 35). Records 
^ift of land to the shrine of the goddess by certain residents of 
Siruve)ar in PanaiyQr-nadu, a subdivision of KulOttuhga-Cho}a- 
valanadu. 

788 . 105 0/ 1910. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
prakara. A fragmentary record in the forty-fourth year of the 
Chola king Kulottuhga-Choladeva (I ?). Provides for a lamp. 

789 . 1060/1910. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
prakara. An incomplete record in the forty-third year (of ?). Rer 
cords gift of money for a lamp by a native of Kupdavai-chaturvedi- 
mahgalam in MulaiyOr-nadu, a subdivision of GOyamapikka- 
valanadu. 

790 . 1070/ 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fiftieth year of the Chola king RajakOsarivarman alias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Srl-KulOttuhga-ChOladOva. Seems to record a 
gift of land for offerings, to the temple of Ambar-Tirumagalam 
Udaiyar in Ambar-nadu, a subdivision of BhQpalakuIavalli-vala- 
nadu, by certain residents of SiruvelQr. 

791 . 1080/1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the tenth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Chakra- 
vartiu Vikrama-Choladeva (ii 18—35). Records gift of paddy for 
offerings to the image of Atkopd^-Nayakar. 

792 . 109 0/ 1910. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the same 

prakara. A record in the eleventh year of the Chola king Raja- 
kesativaiman . . . Kulottunga-Choladeva (U). Records 
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gift of land for a lamp by DSvargapdan alias RajarSja PanaiyQr. 
nattu Mttvendavelan, a native of ^iruve{ar, and others. See Ep, 
Jnd., Vol. XI, p. 244, where Mr. Sewell calculates the date (Saturday 
Pushya, second solar day in Dhanus) to he November 27th, A.d!

793 . 1100/ 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the second year of the ChOla king ParakSsarivarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakrayartin. Records gift of money for two lamps. 

794 . Ill 0/ 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
seventeenth year of Tribhuvanachakravartin Koqerimenkoijdao. 
Records that certain lands close to the temple of Mudupagavar 
which were being enjoyed by a private individual, Rajaraja Palla* 
varayan, by mistake, was given back to the temple. [These lands 
were clai.-ned by the trustees of the temple to be the free-holding 
of the God from early times. The case was placed before 
Ve^alipparaiyar for inquiry. Pallavaraiyan stated that he had 
purchased the lands as Rajarajapperuvilai in presence of Vanadhi- 
raja, Nulambadhiraja, Kachchiyaraya and Pajandlvaraya when 
these had assembed in the Kuldttuhgasdlantiruvdsal in his palace 
at PerumbarrapuliyOr and produced documents to prove it. The 
trustees, on the other hand, produced evidences to show that the 
temple had purchased these lands in the fourth year of Rajaraja 
and was in possession till the thirteenth year of the king. Ve^alip- 
parayar and the councillors decided in favour of the trustees.] 

A record in 
the seventeenth year of the Chola king ParakSsarivarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuhga-Choladeva (KulOttuhga III, 
1186 — 1216), “who was pleased to take Madurai (Madura) and the 
crowned head of the Pandya.” Registers the release of the land 
referred to in the above epigraph. Mentions the fourth year of 
RajarajadSva. [Mr. Krishna Sastri points out that as the chiefs 
mentioned in the inscription were contemporaries of Kulottunga I, 
Rajaraja should be Rajaraja I.] 

796 . I13 0/19IO. — (Tamil.) On a slab lying in the courtyard 
of the same temple. Records gift of gold for fifty lamps, to the 
temple of Mahakajattu-Mahadeva at Ambar, by a native of 
Ananga-Vallavappadi. 

797 . 1 14 of 1910.— (Tamil.) On another slab lying in the 
same place. A record in the fourth year of the Cho}a king Raja- 
kesarivarman. Records gift of a necklace of pearls and a crown 
set with gems to the temple of Mahaka]attu-Mahadeva by Kari* 
puliyan alias ^Ojamarayan of PajuvUr in Kunfa-kQnrnn, on the 
occasion of his celebrating the God’s abhishtka. [The Government 
Epigraphist believes that the real meaning of the inscription is 
that the temple which was known to the DivOram hjrmners was 
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“ patronised for the first time by an officer of the Chola king.” 
See No. 8oo below.] 

798 . II5 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the third stone in the same 
place. A record in the fifteenth year of the Cho|a king Parake- 
sarivarman. Records gift of ninety sheep for a lamp by UdayamAr- 
tandan, son of Mannamudan, who was a native of SiruvelQr in 
PanaiyQr-valanadu. 

799 . n6 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the fourth stone in the same 
place. A mutilated record in the eighth year of the Chola king 
ParakSsarivarman. Records gift of land to the temple of Tiru- 
magalattu Mahadeva at Ambar in Ambar-nadu by a certain 
Va^arayan Araiigan MadSvan. 

800 . 1 17 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same stone. A mutilated 
record in the second year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman, 
“ who took the head of the Pandya.” Mentions Kari Puliyan alias 
Solamarayan of PaluvQr in Kunfa-kQrram and the servants of the 
temple of Ambar-SrI-Mahakalam. [As this Kari figures in an 
inscription of a RajakOsarivarman, it is plain that the ParakCsari- 
varman of this inscription was the successor of Rajakesarivarman. 
They might be Parantaka II and his predecessor.]

801 . 635 of 1902. — (Tamil.) On a pillar of the maptapa in 
front of the ^antanayaki shrine in the Mihirarune 4 vara temple. A 
record in the ninth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. 
Records gift of land for two lamps. 

803 . 636 of 1902. — (Tamil.) On the same pillar. A damaged 
record in the second year of the Cho(a king Rajakesarivarman. 
Records gift of land. 

803 . 637 0/1902. — (Tamil.) On another pillar of the same 
maptapa. A damaged record of the Chola king Parakesari- 
varman, the date of which is doubtful. Records gift of land. 

804 . 638 of 1902. — (Tamil.) On a third pillar of the same 
maptapa. A record in the fourth year of the Chola king Raja- 
kesarivarman. Records gift of land for a lamp by a merchant. 

805 . 639 1902. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the maptapa 
in front of the central shrine in the same temple. A record in the 
twenty-first year of the Papdya king Maravarman alias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin KulaSekharadeva (I ? 1268 — 1308). Records gift 
of land. 

806 . 640 0/1902. — (Tamil.) On the inner gopura of the same 
temple, left of entrance. A record in the tenth year of the Papdya 
king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin ^rl-Vallabhadeva. 
Records gift of land. Was he the contemporary of Maravarman 
Supdara Paqdya I (1216—1235)? 
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807 . 641 0/ 1902.— (Tamil.) On the south wall of the second 
prakara of the same temple. An incomplete record in the twenty- 
eighth yea^ of the Papdya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Sri-Vallabhadeva. [It is not improbable that this king 
was the predecessor of Jatavarman Kula 4 ekhara 1 , 1190— 1217.] 

Tirunettikkaval. 

One of the South-Kaveri centres of Saivitism, it has been sung 
by Ghanasambanda. 

807 "A. 520 of 1904. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the 
central shrine in the Amalake^vara temple. A record in the 
twenty-first year of the Cholla king Tribhuvanachakravartin Raja- 
rajadeva. Records gift of land. 

807 -B. 521 0/ 1904. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
and incomplete record in the twentieth year of the Chola king 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva. Seems to record a gift of 
land. 

807 -C. 522 of 1904. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A muti- 
lated and incomplete record in the twentieth year of the Choja 
king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva. 

807 -D. 5230/1904. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record 
in the ninth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Raja- 
rajadeva. The god is called the lord of Tirunellikka in Arvalak- 
kQffam, a subdivision of Rajendra-^Oja-vajanadu. Mutilated. 

807 - 3 . 524 of 1904. — (Tamil.) On the north and east walls of 
the same shrine. A damaged and mutilated record of the Chela 
king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva, the date of which is 
lost. 

807 -F. 525 of 1904. — (Tamil.) On the same walls. A record 
in the seventh year of the Chela king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Virarajendradeva. Records gift of money for a lamp. 

807 -G. 5260/1904. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
shrine. A much damaged record in the thirty-first year of the 
Chela king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva. 

807 -H. 527 of 1904. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A muti- 
lated record in the fourth year of the Chela king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Rajarajadeva. Records gift of money for lamps. 

Tiruppamburam. 

This place which is one of the South-Kaveri ceiitresof Saivitism 
is the theme of a padika bv Tirugnanasambanda. 

808 . 850/ 1911* — (Tamil.) On the south base , of the central 
shrine in the Seshapun&vara temple. An incomplete and damag* 
ed record in the twenty-seventh year of the Chola king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Kulottunga-Choladeva (lip, " who was pleased to take 
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Madurai (i.e., Madura), llam (Ceylon), KaruvQr and the crowned 
head of the PilQdya.” Refers to an exchange of land. 

809 . * 86 <»/ 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the twenty-third year of the Cho)a king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulottunga-Choladfiva (III, 1186 — 1216), “ who was pleased to take 
Madurai (i.e., Madura), iiam (Ceylon), and the crowned head of the 
Paodya.”* Records that a Vellajan of the village sold himself and 
his two daughters as slaves to the temple of Tiruppamburam- 
Udaiyar, for a sum of 100 kilsus, “ as the time was very bad, as 
paddy was sold at three nalis per kdsu” and his children in conse- 
quence were dying of starvation. The inscription clearly shows 
that there must have been a famine of a serious character. 

810 . 87 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the west base of the same 
shrine. A record in the thirteenth year of the Choja king Rajaraja- 
deva. Records gift of fourteen cows to the temple, by a certain 
VaranavadT^uramudaiyan alias Ko 4 alarayar of Mapakkudi. The 
donor provided also for the cows being kept in the cow-shed with- 
in the temple, for their fodder and for the cowherd boy that grazed 
them. 

811.880/1911. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in the 
fifteenth year of .the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajendra 
ChOladeva (unidentified). Records sale of land to the temple. 

812 . 89 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in the 
second year of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Sundara-Papdyadeva (I,? 1 25 1 — 64). Records gift of 
land. 

813 . 9O0/1911. — (Tamil.) On the same base. An unfinished 
record in the twenty-second year of the Chola king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin RajarajadOva. Records gift of land by a certain 
Paluveftaraiyar of Vanavappadi, for garlands and sacred bath, to 
the temple of Tiruppamburam-Udaiyar (at Tiruppamburam) in 
Uyyakkopdar-valanadu. Refers also to the shrine of the goddess 
Mamalaiyattiyar built in the same temple by a native of PerulQr. : 

814 . 91 of 1911.— (Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
shrine. A record in the twenty-eighth year of the Cho)a king 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottunga'Choladeva (III), “ who was 
pleased to take Madurai (Madura), ham (Ceylon), KaruvQr and the 
crowned head of the Pandya.” Records gift of land to the shrine 
of Rajaraja-Vinayaka-PiUuiyar set up on the bank of the river 
Ariiilaru, by a certain Minavan MQvendavelar. Pamburam alias 
Kulottunga&Olachaturvedimangalam is stated to have been situated 
in Pambura-nadu, a subdivision of Uyyakkopdar-va}anadu. 

815 . 92 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the thirty-fifth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Tribhuvanavlradeva (KulOttunga III), “ who being pleased to take 
Madurai (i.e., Madura), llam (Ceylon), KaruvQr and the crowned 
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head of the Pat^^ya was pleased to perform the anointment of 
heroes and victors. Records sale of land to the temple for the 
worship of PeriyadSvar and Nachchiyar, set up. therein by a 
dancing girl. 

816 . 930/1911. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the twenty-third year of the Papdya king Jafavarman Tribhuvana* 
chakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva (not identified). Records sale 
of houses and lands belonging to a registered tenant who ran away 
without paying the taxes, by the friends who stood surety for him, 
to the temple. The inscription is of interest in the light it throws 
on one aspect of the village fisc. 

817 . 940/1911. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the thirty-fifth year of the ChO}a king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Tribhuvanavlradeva (KulOttunga 111 ), “ who having taken (Madura), 
ijam (Ceylon), KaruvOr and the crowned head of the Pandya, was 
pleased to perform the anointment of heroes and victors.” Refers 
to the images set up by the dancing girl mentioned in No. 815 and 
registers certain privileges granted to her by the temple priests. 

Records that 
this stone temple Pugalabharapan was built by Palarayayar of 
Korramangalam. [Was this PSlaravaya the brother of Sekkilar, 
the author of the Periyapurana ?] 

819 . 96 0/1911. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the thirty-first year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Tribhuvanavlra-Choladeva (1178 — 1216), “ who having taken 
Madurai (i.e., Madura), Ilam (Ceylon), KaruvQr and the crowned 
head of the Pan<lya, was pleased to perform the anointment of 
heroes and victors.” Records gift of land free of certain taxes to 
the same temple at the request of a certain Arumo[i-Brahma-' 
marayan. One of the taxes is mentioned to be Kaverikkarai-vini- 
yogam. 

820 . 970/1911. — (Tamil.) On the same base. Registers in 
the thirty-first year th| settlement of dues until that year, on cer- 
tain lands situated at Pamburam alias KulOttunga-ChOla-chatur- 
vedimahgalam. 

821 . 980/1911. — (Tamil.) On the maptap^ in front of the 

same shrine. Records in S. 1644, and Kali. 4824, ^Obhakrit, that 
MapukkOpapditarayyan agent to Subedar RagOpapdi- 

tarayyan, built the vasanta-maptapa. [The Epigraphist points 
out that this officer should have been an officer of the Tanjore 
king Serfoji ( 1 1711 — 29).l ' 

8 . 22 . 99 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the base of the central shrine. 
A record in the twenty-fourth year of the Choia king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Rajarajadeva. Records gift of land for the upkeep 
of a maptapa built by a certain DamOdaran.o/iVzx ^[iyadaraiys* 
ve}an in the second prakara of the temple. . ... 
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Tiruvtlimilfllai. 

The temple is a strong ^aivite centre as it owes its name to the 
alleged Offer of an eye by Vishnu in place of flower in the course 
of his worship of Siva, and as it is connected with the exploits of 
GfiSnasambanda and Appar in the seventh century. 

823 . 382 oS 1908. — (Grantha and Tamil.) On the north wall of 
the central shrine in the Vilinathasvamin temple. A damaged 
record in the sixth year. Seems to record a gift of land for festi- 
vities in connexion with the two temples of Tivllimilalai-Udaiyar 
and the goddess Pidariyar. The latter of these was perhaps built 
in this year. 

824 . 383 of 1908. — (Grantha and Tamil.) On the same wall. 
A damaged record in the twenty-fourth year of the ChO]a king 
RajakCsarivarman alias Chakravartin Kulottuiiga-Choladeva (I ?). 
Mentions Tiruvllimilalai which was a hrahmadeya in Vepnadu, a 
subdivision of Ulaguyyakkonda^la-valanadu. The donor was 
perhaps a native of Annavayil in ^errQr-kQrram, a district of 
Kulottunga^Ola-valanadu.

Built in at the beginning. Records in the thirty-sixth year (of an 
unknown king) gift of tiles covered with gold to the temple of 
TiruvIlimilalai-udaiya-Mahadeva. One of the donors was Vijaya- 
rajCndradCvar-Anukkiyar Pallavan Paftalinaiigai. 

826 . 3850/1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the eighth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Vikrama-Choladeva (1118 — 35). Seems to 
record a gift of land for a lamp, by purchase. 

827 . 386 of I908.~(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the seventh year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulottunga-Cholad?va (III). Records gift of a lamp-stand and a 
lamp. See Ep. Ind., Vol. XI, p. 125, where Professor Jacobi points 
out that the details of the date (Makara, POrva 14, Thursday, Punar- 
vasu) show that l6th January 1185 is intended, but that Thursday 
is mistake for Wednesday.] 

828 . 387 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the second year of the Chola king Vikrama-Choladeva. Records 
gift of money for two lamps. Mentions AvQr-kQrfam, a district in 
Nittavinoda-valanadu. 

829 . 388 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fifth year of the Choja king Parakesarivarman Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Vikrama-Choladeva (1118—35). Records gift of land 
for offerings at the request of a native of Avar in AvQr-kQfram. 

830 . 389 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fifth year of the Chola king Vikrama-Choladeva, Records gift

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of land in Tattamangalam for feeding Brahma^as, at the request of 
the same person. 

831 . 3900/1908. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the same temple. A record in the forty-fifth year of the 
Chela king Rajakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulottunga ChOladCva ( 1 7 ). Built in at the end. Refers to the 
gathering of the assembly of Tiruvllimilalai to discuss the business 
of the village (grSma-kdrya). 

833 . 3910/ 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the seventh year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Raja- 
dhi-rajadeva (I or II 7 ). Records gift of a gold ornament. 

833 . 3920/ 1908. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the twenty-third year of the Chola king 
Tribhuvanachakravartin RajCndra-ChOladOva. Records gift of 
land to a matha at Tiruvllimilalai Alagiya-Tiruchchirrambalam* 
udaiySr-madam, by a certain GfiSnaSiva who was the disciple of 
Tiruchchattimurrattu-Mudaliyar of TirngMnasamhhanda-tirumadam 
situated to the east of the temples of Tiruchchattimurramudaiya- 
Nayanar andTirukkamakOttamudaiya Periya-Nachchiyar at Raja- 
rajapuram in TirunaraiyQr-nadu, a district of Kulottuiigachola- 
valanadu.* Tiruchchattimurram is one of the Saivite centres south 
of the KavOri, figuring in the legends of Appar.]

A record of the Vijayanagara king Viruppajya-U<?aiyar 
n (i.e., VirOpaksha I), son of Wa-Ariyappa-Udaiyar (Haripara II) 
in 13071 Krodhana. Records gift ot land for a garden by a 
merchant of KaveripOmpattapam in Kajadhiraja-valanadu. [The 


The Tamil poet fiattimuttappalaeM belonged to this piece. 
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inscriptions show that this sea-port was still extant in the end of 
the fifteenth century. Perhaps it was at this time that Pattinattu 
Pillai. tho celebrated Tamil saint and psalmist, lived.] 

838 . 397 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On one of the pillars in the same 
mantapa. Records the name of Ukkal-kllan EdiriliSoian alica 
Paliavarajan. Two other pillars bear the same name. 

839 - 398 of 1908. — (Grantha and Tamil.) On one of the door 
posts in the same maptapa. Records gift of a lamp. 

840 . 3990/ 1908. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the first 
prakSra of the same temple. A record of the Chola king Tri- 
bhuvanachakravartin Rajendra-CholadSva in his twenty-fourth 
year (in words the date is given as twenty-first). Records sale of 
land by a native of TiruveiundQr-nadu in Jayangonda-^Ola-vajnnadu 
to a native of Nerkuppai in Taftja.vQr-kQrram, a subdivision of 
Pandyakula&ani-valanadu. 

841 . 400 0/1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
eleventh year (Kumbha, Apara., Saturday, Mala) of the Chola king 
Tribhuvanachakravartin RajarajadCva (III). Records gift of land 
by a Brahmana for the merit of the king.

A record in 
the second year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajendra-ChoJadOva. Registers a list of lands owned by the 
Tirunavukkara^ar-madam at Tiruvilimiialai. 

844 . 4030/1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the thirty-first year of the ChO]a king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
RajarajadSva (III ?). Records gift of land and a house-site to a 
carpenter (tachchachiri) for executing the repairs in the shrines of 
Ninraru]iya Nayanar and Nerivarkulali Nachchiyar in the same 
temple. 

845 . 404 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
prakara. A damaged record of the Cho]a king Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Kulottunga-Choladeva (HI), “ who took Madura and was 
pleased to take the crowned head of the Pandya,”the date of which 
IS lost. Stones out of order. Seems to record a gift of land. •

Can it be the king who came to the 
throne in A.D. 1 270 ? 

On the west wall of the first 
prakara of the Vilinathasvamin temple. A damaged record in the 
eighteenth year (Kumbha, PQrva 5th, Wednesday, Uttarasha<)ha) 
of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajondra-Choladcva 
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(III). Appears to record a gift of land by purchase. See Bp. 
lad., Vol. XI, p. 132, where Kumbha is pointed out as an error for 
Tula and tilM 5 for tithi 6 , and the date is then equated to Wednes- 
day, loth October, A.D. 1263. 

854 . 413 u/ 1908.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the eighteenth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin-Rajendra-ChOladeva (III ?). Refers to the construction of a 
mafha on the northern side of the temple. 

855 . 414 of 1908- — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the ninth year‘(Tula, Apara 7, Pushya, Sunday) of the 
Paqdya king Jatlvarman Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara- 
Pa^dyadeva. Records gift of land, by purchase for the recital of 
the Tirumurai hymns in the Tirukkaikkofti which was constructed 
for that purpose in the temple during the time of king Nara^iiiga- 
dcva.

Mentions Anapayan 
SevQr in PanaiyQrnadu, a subdivision of KulOttunga^Ojavala- 
nadu. 

859 . 418 of 1908.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the sixteenth year (Kumbha, PQrva 5, Rfivati, Friday) of 
the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottunga-Choladeva 
(III), “ who was pledsed to take Madura and the crowned head of 
the Pandya.” Records gift of land by purchase to the shrine of 
PirvatTfevaram UdniyAr in the first prakara of the- temple at 
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TiruvTlimilalai. Mentions the temple of Tiruchchuvargam. 
Udaiyar, whose d^vadilna village was KulottuhgaSoianallQr 
See Ep. Ind., Vol. XI, p. 125, where the date is shown to be Friday 
28th January, A.D. 1 194. ’ 

860 . 4190/1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the second year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Rajarajadeva. Built in at the end. Mentions Komaran 
KulOttunga&Ola-chaturvedimangalam (named after Kulottuiiga 11 ). 

861.4200^1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin . . . Built in at the end. Mentions Jayarigonda- 
SolanallQr, a devaddna village of the temple of Tiruvllimilala 
Udaiyar and the village Komaran-KulOttunga^Oia-chaturvedi- 
maiigalam in TiruvaJundOr-nadu. [Kumara KulOttuiiga was 
KulOttunga II, the patron of Poet OttakkQttar.] 

862 . 421 0/1908. — (Tamil.) On a pillar in the inner verandah 
of the same temple. A much damaged record of the Choja king 
Parakesarivarman alias Rajendra-ChOladSva (I, loil— 53) the date 
of which is doubtful. Mentions JRajarajan-kdsu. 

863 . 422 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On another pillar in the same 
. place. A record in the twenty-fourth year of the Chola king Raja- 
r^jakOsarivarman alias Rajarajadeva (I). Begins with the usual 
historical introduction. Records gift of paddy (21 kalams) by the 
assembly of Tiruvllimijalai as interest for 30 kdsus received in the 
panddram for the maintenance of visitors in Aippaii Tiruvona 
festival. 

864 . 4230/1908. — (Tamil.) On the third pillar in the same 
place. A record in the twenty-second year of the Chola king Raja- 
rajakesarivarman alias Rajarajadeva (I). Records that the assembly 
of Tiruvilimilalai, a divaddna village of the god in Ventjadu, a 
subdivision of Uyyakkondarvajanadu, made provision for the 
singing of the Tirupadiyam hymns in the temple.

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were given to the teniple by being transferred from the old owners 
and that various taxes were exempted.

Records that Vijaya Raghava, the last Naik king of 
Tanjore, gave Negapatam to the Dutch. 

893 -H. A Tamil silver plate grant in the same place. Records 
the confirmation of the above grant by the Mahratha king Ekoji 
in A.D. 1676.

It gives the names of the Rishis, the tank and the trees which wor- 
shipped the God Palveppai-Nayanar at this sacred place. Figures 
of these devotees are depicted below the record. 

898 . 1040/1911. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record of 
the Vija]^anagara king Mahatnapdale&vara Sada&ivadeva-Maha- 
r^ya in S. 1482, Raudri.

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in TiruvarOr-kOrram, a subdivision of Geyama^ikka-vajanadu) 
being assembled in the ma^tapa called Deva^riyan (i.e., Devai 
raya) exempted from taxes certain lands belonging to the TiruvarOr 
temple.

Ap^attukOjCfam, a subdivision of Ulaguyyavanda&0[a-valanadu, 
after removing the old brick structure which was dilapidated. He 
also increased the temple devaddna by supplementing it with gift 
of lands in the village of Kalappakudi, in VijraikQrram to meet 
the additional requirements of the temple. [The Government 
Epigraphist believes that the king was, in spite of the title Para- 
kesarivarman, Kulottunga (I).]

A record in the twentieth year of the Chola king 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuhga-Choladeva ( 111 ), “ ^ho was 
pleased to take Madurai (Madura) and the crowned head of the 
Papdya.” Records gift of paddy by the temple servants to the 
sacred monastery ( tirukhugai) ot Tirumudiyalnadandan which was 
presided over by NanandOr-Udaiyar Pugalivendar. [Pugalivendar 
cannot be the poet Pugalendi who was the contemporary of 
Ottakkootta and Kulottuhga (II).]

An unfinished record of the Choja king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Rajarajadeva in his seventh year. Mentions Tillai- 
nayakan Kapavadi Nambi alias Madhurantaka Vannadudaiyan of 
Paravaichchurru-pQpdi in Rajaraja-valanadu. 

1085 . 560/1914. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajendra 
Cho]adeva (in) in his fifth year, MCsha, iu. di. 4th, Monday, 
Rohini. Records sale of land. Mentions Vama 4 ivamudaliyar of 
the lineage of the Mudaliyars of ^elva-TiruvarOr and the image 
of Villavanapperuma] in this temple. The date, points out 
Mr. Swamikannu Pillai, corresponded to Monday, 27th March 
A.D. 1251. He further “ shows that the reign began between 
28th March and 20th April 1246, which reduces Kielhorn’s limits 
by eight days.” See Ep. Jnd., Vol. IX, p. 222. 

1086 . 57 0/ I9I4" — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
mantapa. A record of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Tribhuvanaviradeva (1178 — 1216), “who having been pleased to 
take Madurai (Madura), Ilam (Ceylon), KaruvQr and the crowned 
head of the Pandy a was pleased to perform the anointment of heroes 
and the anointment of victors,” in his thirty-third year, Mithuna, 
ba. di. 9, Monday, Rovati, corresponding to June 6, A.D. I2II. 
Records sale of land and two houses for arrears of revenue due on 
a devadana land. The arrears were found out by Pi]jai-Munaiya' 
daraiyar who was in charge of the temple lands, by auditing the 
accounts from the twenty-fourth to the thirty-third year.

A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Virapratapa Devaraya Maharaya (II), in S. 
1351, Sapmya, Vrischika, ba. di. 10, Monday, Hasta (Oct. 29, A.D. 
1429). Registers an agreement entered into by the assembly of 
Parantaka-nadu, a subdivision of Innambar-nadu and the Valafigai 
98 and the Jdangai 98 sects regarding the payment of dues to the 
king (rOjdgaratn). [This epigraph is one of the most valuable 
documents for the construction of the financial history of the 
period. It is analysed in detail in Mad. Ep. Rep., 1915, pp. 
106 — 8, paragragh 44, and it is too long to be quoted here.]

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U^flttai^amudaiya-Nayanar at U^attanam alias Keralakulaiani- 
chaturvedimarigalam, a brahmadiya in Purangarambai-nadu, a 
subdivision of Rajendra^Ola-va]anadu.

A record in the twenty-fourth year of the king 
Records gift of money for a lamp, by a native of Puduppatjauam.

Records gift of land for offerings to the image of 
Bhuvanadhipati-Nachchiyar by the residents of MumrnudiSoia- 
puram in Purangarambai-nadu, a subdivision of Rajendra- 4 d)a- 
valanadu. Refers to the revenue survey of the thirty-eighth year of 
TribhuvanavIradSva (KulOttuhga III). This survey “shows the 
still prosperous condition of the Ch’o}a Empire about the end of 
that king’s reign.” It is doubtful, however, whether KulOttunga (I) 
or (III) is intended.

SHiYAU Taluk. 

In Antiquities Mr. Sewell says that there' are copper plate 
grants in the hands of the residents or temples of KimangQr, 
MaruvattOr, Tiruvalanga^ and Vaidyeivarankovil, but no details 
of these are available. I have given below such of them as are 
definite and dated. 

Erukkur. 

1140 . 299 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On a detached stone built into 
the entrance of the Perumal temple. A fragmentary record in the 
third year of the Choja king RajadhirajadCva (I or II ?). 
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Kdviripattinam. 

This ancient seaport identified with the Kamara of the 
Periplus, the Chabaris emporium of Ptolemy and Charitrapura of 
Hipuentsang, ceased to be of importance only about the fifteenth 
century, in consequence evidently of the silting up of the Kaveri. 
It is now a hamlet of fishermen and a place of pilgrimage. For its 
ancient trade, its splendour, its wealth under Karikalchola, its 
people, etc., as given in Tamil Literature, see Tamils 1800 years 
ago. To the literary men the place is of interest as the birth- 
place of Patfirnttuppillai and to the sociologist as the birth-place of 
the Nattukkottai Chetti community. 

1141 . 140 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On a slab excavated and now 
preserved in the Taluk office at Shiyali. A mutilated record. In 
modern characters. Mentions the street called after Rayanarayana 
and a tank. 

Kondattur. 

1143 . A C.P. grant in the possession of a resident of the 
village, dated in 1529 (A.D. 1607). Antiquities, Vol. I, p. 272.

This is near the ancient site of Kaveripattipam. See No. 1151' 
below which refers to ^ayai in Pukar. It is also referred to in the 
Periapurdna in connexion with the legend of lyarpagai Nayanar. 

For the description of the ancient grandeur 
of the place see KadialQr Udirankaqpanar’s Paffanappdlai. 

1143 . 261 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the noAh wall of the prakara 
in the ^ayavane 4 vara temple.

A record in 
the fifth year of the Cho}a king Tribhuvanachakravartin Raja- 
rajadevt^. Records gift of land for an additional ^ tamp in the 
temple of Tiruchchayakad Udaiyar, having been previously 
provided for in the seventh year of Periyadevar by a certain 
Malaimfilmarundu alias Vanavan Vilupparaiyan of Marudaman- 
galam in TiruvindalQr-nadu, a subdivision of Rajadhiraja- 
valanadu.

Mentions KaverippOmpaftipam in NangOr-nadu, a sub- 
divisioivof Rajadhirajavalanadu. 

1148 . 266 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
prakara. A damaged record in the thirty-fifth year of the Chola 
king Tribhuvanachakravartin Tribhuvanaviradeva (178 — 1216) 
“who took Madurai (Madura), Ham (Ceylon), KaruvOr and the 
crowned head of the Papdya and was pleased to perform the 
anointment of heroes and victors.” Lease of a temple land and a 
house -to Uttarapati-Nayakan alias TiruchchayakkaUu-vC]an, the 
headman of Vallam, for the supply of 8 saydvana-nalj of pepper 
every day, to the temple. [The measure here mentioned was 
probably a local one but must have been widely in usfe on account 
of the commercial importance of the place.] 

On the south wall of the same 
prakara. A damaged record in the ninth year of the Cho]a king 
Parakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Vikrama-Cho]a- 
deva (1118 — 35).

Records gift of land for presenting 
rice to Brahmapas.
